T HE Mahometan princes had eftablilhed them- 
fclves in fcveral parts of India, long before 
Tamerlane, the Tartar prince of Samarcand, penc* 
traced there in 139^* when he dethroned the Sultan 
Mahmoud, anti left the empire of Indoftan to his 
own pofteritjr- Tamerlane died in 1404, and hisdel- 
cendants cre&ed foe new DjmdUy of* Mahometan 

II emperors, 
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cm perots, called tKe Great Moguls, one of whom, 
named Shah Grhan* was dcpolcd by ids Ton Au- 
rcngztbe, and died in t 566 . Aurengzebc main¬ 
tained himfclf in the throne near fifty years* con¬ 
quered many provinces, and died in 1707. He 
was luce ceded by his ion Bahadar Shah* and the 
blood of Tamerlane continued to be held in too 
great veneration throughout the empire, to permit 
any others thin his delccndants to entertain the 
Thoughts of aicending the throne with impunity ; 
but ionic of them only accomplished the ceremony 
of being placed on the throne of Dells, to entitle 
them to be ranked in the lift of its monarchs, By 
that dependence on the great men of the empire, to 
which their con lefts for the crown had reduced the 
defendants of Aurengzebc, the emperors cle&ed* 
although defpotic with the multitude, a fern tied the 
throne in bonds* and were in reality only the (laves 
of thtir mini tiers, who ruled the empire as they 
pleated ; while the people law the glare of a fovc- 
reign, whole commands extended no farther than 
among the women of his fcraglio. Thefc mi [li¬ 
fters depo led and murdered Forruckftiir in 1719 -* 
after which, they placed on the throne his couiin- 
german Raffeih Al Dtrjat, whom they ailo mur¬ 
dered* after he had reigned only three months. 
His brother Raffeih Al Dow let was the fucceffor ; 
but died loon after* and it is fulpedtcd he was poi* 
foned. This paved the way for Mahomed Shah * 
to the imperial dignity. He was fon of Jch.in Shah, 
one of the three princes who perifhed in contending 
for the crown with thtir brother Jchatwjar Shah 
fo that a Ion of each of thjfe three unfortunate 
princes became emperor only to be as unfortunate 
as his father ; but the greateft humiliation* if not

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the mo ft tragical exit, was refer ved for Mahomed 
Shah, the great-grandfon of Auretigzebe, 

At this time, in 1730, the government of the 
Deck an was inverted tn the viceroy Nizam Al 
Muluck, who was bred under the eye of Aureng- 
zebe, and without rebellion had rendered himfelf 
tiimort independent of the emperor, theyigh a 
fourth part of the empire was under his jurifdic- 
fcion j having feven large territories, extending from 
Babfure to Cape Comorin, to which he had the 
indubitable right of nominating feven Nabobs, or 
governors of provinces* Be (ides, in alt parts of 
India, there are ftill extenfive diftri&s which have 
prefer ved ; with the Gentoo religion, the old form 
of government under Indian kings, called Rajah’s: 
ftich arc Mai (Tore*, whole capital is Serjngapatnam j 
and Tanjorc +, whofe capital is of the fame name- 
There are alfo, among the woods and mountainous 
parts of the country, leveral petty princes or heads 
of dans, diftingui (hed by the name of Poly gars. 
1 hde are nil tributary to the Nabobs, and thole to 
the viceroys, whofe capital is AurengabaJ in the 
kingdom of Gotconda. 

The fundamental laws of the government were, 
to acknowledge the Grand Mogul for firft fovc- 
reign; the governor-genera! of the Deckan for his 
reprefentative in that country j and the particular 
governors appointed by that viceroy, as holding 
their authority from him. Theft: princes are by 
cullom proud, and have a contempt for other na¬ 
tions. They are generally called Moors, as are all 
the governing people of India : but it is a great im¬ 
propriety to call thel'a Mahometan ufurpera by that 
name * and yet, as the writers of all nations have 
given them that appellation, it would now be a

greater impropriety to deviate from that ufoe; 
Their attachment is fo to ancient manners* 
that they never change their modes of life or fafhions. 
There is no character thefe Afiatic princes are fo 
tond of as that of a warrior •, and* as they have no 
other notion of government, they have been con¬ 
tinually at war with one another. They talk In a 
high Ifram of their paftion for military glory; and 
as the word Zing, in their language, fignifies a 
loidicr, it appears, by the frequency of that termi¬ 
nation to moll of their Nabobs, how generally they 
affeft the honor of that title. 

However, it has been obferved, that all the 
Mahometans eftablifhcd in India acquire, in the 
third generation, the indolence and pufillanimity of 
the original inhabitants, and at the fame time a 
cruelty of charaftcr to which the Indians are at pre* 
fent happily Arrangers. Hence we are almoft in¬ 
duced to give aft'ent to the opinion, that the prohi¬ 
bition of fltedding blood of any kind, inculcated 
by the Indian religion, was a political inftitution, 
wifely calculated to change into gentler manners 
the fanguinary difpofition, which is fa id to have 
characieriled all the inhabitants of Jndollan, before 
the religion of Brama was introduced among them. 

The Deckan*, is fo called from its fouthern 
fi tuition * and the worJSoubah JigniEes a province* 
fo that the viceroy of this territory is called Sou- 
bahdar, and by Europeans, improperly, Soubah. 
The Moorifh governors, dependent on the Soubah- 
dar, all time the title of Nabobf, which fignifies 
deputy, who ought ro hold his commiffion from 
DclSi and it at his death a fuccefTor has not bet'n 
previoully appointed by the Great Mogul, the 
Soubahdar has the right of nominating a perfon to

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id mini Iter the nabobfhip until the will of the lb- 
vereign js known : but a Nabob thus appointed is 
not deemed authentically eftabiifhcd until he is con¬ 
firmed from Dell!. The Soubahdar receives from 
the fevcral Nabobs the annual revenues of the 
crown, and remits them to the treafury of the em¬ 
pire. The Nabobs are obliged to accompany him 
in all military expeditions within the extent of his 
viccroyalty j but not in any without that extent. 
Thefe regulations were intended to place them in 
fuch a Ihte of dependence on the Soubahdar, as 
fhould render them lubfervient to the. intcrcfts of 
the empire ; and at the fame time leave them fuch 
independence, as to render it difficult for the Sou- 
bahdar to make ufe of them to difturb the throne. 

Among other in fiances of contempt wtth which 
the majcily of the emperor was treated of late 
years, the governors of provinces not only counter* 
fated letters, orders, and patents from the court 
of DclJi; but even hired men to ail the part of 
officers inverted by the Great Mogul, with power 
to confer with them on the affairs of their govern¬ 
ment. Thefe miniftcrial importers were pompouily 
received in the capital, where the Viceroy or Na¬ 
bob humbled himEelf before the pretended repre¬ 
sentative, who delivered in public his credentials, 
and the fictitious orders he had been in (trusted to 
enforce. Thefe meafures w'ere prafttfcd to appeafe 
the minds of the people, who Hill retained fo much 
veneration for the blood of Tamerlane, that a 
viceroy always thought it necefiary to create an 
opinion among them, that he was a favorite of the 
emperor, even if he was in arms again ft his au¬ 
thority. 

1 have mentioned this, to fhew the power with 
which Nizam Al Muluck was inverted in the year 
173S, when, he was no lefs than ninety-four years 
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of age, fo that he was in the prime of life at the 
death of Aurengztbe. His eldeft fen, Gauzedy 
Cawn, was buefhes, or paymafter-general, the fc- 
cond man in power, nexr to the Vizir, in this 
mighty empire. 

The removal of two dangerous enemies to the 
throne, placed Mahomed Shah in polTdJion of it, 
with a fecurity unknown to his preccddlbrs Since 
the reign of Aurcngzebe ; but his greatdl danger 
Jay in this Jecurity. He was weak, fenfual, indo¬ 
lent, and irrefolute ■, conferring greater power on 
his own favorites, than had beer affumed by for¬ 
mer mimfters. Thofe favorites offended Nizam A 1 
Muluck, who loudly cenCured their adminHtration : 
bur as he was fo far advanced ip years, he thought 
himfelf unable to bring about a neceflary reforma¬ 
tion j or pretending that there could be no other re¬ 
medy in fuch defperate evils than a total revolu¬ 
tion of the empire, he Tent to Nadir Shah, com¬ 
monly called Thamas Kouli Khan, who had ururped 
the throne of Perfia, and advifed him to come and 
take poffejfion of that of Indoftan. The confe- 
quencc was this, his advice was eagerly purfued, 
and the brave ambitious Perfian eafily dethroned the 
timid di Ifoluie Mogul. 

The fatal hour approached, in which a Pcrfian 
adventurer was to have it in his power to exter¬ 
minate the race of Tamerlane, and annex the riche It 
empire of the world to Iris own. Nadir Shah en¬ 
tered India from Kandahar in the beginning of the 
year 1738; and a flight battle decided the fate of 
the Great Mogul, who laid his regalia at the foot 
of the conqueror, faw his capital plundered, and a 
hundred thou land of its inhabitants mad acred. 

It was imagined, that after fo eafy a conqueft. 
Nadir Shah would have declared hirtifelf fovereign 
of the empire, and have detached fome of his Per- 
fian generals as viceroys over the dill ant provinces, 

where 
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where they would have railed great contributions 
from the natives, and obliged thG European fettle- 
ments to pay largely for their liberty of trade, and 
the confirmation of thofe privileges, which they had 
obtained of the former lords and governors of thofe 
countries. But the conqueror only referved to him- 
felf fomc of the wellern provinces, and reftored all 
the red to the unhappy Mogul, whom he formally 
rein dated in the throne of his ancetlors. Nadir 
Shah then returned to Perfia at die end of the 
year 1739, with an imtncnle treafure. Generous 
to an avowed enemy, he was foon after tnafliicrcd 
by his pretended friends. The effedls of his con- 
quell were not felt till fome years after in the foil- 
them provinces, and were then of a different kind 
from what was at firft apprehended. The confu¬ 
tation of the Mogul empire began to lofe its vigor 
immediately after the death of Aurengzebe, the 
able(l monarch that ever reigned over Indoftan: 
but fince the dreadful incurfion of rhe Pcrlkns, it 
has declined fo much, chat Soubshdars have main* 
tained ihemfelves in their governments againft the 
will of the love reign, and have appointed Nabobs 
under them with as little regard to his authority. 
Nabobs have alio kept poEJeflion of their go¬ 
vernments, in oppofnion both to the Soubahdar and 
the Mogul: but what is more extraordinary, in the 
oBices of a defpotic date, both Soubahdars and 
Nabobs have appointed their fuccdtors, who have 
frequently Succeeded with as little oppoficion, as if 
they had been the heirs apparent ot an hereditary 
dominion. 

The Carnatic, or province of Arcot, is one or 
the moll con fide rabk governments dependent on 
the Soubahdar of the Dcckan, and comprehends 
the principal fettle ments of the European?, Mad rats 
and Pondicherry, as alfo the capital city called 
Arcot. It was not before the beginning of the 

B 4 prefent 
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prclcni century, that this province was entirely re 
duced by the Moors i but its limits now are greatly 
inferior to thofe which bounded the ancient Carna¬ 
tic ; for the Nabobs of Arcot have never extended 
their authority beyond the river Gondegama to the 
north ; the great chain of mountains to the weft j 
and the borders of the kingdoms of Trichinopoli ", 
Tanjorc, and MailTore to the fouth * the fca bounds 
it to the eaft, 

StrotT ALLEtCAWN f was a regular and acknow¬ 
ledged Nabob of the Carnatic, and governed that 
province from the year 1710 to 1732, when ho 
died. As he had no iflue, be adopted the two.fans 
of his brother; appointing the elder, Dcutt Alice 
Cawn to faceted in the nabnbihip: and confer¬ 
ring the government of Velore on the younger, who 
was named Boker Alice Cawn. He alfo directed 
that Gulam HalTein, the nephew of his favorite 
wife, fhould be Duan, or prime min titer, to Ids 
fucccGbr. The dil portions he had made were ful¬ 
filled without oppofkion or difficulty ; but the Sou- 
buhdar, Nizam A1 Muluck, beheld the facceffion 
of the new Nabob with averfion, lince it took effect 
without that deference to his authority, which he 
was determined to cftablifa throughout all the go¬ 
vernments under his jurifdiftion. 

D&ustAlle eCawn married one of his daughters 
to Chunda Saib§, a man of no family nor riches; 
but endowed by nature with talents, and a capaciry, 
that made ample amends for what fortune had de¬ 
nied him. This lord gave his own daughter, by a 
former wife, in marriage to Gulam Mullein, who 
was incapable of adminillring the office of Duan,

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which was therefore conferred upon his father- 

in-Jaw, 

The kingdoms of Trichinopoli, TanjOre, Ma¬ 
dura, Mailibre, and Marava were governed by 
Gentoo princes, fubjedted to pay a yearly tribute to 
the Mogul; which was not punctually performed; 
anti the new Nabob laid hold of this drcuroftance 
to make war upon them, and obtain their domi¬ 
nions for his own family. He a ill; mb led a ^nu¬ 
merous army, conlifling of about thirty thoufand 
boric, with a proportionable number of foot, the 
command of which he gave to his e hi eft Ion Sob- 
der Alice * and Chonda Saib, who began their war¬ 
like operations by advancing towards the territories 
of Trichinopoli; but to prevent fu I pi cions, the 
collection of the tribute was given out as the only 
intention of the expedition, and the army was or¬ 
dered to move lei lure I y down to the lea coaft, be¬ 
fore they proceeded to the foutb. Accordingly, 
they came to Madrafs, w here they remained fume 
days ; then marched to Pondicherry, and continu¬ 
ed there a longer time. Here Chunda Saib laid the 
firtl foundation of Jus connexions with the French 
government in that city, from whence he advanced 
towards the capital of Trichinopli, a large popu¬ 
lous place, about thirty-five leagues fouth-weft of 
Pondicherry. It was completely inveilcd by the 
Moorifh army on the fitfth of March 1736* 
taken by afiault the twenty fixth of April following. 
Subdcr Alice eftabliflied Chunda Saib in the go¬ 
vernment of 1 riehinopoli, where he aliunitd the 
title of Nabob. After making therofelvcs matters 
of all the country, they invaded the kingdom of 
Tanjorc, and bdieged the capital, where Snhagy 
the king had font himfelf up with all the troops he

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could aflcmble together. That place was well for* 
tificd in their manner j fo that cEic Moorifh prince* 
turned the ficge into a blockade* after having at¬ 
tacked it in vain for fix months. 

While Chun da Saib commanded at the fiege, his 
brother Bara Saib advanced towards the fouth with 
a detachment of fifteen thou land horfr, and made 
himfelf mailer of Marava, Madura, and the coun¬ 
try about cape Comorin. Then amending along 
the coall of Malabar, he pufhed his con quells into 
the province of Travanoour. Jn thefe circum- 
ilances, Chunda Saib put the French in parte flian 
of Karical; while Subtler Alice returned to hU fa¬ 
ther at Arcor, who appointed Meer-ArtUd to fuc- 
ceed Chunda Saib in the office of Duait, and the 
Harter rcfolved to fecure his new conquered domini¬ 
ons as an independent government for himfelf. 

The Gentoo princes were greatly alarmed at 
thefe conquefts, and difpatched meflengers to Maba 
Raja the king of the Mora trees % reprefenting to 
him, that if they were not fpeedily affifted, their 
religion mull be fubverted, as well as their domi¬ 
nions deftroyed, by the Mahometans. The chief 
min tilers of that prince, moil of whom were Bra¬ 
in ins, perfuaded him it was an indifpcnfiblc article 
of Ins duty to comply with their requell j and h* 
at iaft determined to fend them an army of fixty 
thoufand horfe, and a hundred and fifty thoufand 
foot, under the command of his el deft Ton Ragogi 
Boufola f Sena Saib Soul a, who began his march 
with thefe numerous forces in Oftober 1739, 

If it be matter of allonifoment, that fuch num¬ 
bers of fighting men are frequently brought into the 
fiekl, how wifi it appear, when it is added to the

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Recount, that every horfeman has two Servants; 
one to take care of his horfei the other to procure 
him forage and that all thefe arc accompanied by 
iheir wives and children ! 

The Viceroy Nizam A1 Muluek was obliged 
to keep his arms turned cowards Ddii, which pre¬ 
vented him from marching into the Carnatic •, fo 
that he permitted the Morattoes to attack the Nabob, 
which they were eager to do, with the defire of 
pillaging a country, that had been long enriched by 
the gold and filver which moil nations in the world 
had carried there for ihe purchafc of Indian com- 
modities. The Mora tides were now confide red as 
the moil enterprUing foldiers of indoftan, and as the 
Only nation ot Indians, which feem to make war 
an occupation by choice j for the Rajpouts are lol- 
diets by birth. Of late years they had frequently 
been at the gates of Delli; fometimes in arms a- 
gainft the throne; at others, in defence ofit agamit 
the Aifghans or i J atms. 1 he Ilrength of their ar¬ 
mies con fids in their numerous cavalry, which is 
more capable of refilling fatigue than any in India, 
and large bodies of them have been known to 
march fifty miles in a day. I hey avoid general 
engagements, and feem to have no other »dea m 
making war, but that of doing as much luifchief 
as poflibfe to the enemy’s country ; which they er- 
feft by driving off the cattle, deilroymg the har- 
vefts, burning the villages, and by exceeding uc 
cruelties, as induce the people of the open country 
to take flight on the firft rumors of their approach. 
The celerity of their motions prevents any method 
of refiftance againll rheir main body, or even o 
effectually attacking any of their detachments: 
therefore, the expence of maintaining an armv in 
the Held, with little probability ot fighting fuch an 
enemy, and the greater detriment ar.fing 1mm the 
devaflations they cotrmutj generally incline the go- 
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vernments they attack to purchafe their retreat with 
money *. 

Before the Carnatic was conquered by the 
Great Mogul, the Morattoes were in poffliTion of 
fever al forts and territories in the country, which 
the Moors obliged them to abandon ; with a fiipu> 
lation that they fhould annually receive a portion 
of the revenues, as a rccom pence for the pofleflions 
which they reJinrjujfhed, and as an encouragement 
to refrain from their ufaaJ predatory incurfions into 
the province. The Nabobs of Arcoc had many 
years neglected to pay this kind of tribute, and the 
Morattoes had defifted from their accuftomed me¬ 
thod of obtaining reparation, from their great fear 
of Nizam Al Muluck : but this ref bain t was now 
removed, by the encouragement which they receiv¬ 
ed from him to invade the Carnatic, 

The Morattoc army approached the Carnatic in 
May 1740, pillaging and ravaging all the country 
through which they paffed. The Nabob marched 
from Arcot with what troops he could afiemble, 
which were only four thou land horfe and fix thoufand 
foot, to defend the paffes of Damal-chcrri, until 
he could receive frelb i'uccours from his fun Sub- 
der Alice and Chimda Saib : but lie was betrayed by 
one of his Indian officers, who fuffertd the Moral- 
toes to pafs the ftation where he commanded. The 
confequence was, that the Nabob was furiouQy at¬ 
tacked in the rear of his fmaU army, which was 
not guarded by intrenchmems. His men rtfolute- 
ly defended themfelvcs, until rhty few him, and 
his fon HaJTan Alice, fall dead from their elephants. 
The rout was then general; mofl of the Nabob’s

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dlBcers were (tain*, and Mcer-Afthd was taken 
prifoner, This happened on the aoth of May* 
when the ground was extremely wet by the rains 
which fell the night before, fo that many fugitives 
were trod under toot by the elephants, which iunk 
down to the middle of the leg In mud, It is laid, 
that never was a fight more Thocking to humanity 
than what this battle prelented, of hordes, camels, and 
elephants, wounded and furious, mingled and over¬ 
whelmed, together with officers and foSdiers, lending 
forth hideous cries, making vain efforts to elcapti 
from the (loughs full of blood wherein they were 
plunged, and Hi fling and crulhing to pieces thofe 
wounded fo Idlers who wanted ftrengih to rile. The 
conquerors plundered the camp, carried off the mi¬ 
litary theft, and took the ftandard of Mahomet, 
as alio that of the Mogul, above forty elephants, 
and a great number of hori’es. The body of Deuft 
Alice Cawn was found among the dead but that 
of his fon could not be diftingutfhed. 

The Morattoes fent detachments to plunder and 
levy contributions into every part of the province ; 
while Subdcr Alice fled to Vdore, and ChundaSaib 
returned ro Trichinopoli. The Morattoes wrote from 
A roar to thegovcrnorofMadfal^thatthey had large 
demands on the company, which they would fettle at 
leifure : but in the mean time, they demanded 
three hundred thoufatid pagodas in part towards the 
pay of rheir army. As this letrer was only tent by 
two horfemen, it was nor difficult for the governor 
to return an anfwer t but he would not have found 
it fo cafy, in the dreumftances th* place then was, 
ro avoid parting with a capital I urn, if they had fup- 
ported their demand , by marching one pait <d their 
army againftthe town ■, and that they ncgkchrd ir, 
was owing to other caufes, more chan any opinion, 
rhat his power was fufnricnt to rcfifl them. 

The 
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The fortifications of Pondicherry were at this 
time in fuch reputation, among a people who had 
never before feen any thing equal to them, that the 
lace Nabob and his children had lent their families 
and creatures to remain there during the war; 
while the opulent inhabitants of Arcot removed all 
their valuable efFefts into the ftrong holds with 
which the province abounds. The Morattoc ge¬ 
neral^ alfo threatened to attack Pondicherry with all 
his forces, unlefs he had immediate farisfadion 
made by the payment of conGderablc futns. He far¬ 
ther demanded a yearly tribute to be paid, and the 
family and creature of the Nabob to be delivered 
up to him. Several letters palled between him and 
M. Dumas, the French governor, who Ihewed, by 
his anfwers to the Morattoc, that be was not to ho 
terrified at his menaces. 

The Morattoes, thus difappointed, readily lif* 
tened to the propofols of their prifoncr Meer Affud, 
who was impowered by Subder Alice to treat with 
them j and it was agreed, they fhould be paid, at 
different periods, ten millions of rupees, equal to 
one year's revenue of the province, on condition 
that they quitted it immediately. This was made 
public; but another article was kept fee ret, where¬ 
by the Morattoes had liberty to attack Chun da 
Saib, and Icize his dominions for themlelves. As 
form as the treaty was ratified, Subtler Alice af¬ 
firmed the title and authority of Nabob; while 
Chunda Saib put Trichinopoli in the belt poflureof 
defence, as apprehenlive of what had been tranf- 
acied again ft him, 

The Morattoes accordingly quitted the province, 
and returned in December; invaded the country of 
Trichinopoli, inverted the capital, cut off all Jup- 
plies, and obliged Chunda Saib to furrender the 
place, on the 26th of March 1741, after he had 
bravely defended it three months. The Morattoes 

put 
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put him, with his fan, and their principal officer*, 
under the ftricleft confinement} and having drained 
Trtchinopoli, they appointed Mora row *, one of 
their generals, viceroy of the kingdom, leaving 
fourteen thoufand of their troops under his com¬ 
mand. During the liege, the Morattuc general 
fent a detachment; of eight thou land horle, and a 
ft rang body of foot, to the lea coat}, who attacked 
Porco Novo, about fix leagues to the Touch of Pon¬ 
dicherry, and cafily made themfeUcs mailers of an 
open indefenfibic place, which they plundered, and 
carried off alt the merchandizes found in the ma¬ 
gazines of the Engliffi, French, and Dutch. The 
lame detachment marched from Porto Novo to 
Gouddour, an Englilh feet lenient four leagues 
fouth of Pondicherry, which they pillaged. After 
this, they encamped at Arcbiouac, a league and 
half from Pondicherry ; from whence they march¬ 
ed to attack Congymcr and Lad ms, two eftabb fo¬ 
ments belonging to the Dutch, whole magazines 
they entirely plundered. 

Subdzr Ali.ee was thus confirmed Nabob bythp 
Morattors, and CHonda Saib was removed from 
exciting inteftine commotions but the refen tment 
of Nizam Al Muluck ftill remained to be appealed. 
The late calamities To much affected the new Na¬ 
bob, that he removed his court from the open and 
defencelcls city of Arcot, and took up his relidence 
at Velorc, which was well fortified, ami had a ftrortg 
citadel formerly built by the Moral toes; With 
the Tame fpiric of precaution he fent his wives and 
children with his trcifures to Madrals; becaufe he 
fufpefted the connections which fuhfilled between 
Chutuia Saib and M, Dupkix, the governor of 
Pondicherry. The Nabob made leverai viiits from 
Velorc to his family at Madrafs ; and thefc journres 
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were reported to Nizam AI Muluck, as proofs of 
his intention to proceed from thence by Tea to 
Mecca, to fpend the remainder of his days in acts 
of devotion at the tomb of Mahomet. 

MoRTtx Allee, who had married the Nabob’s 
filler, was now governor of Vdorc, and was un¬ 
willing to pay his contingent for the Moratroes-, in 
which he was joined by other governors, who repre¬ 
sented to him, that the Soubahdar would be plcaied 
with any violent meafures that might be taken by 
the officers of the Carnatic, again! t a Nabob who 
paid little deference to his authority. A confpiracy 
was formed, and Subder Alice was aflaflinated by 
fome A by (Tinian (laves after which Marti z Alice 
influenced the army to proclaim him Nabob', but 
they as foon dethroned him, and Seid Mahomed 
Cawn, the young fon of Subder Allee, was declared 
lawful luccellor to the government of the Carnatic. 

The Soubahdar Nizam Al Muluck had no dan¬ 
ger to apprehend from the court of Detli, and 
marched in the fpring from Golconda to Arcut, at 
the head of his army, which was compofed of 
eighty thoufand horle, and two hundred thoufand 
foot. Such a force could meet with no refinance : 
he fettled the government at Arcot, which he con¬ 
ferred on Coja Abdullah Cawn, and took (he young 
prince whom he had depokU under his own care. He 
allb expelled the Morattccs from Ttichinopoli and 
returned to Golconda, where he was attended by 
the new Nabob, who was poil'oned on the road, 
and was fucceedcd in his government by Anaverdy 
Cawn ", through the favor of Nizam AJ Muluck. 

The new Nabob arrived at Arcot in April; and 
the introdu&ion of this ft ranger into the Carnatic 
was the fource of thole events, which gave rile to 
the war in India between the linglifh and French. 

*" Dr An'waj^dcan Khan, 
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J, count of A nave ad v Caww ; be is confirmed in the

A Naverdy Cawn was the Ton of Anawar, who 
was made by the Great Mogul Aureng- 
zebc, on account of his great erudition and know¬ 
ledge of ibeKoran, one of thole religious officers ap¬ 
pointed to offer up daily prayers for the health and 
profpericy of the lovcreignj who alio ennobled him 

C with 
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with the rank as a commander of 2 50 horfe. He 
retired to Gopce-mahoo, and there fid toed his 
days. His fon Anaverdy was railed to a higher 
degree of nobility, by being ranked a commander 
of 500 horfc, and was appointed governor of a 
diftndl called Coo rah Gehanabad, from whence he 
went to Amedabad, where Gazi O’din Cawn, the 
Soubahdar of the fouthern provinces, gave him an 
honorable poll in the city of Surat j , and when Nizam 
Ai Muluck lucceeded his father Gazi O'din in the 
Deckan, he appointed Anaverdy Cawn Nabob of 
the Yalow and kaja-tnundrum countries, which he 
governed lever al years, till he was promoted to the 
government of the Carnatic on the death of Coja 
Abdullah Cawn. 

He fore this time, the Carnatic had been govern¬ 
ed by three fucceflive Nabobs of the fame family, 
who con fide red that government as a kind of in¬ 
heritance, which they ruled with ail the good ef¬ 
fects of a mild and generous ad mini It rat ion j Jo 
that their fubjefts beheld with regret the transfer- 
ing of the government inro the hands of any 
fteangjer, and were defirous of having for their 
Nabob the depofed foil of Subder Alice Cawn. 
The Soubahdar committed the care of die young 
prince to the new Nabob, with the authority of a 
guardian, till he came of age, when it was pre¬ 
tended he Ihould be inverted with the power of 
Nabob; and he was treated by his guardian in a 
Splendor adequate to his birth : but he was foon 
aiTaflinated in his palace at Arcot by a defperate 
band of difeontented Patans, whofe cruelty was 
imputed to be the relink of a confederacy between 
the regent Nabob and the governor of Veloor, both 
of whom dtfavowed the fact. Anaverdy Cawn 
proved his innocence to Nizam A 1 Muluck, who 
lent him a full and regular commilfion of the na¬ 
bob lh ip 
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bobfhip of Arcot, foon after the death of Scid Ma¬ 
homed. 

War had been declared between Great Britain 
and France in March 174+; but neither party lock 
any public notice of the Gt nation of affairs to the 
Fait Indies; however, the French India company* 
in 174a, olfered the Englilh .1 neutrality for the 
Ealt Indies, which was imprudently rejected ; and 
the war was carried into thcle remote regions* where 
the Nabobs woe foon made ler.bblc, it was their 
interdl to liippiy one party or other with their mer¬ 
cenary troops. 

Immediately on the declaration of the French 
war, the Englilh Fall: India company perceived the 
neceflky of lending a Squadron to India; bctiufc 
it might effectually prevent the French from in¬ 
juring the Briiifli commerce there, and would pro¬ 
bably ruin the French company. This was the 
more neceffary to be done, as the Englilh com¬ 
pany had not only fuffcred by their competition with 
the French in trade ; but alfo by the great encou¬ 
ragement which had been given the French, to 
fmugjric their India goods into the fkttifh domi¬ 
nions, In point of mtereft, indeed, the Dutch 
were more concerned to ruin the French com¬ 
merce, in thofe parts, than the crown of Great 
Britain ; but as the Dutch had not declared war a- 
gain ft France, nothing of that kind was to be ex¬ 
pected from them *, while Great Britain was left* 
in this bufinefs, to attend the concerns of Holland 
equally with her own; and, by attacking the 
French in the Indian leas, lerve both intcrefts, at 
her own expence. 

The affairs of the French company were in a 
better condition than ever in India; which occa- 
Rontd appreben lions that the Brjtifh commerce 
would be greatly incommoded. This promoted an 
application from the Englilh company to the lords 
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of the admiralty, for a fquadron to be lent for the 
proEedtion of their trade and let Elements, and to 
annoy thole of the French in India, Accordingly, 
a fquadron was appointed for the iervice, under 
the command ot commodore Barnet, confuting of 
four fhips *, with which he let fail from Portf- 
mouth on the 5 th of May. This fquadron did not 
proceed immediately to the Englilh let dements in 
India; fcut palled beyond them, and cruized in two 
divifions in ilie Straits of Sunda and Malacca, with 
a defign to interrupt the French company fhips, 
then expected to be on their return to Europe, 
without any convoy. The commodore and lord 
Northdk difguiled their (hips, by painting and 
rigging them in the Durch manner, and in this 
condition arrived in the Straits 01 Banca, where they 
continued at anchor, till the 25th of January 1715, 
when they faw three Urge french (hips coming 
down, which they attacked and took, after a fmart 
engagement of about three giafTes. The French 
fhips belonged to the company, and were laden 
from Canton eo Europe: the one was called the 
Dauphin, commanded by captain Butler ; another 
was the Hercules, commanded by captain Dufrein ; 
and the third was the j.il'on, commanded by captain 
Dei a metric: they were about yoo ton, with 30 
guns, and 150 men, each ; very deeply and rkhly 
laden, chiefly with tea, china-ware, and filk s with 
which the commodore proceeded to Batavia, where 
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the whole fquadron was to rendezvous, and fronn 
thence fall down to the coait of Coromandel. The 
two other men of war, were alfu dir«ui^d like 
Dutchmen, and took a French privateer at Actum 
in Sumatra, which was fitted out from Pondicherry 
to cruize in the China leas. They alto took a 
French fliij> from Manilla, richly laden j and then 
joined the commodore at Batavia, from whence the 
whole fquadron Jet fail, and appeared on the caait 
of Coromandel in the month of Julyt at which 
time the garrifon of Pondicherry confuted of no 
more than 436 Europeans, its fortifications were 
not completed, and no French marine force had 
appeared in India fince the declaration of ^ar. 

M. Dupleix now p re Tided at Pondicherry, the 
government of which had been refigned to him by 
jVJ. Dumas in October r 74r, together with the title 
and privilege of Nabob, which had been confer- 
red on the late governor by (he reigning Mogul, 
whereby he was made Manloubdar, with the com¬ 
mand of 4500 Mogul cavalry, being the nrit 
honor of that kind ever conferred upon any Eu¬ 
ropean in 1 nd oft an. M. Dupleix wa not bred a 
foldkr, and the appearance of the Brnifh fquadron 
alarmed him, for the fafciy or Pondicherry, He 
therefore prevailed on Anavetdy Cawn to inlut 
with the Engtifh government of Madrats that the 
(hips of war Ihould not commit ar-y hoihhtics oy 
land again!! die French pofleffions in the lerritoriFS 
0 f Arcot: hut the Nabob alfo affured the Englifh, 
that lie would oblige (he French toobferve the tame 
neutratiry. This made So much impreflion upon 
the government of Madrais, that they requeued 
and prevailed on commodore Barnet to con hue tne 

operations ot his fquadron to the lea. . 

Thi French were not only intent on defeating 
the expedition of commodore Barnet ; but had even 
C 3 P ul 
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put into execution a f heme tor expelling the Eng- 
lifh company from all their fctilemenrs on the 
toads of Coromandel. M. Mahe de la Bourdon- 
tiais, the governor of the ifies ot France and Bour¬ 
bon, two fettle merits belonging to the French in 
the Indian ocean, about thirty-four leagues to the 
eaftward of Madagafcar, was lent, in 1739, with 
a (qtudron of large Ihips and 1 goo men, to rein¬ 
force Pondicherry; which arrivrd there in 174!. 
As the Fnglilh had refu led the neutrality offered 
by the French, the latter came to the rrfblution of 
giving a vigorous exertion to their force in India r 
and accordingly, on the nth of April 1745, the 
F rench monarch granted M. de la Bourdonnais a 
commifiion, whereby it was ordered, “ That all 
captains and officers of the India company's fhips, 
fliould acknowledge him for their commander, and 
to obey him as Inch ; whether he Ihotild go on board 
any of thofe fhips, or might judge proper to fend 
them on any particular expedition.” This com* 
million was received at Pondicherry^ qn the 6th of 
January following, by M, de la Bourdonnais, who 
was, like the Du Queues, the Hurts, and the Du 
Gue-Trouins, a man qualified for doing great 
things with a fmall force y and one who under- 
flood commerce as well as fighting. He inllantly 
applied his whole attention how to diftrds the 
Englifh company ; and, as the moft efFcflual way, 
determined to attempt the redudtion of Madrafs, 
with its Subordinate fett laments, rather than lofe his 
time in uncertain cruize*, by endeavouring to in¬ 
tercept the (hips belonging to the Englifh com¬ 
pany. 

Commodore Barnet diet! at Fort St, David’s in 
April, 1746, and was fuccetded in the command by 
captain Peyton, who fen: home two Ihips, and was 
reinforced by three Other men of war from Eng¬ 
land, 
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land, when his fquadrtm confided of fcven flaps *. 
M, dc la Bourdonnais had allb a fqiiiidron confid¬ 
ing of eight fhips, the Urged of which belonged to 
the king, and the other Icven were fitted out by 
the company as men of war T* 

The two fquadrons met on the 15th 01 June, 
and came to an engagement off Negapacnam. The 
French had much the Superiority in number of 
men j but the Erglifc had greatly the advantage 
in weight of metal, by which the fortune of battle 
is now generally decided at fea: the Englifh alio 
failed better than the French, and were worked 
with greater Skill. The action began at half an 
hour part four in the afternoon, and continued till 
I even, when it grew dark, and occalloned the fe¬ 
neration of both the fquadrons, with little loft on 
either fide. J Commodore Peyton made fail for

1 The Englifh had 14 men killed, and 46 wounded- The 
French had 17 trilled, and ^ wounded. ^ 
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Trincanomaly bay in the iflaml of Ceylon i and the 
French commodore returned to Pondicherry : the 
former afterwards disappeared, and failed for the 
bay of Bengal ; while the latter nude preparations 
for befieging Madrafs, 

The F.nglifh called on the Nabob Anaverdy 
Cawn to fulfil his promife of re [training the French 
from committing hoftilities againft them by land : 
but they omitted to employ the molt certain means 
of obtaining his proteftion, by neglecting to ac¬ 
company their application for his affi fiance with a 
prelcm of money; which imprudent parfimony 
left the Nabob unconcerned about their interells. 

Nicholas Mors ,Efq; was at this time governor 
of Madrafs, which had been railed to a degree of 
opulence and reputation, that rendered it inferior 
to none of the Europeaneftablifhments in India, ex¬ 
cepting Goa and Batavia: but the place had been 
in a bad (late of defence for fnnie years, and ftill 
continued ft>, not with (landing commodore Barnet 
bad apprized the company, and particularly their 
fecrec committee, of the inl'ecurity of thtir Settle¬ 
ment, by a letter, dated on board the Deptford in 
Madrafe road, on the 24th of September 1745, 
wherein that experienced and judicious commander 
repreiented, "That he mu ft (peak his furprize, to 
find a place of fuch conlirquencc as this w;ss to the 
company, io foch a condition: the works feemed 
rather built by chance than defign; the baft ions 
were placed contrary to ail rules, and the curtain 
was no better than a long unfianked garden-wall * 
and the earrifon was fo weak, that, it he was go¬ 
vernor, lie ftiootd never Deep found in a French 
war, if there were 500 Europeans in Pondicherry ; 
that he had feen, and considered the plan of the 
works propofedi thought it a very good one ; and, 
when it was completed* the town would be fuffi- 
ciently fortified on that fide : but then, that feme- 
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thing muft be done towards the Tea, where there 
were embrafures for form, not ufe, there being 
no rampart to mount guns upon ; that the diltance 
between the baftions was very great, and there was 
atrain a long weak wall without flank or defence » 
fo that two fixty gun fhips would, in two hour? 
time, make an entire breach from baibon to baf- 
tion." Governor Morfe, as the company had To 
long neglected to fend a fkilful engineer, did ail 
that lay in his power for the fecunty ot the place, 
and lent for the belt he could get from Bombay m 
1 745 : but had the fortifications been m the belt 
order, they would have been of little ufe, without 
a liifEcient number of men to defend them j and 


this was the prefent cafe. 

M DE LA BouaDONKAis was well acquainted 
with the fixation of Madrals, the nature of the 
works, and the Ihrcngrh of the gam ion !o mat he 

neslcfled nothing that could contribute to make 
his advantage of any defers in the torufiemons of 
the place. On the 3 d of September, the 1 'tench 
jquadron anchored four leagues to the louth of ? f-i- 
drafs, having on board the troops, artillery, and 
ftorts intended forthefiege Here tome of the troops 
were landed, and marched to St- Thome, about 
three miles to the fouthward ot Midrtfs: the* 
they feeured the landing of another part of their 
men on the 4‘h, without any interruption from the 
carrifon, which was incapable ot lending a dc- 
fachmeru fufficient to make any tuaurnal oppofi* 
non. The town was imnvedjasely mvdted on tht 
land fide, where the French made their grand camp 
at Chindadre Fcitah j while the fquadron prevent¬ 
ed any relief by fea. 

The French army confined of ttoo Europe¬ 
ans, 400 Caffres, and 4 ou fepovs, difctpUncd m 
the European manner. On board the Iquadroa 
there remained 1800 European manners ; and this 
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force was too formidable to be refitted. Long be¬ 
fore the war with France, the Englifh company 
had promised to augment the garrifun of Madrafs 
to 600 Europeans, exclufive of die gun-room 
crew i yet the recruits were 1b few, that when the 
French invefted it, the whole garrifun con fitted 
only of 300 Europeans, twenty-three of which 
were Portuguese delerters from Goa, thirty-four 
were in the hofpital, and there were luch numbers 
incapable of fervite, that all the effective Europe¬ 
ans to be depended upon did not exceed a00: to 
which may be added, the crew of the princefa 
Mary, being eighty men - t and about aoo Topafles, 
a black, degenerate, wretched race of the ancient 
Portuguese, and little to be depended upon, as 
there was not one in ten pottefled of any of the ne- 
eeflary requifites for a foldier. The principal of¬ 
ficer among the garrifon was one Peter Eckman, 
an ignorant fuperannuated Swede, who had been a 
common foldier, and now bore the rank of a firft 
lieutenant: he was afiitted by two other lieutenants, 
and feven enligns. To all which may be farther ad¬ 
ded, that though the garrifon had near aoo pieces of 
cannon, yet they wanted men that were capable of 
playing them \ befides that, the want of military 
ftores was equal to the paucity of military men. 

Most of the A Ratios immediately deferred the 
place, and flew up into the country with their moft 
valuable effects. The Nabob fent no aflfiftance to 
the garrifon; for fuch was his avaricious temper, 
that it could not refttt the powerful policy of 
French corruption, as he preferred the gold of 
France before the ties of honour, and the fecurity 
of that fettle ment, which it was his own inter eft to 
preferve. 

The French began to bombard the town on the 
7th of September, which they continued till the 
10th, when William Monfon, Efq^ and John 
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Hallv burton, Efy were fent, as deputies, from 
the governor to the French camp, to fee what 
terms would be granted, and i* I w.spoffibk to 
procure the ranlbm of the town, f he depones 
were honorably treated by M. de la Bourdonnats, 
who entered into a eonlultation with them, and of¬ 
fered them the following conditions: That the 

town Ihould be delivered up, and all the Engl ifh 
remain prifoners of war: that the articles of capi¬ 
tulation being fettled, thofe of the ranfom Jou d 
be regulated amicably: that the gamfon foodd 
be conduced to Fort St. David * and the tailors 

fent to Cuddalore.” , * _ , _ ... 

As the mftruftson# of M- de la Bourdonnais 
were, not to make any new fettlement, he had in 
his power only this alternative, either to deftroy 
fuch as he Ihould become m after of, or treat for a 
ranfom. The latter was more adapted to his 
intereft: but, as he had only agreed it ftotikbe 
regulated in a friendly manner, the -ng i P 
lies demanded of him a farther explanation when 
he made them this anfwer : « Gentlemen, I do not 
fell honor: the flag of my king (hall ovtr f 
drafs, or 1 will die at the foot Of the walls. In re- 
■rard to the ranfom of the town, and in every thing 
that is imerefting, you {hall be fatjs&ed with me , 
(and, taking the hat of one ot the deputies, he laid) 
here is nearly the manner how we wid regulate 
matters: this hat is worth lix rupee M'ou ft. all give 
me three or four for it, and loot ihe reft. 

These articles were accepted and figned, upon 
which the French took poffelTion of the wwn. lie 
magazines, warehouftrs, andoihei places, ' r ‘ _* 
livid ovi to the French officers and oomm^ 
rics- and the Englifti loldiers and labors were car- 
rird’on board the French ftiips in the mad •, while 
^ governor and council fettled the price ot the 
»«£ with the French commodore at uW* 
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pagodas, or 421,666], fterling ^ btfides a very va¬ 
luable private p re lent to the commodore, who was 
wtiling to evacuate his conqudt upon thefe terms, 
anti leave the Englilli in full pofleflion of their pre- 
fidency. 

Tii £ r £ was not 2 man killed in the French 
camp during rhe ftege ; and only five Engliihmen 
were killed in the town by the cjcptofion of the 
bombs, which dell rayed three haute*. 

1 he fame day that Mad rats fur rendered* a me fi¬ 
le nger from. the Nabob Anaverdy Cawn arrived at 
Pondicherry, and delivered to M. Dupleix a letter, 
in which the Nabob exp rifled great furprize at the 
preemption of the French in attacking Madrafis 
without his permillion, and threatened to fend his 
army there if the ftege was not immediately railed. 
Put M. Dupieix lent directions to his agent at Ar- 
cor to pacify the Nabob, by pro mi ling, that the 
town lliould be given up to him i and by reprdent- 
ing, that the Englifh would certainly be willing to 
pay him a large lum of money for the reftituuon of 
lb valuable a pollefSon. 

Th e French government at Pondicherry at Brft 
ratified the treaty of ranfom : but, on the 20th of 
September, they declared it null and void v fo that 
commodore De la Bourdonnais was obliged to re¬ 
voke the terms of the ranfom, and leave Madrid's 
under the government of M, dc Paradis, a Swifs, 
who was the favorite of M. Dupleix. The conic- 
quence was, that the Britilh governor and council, 
on the 13 th of November, were carried prifoners to 
Pondicherry ; while rhe reft of the Engltlh inhabi¬ 
tants were ordered to quit Mad rafs j "upon which 
they difperfed to different places, and left the 
French in pofTcftiori of alt rheir effefts. 

The promife of a ranfom was the principal in¬ 
ducement that prevailed on governor Morfe to 
make fo Jpcedy a fur-render ^ and if 1 he French had 
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not perfidioufly broke their engagement, the price 
of the ranfom would have been a very favorable 
ciraim fiance to die Englifli company: for the 
French obtained a booty of fifver, woollen goods, 
velvets, copper, iron, lead, and ftorcs for ufe and 
falc, to ih t value ot ^oool* fterling i in 
furniture, mint necefiaries, and other imall ankles, 

1 2,000 1 i 1600 bales of calicoes, 7000 bags of l alt-

En'dilh having taken Cape Breton. That circum- 
ftance cauied the French to alter their meafures, 
with the view of exchanging one place for the 
other: but though the Lnglifh afterwards, in pur- 
fuance of the general treaty of peace, left Cape 
Brei in in a better condition than when it was taken; 
yet the French *&ed very differently at Madrals, 
wh^re they deftroyed the fortifications, and prin¬ 
cipal buildings, before they delivered it up. 

C 1 >M vroDORt de la Bourdonnais aimed at no¬ 
thing Id’s than the total extirpation ot every Fnghlli 
fcttlemtnt on the coaft of Coromandel, which he 
was in a better condition of attempting, by the ar¬ 
rival of three men of war * from France at Pondi¬ 
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cherry, on the aych of September, with 1520 men 
on board. 

But in this he was prevented by a ftorm which 
happened on the id ot October in the night, and 
blew fo violently hard, as to render the greaielt 
part of the French fquadron, then riding in the 
harbor of Madrafs, incapable of fervice. The Due 
d’Orleans, Phoenix, and Lys, were foundered : as 
alfo were the Advice and Mermaid prizes: the 
Achilles loft all her mails ; and the other (hips had 
the greateft difficulty in diiengaging themlelvea 
from the fury of the temped, in which 1 200 of 
their men perifhed, with fixty of the Enghfh garri* 
fon of Mad rats, who were on board the Due 
<t 'Or leans, About twenty other veflels, belonging 
to different nations, were either drove on lhare, or 
perifhed at fea : bur the fhips which were at anchor 
in the road of Pondicherry felt no elTect of the 
florin that raged at Madrais. It is obferved, that 
the violence of thefc hurricanes is generally confin¬ 
ed to fixty or eighty miles in breadth though in 
their progrefs they frequently blow quite aero Is the 
bay of Bengal, 

Tuts event was favorable to the F.ngUfh, becaufe 
the French were preparing for the reduction of 
Forr St, David 1 which this florin prevented. 

The French commodore left M. de Paradis in 
pofleSion of Madrafsj and then failyd to Pondi¬ 
cherry, from whence he took the dilabkd fhips to 
refit at the ifle of Bourbon, where he arrived in 
December. He foon after left that ifland, which, 
from a foreft, he bad rendered a flourishing colo¬ 
ny, and the arfenal of all the military expeditions in 
India that might be undertaken by the French, 
The mi funder (landing between him and the coun¬ 
cil of Pondicherry deprived France of the fruit of 
his labor. He quitted the French fervice, and 
went with the principal part of the plunder of Ma- 

drafs

tirafs to Batavia, where he converted moft of it 
into jewels, and embarked himfelf with two of his 
officers* and fome of his meafure, in a Dutch ihip, 
for Holland ; which fhip was taken by an Englilh 
privateer, and carried into Falmouth in December 
1747. Two other Dutch Ihips from Batavia, with 
Madrafs goods on board, and two French officers, 
were alfo [aken by another privateer, and earned 
into Mslford. But the commodore’* lady, umh molt 
of the jewels, arrived in a Portuguese fhip at Lilbon. 
The commodore was confined fame days m Pcn- 
dennis caflle, from whence he was conduced to 
London in the cuftody of two mefkngers. tie was 
treated with the utmoft polite ne Is, and afterwards 
fentto France, where the friends of M. Dupkbi had 
influence enough to get him confined to the Battik, 
three years and a half, on account of a pretended debt 

of a million of 1 ivres to the India company. Thus, ths s 

gallant man, whofe name ought to be tor ever dear 
to the French nation, was treated at Paris like a 
criminal: but at length the com miliar ies appoint - 
cd by the king, with an unanimous voice, pro¬ 
nounced him innocent. France gave him another 
title *, fhe called him her Avenger. The decree by 
which he was acquitted, met with as loud acclama¬ 
tions at Paris, as the taking of the French prizes 
had done at London. The commiffitries only re¬ 
tired him to his liberty i but the nation in rap¬ 
tures gave him hb reward * and if he had lurvived 
the I’ubietjtient ill fuccefli-s of his country at fea, hn 
abilities would probably have railed him to the 
higheft commands in the navy of France.

T HE Nabob of Arcot was ordered by the 
viceroy Nizam A1 Muluck to reinstate the 
Englifh in their prefidency of Madrals; in which at* 
tempt he was unfu tree fsful beeaufe the French were 
too powerful to be intimidated by any Afiatic force* 
The dorm to which the French fquadron had been 
expofed, ruined the marine force of that nation in 
India,and preferved the Englifh eftablilhmentsfrom 
imminent danger : yet this di(after gave fuch ait 
addition of ftrength to the French eftabiilhments in 
the Carnatic, that the events which afterwards hap¬ 
pened on the coaft of Coromandel, feem to have 
been the confequence of that augmentation of 
troops, which Pondicherry acquired after the French 
fquadron was reduced to the incapacity of attemp- 
ting any farther expeditions. M. de la Bourdon- 
nais had left behind him noo difdplined men; 
450 more were landed out of the three fhips which 
came la ft from India; and about 900 tailors were 
taken out of the fhips that remained on the coaft. 
By this addition, the whole body of the French 
troops, on the coaft of Coromandel, amounted to 
near 3000 men. 

The Nabob Anaverdy Cawn fnfpefled that M. 
Dupleix had no intention to put him in polTefliou 
of Madrals, and lent a body of ten thoufand men, 
Vol.1 I. D under 
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under the command of his ddeft fort Maphuze 
Cawn, to invert: the town : but, on the i2dof Octo¬ 
ber 1746, a body of 400 men, with two field pieces* 
marched out of the town* to attack the befiegers, 
who had never leen Inch artillery employed again ft 
them -, and had no conception, that it was polTible 
to lire the lame piece of cannon five or fix times 
in a minute with execution; for* in the auk ward 
management of their own dumfy artillery, they 
think it well dune if they fire once in a quarter of 
an hour. The French detachment concealed their 
two field pieces behind their line* until the enemy's 
cavahy approached near enough to feel the full 
died: of them, which immediately put their whole 
body into confufion, and occafioned a precipitate 
flight. The French killed about feventy Moors 
in the attack, and returned into the town without 
Jofing a man. Maphuzc Cawn then took pofieflioii 
of Sc, Thome, from whence he was eafily expelled, 
with confiderable lofs, 2nd obliged to feck for fafety 
in Arcot, 

It was more than a century fince any of the Eu¬ 
ropean nations had obtained a decifive advantage in 
war again ft the officers of the Great Mogul, The 
experience of former unfuccefefu! enterprizes had 
perfuaded the Europeans that the Moors were brave 
and formidable j but that opinion was now remov¬ 
ed, when it was found, that the French under M. 
Paradis had defeated a whole army with a Tingle 
battalion. 

The reduction of Madrafs gave the Englifh at 
Fort Sc. David, Bombay, and Bengal, an oppor¬ 
tunity of putting themielves in a more dd’enfible fi- 
tuation which governor Hynd very diligently ob- 
ferved at Fort St. David, by ftrengthenlng the for¬ 
tifications, and caking a confiderable number of the 
Indian militia into his piy, The government of 
this place depended on that of Madrafs, to which 

it 
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it was immediately the next in rank: but on the 
breach of the treaty of ranfom, the company’s; 
agents at Fort St- David, regarding thofe of Ma¬ 
ri raft is prifoners to the French, took upon them- 
felves the genera! adminitfration of affairs on the 
coatt of Coromandel. They began by applying to 
the Nabob of Arcot for his affi dance again ft the 
French, which was readily granted, and another 
army lent for that purpofc under the command of 
Maphuze Cawn, and his brother Mahomed Alice 
Cawn. 

The troops deflined to attack Fort St. David 
aflembled at Ariancopang, about two miles fouth* 
weft of Pondicherry. They confided of 1700 men, 
chiefly Europeans, of w hich fifty were cavalry : 
they had alfo two companies of Cafirc-Haves, na¬ 
tives of Madagafcar, and of the eaftern coaft of 
Africa, dtfdplined and brought into India by Ai¬ 
de b Bourdonnais: they had fix field pieces, and 
fix mortars: the whole commanded by M, Bury, 
the oldeft officer of the French troops in India. 
They marched on the 8th of December at night, 
and arrived the next morning at the river Panna, 
which runs into the fea about a mile and half of 
Fort St. David. The garrifon of that place, with 
the addition of the officers and foldiets who had 
eleaped from Mad nfs, con filled of no more chan 
200 Europeans, and 100 Topafies, which were in¬ 
tended to defend the fort j, while the defence of 
Cuddalore was entrufled to 2000 hired Peons j for 
at this time the Englifh had not adopted the. idea 
of training the Indian natives in the European dif- 
ciptine, chough the French had fer the example, 
by raffing fome companies of lepoys at Pondi¬ 
cherry. 

Aeoi/t a miTc and half to the north-weft of fort 
St. David was a country-hoofe appointed for the refi- 
dence of the governor, behind which was a large 
D 1 garden 
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garden inclofed with a brick wall; and before the 
houfe, a court w icb buildings on each fide of it. 
The Fieri ;h patted the river at a ford about a 
quarter ui a mile bom the garden, and advanced 
to take pt fkfliun of it ; in w hich they met with 
little iefifiance from the Peons, and then laid down 
their arms to reft themfeIves after their fatigue. 
’While they were in this dilbrder, they were attacked 
by Maphuze Cawn and Mahomed Alice with 6000 
boric and jooo foot, which arrived the preceding 
day on the plain of Chimondalum, four miles welt 
ot the fort. The French ran to their arms in con- 
fufion, rufhed our of the garden into the plain, and 
endeavoured to re-crofs the river before they could 
be attacked : but the Nabob's troops came up with 
them before they arrived there, and feveral limes 
advanced fword in hand upon their main body, 
which were protected by their artillery. TheKn- 
gltfh garrifon falJied out as loon as they perceived 
the French retreating; but did not come up in 
time to alidt in interrupting their pafiage over the 
river, which was not efefted without confiderable 
lofs. The Kngliih and Moors advanced in purfuit 
of the French ; but could not overtake them, until 
they had marched fix miles on the ocher fide of the 
river; by which time the troops were recovered 
from their pannic, and were drawn up in fuch good 
Order, that it was not thought prudent to attack 
them fa that they returned to Ariancopang at 
feven in the evening, having been in motion a!molt 
twenty-four hours. They loft four of their belt 
officers, and near 200 men killed and wounded; 
with all their tents, ammunition, fix camels, two 
mortars, two cherts of arms, four drums, and alt 
their provifions. 

M. Dupleix foon after made an unfuccefsful at¬ 
tempt upon Cuddalore, and then ravaged in me 
part of the province of Arcot; which cxafperaced 

the 
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the Nabob more than ever; yet the French go¬ 
vernor prevailed on the Nibob to recal his army 
from Fort St. David, at a time when it had received 
no fupplics either from Europe or the leu I cinema 
in India. 

The French renewed their preparations in March 
1747, for another attempt on Fort St, David j 
in which they were alfo difappoinrtd by the arrival 
of commodore Griffin, with three Jliips of fixty 
guns, one of fifty, and another ot forty, ro reinforce 
the Britifh fquadron, which then con filled ofclevfcn 
Blips’". The commodore landed 150 marines, and 
500 tailors, at Fort St. David, as a temporary aug¬ 
mentation of the garrilbn ; which was farther rein¬ 
forced in June, by too Europeans, a00 topaflss, 
and 100 fepoys, from Bombay ; with 400 fepovs 
from Tdlicherry-, and 150 fo! diets came liktwife 
in the company’s fhips from Europe in the courfe 
of the year. The French fquadron was alfo rein¬ 
forced, and con filled of eight fhips f" i which had 
been refitted, but were never brought out to en¬ 
counter commodore Griffin, though he blocked up 
Pondicherry during all the month of Auguft j and, 
by his difpofuions, prevented them from receiving 
any manner of Supplies for a considerable time af- 
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iCTwanls : he alfo burnt the Neptune man of war 
in Madrifs road, on the 23d of September. The 
French took the princefs Amelia, one of the Imps 
belonging to the company, who put in at Madrals, 
imagining it had been poDefied by the Enghfh ; tor 
the French kept the Britith colours flying at Fort 
Sc. George, and this ftratagem had like to have de¬ 
ceived more of the Engli£h commanders In the ier- 
vice of the India company. The Britannia draped 
only through the mifcondufl of the French: the 
Bxcccr might have met with the fame fate as the A- 
mdia, had fhe not been forewarned of her danger by 
a Britifh man of war, who happened to be cruizing 
off the place, juft as fhe was coming to an anchor: 
and the Oxford too was faved, by fortunately having 
a perfon on board capable of difeourfing in the 
country language, and by that means learnt of a 
Catamaran, who was fiftung off the Fort, that the 
place was in pofleflion of the French. 

Tub force under commodore GrifHn W3s infuffi- 
cient either CO reduce Pondicherry, or recover Mi- 
draft; becaufe the French had repaired the fort id¬ 
eations of the former, where they had mounted t So 
pieces of heavy cannon, and created fix additional 
forts to flank, their exterior works; the magazines 
and arfenal were well provided 1 and the garriIon, 
with the military Indians, formed a body of near 
5000 men. Madraft was alfo put into a defensible 
fit nation : and the miniftry of Dclli, inllead of al¬ 
ii fling the Englifli in the re-pofliffion of their In¬ 
dian prtfidency, profciled a neutrality ^ nor could 
the Nabob be farther induced to interfere in the 
quarrel between the two nations which occafloned 
the Britilh commodore to reJinquUh all his expefta- 
tions of retrieving the honor and character of his 
country, till the arrival of a proper reinforcement, 
which was fpeedily expected under rear admiral 

Bofcawen, 
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Bofctwen, when Pondicherry was 10 be threatened 

with a fiege. . , , 

Is January 1748, major Lawrence arrived from 
England at Fort St. David, with 3 cam million to 
command all the forces in India belonging to the 
company; and he made all the necdlary P«P*™* 
dona for the defence of Fort Sc. David ami Cuada- 
lore. The French attempted again to furprize the 
latter: but the major gavethem an unexpected reeep- 
don, and obliged rhem to a precipitate retreat, with 
the Jofs of many men. While Mr. Griffin lay at an- 
chor under the walk of Fort St + David, the trench 
Squadron* commanded by M. Bouvet, was difeover- 
ed, on the 9th of June, off Negapatnam, by the 
captain of the Lively man of war, who immediately 
proceeded to Fort St. David, and gave intelligence 
thereof to the commodore : but the French arrival 
without interruption at Mad raft, where they land¬ 
ed their men, money, and dotes; after which, they 
returned to Mauritius *. 

As the French were thought to have the fupe- 
riority uf {hips in the Fad Indies, real-admiral Bui-* 
cawen was ordered there in 1747’ 1 ftjuadron

28 th of March 174®- They left the Cape on the 
Sth of May ; and, after making an unfuccelsful at¬ 
tempt again ft the French at the ifland of Mauri bus, 
400 miles eaft of Madagafcar, the whole Jquadron 
arriv'd! at Fort St. David on the 29th of July, when 
admiral Jiofcawen a [lamed the command, while com¬ 
modore Gridin was preparing to return to England. 

This junction of the two fquadrons formed the 
greatdl marine force belonging to any one Eu¬ 
ropean nation that ever had been feen together in 
the Eaft Indies 5 for it confided of nine (hips of the 
line, two frigates, a (loop, and two tenders-, be¬ 
fits fourteen of the company’s (hips■ having 
3580 failors on board; lb that k was determined 
immediately 10 undertake the liege of Pondicherry, 
for which purport the neceffisry preparations had 
been made at Fort St. David. The admiral landed 
the troops, and formed a camp about a mile from 
the fort, where he was reinforced by the marines on 
board commodore Griffin's (hips, and by the com¬ 
pany’s men under major Lawrence. 

Twelve independent companies of too men 
each, Sco marines, and 80 artillery men, compofed 
the regular troops in the king's fervicc. The com¬ 
pany’s troops con lifted of a battalion of 750 men, 
of which 200 were TopafTes, together with 7 > ar¬ 
tillery men. '1 he Dutch, at Negapatnam, lent a 
reinforcement of 120 Europeans, ( here were alfo 
1100 fcamcn on board the ffiips ready to be land¬ 
ed, who had been taught the manual cxerciE at 
fea. All thefe formed a body tu 4120 Europeans: 
to which were joined 1100 fepoys, paid by the 
company; and 2000 horfe fent by the Nabob 
Anaverdy Ciwn, who ftill changed (ides as he 
found the EngTiflj or French officers gained the ad¬ 
vantage. The heavy cannon and cumbrous (lores 
were laden on board the (hips under the command 
of captain Lille, who had orders to anchor, with 

the 
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the whole fquadron, two miles to the fouthward of 
Pondicherry, and remain there till farther orders. 
Captain Paw let, of the Exeter, was fenc before to 
anchor off the town \ and was followed by three 
ocher /hips, with directions to take the foundings all 
about, and to cut off all communication, upon 
that fide, from the French fquadron, which was 
then cruizing in the freights of Malacca. 

Every thing being prepared, the army began to 
march, on the 8 th of Augutt, towards Pondicherry, 
from which they were at the diftancc of about twenty 
four miles. They continued their march on the 
9th and loth, without any appearance of an ene¬ 
my ; but, on the nth, the French made a ftiew 
of about 300 foot and Tome horfc, at an entrench¬ 
ment they had thrown up, about four miles from, 
the town, which they abandoned at the approach of 
the army. 

The garrifon of Pondicherry con fitted of 2000 
Europeans, and 3000 Indians. Governor Duplcix, 
with the afEttance of M. Paradis, had ertfted fevc- 
ral additional fortifications about the town, put the 
fort of Ariancopang in a dcfcnfible ficuation, and 
apprehended no danger from a fiegr, of which 
they had intelligence long before the arrival of ad¬ 
miral Bofcawen on the coaft. 

TstE company’s agents at Fort Sc, David had 
gained very- little intelligence necelfiry to direct the 
admiral in his operations*, and when the army ap¬ 
proached the Fort of Ariancopang, thrre was no 
perfon who could give a dderi prion of the place. 
However, the admiral w*as informed, by a deferttr, 
that the garrifon confi£lcd only of joo men, white 
and blacks; therefore it was refolvcd, to make an 
attempt with the grenadiers and piquets, confiding 
of 700 men, under the command of major Gocxlere, 
to gain a lodgment in the village contiguous to it, 
and to raife a bomb battery there. The engineers 

were 
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were ordered to reconnoitre it, and reported that 
the body of the place was of Jitrle ftrength ; but 
that the enemy had thrown op an entrenchment 
in front, winch mull be firit ftormed, and the fort 
might eafiiy be taken aftewards. 

Accosojhclv, on the izrh, early in the morn¬ 
ings this detachment, accompanied by a body of 
Moors, marched tip to the village, when they dif- 
covered that this luppaled entrenchment was only a 
heap cit mins, and that at a few yards behind it lay 
the lore, not with fuch bender defences as had been 
reported, but terrified with a cavalier at each of 
the angles, a deep dry ditch, and a covered way. 
Tbefe works rendered it impoffible to take the place 
by a coup de main, d’pccially as the Moors were 
afraid to advance with the intrenching tools, while 
the French flanked the detachment front two bat¬ 
teries they had raifed on the ocher fide of the river, 
whereby about 150 men were killed or wounded, 
Among the flairs was major Goode re, the com¬ 
manding officer of the artillery, who was wounded 
in the leg by a cannon ball; which was the mod 
fenfible lofs they could have inflamed, as he was a 
very able and experienced officer, on whole ikill 
the admiral principally relied for conducting the 
capital fiege, However, it was determined to re¬ 
duce the fort, and the French were refolved to 
defend it. The disciplined Tailors, with eight pieces 
of battering cannon, were landed from the Ihips : 
and the garrifon in the fort were increafed to 460 
men. A battery was opened, on the 18th, with 
great fuecds againfl; the fort: but the garrifon 
made a bdd Sally, and took major Lawrence pri- 
fa tier, who commanded in the entrenchments, and 
was deferred by his men. Soon after one of the 
French batteries blew up, and deftroyed about iao 
men j upon which the btfiegers immediately got 
fomc royals into the village, and began to bombard 
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the fort, which was alfo blown up by the garrifon, 
who retreated to Pondicherry, and the befiegers 
took. pofleRion of Ariancopang, where they remain¬ 
ed five days in repairing the tort, in which a garri- 
fon was placed, The army then crofted the river, 
and got poffeltion of a ftrong poll in the bound- 
hedge of Pondicherry, about a mile from the walls, 
TJiis poll being to the north-weft of the town, the 
admiral ordered the Chips down to die northward 
of it; where he opened a communication that way 
on the 28th, and began to break ground before the 
place on the 30th at night, about 1500 yards from 
the walls, which was at too great a ddtance; for 
it is the general pra&ice in fieges, to make the f.rft 
parallel within Soo yards of the covered way. 

Before morning, two trenches were flung up 
at the difranco of too yards from each other; and 
about noon a body of 500 Europeans, with yoo 
fepoys, fallied from'the town ; but were re pul Jed by 
ihc advanced guard of JQQ men, with coniidcrablc 
lot's, having about a hundred men killed and 
wounded, and among the latter was M. Paradis, 
the principal commander. The Engltfh loft captain 
Brown, who defended the fecond trench, till he was 
mortally wounded ; after which, his poll was gal¬ 
lantly fufrained by enfign Clive, who afterwards 
made a glorious figure in India. 

The befieging batteries were not completed till 
the % 5th of September, when they began to play, 
confiding of one of eight guns, and one 01 four 
guns; with one bomb battery of five Urge mortars 
and fifteen royals, befides another ot filtetn cohorns. 
The French* were alfo very active and indnftrious 
on their part; having railed three faldoe battcrits 
to play upon the trenches of the be fibers; befides, 
they formed an inundation in the rront of their 
works, fo as to render it impofllble to carry them 
on any farther*

I h e bomb-ketch could do no execution againft 
the citadel t nor could the battering fhips approach 
' v ichin 1000 yards of the town, and point blank 
foot is Ids than half thatdiftance. Only two per- 
fons were killed on board the fleet, one of whom 
was captain Adams, commander of the Harwich, 
a fifty gun foip, whofe thigh was taken off by a 
cannon ball. The French aflerted, that the fire 
from the fhips had done no other execution than 
that of killing a poor old Malabar woman In the 
ftreet. 

The lire from the batteries continued three days 
longer, during which, that from the town increas¬ 
ed,^ and di[mounted nine pieces of cannon. The 
befiegers were (lopped in their approaches by the 
inundation, and their men were not able to carry 
on the liege. The Superiority of the French bat¬ 
teries made it impracticable to make a breach in 
the curtain : therefore, the admiral aflemblcd 3 
council of war, on the 30th, where the ft ate of af¬ 
fairs being taken into con ft derat ion, and it appear¬ 
ing, that the ftrength of the army was greatly re¬ 
duced, and daily lefTening by ficknefs, occafioned 
by their fatigue ; that the fhips of war could be of 
no lervice againft the town, having cannonaded a 
whole day without apparent effedt j that the mon- 
foons and rainy feafon were daily expected, which 
would not only oblige them to raife the liege with 
the lofs of the artillery and ftores, but render the 
rivers impaflable, deftroy the roads, and cut off the 
retreat of the army to Fort St- David j befides the 
rifk of the fhips being driven off the coafts: for 
thefereafons it was unanimoufly relblved, to em¬ 
bark the ftores and cannon, and raife the fiege.” 

Five days were employed in foipping the cannon 
and heavy ftores, deftroy in g the batteries, and re- 
imbarking the failors; On the 6th of Qdtobcr, in 

the 
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the morning, the troops began to march on their 
return to Fort St. David but halted at Arianco- 
pang, and blew up the Fort. They arrived the 
next evening at Fort St. David, unroolefted by the 

French. , , 

Thus terminated this expedition, with the lofs ot 
757 foldiers, 43 artillery men, and 265 leamcn, in 
all 1065 Europeans, to the befiegers, The French 
loft about half rhat number during the fiegej 
though they denied their lots was To great, 

While a particular war was thus carried on in 
Alia, a general peace was concluded in Europe, 
which was definitively (igned at Aix-la-Chapelle* 
on the 7th of October, by the lintifh, French, and 
Dutch plenipotentiaries, whereby it was agreed, 
“ That there Ihould be ichriftian, univerlal, and 
perpetual peace, as well by tea as land \ and a fin- 
cere and inviolable friendlhip preferved between 
the high contracting powers, their heirs, iucccflbrs, 
kingdoms, ftates, provinces, countries, fubjeds, 
and vaflals, of what rank and condition foever they 
might be, without any exception either of places 
or perfons. That there fhould be a general oblivion 
of whatever was paft during the war: and that 
each party fhould be put into the poftcfTion of all 
his effects, honors, and revenues, which they either 
actually enjoyed, or ought to have enjoyed, at the 
commencement of the war; notwithstanding all 
difpolats, fei^ures, or con fi feat ions, utcafioned by 
the war. That all prifoners and hoftages Ihould 
be reftored without ranfom. And that all the con- 
quefts that had been made fmcc the commencement 
of the war in the Eaft Indies, or any other part cl 
the world, fhould be reftored." 

The French at Pondicherry fungTe Dcums as 
foon as the liege was raifed, and gave as many de¬ 
mon ft radons of joy, as if the place had been reliev¬ 
ed from the greateft calamities of war. M. Du- 
* pleix 
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pkix fent letters to all the princes of Coromandel, 
and even to the Great Mogul himfelf, acquainting 
them, that he had re pul fed the moft formidable at¬ 
tack that ever had been made in India. In return, 
he received from them the higheft compliments on 
his own prowel’s, and on the military character of 
his nation, which was now regarded as greatly fu- 
perior to that of the Englifh throughout Indoftan. 

Admiral Bo ft: a wen lent fame of his fhips to 
Achin, and others to Trinconomaly, to avoid the 
ftortny monfoon ; but he remained himfelf with the 
land forces at Fort St David. In November ad¬ 
vices were received, that a ce Ration of arms be¬ 
tween Great Britain and France had been proclaim¬ 
ed on the 5th of May : however, the admiral was 
inftrufted to remain in India, until he Ihotilcl re¬ 
ceive intelligence that the general peace was con* 
eluded. 

In the beginning of January 1749, the Rritifli 
fquadron returned to Fort St. David? and M. Bouvet 
came again from Mauritius to Madrafs, with the 
fame (hips chat had eluded commodore Griffin. 
The French commander landed a large fum of mo¬ 
ney, and too foldiers. 

The northern monfoon changed on the 13th of 
April, and the fouthem fet in with a hurricane, 
which committed great ravages at fca, very fatal to 
the EngliJh fquadron. The Namur, of 74 guns. In 
which admiral Bofcawn hoifted his flag, periflicd, 
with 700 men: the Pembroke, of 60 guns, was 
wrecked, and only fix of the crew faved : the A- 
pollo hofpital-fhip was loft with all her crew : and 
two of the company’s (hips were ftranded between 
Fort St, David and Cuddalore, Fortunately the 
admiral was on (bore, and tnoft of the other (hips 
were either at Trincanomaly, or in parts of the 
coaft, to which the greareft violence of the hurricane 
did nor extend.

The fword was fhcathed, and it impended on 
the agents of the two companies to re-aiTume their 
mercantile occupations in tranquility; for, by the 
fifth article of the definitive treaty of peace,, which 
was figned on the ievrnth of October 174$, it was 
agreed, “ That all the conqodts made iince the 
commencement of the war, or which Iince the ttm- 
clufion of the preliminaries fignedrhe 19th of April, 
might have been, or were mad", either in ! ::i"pe, 
or the Ealt or Weft Indies, or in any other part of 
the world what foe ver, fnould be reitored without: 
exception, in conformity to what was ftfpolated by 
the preliminary articles, and by the declarations 
that had been fince figned.” His Britannic Majefty 
fent tvro noblemen to Paris, to remain there as 
hoifoges for the reftitution of Cape Breton, which 
was lurrendered to the French on the 23d of July, 
in a better condition chan when they left :c; but as 
for Madrafs, the French had no hoftages in ' ng- 
Und, which left this leac of the Britilh prdrdency 
in die Fall Indies entirely at their mercy, and af¬ 
forded a remarkable indance of the generality of 
the French, who left fort St. George in a ddolate 
and ruinous condition. Admiral Bnfrnu'en fifikJ 
thither to take poflrGion of the town, which was 
evacuated in Auguft, and reftored to rhe Engliltu. 
The French had utterly deftroyed that parr of the 
Black Town, which lay withinthree hundred yards 
from the White, where the buildings belonging 10 
the molt opulent Indian and Armenian merchants 
Hood : with the ruins they had formed an excellent 
glacis, which covered the north fide of the White 
Town ; and they had alfo Hung up another to the 
Touch fide. 

Admikm, Bofcawen cook pofieffion of St, Thome, 
to prevent the French from fettling there i and a 
fmall redoubt was railed at the mouth of the river, 
capable of containing thirty men. He alio aflifled 

the 
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the company in obtaining a ft:[tlenient from the 
king of Tanjore at Devi Condi*, which was at¬ 
tacked by a flcrong body of troops under the com¬ 
mand of major Lawrence, who carried the fort by 
ftorm, and afterwards took pofieffion of the pagoda 
of Ac he ve ram. The king of Tanjore made propo¬ 
sals of acco mm Dilation, and agreed that the fort of 
Devi-Cotah, with Tome land adjoining to it, fbould 
be ceded to the Englifli Eatt India company for 
ever: but this compliance did not proceed fo much 
from his dread of the Englifh arms, as from his 
fctifc of the danger with which his kingdom was 
threatened, in confluence of events that happened 
In the Carnatic, and Itruck with confternation the 
whole coafl of Coromandel. 

Admiral Bofcawen declared, he would remain 
in India, if the ptendency requefted hi m not to de¬ 
part at that critical conjuncture : but they fuffered 
him to return with the fleet and troops to England, 
while the French were making new commotions in 
the Carnatic: fo that, on the a ill of October, the 
fleet foiled from Fort St. David, leaving 300 men 
behind, to reinforce the garrifon.

— M. Dupleix releafes Chi/nda 
Saib from bis imprifanment among the Mokat- 
toes, in 17+S —The Great Moguls Mahomed 
Shah, is murdered> and fucceededby bisfen Mamet 
Shah — The death of Nizam At Muluck.-— He 
is Jvtcteded by bis fen Nazirzing, t vbo is eppofed 
by bis nephew Muzapherzisg.—N azimng an* 
firms Anaverdy Caws in the government cf ibe 
Carnatic ; and Chunda Saib unites s vitb M tiza- 
pherzing : they are joined by the French under

P 3 esE ^ 11 L Jatc war had brought to Pondi- 
T cherry and Fort Sc David a number of 
j troops, greatly lupcrior ro any which 
fL.si jst jx either of the two nations had aflembled 
in India before: and ihe two lettldmcntB, when no 
longer authorized to fight again It each other, took 
the rdofucion of employing their arms in the con- 
tefb between the princts of the country. 

At this time, the Englifh and French companies 
were in poflelfian of their refpective prefidencies and 
factories, as well on the coalis of Malabar and Co¬ 
romandel, as alio on that of Orixa and in Bengal. 
They ’attempted, from 1749 to 1754, to oppole 
each other only a* auxiliaries ro the Indian princes, 
A iruce was then agreed upon between both na¬ 
tions ; after which they recommenced hoftilities, 
when war was declared between Great liiirain and 
France in 1756, and continued them till the general 
peace was concluded in 1 76 j. This war was glo- 
rioufly conduced by the Enghih forces in India, of 
which the following is an authentic account, 

CiursDA Saib, who was made prifoner by the 
Morattocs, when they took the city of Trichino- 
puti in 1741, was efleemcd by them a prize of lo 
much importance, that they not only kept him 
under the ftriftefl confinement, but rejected all the 

often 
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offers he had made tor his ranfom, as much inte¬ 
rior to what they imagined his health enabled him 
to pay. He remained in that confinement about 
fix: years, during which time he corre 1 ponded with 
his friends in different provinces, and fuggelh'd to 
them the means of inducing the Mo rat toes to let 
him at liberty for a moderate lum. 

The chiefs of the Carnatic were ft ill attached to 
The former I'ucceflion of Nabobs, and were unwil¬ 
ling to pay obedience to Anaverdy Cawn, After 
the a ffiffi nation of the young Sc id Mahomed, they 
fixed their atrention on Chunda Saib for their go¬ 
vernor ■> but this ccltimpny of their deference tor 
fame time, only Termed to rivet his fetters more 
lfrongly * for the M or at toes inert a led their de¬ 
mands, in proportion as they found the character 
of their priiojier riling in importance. 

The manufactures of India proper for European 
markets were advanced much in price, and greatly 
declined in goodneft, which was principally attri¬ 
buted to 3 long lucceflion of importations of filver, 
Thcfe difadvantages convinced M. Dupleitf, that 
the trade of Indoftan was no longer worth the at¬ 
tention of France : bur as he difeavercd the unmi¬ 
litary char after of the natives, and the perpetual 
dififentions of their governors, he conceived, that 
by joining fomc ot thcfe competitors, he might 
gain by conqucft more advantages than any other 
European nation had derived from trade : therefore 
lie determined to profecuie this plan, by giving af- 
li [lance to C bond a Saib, whole family he had treated 
at Pondicherry with all imaginable refpeft, and held 
a con It ant corn fponde nee with him in his imprifoti- 
ment, till he obtained his rdealc, by guaranteeing 
the engagement to the Mo rat toes, who were ar bit 
falsified with 700,000 rupees, and conferred to lur- 
nilh him, with 3000 of their own troops. 


With 
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With this force, Cltun da Saib left Satcarah In 
the beginning of the year 1748, intending to pulh 
hij fortune wherever the opportunity prefented, 
until he fhould acquire treafurc and force fuffident 
to attack the province of A rent. He affifted the 
Rajah of Chiitetdourg again ft the Raja of Btdrour, 
and foon after law bimfelf at the head of 6000 
men : but this force being ftill infuflicicni to attempt 
the conqucft of the Carnatic, he found rdources in 
the conlequer.ee of other events, which had lately 
happened at Dellt, and in the government of the 
Souhahdarlhip of the fouthem provinces. 

The Great Mogul, Mahomed Shah, continued 
to govern the empire in fo feeble a manner, that 
the principal officers afted in their fevtral depart¬ 
ments without controul, and became a terror to 
1 heir fovereign. In March 1748, the Patans ad¬ 
vanced towards Ddli with a numerous army i and 
the Mogul lent an army againtt them, commanded 
by his ion Hamet Shah*, during whofe able nee, 
the vizir, with feveral omrahs, took. poflVflion of 
the palace, and murdered the emperor. His fon 
returned victorious over the Patans, and a defied to 
abdicate his right to the throne, until he had got 
the principal conspirators into his power, whom he 
put to death, and afeended the throne with all the 
appearance of a fotdicr and a monarch. He ap¬ 
pointed Ghazi Odin Cawn +, the eldeft fon of 
Nizam Al M u luck, ca pi a i n - genera 1 of all his forces; 
though he ibfpecled that Soubahdar, as the principal 
fource of the enormities praelded by the omrahs at 
Delli. i lowevcr, he was foon delivered from the 
terror of fuch apprehenftons, by the death of Nizam 
A! Muluck, which happened the fame year. It 
was reported, that the Soubahdar poiloncd himfelf

through

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through fear of the Mogul's refentracnt: but lie 
was 104 years of age at the cl roe of his death. 

The Soubahdar left fivefons* the tide ft com¬ 
manded at Del!i 4 and refufed cbc vice royalty of the 
Deckan, which was conferred on his iukc brother 
Nazi mi ng \ who ieized his father’s trcafures, and 
kept poiTeflion of rhe foveteignty: in which he 
wa s oppoled by his nephew Ersdrooodin Cawn . 
the fon of his filter, who was the favorite daughter 
of Nizam A) Muluck ; upon whole death a report 
prevailed, that he had appointed this grant!It in his 
heir and fuccefibr. As a feudatory to the Mogul 
empire, Nizam Al Muhkk had no right to be¬ 
queath even his treafures, much left Ids iovercignry: 
but it was then many years that the fundamental 
regulations of che empire had been infringed with 
impunity by the Soubahdars. 

Both of the contending princes aflyrted their 
right of government, under the appointment ot 
il Tt Mogul*, and Eradmoodin Cawn affumed the 

tide of Muzapherzmgt* h Y whkh J, = was afrer * 

wards known, and pretended that he was thus dig¬ 
nified bv the emperor. But the wealth which Xu- 
-zirzing had pbflirfled, enabled him to keep his fa¬ 
ther’s army in pay , nor could Mtizapherzing op- 
pofc him wich any probability of fuccefs; therefore 
he kept an army' of 15,000 men in the countries 
weft of Go Icon da, in expectation of fome f'avoia- 
ble event to attack his uncle, and dtfputc his right, 
in a more formidable manner. 

Nazirzino confirmed Anaverdy Cawn in the 
government of the Carnatic; and Chorda Saib 
united with Muzapherzing 10 lupplant both the

u alfu called Muieephcr-jing. 
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viceroy and the Nabob; in which they futceeded 
by the afliftance of M. Dupleix, to whom Churn!a 
Saib pro mi fed to make a cdOon of the town of 
Vjlatmre*, in the neighbourhood of Pondicherry, 
with its dependencies, confiding of forty'five vil¬ 
lages. This may account for the conduct of the 
French ; who, after obtaining lb many favors from 
the court, for protecting the lawful governor of 
Arcot in 1741, iliouid now fly in its face, and fup* 
port a rebel. 

Chun da Saib prevailed on Muzaphcrzing to 
attack the Carnatic fiift, which would furnilh luch 
refources both ot men and money, as might enable 
him to return and attack Nazir zing with equal 
force. They were determined to conquer, or pe¬ 
ri fh in the attempt i for the young prince was na¬ 
turally brave, and looked upon Chunda Saib as his 
protector, whole military reputation rendered him 
of great confluence; and M. Duplcix readily 
came into the trium phi rare, as nothing could be 
more conformable to his views, than fucb an oppor¬ 
tunity of aggrandizing at once his own reputation, 
and the intcrefts of his nation in India. 

When the army commanded by Muzapher- 
zing approached the confines of the Carnatic, the 
French governor ordered 400 Europeans and zoco 
fepoys, with a train of artillery, to march and join 
them, under the command of M. d’Auteuil, ac¬ 
companied by Raja Saib, the fon of Chunda Saib, 
who had refitted at Pondicherry during the whole 
time of his father** imprifonment. But M Duplcix 
a£led in open violence to the fundamental laws of the 
country, in rebelling againii the Nabob Anaverdy 
lawn. the legal governor of the province, holding 
his authority from Nazir zing, the governor gene¬ 
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ril of the Deckan, the reprefentattve of the Great 
Mogul. 

Asaverdy Caww regulated his army, which, 
like thole of molt Indian princes in times of peace, 
was compofed of an undisciplined multitude* ^ He 
inUilcd none but the be ft men and horles, of which 
he formed a well appointed army, cun lifting ot 
i a,ooo horfe, and Sooo foot. \\ ich this force he 
deter mined to defend the entrance of the Carnatic 
to the tail extremity t but he made no application to 
the Engiifh for their afliftancc*, who were equally 
blind to their real imereti, in neglecting to join the 
Nabob, when they found his rival Supported by the 
French. 

When Muzapherzing and Chunda Sasb were 
joined by the French, their army amounted to 
40,000 men ; with which they advanced to attack 
the Nabob, who was encamped with 20,000 men 
under the fort of Amour, lifty miles weft of the 
city of A root* and thirty fouth or Damalchurri, 
where Deuft Allee Cawn was killed fighting againft 
the Morattoes in 1 74 1- 

Tihs fort of" Amour was erected on the iummtc 
of a mountain, between which and a large lake was 
one of the principal palTns that I d into the pro¬ 
vince. Acrofs the pals the Nabob had thrown tip 
1 lining entrenchment defended by fomc Artillery, 
which was ferved by about fifty fugitive Europeans. 
The ditch of the entrenchment was filled by water 
from the lake j with which Anaverdy Cawn had 
alfu eaufed the ground in front to be overflowed, 

M. d'Autel-il offered to itorm the intrench- 
roe nt with his own troops, which they according*y 
attempted 1 but were repul fed. I hey rallied, And 
made a tlcond attack, in which iheir principal com¬ 
mander was wounded, and his men obliged to re- 
lire a"iin. However, they advanced a third time, 
while°lhe Moors, whom they alftfted, were: only 

E 4 fpcifb- 
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fpecfators of the rcpulles they had fuftained. The 
Jaft attack was luccdsful, and the French gained 
the jntrenchment 5 after which, they formed, and 
advanced towards the main body of the enemy, 
where the ftanditrd of the Nabob was displayed. He 
was there in perfon, mounted on his elephant, and 
furrounded by his heft cavalry, whom he animated 
with great fpirit to a£i like fokliers. The troops 
under Chunda Saib joined the French, and now 
advanced with them to the general attack, which 
was fatal to the Nabob, who received a mnlket fhot 
in his bread, and fell dead on the Held. His troops 
fled, many were taken, and more killed. Ma- 
plvuzc Cawn, his eldeft ion, was among the prifo- 
ners: but his other ion, Mahomed Alice Cawn, 
faved himfelf by flight. Twelve of the French 
battalion were killed, and fixty-three wounded : 
about three hundred of their fepoys were deftruy- 
ed; but lew men were lolt among their Moorifh 
allies. 

This dedfive battle was fought on the 2 d of 
July 1749; the victors were well rewarded by the 
fpoil, of which the French had their (hare. The 
next day, they marched for the city of Arcot, and 
took pofltffion of it without any oppofition. Here 
Muzapherzing alTumed all the ftate of a viceroy of 
the Deckan, and appointed Chunda Saib Nabob 
of the Carnatic, as all’s of all the ocher dominions 
which had been under the jurifdi-ftion of Anaverdy 
Cawn; wliofe fon, Mahomed Alice Cawn, eftaped 
to his government of Trichinopoli, where he re¬ 
mained in fecumy, and waited an opportunity to 
revenge the death of Iris father. 

Muzaphe zis'c and Chunda Saib raifed great 
contributions in their new government; atrer which 
they marched with the French to Pondicherry, 
wh.-re tiny made a triumphal entry, and were re¬ 
ceived with all the ofknutious ceremonies due to 

the 
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the high rank they a flurried, according to the ori¬ 
ental marks of reflect. Chunda Saib preferred M. 
Duplelx with the fovereignty of eighty-one villages 
in the vanity of Pondicherry : the plan of future 
operations was fettled : die Moorifh princes again 
took the field, and encamped about twenty miles to 
the weft of the town. 

They were aflifted by a body of French, com m and - 
ed by M Law, nephew of the famous MilTiflippi 
Law j and then invaded (he kingdom of Tanjore, where 
they demanded forty millions of rupees, as the ar¬ 
rears of tribute from the death of the Nabob Sub¬ 
tler Allee Cawn in 1741. The king fliut himfelt 
up in his capital, and offered to pay a rani'om: 
but, at the fame time, he corrcfponded with Ma¬ 
homed Allee Cawn at Trichi nop oli, and joined 
with him in exhorting Nazirzing to corns and fettle 
the affairs of the Carnatic in perfon, after the ex¬ 
ample of his late father Nizam Al Muluck. He alfo 
folk cited alliftanec from the Englifh, who fent him 
twenty Europeans, and adviled him to make a vi¬ 
gorous defence. The town was bombarded, and 
the walls afTaulted $ which terrified the king, who 
agreed to pay Chunda Saib (even millions of ru- 
rnpecs, as Nabob; and two hundred rlmufind im¬ 
mediately in hand to the French troops; he alfo 
ceded to the French company the fovereignty of 
many villages granted them by Chunda Saib, which 
had formerly depended on the town of KaricaL 
The treaty was ratified on the 2 ill of De¬ 
cember : but the king of Tanjore had nor com¬ 
pleted the firft payment in January 1750, when 
Chunda Saib was informed by M. Duptdx, that 
Nazirzing was marching from Auittigabad towards 
Arcot ; which (truck Muzaphcrzing with fo much 
terror, that he immediately broke up his camp, and 
returned towards Fundi cherry with great preci¬ 
pitation.

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Nazirzing was on his route to Delli, when lie 
heard of the battle of Amour a which made him re- 
euro to his capita], where he augmented his army, 
and took 30*000 Moratcocs into his pay. He 
entered the Carnatic time enough for feme of his 
light troops to harrafs his enemies, in their retreat 
from Tarvjore to Pondicherry, where they arrived 
without any confiderabte lofa, and encamped under 
the walls in the beginning of March. M. Du- 
pteix fent them 50,000 ]. to pay the army, and 
augmented the French battalion to 2coo Euro- 
peans, whom he lent, under the command of 
M. d’Atncuil, to encamp with the army of Muza- 
pherzing. 

The president and council of Fort St. George 
received information, that Chun da Saib and the 
French intended to harrafs them in their own di- 
ftrifts; which made them fend for a reinforcement 
from Bengal, to replace a detachment they had fent 
under captain Cope to aflift Mahomed Allee Cawn 
at Trichmopoli. That prince joined Nazirzing in 
his march, with 6000 horfe, and the EnglifH de- 
tacEiments at Waldore, a fort about fifteen miles 
weft of Pondicherry. As it is cuftomary among all 
caftetn princes to make prefen is on the firft vifir, 
when the Nabob waited on Nazirzing, he afkcd 
him what he had brought ? The Nabob took cap¬ 
tain Cope by the hand, and presenting him, hud, 
41 He had brought that gentleman, and the aflift- 
atice of the Englifti nation. 1 * The viceroy was 
pleated with the an fiver, and appointed Mahomed 
Altec Cawn to fucceed his father as Nabob of Ar- 
coc and Trichinopoli, 

Nazirzing was approaching his nephew at the 
head of a very numerous army, which confifted of 
300,000 fighting men, one half whereof were 
cavalry, with Boo pieces of cannon, and 1300 ele¬ 
phants, This force of the viceroy, and the great 

number 
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number of feudatory lords who followed his ftand- 
ard, Lorvvinced the Englifb thai he was the real 
Sou huh dar of the Deck an ■„ and as he had earneftly 
requeued a farther reinforcement of European 
troops from them, an embafly was refolded to be 
font him from fort St* David : but before the pre¬ 
fers neccflhry to accompany it could be got ready, 
upon a report that the whole garrifbn of Pondicherry 
were marched out to join Muzapherzing, a body of 
600 Europeans was fent to join Nazirzing, under 
the command of major Stringer Lawrence, accom¬ 
panied by captain Dalton, and alfo by Mr. Weft- 
cott, one of the council, by way of commiflary, 
to fuperintend the company affairs. 

Major Lawrence joined the viceroy at Vilanure, 
and was very gradoufly received. Among other 
oriental compliments, the viceroy deftred the major 
to take upon hint the command of his whole army, 
and propofed to attack the enemy immediately* 1 he 
major told him, “ the attack might be attended 
with great difficulty, as the enemy was strongly 
ported, and had a large train of artillery: though, 
if he pleated to march between them and Pondi¬ 
cherry, he might cut off their communication, and 
oblige them to fight at a greater di fad vantage” 
The viceroy per fitted in his rdolution : “ What, 
fays he, (hall the great Nazirzing, the Ibn of Nizam 
A 1 Muluck, even for an advantage, feem to retreat 
before To defpicable an enemy? No: he would 
march and attack them in front.” Major Lawrence 
told him, he might do as he pkafed j he was ready 
to fupporc hi Hi , 

Th£ viceroy was inflexible, and the two armies* 
on the :4th of March, approached fo near as to 
cannonade, but at fuch a diltance as had no cifaft. 
The French officers were difgufkd with the nature 
of the prefent hr vice, in which they had lo much 
danger to encoiifUcr - f and M. d Auceil hail luch 
° little 
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little confidence in his troops, that he Tent a mtf- 
fenger to acquaint major Lawrence, “that although 
they were engaged in different caules, it was not his 
intention that any European blood fhould be I'pilt; 
but as he did not know in what part of the army 
the Lngiilh took pod, he could not be blamed if 
any of the French fhot came .that way.” The 
major Cent him for anfvver, rhat 11 the Englifh 
colors were carried on the flag-gun of their artillery, 
which the French might ealiiy perceive, and there¬ 
by difeover where the Englifh were ported : and he 
allured him, he was alfo unwilling to fhed European 
blood j but if any foot came that way, he would 
return them.” 

To know if the Englilh were in earneff, the 
French fired a fhotover their heads ; which the En¬ 
glish anfwered, with three guns well pointed. Se¬ 
veral of the French officers deferred their troops, 
which greatly intimidated them, and induced their 
commander to re the immediately towards Pondi¬ 
cherry, leaving Muzapherzing and Chunda Satb in 
the umtoll aftonifhment. The French left eleven 
cannon behind, and forty of their artillery men. 
Chunda SuiLi accompanied M. d’Auteuil in his re¬ 
treat i but Muzapherzing, who difplayed the rtand J 
arti of the empire as Soubahdar, was unwilling to 
expofe ir to any dilgrace, as it is fuppoied that en- 
fign never retreats. 

For fomc days before the cannonade, meffengers 
had parted between the two camps, with overtures 
of accommodation between Naztrzing and his ne¬ 
phew, who w r 2s prevailed on to make a fubmiffion 
to his uncle * and it is faid, that the latter I’wore on 
the akoran, that he would not make the former a 
pri loner, or deprive him of the governments which 
he held under his grandfather Nizam Al Mu!nek. 
However, when the young prince approached the 
head-quarters of Nazirzing, he was arretted, and 

put 
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pot in irons : foon after his camp was attacked, and 
his troops cifily defeated, with a prodigious {laugh¬ 
ter, as no quarter was given them. A party of 
horfe fell in with the French gunners, and cut fome 
of them to pieces : they would have fkughtered the 
whole, if the EngUfh had not refeued them from 
the fury of the Moors, from whom they took them 
by force, got their wounds drifted, and took all 
the care or them that humanity required. In re¬ 
turn, M. DupFehc wrote a long proteft againft ma¬ 
jor Lawrence, for making French fubjefts prii'oners 
in time of peace : but the poor men, more fenlibie 
of the obligations they were under to the Englifli, 
very gratefully acknowledged their tender ulage; 
and confcJTed, it was entirely owing to them they 
were faved. 

The Mcrattoes harrafled the French in their re¬ 
treat, and killed nineteen of their men. In the 
mean time, the Englifli ambafladors from Fort Sr. 
David arrived at the camp of Nazirzing, who re¬ 
ceived them with great marks of relpe& and pro'd- 
finns of efteem tor the Englilh nation, together 
with large prornifes of what he would do lor them. 
Part of their inltruftions to the viceroy were, to ob¬ 
tain an enlargement of the Englilh bounds round 
Madrafs, and for the grants of fome revenues to 
defray their expences in afiifting the drain, or coun¬ 
try government ; which the viceroy frequently pro- 
mifed, and certainly intended to perform, had not 
his mini Iter Shawnavas Cawn b:cn wholly a ttached 
to the imereft of his enemies, and or Muzapherziug, 
whole fubmiElion was only politic, ami artfully con¬ 
trived, that he might be near at hand to concert 
a fellcme, which in a few* months was put in execu¬ 
tion, at the expencc of his uncle’s life. 
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CHAP. II. 

The Nabobs of Cudapa, Canoul, and Casdas*or.f t 
confederate with the French flgainji Nazirzing, 
vibe fends pari of bis army againji them under Ma¬ 
homed Alue Cawk, in 1 750 .-——The Nabob 
is joined by the English, commanded by captain 
Cope, who cannonades the French* and retires. The 
Nabob defeated by the French, who attack Gis- 
GEE, which they take by jlcrm. — —. Nazirzing 
marches from Arcot to Girt gee. The French, 
under M. De la Touche, attack his camp , and 
are joined by tbe rebel Nabobs, who affaffiliate the 
viceroy, —Muzapherzing is declared Soubah- 
dar : he it inaugurated at Pondicherry 1 *, and 
appoints Chun da S.-via Nabob of Arcot.—Muza- 
pherzing marches from Pondicherry towards Au* 
rescab ad, accompanied by the French troops , 
commanded by M. Bussv, in 1751 : but is attacked 
by the rebel Nabobs, who affaffiliated his uncle. Tbe 
viceroy is killed, and tbe N bah defeated.— Sal a* 
BATZiNG, the brother of Nazirzing, is appointed 
Soubahdar : he confirms the grants made to the 
French, who at lend him to bis capital. 

T HE fuccefs of Nazirztng feemed to allure 
him the peaceable pofTdBon of his govern¬ 
ment : but his capacity was unequal to the manage¬ 
ment of fo important a trull, and treafon began to 
infeft his councils. The Nabobs of Cudapa, Ca- 
noul, and Candanorc, were the moft coo (ider able of 
the feudatory lords who accompanied him inro the 
Carnatic* They were all Patans by birth, pofleffed 
of the daring fpirit which chirafterizes that nation, 
and had many of thofe troops in their pay, who are 
reckoned the bell foldiers among thefe eaftern 

Moors j 
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Moors; and as (he policy of this ill-governed em¬ 
pire requires frequent aflaftinarions, theft Patans 
are ei teemed very ufeful in that kind of villainy. 
The confinement of Muzaphcrzing by his uncle as 
a ftaie-priloner was their pretence of complaint, 
and they confederated to pull the viceroy from the 
throne. 

M. Duple ix entered into a negotiation with 
Nazirzing, and lent two of the council of Pondi¬ 
cherry as ambafiadors to the camp, one of whom 
understood the Indoftan and Perfic languages, which 
arethok only uftd in the Mahomedan courts. They 
had an audience of ceremony, and demanded, that 
the eftate of Muzaphcrzing ftould be inverted in 
his (bn, until the viceroy was reconciled to the fa* 
ther; and that Chunda Saib Ihould be appointed 
Nabob of the Carnatic, Theft demands were re¬ 
jected, and the French deputies left the camp: but 
if they failed in acquiring the apparent ends of 
their million, they obtained the real advantages pro¬ 
posed from it by M. Dupleix, who thereby became 
acquainted with the Rate of N^zirzing’s court, and 
eitab lifted a corrdpondence with the di icon ten red 
Nabobs. He had put M. d’Auteuil under arrdt, 
for retreating from Muzaphcrzing, and re in (pin ted 
his troops by his own rclolution : but on the return 
of the deputies he permitted M. d'Auteil to re- 
alTunie the command, and allified Chunda Saib to 
levy new troops, which might convince the difaffct* 
red Nabob, that he was both prepared and deter¬ 
mined to continue the war. 

Suspicions were entertained of the dandeftine 
conduct of the French deputies, and major Law¬ 
rence at an audience endeavoured to inform (he 
viceroy of what he had heard ; but his interpreter 
had not courage ro make fuch a declaration, and 
mifreprelented the fact. The confederate lords 
prevailed on the viceroy to proceed to Arcor, upon 

which 
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which major Lawrence returned with his troops to 
Fort Sc. David, where he arrived on the 20th of 
April; and foon after Nazirzing broke up his camp 
at Waldore, which gave his enemies an opportunity 
of recommencing h oddities. 

When the viceroy arrived ar Arcot, he fent orders 
to fc'ize the houfesand dfefts belonging to the French 
at Mafulipatnam and Yanam: "but M. Dupjicjt, 
in July, lent a detachment of 200 Europeans and 
300 Jepoys to attack the former place. They were 
put on board two large fhips. with (everal pieces of 
battering cannon, and a quantity of military ftores, 
which anchored in the road, after a paflage of three 
days. The troops landed in the night, attacked 
the city by furprize, and took it with little bfs; 
after which they put it in a better polture of defence. 

The viceroy fpent his time at Arcot in luxury 
and indolence; while the confpiracy was carrying 
on agatnft him at Pondicherry, and in his own 
camp. The Nabobs advifed M. Dupleix to pro¬ 
ceed to action, and he ordered five hundred Euro¬ 
peans to attack the pagoda of Trivadi *, about 
eighteen miles weft of Tort Sr. David. This pa¬ 
goda lerved as a citadel to a large Pctiah, by which 
name the Indians call every town contiguous to a 
fort. The place made no refiftance, and the French 
garrifoned it with fifty Europeans and one hundred 
Jepoys. 

These fucceflcs alarmed Mahomed Allee Cawn, 
who, with great difficulty, prevailed on Nazirzing 
to permit him to take the field with twenty thou- 
fand men. 'I he Nabob alfo procured a fit 11 a nee 
from the Englifit at Fort Sc. David, who ordered 
a body of 400 Europeans, and 1500 fepoys, to 
join him, under the command of "captain Cope. 


* Trivldi, orTreredy. 
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Major Lawrence would have taken the field him- 
felfj bur the chair becoming vacant by the rcm« val 
of Mr. Floyer, he was obliged to take the govern¬ 
ment, till Mr. Saunders, who was appointed to 
fucceed, could come from Vizagapatnam \ and loon 
after his arrival, the major embarked for England, 
on the lath of September 17^0. 

CAprwtx Cope joined the Nabob in July near 
Gingee, when the army marched towards the French 
near Trivadi. The garrilbn refufed to furrendcr ; 
.and captain Cope propofed to the Nabob to make a 
general allude : the Nabob contented, bur his troops 
refufed to make the attempt. The army then ad¬ 
vanced tuwards the French camp, and a cannonade 
enfued on the zorh, which laded from noon till 
night, when the English quitted their ground, wirh 
the lufs of ten Europeans and fifty fepoys, be (ides 
200 of rhe Nabob’s troops. Captain Cope coul.l 
not prevail upon the Nabob to march towards 
Pondicherry, which mult have cut off the com¬ 
munication between that place and the French camp; 
whereupon the EngliSh troops were ordered to leave 
the Nabob, and return to Fort St, David, where 
they arrived on the 13th of Auguft. 

As foon as the Englilh withdrew, the French 
united ail their forces to attack the Nabob, who 
imprudently retreated bur a few miles from tht-ir 
camp. The French army now con filled of 1 Sot> 
Europeans, 2500 fepnys, and 1000 horfe levied by 
Chtinda Saib, together with twelve field pieces. 
The Nabob’s army was com poled of 15000 horfe 
and 5000 foot; which were encampej beiwv. n two 
villages that Secured the flanks ; the rear was de¬ 
fended by a river; and the infantry defended dime 
intrenchments in front: the cavalry formed a lecond 
tine in the camp, when they fhculd have been 
drawn out on the plain. In this abfurd difpufiiion, 
the Nabob was attacked by the French on the a*ft, 

* Vox. II. F who 
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who entered his camp in the night, fet fire to it In 
fcveral quarter?, and footi put his whole army to 
the route. They killed about tqoq men, without 
any lofs on their own fide, The Nabob fled to 
Arcot with a few attendants, and the other fugitives 
were totally differ fed. 

Nazirzino ftill fpent his rime at Arcot in luxu¬ 
rious indolence, while the French marched again It 
Gingee* with a refolution to take it. This place 
is about thirty-four miles north-we ft of Pondicherry, 
and was both large and ftrong, It was formerly 
the reCdence of a race of Morattoe kings, whole 
dominions extended from hence to the borders of 
Tanjorc: thefe princes were the ancefturi of the 
famous Sevajee, who became king over all the 
M or at toe nations ; and it is laid, that Sevajee him- 
fclf was born at Gingee. The fortifications, as 
well as thofe of Vela re, bore the marks of the mi* 
litary character of that nation to which they be¬ 
longed, The fortrefs was about three miles in 
cotnpafs, and three times larger than rhe town. 
The wall was irregularly built, being carried over 
the tops of four mountains, which made fo many 
difUndt fortrrfi'es: rhe chief was that in the norrh- 
weft angle, called Rajah Gadu, having a double 
indofure, part furnifhed by the rock kfelf. The 
city was at the foot of the fortrefs, as alfo was the 
palace of the ancient Rajahs, feparated from the 
reft by an intrenchment. The Indians efteem no 
fortifications very ft rung onlefs placed upon high 
and difficult eminences, and always regarded Gin- 
gee as the ftrongeft fortrefs in the Carnatic. 

Ths French troops cafily got pofleflion of the 
town, where they were expo'fed to a continual fire 
from the forts, which they bombarded, and 1 termed 
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fucceffivdy in the night*, till the whole were re¬ 
duced (word in hand, with the lofs of only twenty 
men in the diderent attacks. 

The loft of this important place awakened Na¬ 
zir zing, who affemblcd hi a troops together at Ar- 
cot* and advanced to Gingee. His army had been 
greatly di min idled by the return of fcvtral chiefs 
to their own ti thrifts: however* his camp confided 
of 50,000 hotte* 60*000 foot* 700 elephants, and 
360 pieces of cannon, befides weir numerous at¬ 
tendants ; fo that (he whole contained a multitude 
of about 300,000 men. This great body moved 
fo (lowly* that they were fifteen days in inarching, 
thirty miles. The rains fet in with great violence* 
and overflowed the whole country. Provi(ions be¬ 
came fcarce, and ficknefs began to fpread in the 
camp, which continued tilt December, when the 
rainy weather ccafed, Nazirzing renewed his cor- 
refpondence with M, Dupkix, and offered him 
very favorable terms of pacification; but (he Patan 
Nabobs were now ready to put their confpiracy into 
execution, in which they had engaged fo many 
other principal officers, that the greateft part of 
the army was on their Gdc i and M. Duplcix or¬ 
dered the French troops at Gingee to march 
againfl the viceroy, and accompEifh the views of 
the Confpirators. 

M. De la Touche was the commander of the 
French troops at Gingee, from whence he began 
his march, on the 4th of December* at the head of 
800 Europeans, 3000 fepoys, and ten cannon. The 
plan was communicated to M. Bufljr and fonie other 
officers, who gave hints to the fotdiers fufficient to 
jnfpire them with confidence , and a guide was fent 
by the confpirators to conduit (he troops, where 
they were to make the grand attack upon the 
viceroy’s head quarters, as he lay perfe&ly ftrurt 
in bis own imagination, and funk in all the effeu.i- 
F a nasy 
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nacy of an Afiaiic camp, which extended eighteen 
miles, and formed a kind of blockade round the 

town, , , . 

The French attacked the camp, on the 5th, at 
four in the morning The advanced pofts were loon 
difperfed, as were alfo 25,000 foot who fupported 
the viceroy's artillery. The firing fpread an alarm to 
the nearelt commanders who were not in the contpi- 
body Succeeded another, and all were 
rep li I fed in turn. The French owed their prefer- 
vat ion to their good management of their field 
pieces, whole quick firing did wonderful execu¬ 
tion, and kept off ihe furrounding cavalry. After 
parting the line of cannon, they gained their way 
Fo flowly, that they were three hours advancing 
three miles into the camp, when they perceived a 
numerous bodv ot horfe and foot drawn up in or¬ 
der, extending as far as the eye could reach. The 
French were difmayed, til! they perceived in rhe 
center of that body an elephant with a large white 
fla", which was the fignal of the confpirators for 
the French, who were immediately informed of h 
by their officers, and expreffed their joy by repeated 

Shouts. „ , , „ „ . 

It was fome time after daylight before Tsazir- 
zingcould believe that his camp was attacked bv the 
French -, but when convinced of it, he rouzed ihofe 
majeftic ideas in which he had been educated. 
Meflengers arrived every minute to inlorm him of 
the progrefs of the French. He then enquired 
what difpofuions were made by his own generals, 
and was informed, that the troops of Cudapa, Ca- 
noul, and Candanore, together with thofe of Maif- 
fore, and 20,000 Morattoes, were ready drawn up, 
but had not advanced again ft the enemy. The 
enraged prince then quitted his tent, mounted his 
eiephant, and attended by his body-guard, adv.,n- 
ccd towards thofe troops. He foon met the Na¬ 
bobs 
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-bobs of Cudapa and Candanore, whom he re¬ 
proached with negledt and cowardice, in not dar* 
ing to defend the imperial ftandard again ft the mod 
contemptible of enemies. The traitors anlwered, 
they knew no enemy but himfelfj and Cudapa dif- 
-ebarged a carabine from his elephant, which lodged 
two balls in the brealt of the unfortunate Nazir- 
zing, who fell on the plain, and inftantly expired. 
His guards were fo much terrified at this fudden 
afiliflination, that they were cafily difperfed or flain. 
The Nabob ordered the head of the murdered 
viceroy ro be fevered from the body, and expo fed 
it on a fpear to the view of the whole army, through 
which the news was fpread with great rapidity by 
the elevation of little white banners, that ferved 
equally as a fignal to the French, who fent M. BufTy 
to congratulate Muzapherzing on the death of his 
unde, to whom he was immediately declared fuc- 
cefTor by all the confpirators, 

Titr$ unexpected event muft have caufed great 
confufion in the camp: but what may appear very 
extraordinary in Europe, though common in Afia, 
every thing was quiet in a few hours, as if nothing 
had happened. The death of Nazimng was no 
fooner known among his troops, than the greatrft 
part of them came in crowds to range themftdves 
under the banner of his luccefTor, who, after being 
a pri finer feven months, was fa luted Sou bah dar of 
the Dcckan t and by nine in the morning every 
fword was iheathed, natvvithftanding that three 
brothers of the murdered prince were in the camp. 
The new viceroy proceeded to the tent of ftate, 
where he received homage from tile principal of¬ 
ficers, who had paid it to his uncle the day before: 
but Mahomed Alice Cawn, and the prime minifter 
Shanavas Cawn, made their elcape from the camp \ 
the former fled to his fortrefs of TriclunopoU; and 
the latter to Chittaput, 
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M, Dp la Touche, accompanied by all his of¬ 
ficers, went in the evening with great ceremony to 
pay their relpefib Co Muzapherxing, who received 
rhem with dignity and gratitude. The news of thi* 
important revolution was known in the afternoon at 
fondicherry, where Chun da Saib was the firft who 
announced it to M. Du pi cist, who proclaimed it to 
ghe town by a general difchirge of the artillery, and 
in the evening he received the comp lime fits of the 
principal inhabitants. The next day a Tc Dtim 
was fling, and deputies were fenc to congratulate 
the So ubalular on his accefiion to the throne, who 
had emrufted the guard of his pet Ton, and the care 
of bis treafures, ro the French -, which difgufted 
the confederate Nabobs, who made exorbitant de¬ 
mands on the prince for their fcrvices in contribut¬ 
ing to his elevation - t but were prevailed on to ac* 
company him to Pondicherry* where every thing 
would: be fettled to their fatisfa£Hon by M. Dupleix- 

Q« the 15th, the viceroy entered the gates of 
Pondicherry in a triumphal manner, attended by s 
numerous and fplendid train, among whom were 
moil of the principal lords of his court* who were 
magnificently received by M. Dupleix and Chund* 
Saib. The viceroy bad a private conference with 
the governor, in which he explained the difficulties 
he lay under from the pretenfions of the Nabobs, 
who demanded, that their arrears oi tribute Ibould 
be remitted* their territories enlarged, and half of 
the late viceroy’s treafury be given up to them, 
M. Dupleix told the Nabobs, that if luch concef- 
fions were extorted, the Soubahdar would be un¬ 
able to fupport the dignity he had acquired : upon 
which they agreed to accept of half the money 
found in the treafury of Nazirzing; and that agree¬ 
ment was ratified by their oath of allegiance on the 
at coran to Muzapherzing* who afterwards retired 
to the houfe appointed fir his reception, where he 
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had the re rule re ft of all fenfations, the pleafure o t 
embracing hit mother, wife, and ton. 

The next day the Soubahdar’s inauguration in 
the throne of the Deck an was very pompoufly per¬ 
formed, in which M, Dupleix ailed a principal 
part, and appeared in the habit of a Mahomedan 
lord of Indufhm He was the firft that paid ho¬ 
mage to the viceroy, who declared him governor 
for the Mogul of all the countries Touch of the 
river Kriftna, comprehending a territory almoft as 
large as the whole kingdom of France. He likc- 
witie received the command of 7000 horfe j and it 
was ordered, that no money Thou Id be current in 
the Carnatic, but fuch as was Coined at Pondi¬ 
cherry, 

The immediate advantages arifing to the French 
Eaft India company by thefe ccnodTions, were the 
pofTeiiiuns of a territor y near Pondicherry producing 
annually 96,000 rupees j of that near Karical in 
the kingdom of Tanjorc, valued st 106,000; and 
the city of Mafulipatnam with its dependencies, of 
which the yearly income amounted to 144,000 ru¬ 
pees i in all, a revenue of 43,250!. ftcrling, ac¬ 
cording to the French account; but thefc advan¬ 
tages were fmall, in comparilbn of thofe which JVf. 
Dupleix expected to maintain from his extendve 
authority, though it was not conftitutionally con* 
firmed by the Mogul. Chunda Saib was alfo de¬ 
clared Nabob of Arcor, and its dependences, under 
the authority of M. Dupleix. 

The t features of Nazir zing were computed at 
two millions fterling, and the jewels at half a mil¬ 
lion, of which M, Dupleix eng rolled the greateft 
parr. The viceroy gave 50,000!. to the French 
officers, 50,0001. to their troops, and as much to 
the company. On this, M. Dupleix a (fumed the 
(late and formalities of an eaftern prince. He held 
his durbar, or courr, in his palace at Pondicherry;

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and (offered neither the natives, nor his own coun¬ 
trymen, to approach him, without a p relent, attcr 
tiic eaftern manner, fie alfo mounted his elephant, 
and was publickly proclaimed Nabob* 

Tms defperatc ftrokc again ft Nazirzing was a 
matter of inch great eonfcquence to the French, that 
M. Dupleix dtfigned to have built a town, called 
Fat tab a?, or place of victory, on the 1‘pot where the 
viceioy was murdered. He laid om the plan of 
U in a regular manner ; erected two line choultries, 
cr rpen houfes like the Turkifh caravanlerais, for 
the reception of travellers; gave 3000 rupees to be 
Ciftributcd among feeders*, and, as lord proprietor, 
granted them great immunities tor a term of years. 
To ditlinguifh the ihare which the French had in 
this affair, called by them a vidory fuperior to any 
thing ot the kind recorded in hiftory, a pillar was 
to be erected in the market-place of this new town, 
v nh a pompous infeription in the French, Arabic, 
Pei fun, and Jndoftan languages, fignifying, that 
this town was built in memory of a vi&ory ob¬ 
tained by the French, commanded by M tie la 
Touche, over the army of Nazirzing, on the 5th of 
December 1750, in the 36th year of the reign of 
Louis XV. and the 3d ot Hamet Shah, during the 
government of M. Jofeph Francis Dupleix, ot the 
order nf St. Louis, knight of Sr, Michael, and com* 
mandant-genera! of the French Nation in India, 
and in the 8th year of his government." Unluckily 
for htm, future ages will not be the wifer for it j for 
captain Clive, a year after, in re-taking the A rent 
country, burnt the town, and deftroyed the nionu- 
mriu on which the pillar was to have been erected. 

Nothing now retarded the departure of Muza- 
pherzing to his capital city Aurengabad, for which 
he began his march from Pondicherry at the head 
or his army : but as his government might not be 
free from commotions, he was accompanied by 

M. Huffy, 
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M. Bofly, at the head of 600 French, 3000 frpoys, 
and a targe train of artillery, to eftabhfh him in hi* 
dignity, The army departed from Pondicherry on 
the 4th of January r 75 r, and marched till fhc tat¬ 
ter end of the monih, when they arrived in the ter¬ 
ritory of Cudapa, about fixty leagues from Pondi¬ 
cherry. Here tome of his troops Wert attacked by 
thofe of the Nabob, who, together with the Nabob 
of Candanore, fomented this quarrel to depole the 
Soubahdar, as they thought he had not fuffieknciy 
rewarded them. M. BulTy interfered*, but die 
viceroy told him, that every Patan in his army was 
a traitor, and the truth of this aflertion was loon 
confirmed. 

The three Nabobs had united all their forces, 
and ported them to defend a defile which lay in the 
rour of the army. The viceroy was no fo&ncr ap¬ 
prized of their revolt, than he hurried away to at¬ 
tack them at the head of his cavalry, without waiting 
for the French. T he rebels were repul fed *, the Na¬ 
bob of Candanore was killed 5 and the Nabob of 
Ctnlapa fled out of the field delperately wounded. 
The enraged viceroy purfued the Nabob of Canoul, 
who flood on his defence, with a I'mall body of 
troop, and advanced towards Ins enemy. Exaf- 
perated by this defiance, the young prince made a 
ftgn for his troops to leave the prion of the Nabob 
to be attacked by himfdf. The two elephants were 
directed to meet each other j they approached fide 
to fide i and Muzapherzing ras fed his fword to 
rtrike his enemy down : but the Nabob ftruck his 
javelin into the brain of his antagonirt, who fell 
back dead. Infiantly, the Nabob was mortally 
wounded, his troops attacked, overpowered, and 
cor to'pieces. 

The French troops were ftruck with the deepelt 
confirmation when they heard of the fate of Muza- 
pherzing, whereby ail the advantages were dettroyed 

which 
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which they bad acquired by the death of Nazirzfog, 
and M. Bully was left without pretentions to inter¬ 
fere any farther in the concerns of the Dechan. lie 
convened the principal officers, fame of whom were 
for placing the fon of the late viceroy in the go¬ 
vernment : but as he was an infant, and three of 
his uncles were prifoners in the camp, it was agreed, 
that the vacant dignity of Soubahdar, Qiould he 
conferred on Sahbarzing, the eldeft of the brothers, 
of Nazirzing. The three princes were releafed 
from their confinement, and Salabatzing was pro¬ 
claimed Soubahdar of the Deckan, with the univer- 
fal confent of the army, who looked upon the fail 
of the three confpirators as a retribution of the 
divine juftice, which is a creed implanted among 
the Mahometans. 

Salabatzing confirmed every thing that bad 
been granted by his nephew to the french, who ac¬ 
knowledged his right to the government, and at¬ 
tended him to his capital, 
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Mahomed Allee Cawm it joined by the Englilh 
under captain Cope, at Trichinopom, in *751. 
Chunda Said is <$flcdby ffa French under M, 
d'Autevil j who is oppofed by another body of 
English under captain Giwgix- Some forts taken 
by both parties, Chunda Saib (turnups near Vol- 
conda : a defcriplion of that fort. ‘The Englifh 
are defeated there, and retreat to Trichinopoli:

M Ahomed Allee Cawv had dipped with great 
difficulty to Trichinopoli, where captain 
Cope was fern to fupport him, with *00 Europeans 
and ^oofepoys, at the beginning of the year 17511 
for a treaty of alliance was concluded between the 
EngHlh and the Nabob, who Jlgnct! the grants 10 
them, and they engaged to aftift him E j the utmost 
of ibcir power. Chunda Saits raifed Sooo troops, 
and took the field, a (Filled by a French battalion 
of 800 men under M. d’Auuuil: *uvd the Engl ifh 

lent 
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fcnt 500 European!, and j zoo fepoys, commanded 
by captain Gingin, a Switzer, 10 obi'erve their mo¬ 
tions. 

The English were determined not to appear as 
principals in the war: they had been unfucccfsful 
in afiifting Mahomed AJIee Cawn in an expedition 
again 11 Madura; and captain G ingin was ordered 
to remain near Fort St. David, till he was joined by 
the troops from Trichinopoli. Chunda Saib took 
the forts of Chittaput, A rani, and Veloor. lie 
threatened Trichinopoli; but was chicly followed 
by captain Gingin, who took the pagoda of 
Vcrdachelum *, and was joined by too Europeans, 
with 4000 of the Nabob’s troops, commanded by 
his brother Abdul-wahab Cawn, 

Chunda Saib was encamped near Volconda +, 
a ftrong fort refs, about Icventy miles weft of Sc. 
David, and forty-five from Trichinopoli, in the 
road to Arcot. Its principal defence was a rock 
zoo feet in height, and about a mile in circum¬ 
ference at the bottom, where it was indofrd by a 
high and llrong wall, moftly cut out of the folkl 
rock, Jc was alfo irtclolcd by another wail near the 
futnmit, which was fur rounded by a third. Ad¬ 
joining to the call fide of the rock was a ftone fort 
built on the plain and contiguous to ic was a town 
flightiy fortified with a mud wall. Captain Gingln 
encamped in a large grove about a mile and a half 
fouth-weft of Volconda, and was in fight of Chunda 
Siib’s camp, who had prevailed on the governor of 
the town to admit his troops. This brought on an 
engagement between die two armies, in which 
Chunda Saib had the advantage. The Englifh bat¬ 
talion was feized with a panic; their officers, par¬ 
ticularly captain Dalton and lieutenant Clive, en- 
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dcavoured to rally them; but in vain. They re¬ 
treated to the freights of Utatoor *, about twenty* 
five mites Irom Trichinopoli: Chund.1 Saib fol¬ 
lowed, and encamped within five miles of them. 
He made an attack upon the English advanced 
guard, commanded by captain Dalton, who re¬ 
pulled the French \ atrer which, the linglifh were 
deferted by many of the Nabob’s troops, and 
marched to Trichinopoli, where they encamped 
under the walls. The enemy ftill followed, and 
encamped on the plain, on the eaft fide of the town, 
from whence they cannonaded the Englith, but at 
too great a difiance. 

The city of Trichinopoli is about ninety miles 
inland from the coafr, and {lands on a plain which 
runs in length from eait to weft about nineteen 
miles, and once was crouded with rich villages and 
plantations of trees v but fince the war, hardly a 
trace or’ either was left. The town was in form of 
an oblong fquare, the longeft fides of which were 
eaft and weft. On the north runs the river Cavcry 
Jefs than half a mile front the fort. Ihe town was 
near four miles in circumference, with a double cir¬ 
cuit of walls, and round towers at equal di {lances, 
according to the eaftern method of fortification. 
The outward wall was eighteen feet high, and five 
feci thick, without rampart or parapet: the inward 
was much ftronger, being thirty feet high, with a 
rampart of done, decreasing by large fteps from 
die ground to the top, where it was ten feet broad, 
and had a thin Jlonc parapet about fcven feet high, 
in which were loop holes to fire through, 1 here 
was an interval between the two walls of twenty-five 
feet i and before the out ward, a ditch thirty feet 
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wide and twelve deep, unequally I'upplicd with water 
at different faftms, but never quite dry. A moil 
fcttraurdtfiary roCk, about 250 ieec high, (lands in 
the middle of the old town to the north, from 
which the adjacent country is diicovered for many 
mile1 round : and on tht typ oi this rock was a pa¬ 
goda, which was of lingular ule to the Englifh 
during the whole war. Here was conilamly fta- 
tioned a man, with a tdefcope, who gave them, 
by (ignals and writing, an account of all the ene¬ 
my’s motions. 

The Ertglifla battalion was now reduced ft) 400 
men, who encamped on the weft fide of the city, 
and the Nabob's troops on the (both fide : but 
captain Cope, with 100 Europeans fent there in the 
beginning of the year, remained within the walls, 
Chunda Saib and the French took polTdTion of Se- 
ringham, which had been evacuated by the Nabob: 
it was a poll occupied by the t rench all the war, 
and was excellent as fiich, for an army that would 
keep their communication open. 

The ifland of Seringham * is formed about fix 
miles north-weft of Trichmopoli by the river 
Cavery, which divides life If into two branches: 
that to the northward takes the name of the Cole- 
roon-fi and that to the fouthward prefcrves its old 
name, the Cavery. Each of thefe rivers, after a 
courfc of about ninety miles, empty themfelves into 
the feat the Coleroon at Devi-coitah, and the 
Cavery near Tranqtiebar, at about twenty miles 
diitance from each other. In this ifiand, facing 
Trichmopoli, and about a mile from it, flood the 
famous pagoda of Seringham, Unrounded by feven 
fijuire walls of ftonc, twenty-live feet high, and 
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four thick. The fpace between the outward and 
ficond walls meafured 310 feet, and lb proportion - 
ably of the reft. Each inclofure had four large 
gates, with a high tower j which were placed, one 
in the middle of each fide of the inclofure, and op- 
pofite to the four cardinal points. The outward 
wall was about four miles in circumference, and its 
gateway, to the fouth, was ornamented with pillars, 
feme of which, were fmgle {tones thirty-three feet 
long, and free in diameter j but thofe which formed 
rbe roof were {fill larger i and in the inrnoft inclo¬ 
fure were the chapels. About half a mile to the 
eaft of Seringham was another large pagoda, called 
Jumbikiftna, which had but one inclofure. The 
great veneration in which Seringham was held, 
arofe from a belief, that it contained the identical 
image of the god Wiftchno, wortlupped by Brama j 
anti pilgrims from all parts of India came here, 
with an offering of money, to obtain abfoliition. 
A large part of the revenue of the ifland was allot¬ 
ted fee the maintenance of thtbramins; who in¬ 
habited the pagoda ; and tlveie, with their families, 
formerly com poled a multitude not left chan 40,000 
fuuli, maintained without labor, by the liberality of 
fuperftifion; but their repol’e was nnw doomed ro 
be diftOrbed, and thrir temple polluted, by the 
violence of arms, 

I the beginning of Auguft, the French fenc a 
ft rang detachment to attack CoUady, a mud fort, 
about a mile to the calt of the great bank which 
terminates theifland of Seringham, and fifteen miles 
cafe of Trichirtopoli. As this was the only poll 
which ftili hckl out rbr the Nabob, captain Gingtn* 
frnt enfign T roller, with 10 Europeans and joofis 
poys, to reinforce the garriftm: but he was oblige*? 
so abandon the forr, a her he had gallantly defended 
ft fever at days. This fuccefs determined Chunda 

Siib 
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Salb to crols tile Cavery ■ he left a garnfun in Se- 
ringham ; and encamped with rhe reft of Ins army 
to the call of Trichinopuli; which his farces were 
not fufficient to bcfiege, and both parties continued 
inactive the remainder of the campaign ; while tile 
Englifh coilefted another army, and invaded Arcot, 
in which expedition the preftnt lord Clive nobly di- 
dinguilhed himfelf. 

The preGdency of Fort St. David were con¬ 
cerned at the progreTs of the French and Chunda 
Saib, who had drove Mahomed Alice Cawn en¬ 
tirely out of the Carnatic, and in a manner in veiled 
him before the walls of Trichinopolt, where they 
dally augmented their army , and collected wat like 
{lores. The /hips from England, being arrived 
with fomc recruits, a detachment of eighty Euro¬ 
peans, and 300 fepuys, with a large convoy of 
{lores, were lent from Fort St, David in the middle 
of July, to relieve Verdachellum, which was the 
only fart north of the Coieroon that acknowledged 
the Nabob, and was then invefted by the troops of 
a neighbouring Eolygar, This party was command¬ 
ed by lieutenant Clive, a young gentleman, the 
fan of Richard Clive of Styehe, near Drayton, in 
the county of Salop, Efqi and nearly related ro Sir 
Edward Clive, one of the judges of the court of 
common pleas. Colonel Lawrence, {peaking of 
Mr. Clive, calls him, 11 A man of undaunted re- 
folution, of a cool temper and a prefence of mind, 
which never left him in the greateil danger. Bom 
a foldicr ; for, without a military education of any 
fort, or much con veiling with any of the profefTjfm, 
from his judgment and good I’enie, h; lejl an army 
like aif expe rtf need officer, and brave foldicr, with 
a prudence that warranted fuccefs, This young 
man's early genius, continues the colonel, fur prized 
and engaged my attention, as well before, as at the 

fiege 
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iicgc of Dawcorrah*, where he behaved* in courage 
and judgment* much beyond what could be expe&ed 
from his years * and his Pucccl's afterwards* con¬ 
firmed what I had Paid to many people concerning 
him.” 

Mr. Clive, foon after the reduction of Devi- 
Cotah, reaffirmed the mercantile fervice of the 
company in which he firft went to India* and now 
acted as cammiffary of the army, which lie had ac¬ 
companied to Volconda, from whence he returned 
to Fort St. David, while the Englifh troops marched 
to Trichi nopoli. He defeated the Poly gar’s troops* 
and entered Verdaeheium without any lofs. From 
thence he fent his detachment through the country 
ofTanjore to reinforce the hatraliort at Trichino- 
poli* which they joined without interruption before 
the French had palled the Cavery : but Mr. Clive 
returned to Fort St. David, attended by twelve fe- 
poys, and fome fervantr, who were I'urrounded by 
the Poly gar’s troops, which killed feven of the fe- 
poys: the others di [perfed for want of ammunition, 
and Mr, Clive Paved himlelf by the fpecd of his 
Jhorfe from a party of cavalry* who purlued him le¬ 
ver a I miles. 

The French were ftil! fuperior to the Englifh be¬ 
fore Trichinopoli, where the pre Pudency fent ano¬ 
ther reinforcement under Mr. Clive, who had a 
captain’s commiflion given him on this occafiom 
His detachment confided of too Europeans* and 
50 fcpoysj with which he entered the Tanjore 
country* whofe king fuffered both the Englifh and 
French troops to march through it to I richinopuli. 
The French detached 30 Europeans* and 500 fc- 
poys, from CoiLdy, to intercept captain Clive, 
who came in fight of them near the village of Con* 
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dour*, about ten miles north of Tanjore. Hoth 
parties attempted to get poHclIion of the village, 
and a fkirmirfi enfued, in which the Englilh had fo 
much the advantage, that they arrived fafe at Tti- 
chinopoli, where their battalion: was now augment¬ 
ed to ooo men ; but the French had 900, and the 
troops of Chunda Saib were ten times the number 
of thofe under the Nabob, whofe treafures were a- 
haufted, and his revenues daily cut off or exadted 
by the enemy- 

Captain Clive returned from Trichi nopoli to 
Fort St. David, where he represent'd this fituation 
of affairs to the prefidency, and prop0led to attack 
Arcot, as the only means to draw off Chunda Saib 
from Trichinopolh He offered to lead the expe¬ 
dition, and it was immediately undertaken. Colo* 
nel Lawrence fays, that this expedition was at¬ 
tended with uncommon fucceis, which Tome peo¬ 
ple were pleafed to term fortunate and lucky : but 
in his opinion, from the knowledge he had of the 
gentleman, he deferved, and might expert from 
his conduct, every thing as it fell out.” 

The captain, on the ajftof Auguft, embarked 
from Fort St, David for Fort Sc, George, in the 
Wager Indiaman, with 130 Europeans, and 200 
fepoys : but, on his arrival at Madrafs, he was re¬ 
inforced by 80 Europeans, and 300 fepoys j fo that 
he found himfeif at the head of 2 to Europeans, and 
500 fepoys, with only eight officers, fix of wham 
had never experienced military ferviec before ; and 
yet with this little army, and three held-pieces for 
their artillery, he undertook and effected the con- 
queft of a large province. 

They marched from Madrafs on the 26th, and 
arrived on the agth at Co nj ever am, a large city, 
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'tvttb a fortified pagoda, about forty-five miks from 
Madrafs. On the jift, they halted within cm 
miles of Arcot, the capital of the province, fixey 
miles from the coaft; a populous city, hue defended 
only by a large drfpicablc citadel built with earth. 
The garriIon confided of nop men, who were ter¬ 
rified at this fudden approach of an enemy, and 
immediately abandoned the fort. The Englifh, on 
the tit of September, entered the dry, which had 
no walls, and quietly took poSTclTion of the citadel, 
in the fight of t co,ooo of the inhabitants* who 
gazed on them with admiration and refpcct. 

I*J the fort were eight pieces of cannon, with 
a large quantity of lead and gun powder j as alfo 
effects to the value of 50,0001, depofited there for 
Security by the country merchants, to whom they 
were punctually reftored. They had offered cap¬ 
tain Clive a large lorn of money, on his entering 
the fort, to prevent the place from being plundered^ 
which he refuted : but caufed a proclamation to be 
made, that fuch as were willing to Slay, Should re¬ 
ceive no injury; and thofe that were unwilling might 
depart, with their effefts of ail kinds, grain and 
provifion excepted, for which they fhould be paid 
the full value immediately. The fort was inhabited 
by near 4000 perfont, who were permitted to re¬ 
main in their habitations. This judicious genero¬ 
sity conciliated moil of the principal inhabitants to 
the Englifb interest and gained the good opinion 
and aflVftioo of the country people in fuc h a manner, 
as afterwards contributed to Save the place, for 
thofe that did not diufe to (lay in the fort, 
when the Englilh came to be inverted there, gave 
captain Clive the mod rxaft intelligence of alfthe 
defigns and motions of tiler enemy ; fo that they 
never attempted any thing that he was not prepared 
n the beft manner to receive and oppofc.

Captaim Clive was apprehcnfive that the enemy 
would be reinforced, and return into the town, if 
he confined himfelf to the fort: he therefore marched 
out of it, on the 4th, with the greateft part of his 
men and four hdd-pieoes, The fame afternoon he 
difeovered the fugitive garrifon, confining of boo 
horfc and 500 foot, drawn up near Timery*, a 
fort fimated fix miles fouth-weil of the city: but 
when they perceived the Englifh within mufket- 
{hot, they retreated to the hills in their rear; where 
it was difficult and dangerous to follow them i upon 
which captain Clive marched his men back to Ar- 
COl- Me marched out igain on the 6th, and found 
the enemy, who now appeared to be 2000, Arongly 
polled in a grove within gun-fhot of Timery. 
They had two field-pieces managed by fomc French¬ 
men, who fired fmartly as the Englifii advanced, and 
killed three Europeans : but they fled as the troops 
approached nearer, and left many men dead behind 
them. Captain Clive then took pofTdlion of the 
village under the walls of the fort, and fummoned 
the governor, who refilled to furrendcr, as he found 
the Englifii had no battering cannon; upon which 
the troops returned again to Arcor, where they re¬ 
mained in the fort, and were diligently employed 
in many necclTary works. 

The enemy were now increafed to 3000 men, 
and encamped within three miles of the town: bur, 
on the 14th, captain Clive marched out of the fort 
in the dead of night, with the greatell part of his 
garrifon, who entered the camp by furprize while 
the enemy were Jlecping in their tents, many of 
whom were killed, and the reft fled in the utmoiL 
confufion. This luccefs was obtained without the 
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lofs of a man, and made the Engldh appear ftill in 
a more formidable light. 

The two eighteen pounders and form? military 
1 to res were on the road from Madrab, cleaned by 
a few fepoySj, who arrived fafe at Conjevcram, and 
were joined by a large detachment from Arcot, 
which the enemy then thought was left unguarded, 
and marched up with their whole force to attack the 
fort. This was bravely defended, and the inhabi¬ 
tants fhevved no fign of inftirrection during the at¬ 
tack, which continued till the return, of the detach¬ 
ment with the convoy, when the enemy precipi¬ 
tately abandoned the town. 

The French and Chunda Saib were fo much 
mortified at the lofs of this important place, thar 
they fent all the force they could fparc from, Trichi- 
no poll to retake it. This detachment was compofed 
of 4000 horfc and foot, who were joined in their 
route by 150 Europeans from Pondicherry, and alio 
by the troops already collected in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Arcot. The whole body when united a- 
inountcd to about 8000 men, commanded by Ra¬ 
jah Saib% who entered the city of Arcot on tire 
23d of September, and fixed his head-quarters in 
the palace of the Nabob. Bui lie was followed 
from Trichinopoli by a detachment under the com¬ 
mand of captain Kilpatrick, to fupport captain 
Clive, who was inverted, and on the point of be¬ 
ing dofely befieged, by a numerous army, com¬ 
manded by a young fpirited prince, affifej by the 
French troops, and feveral European engineers. 

The Englifh garrifon had nothing but their own 
viligance and bravery to Support them in ibis liege 
of the fort of Arcor, which was above a mile in 
circumference. The walls were ruinous the ram- 
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part too narrow for artillery ; and cite para per 
low and (lightly built. Tin: towers were decayed ; 
and the ditch was dry in many places. Between 
the foot of the walls and the ditch was a fpace 
about ten tcct broad, intended for a faufie-braye ; 
but this had no parapet at the fearp of the ditch- 
The fort had two gates, one to the north-well, the 
other to the call: both of which were large piles of 
malbnry projecting forty feet beyond the walls : 
and the pafiage from t belie gates, in Head of a draw¬ 
bridge, was a large caufeway which eroded the 
ditch. The houfes near the fort had little wood¬ 
work in their conftruflion, and could not be eafily 
fee on fire, lo that the befiegtrs took pu Hellion of 
them, to fire upon die ramparts. 

Thus firua cal, captain Clive was determined to 
make one vigorous effort to drive the enemy out 
of the town ; and on the 14th, at noon, thegreateft 
part of the garrifon, with the four field pieces ral¬ 
lied out of the north-we ft gate, which faced a ftrcee 
that ran to the north, turned to the call, and formed 
another ftreet where the palace was lituated. Cap¬ 
tain Clive intended to put the enemy between two 
fires, and ordered a platoon under enlign Ghfs 10 
march tip the ftreet on the eaftern fide of the fort, 
which led up to the palace v and advanced himfetf 
with the main body along the north ftreet. Tlie 
French troops were drawn up in front of the palace, 
with four field pieces; and, as captain Clive ad¬ 
vanced, a brifk cannonade began at the d ilia nee of 
only thirty yards. The French were drove from 
their guns in a few minutes, and ran into the pa¬ 
lace ; while their Moorifh troops got pofteftlon of 
all the houfes in the ftreet, from whence they fired 
with fo much aim, that fourteen men, who attemp¬ 
ted to carry off the French artillery, were all either 
killed or wounded. Captain Give found it was 
impracticable to bting off their guns, and returned 

to 
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to tlje fort, where he found the platoon under en- 
fign Glnli, whole march was retarded by 400 fe- 
puysj whom he defeated ; but this interruption 
prevented him from arriving in time to render the 
Service for which his men were deftined. In this 
filly, the garrifon had fifteen Europeans killed, 
among whom was lieutenant Trcnwith, whole death 
was occafioned by his nobly preferring the life of his 
commander, in this manner. A fepoy from a win¬ 
dow was levelling his piece at captain Clive, as he 
was encouraging his men in the llreet: Mr. Trcn- 
wich perceived the lepoy, and pulled the captain. 
2fide ; upon which the fepoy changu J his aim, and 
fhot the lieutenant dead. Lieutenant Revel, the 
only officer of artillery, was alfo difabled, with fix- 
teen other men. j 

The next day. Rajah Sa'ib was joined by Morti?, 
Alice, with 2000 men, from Vcloor; and at night 
fome of their fepoys fired upon the ramparts from 
the adjacent houfes. At midnight, enfign Glal’s 
was fentwith ten men to blow up two of the houfes 
which moll: annoyed the fort but the enfign was 
unfuccelsful in the attempt, and difablcd from far¬ 
ther action by a violent fall. 

Thus, at the beginning of the liege, caprain 
Clive was deprived of the krvice of half Ids officers 
who accompanied him in die expedition-, for one 
was killed, two wounded, and another returned to 
Madrafs; while the troops fit for duty were dimi- 
niDied to r 20 Europeans, and 200 fepoys Thefe 
were befieged by 150 Europeans, 3000 horfe, aoco 
fepoys, and 5000 peons. 

Ttti befiegers were not furnifhed with battering 
cannon for fourteen days, during which time they 
kept firing their mufquccry from the houfes, and 
bombarding from four mortars; by which they 
killed three ferjeatits and fevcral mm, who 2: dif¬ 
ferent times accompanied captain Clive In v dicing 
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the works. The ft ore of provifion in the fort was 
only fufficient to fupply the garrifcn two months, 
which made it necdlary to fend away all the inha¬ 
bitants, whom the bL-fiegers permitted to pafs their 
guards. 1 'hc French artillery arrived from Pondi¬ 
cherry, confifling of two eighteen pounders, and 
feven final hr pieces * upon which they opened a 
battery to the north*weft, and difmounccd one of 
the eighteen pounders in the fort. In fix days they 
beat down all the wall lying between two towers, 
and made a practicable breach of fifty feet. The 
garrifon, both officers and men, were extremely 
alert and indefatigable in making works to defend 
it: trenches were dug, and lea tiered with crows- 
feet; palifadoe5 were carried on along the trench¬ 
es, and continued up the rampart to the para¬ 
pet. All theft; preparations intimidated the btrfieg- 
ers from making anafijult, h'ifbre they had made 
another breach, w Inch they attempted by a battery 
crc&cd to the faith-weft. 

Lieutenant Innis was fent from Madrafs, with 
too Europeans and 200 fepoys, to relieve captain 
Clive: but this party was lurrouoded at Trivatore 
by 2000 of Raj Jt baib's troops, who killed twenty 
of the Englifh ; which deterred the reft from con¬ 
tinuing their march, and they retreated to Pono- 
malcy, a fort belonging to the company, fifteen 
milts welt of Madrafs. This retreat left the garri- 
fi.n at Arcot little expectation of fuccour from the 
fettle me 1 its : however, thtir fpirlts were raifed by the 
hopes of other rcfburces. Mora row was encamped, 
with 6000 Moralities, about thirty miles from Ar¬ 
cot, and offered his a (Till ante to fuch brave men as 
the defenders of that iurt: upon which. Rajah Saib 
propofed very honorable terms to the garnfon, if 
they would iurrender-, if not, he threatened to put 
every man to the fword. Captain Clive treated 
thefc propofols with contempt which txafp crated 

Rajah 
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Rajah Saib, who had alfo made a breach to the 
touch-weft, and was determined to florin the fort. 

Captain Kilpatrick had joined the party un¬ 
der lieutenant Innis, and was advancing to Arcot, 
before which feme of the Morattoes had appeared, 
and attempted to enter the town. This determined 
the befiegers to make their Lift effort, and deposi¬ 
tions were made for the a flank, of which captain 
Clive was fo feafenably apprized, that he was well 
prepared to receive them with mnfk batteries. He 
knew the very hour of attack, which was to begin 
at the dawn of day, by the fiwnal of three bombs. 
After concerting the beft mcafercs of defence, and 
being aim oft exhaufted with fatigue, he lay down 
to deep, and ordered his attendants to awaken him 
at the fir ft alarm. 

As fcon as the morning broke, on the 14th of 
November, Rajah Saib led his troops to the attack, 
jn four principal divifions, two of which advanced 
to the gates, and the other two to the breaches, 
while others came with ladders to the walls. Cap¬ 
tain Clive found his garrifen at their pofts, accord¬ 
ing to the difpofitions he had made. The aflailants 
began the llorm, by attacking both breaches and 
one of the gates, which they attempted ra furce 
open with elephants, that had Urge plates of iron 
fixed to their foreheads: but thelc animals turned 
from the mufketry, and trampled on ihofe who 
conduced them. The florrn to the north-weft was 
carried on with a mad kind of intrepidity, heigh¬ 
tened by the inebriation of eating Bang, a plant 
which either ftupifies, or excites the molt dd'perate 
excefles of rage. The Moors palled the breach, and 
feme of them got over the hrft trench before the 
defenders gave fire; but they were foon repul fed by 
the mufketry and two pieces of cannon, which did 
fech execution, that the attack ceafed in a few mi¬ 
nutes. It was renewed by another body, and then 

ano- 
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another fuccceded, who were drove back in the 
fame manner. They were equally unfucccfstul in 
attacking the fouth-weft breach, where they em¬ 
barked ieventy men on a raft to croft the ditch: 
but captain Clive himfeH fired one of the field- 
pieces, which dcltroyed the raft, and many of the 
men were drowned. In theft? different attacks the 
afTailancs continued the ftorm almoft an hour, and 
then hidden!y relinquilhed all their attempts; foon 
after which, they retreated and difappeared. The 
French troops were drawn up at a diftance, and 
were only fpe&ators of the attack by their allies, 
who had about 400 men killed and wounded, and 
among the flain was the commander of their fepoys, 
who had diftinguifhed himfelf with great bravery. 
Many of the garrilon were lick, lb that the number 
which re pulled the ftorm was no more than eighty 
Europeans, and 1 20 fepoys, officers included ! thele, 
betides fervjng Five pieces of cannon, fired 1 2 ,000 
mufket cartridges during the attack ; in which they 
had only four Europeans kilted, and two fepoys 
wounded : but during the time that the fort was 
inverted, they had forty-five Europeans and thirty 
fepoys killed, with a greater number of both wound¬ 
ed, moft of whom fuffered by the fire of the enemy’s 
mufketry from the houles, which was continued 
till the next morning, when they precipitately a- 
bandoned the town, where they left four pieces of 
artillery, four mortars, and a large quantity of 
ammunition. Thus ended a Urge, maintained fifty 
days, under every di fad vanta ge of fituatton and 
force by a fmall body of men in their full cam¬ 
paign, with a fpirit worthy of the molt able ve¬ 
terans. 

The different chiefs who affirtcd Rajah Saib re¬ 
turned to their own dill rids, and he retired to Ve* 
loor with the French and rhe troops from Trichi- 
nopolij, while captain Kilpatrick joined captain 
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Clive* who left him with a garri(bn in the fort, and 
took the field on the 19th, His army confided of 
200 Europeans* 700 fepoys, and three field pieces, 
with which be marched to Tiniery, ami took that 
fort* where he left 2 Small garrifon. He was foon 
after joined by 600 Morattocs under Bofinrow *, 
the nephew of Mora row, whofe camp had been 
attacked and plundered by the French and Rajah 
Saib within a fhort march of Veloor, from whence 
they decamped* and joined a reinforcement from 
Pondicherry at A rani f, a Strong fort about twenty 
miles fouth of Arcor, when their army con Tilted of 
300 Europeans, 2000 horf'c, and 2500 Sepoys, with 
four field-pieces. 

Captain Clive marched towards Rajah Saib, 
and came up with him in the plains of Arani* 
where both armies came to a general engagement, 
on the 3d of December, about noon. Captain 
Clive Stationed his Morattocs in a grove of palms 
to the left i the Sepoys in a village to the right; 
and the Europeans, with the field pieces, in the 
center, in an open ground, which extended about 
300 yards between the grove and the village : in 
the front were rice-fields, which were fwampy \ and 
the approach of the enemy's cannon would have 
been impracticable, had there not been a caufeway 
leading to the village on the right. Tlie French 
troops, with 1500 fepoys, and their artillery, 
marched along the caufeway; while the horff, with 
1000 fepoys, attacked the Mo ratio es before the 
other wing was engaged. The Moractoes behaved 
with great fpirit, ami fought in a manner peculiar 
to thcmlelves j they made five fuccefllvc charges, 
in which they were always repulled by the fuperi- 
ority of numbers. The French were galled on the 
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of her wing, as they advanced along the caufeway 
to the village, and formed an extenfive front in the 
adjacent fields, which reached aim oft to the grove. 
They were fpiritedly oppoted on all parts, and vi- 
goroufly purfued in their retreat. About 50 of 
the French, and 150 of their horfe and fepoys, 
were either killed or wounded in the engagement, 
which continued five hours. The F.ngliJTi had at> 
Europeans, Si tepoys, and 46 Morattoes, killed or 
wounded, 

Rajah Saib rerreated to the town of Aram, and 
from thence ro Ginjce, leaving many tents, and a 
large quantity of baggage behind. He was dofdy 
purfued by the Morattoes, who rook his military 
eheft, in which were 100,000 rupees; and they alfo 
returned with 400 of his horfes. Many of his le- 
poys deferted, and offered their Ter vice to captaicr 
Clive, who incorporated 600 of their befl men a- 
mnng his own troops, and compelled the governor 
of Arani to take an oath of fubmiffion to Mahomed 
Alice Cawn, 

The French had repoftHTed Conjcveram, and 
placed a garrilbn in its pagoda of 30 Europeans, 
and goo fepoys, who impeded the communication 
between A root and Madrafs, and had iurprized a 
party of difabled men returning from the ftege, 
among whom, were the officers Revel andGlals: 
fome of the men were murdered, but the officers 
were fpared, 

liosistEtow proceeded with his Morattoes from 
Arani to Trichinopoli, by order of his untie Mo- 
rarow; but captain Clive marched with his own 
force to Conjeveram, where he arrived on the (4th, 
and fummoned the French officer to furrender, which 
he refufed, and threatened to expofc his captives on 
the walls, if the pagoda was attacked. Two 18 
pounders arrived from Madrafs, and the pagoda 
was battered in breach at the diftance of 200 yards. 
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The French had no cannon } but fired fmartly with 
their mufketry, which killed feveral men at the 
battery : and lieutenant Bulkky was fhor through 
the head, as he reconnoitred the pagoda in company 
with captain Clive, who flood clofc by his fide when 
he fell. A breach was made after a flege of three 
days; upon which, the garrifon abandoned the 
place, and left the Englifh pri Toners behind. 

Captain Clive deltroyed the defences of Con- 
jeveram } fent 180 Europeans and 500 fepoys to 
Arcot} and returned with the remainder of his 
troops to Mad raft ; from whence he proceeded to 
Fort St. David, and arrived there before the year 
was expired. 

Whiie the Englifh were thus fuccefsful in rlie 
province of A rear, the French carried on their at¬ 
tempts again ft Trichi no poli ; for which they had 
been fupphed with battering artillery from Carical, 
and had eroded three batteries, but ait of them, at 
too great a d;fiance to perform any execution. To as 
to make the Icaft imprefiion on the walls, or among 
the Englifh and their fepoys, who were encamped 
clofe to the well fide of the town, while the Nabob's 
cavalry encamped to the Jfoutli. Some fldrmjfhcs 
happened, of little confluence, during the month 
of October: but the befiegers fired fmartly every 
day, and fupplied the befteged with a great number 
of cannon-balls, all of which had the Englifh mark} 
being the fame that the {hips had fired a gain ll Pon¬ 
dicherry, with as little divCt as they were now thrown 
away again ft Trie hi nopoll 

The Nabob was promis'd afliftance from the 
king of Matflbre, whole [objects detefted Chuoda 
Saib. The French detached a party to terrify that 
prince; and captain Cope was lent alter them with 
an Englifh detachment to drive them from the hire 
of Kiftnavaram, thirty miles weft oi Trichinopoii, 
in the high road toMaifllre. Captain Cops was 

mortally 
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mortally wounded in attacking the enemy ; and cap' 
tain Dalton was font to take the command: but 
bcih parties retired without coming to ait ion, and 
returned to Trichinopoli, where many powerful 
allies were engaged on each fide. 


CHAP. IV. 

Rajah Sair plunders the country near Madras*; 
Captain Clive is feat from Fort St\ David to 
command the army at Mad raft. He takes Con* 
jeveram; defeats the French at Covrepauk^ 
and returns to St. David, from whence be is 
feat with major Lawrence to reinforce the 
troops at Tricrinopom. The Nabob M a ho¬ 
med Allee Cawn ij joined thereby the Majs- 
soreaxs and tbeir Mojt attoes, the Tanjq- 
rines and Tondeman ■ and Chunda Said » 
joined by the troops under Mokawa and Allum 

Cawn. Some account of tbtfe different allies _ 

The French attack the F.nglifh in tbeir march at 
Xoilaodv and Elim [serum but are defeated, and 
Ahum Cawn is killed. Major Lawrence takes 
the command of the Nabob's army at Trichinopoli: 
and M. Law and t hunda Saib encamp at S e r j ng- 
ham. Captain Clive takes Lalcooov ; and Eli- 
miferum fstmnders to captain Dalton.——M. 
d'Dal-teuil is fent with an army from Po.voi- 
cherrv to reinforce CHunda Saib, and fstperfedc 
M. Law. Captain Clive fortifies Samiava ram, 
and marches to intercept M. d* Auteui 1 at Ur a toor .

W HILE captain Clive was at Fort Sr. David, 
Rajah Saib corded a eonliderable force at 
Chetraput, from whence they marched toward* 
Madrafs, in the beginning of January J7.52, ap¬ 
proaching fo near as within nine miles, to a place 
called St. Thomas’s Mount, where the EnghJh 
gentlemen had their country feats, in the company's 
territory of PoRomalce. The Moors plunder d 
thefe houfes of all their furniture, carried off s]i the 
provifion they found, and fent the whole to Pondi¬ 
cherry. After thefe holUlities they returned to 
Conjcveram, garrifoned its pagoda wtih joo fepoys, 
and kept the held between this place and the fort 
of Ponomalec, which they threatened to attack. 

The English prdidency determined to make an 
effort to reduce this enemy, before they fent a re¬ 
inforcement to Trtchinopoli ; and captain Clive 
was fent to Madrid's, to take the command. A de¬ 
tachment of 100 Europeans arrived therefrom Ben¬ 
gal, and So more were taken from the garrifon of 
Madrafsj which were joined by 200 Europeans and 
500 fepoys from the garriion of A root. Hie whole 
United force confided of 3So Europeans, 1300 fe- 
poys, and Ex field-pieces ; with which captain 
Clive took the field on the id of February, flic 
enemy had an army of 400 Europeans, 2500 horfe, 
and aooo lepoys, with a large train of artillery ; 
bur, notwrthftanding this J’tjperioriry, they were 
afraid to meet captain Clive, and fortified tk'-rn- 
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felves ftrongly in their camp at Vendalore, a Vil¬ 
lage about 24 miles fouth-weft of Madrafs. The 
Engfilh advanced to attack them in the rear; upon 
which, they fuddenly quitted their camp, and re¬ 
united their featured parties at Conjeveram, from 
whence they marched towards Arcot, which they 
ex pc fit d to have found without a garrifon. Cap¬ 
tain Clive, therefore, made a forced march of 20 
miles to Conjeveram, where the garrifon of the pa* 
goda fatten dered on the firifc fummons. He .fol¬ 
lowed the enemy fo clofe, that they were obliged to 
encamp near the fort of Covrepauk*, within eight 
miles of Arcot, where they lay to receive him, 
poped in a very advantageous manner. 

The Engitfh army arrived in fight of Covrepauk, 
on the 1 ft of March at fun-fet, when the van, march¬ 
ing in the high road, were fired upon from the 
right, by the French artillery, polled in a thick 
grove of mango-trees, which had a ditch and a 
bank in front, within 250 yards of the Englifh 
troops. Captain Clive had little hopes of forcing 
the enemy in this Prong fituation : however, ob- 
ferving a water-courfe at a little diftance to the left, 
he immediately ftruck out of the road, and threw 
his men into it tor (belter j while the baggage fell 
back half a mile, with one of the field-pieces and a 
platoon to defend it. The enemy, deceived by the 
afiurance M, Dupleix had given of captain Clive’s 
wcaknefs, quitted their ports, and marched towards 
him in a column of fix men in front. The Englifh 
formed in the fame order, and a fire was kept up 
on both fides for two hours : but when they tame 
to the pulh of their bayonets, the French retired 
within their intrench merits. As it was then about 
ten o’clock, and part of the EngUlh troops raw, the 
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victory remained doubtful, till captain Clive Cent a 
detachment under lieutenant Keene, to rake a eom- 
pafs, and fall upon the rear of the French battery, 
which was well executed. The detachment entered 
the grove unperceived, a ad gave their lire in a gene¬ 
ral volky at the diftance of 30 yards. The French 
immediately abandoned their guns, anil fled ; but 
many of them were taken prisoners. The other 
part of their army foon received intelligence ol' this 
uiiafter, on which they immediately took flight, 
and their horfe difperted at the fame time. The 
Englilh troops re united, and remained underarm* 
until day-break, when they found thcmfdves in 
po Hellion of eight pieces of cannon, 200 Hand of 
arms, and a great quantity of ammunition. They 
killed 50 Europeans, and made 60 more prifoners: 
the French alfo loft about 300 iepoys. Of the Eng- 
IHh, 40Europeans and 30 fepoya were killed; be* 
fidcs a greater number wounded* 

The fort of Oovrcpauk lubniUted to captain 
Clive, who proceeded to A root, and marched 
againtT Vdoor : but before his troops came in %hr 
oi that place, he received an order from the prefi- 
dcncy et Fort St. David, to repair thither with ail his 
force, which they had determined to fend to Trichi' 
nnpolL He therefore changed his route, and came 
to the Ipoi where Nazinsuig had been killed, and 
M. Dupleix had planned out his new town, which 
captain Clive caufed to be entirely demolitlied, and 
then continued his march to Fort St. David, with¬ 
out interruption from the enemy, who were dip 
pin ted by his fuccefs Their horfe were disbanded, 
and the French troops and fepoys were recalled 
to Pondicherry, where M. Duplcix cxpreflerl the 
highdl rdemment again ft Rajah Saib. Thus t he 
valor and conduct of captain Clive in the Carnatic, 
recovered to rhe Nabob Mahomed Alice Cawn an 
extent of country 60 miles long, and 30 broad, the 
Vol. 11, H annual 
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annual revenues of which, amounted to 400,000 
pagodas, or 160,000!. fterling. 

Captain Clive returned to St. David’s on the 
nth of March, and the troops were ready to take 
the field again on the 15th, when the Dorrington 
arrived from England with major Lawrence on 
board, who relumed his command. The chief 
feene of the military operations was now to be at 
Trichinopoli, for which place major Lawrence and 
captain Clive marched on the 18th, with 400 Eu¬ 
ropeans and 1 ldo lepoys : they had eight field- 
pieces, and efcorted a large quantity ot military 
Hones and ammunition, through the king of Tan- 
jore’s country cowards Trichinopoli, where the Na¬ 
bob Mahommed Alice Cawn, and alfo Chunda 
Saib, had been greatly reinforced by the country 
troops. 

The only prince in the ptninful.i, from whnfe 
fituition, power, and inclination, Mahomed Alice 
Cawn could expeft to be properly a flitted, was the 
king of Mat fibre*, whole territory is bounded to 
the eaft by the Ibuthcrn part of the Carnatic, and 
the kingdom of Trichinopoli; to the welt it ex¬ 
tends in fome parts, within 30 miles of the fca-coalt 
of Malabar. The capital is Seringapatnam : and 
his annual revenue is computed at twenty millions 
of rupees, or 2,500,000!. tferling. The king was 
then an infant, and the government was ruled by 
his uncleNanderauze, who was called the dallaway-f-, 
or regent. He agreed to afilfl: the Nabob on very 
extravagant terms, aficmbled an army, and took 
6000 Morattocs Into pay under the command of 
Morarow. This army conflicted of 12,000 horfi, 
and 8000 foot, which encamped in November at 
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Czrour, 50 miles from Trichinopoti, upon die 
bonks of rite Cokroon ; from whence 500 Mom- 
toes were detached under I unis Cawn to Trichina* 
poll in December; and another body of the id me 
troops were lent to Arcot under Bofitiro .v. The 
main army decamped at the beginning of the year, 
and was fed by Nandcrauzc, who wrote to [lie Na¬ 
bob, defiring that a ftrong party of Europeans 
might be immediately fent to his afliftance, as he 
"was utterly ignorant of the manner in w hich he 
ought to eonduft himfdf againtt white men who 
fought with mulketry and cannon. He was joined 
on the 2d of February by captain Dalton, with a 
detachment from TrichinopnJi, by which he was 
conducted to that city, where he was aftonrfhed at 
the martial appearance and regularity of the En- 
glilh troops, whom he treated with great poiilcnels 
and eflee 111. The Morattoes made war their pro* 
feliion ; yet they had neither art nor difapJine: they 
were only pillagers, and as fuch were formidable to 
the Moors. 1’hey rode hardy boric*, inured to fa¬ 
tigue, and chiefly fed with handing com. The 
common men had no cf idling but a turban on 
the hen , and a fafh round die waift ; and in dead 
of a fiddle, they uled a kind of pad. Truly formi¬ 
dable with their fibres, they were fetal to rroops 
that were once broke. Rut die Morattoes, who 
now joined die Englilh, under thetr chief Morarow, 
were only a body of mercenary horle, or roving 
free-hooters, chat alternately took pay of die higheft 
bidder. The junction of the Maiflareans deter¬ 
mined die king of Tanjore to declare for the Na¬ 
bob. The kingdom of Tanjore adjoins to rricht- 
nopoli: its length from the weft to the fra is about 
too miles; and its breadth along the lea-emit is 
90 miles. This prince fent to Trichmopoli 3000 
horfe and 2000 foot, under the command of his 
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general Monack-jee*. The Poly gar Tondeman,' 
whole country lies between Tanjore and Madura, 
a lib fent 400 hot ft, and 3000 Colleries. Thefe laft 
arc a people almoit favage, who inhabit the woods 
between Trichinopoli and cape Comorin: their 
name, in their own language, fignifurs thieves, and 
juftly deTcribcs their cnirafter; for they live on 
plunder, and are particularly remarkable tor dealing 
horfes, They creep along the woods with a fpear 
eighteen or twenty feet long, [railing on the ground, 
which they manage on occafion with great dexterity. 
They are troubk-ibme in the field, by giving fre¬ 
quent alarms, and in their woody country it is dan¬ 
gerous to attack them. Thus the force of Ma¬ 
homed Alice Cawn became luddenly lupcrior to 
that of Chunda Saib for the troops of his allies, 
joined to his own, formed a body of 20,cco horfe, 
and 20,000 foot. 

The army uf Chunda Saib had alfo been aug¬ 
mented to 15,000 horfe, and 20,000 foot, by the 
junction ol 4000 Peons and Cotleries belonging to 
Morawa, a polygar, whole country lies to the louth 
of Tanjore: as alio by 3000 horle commanded by 
A Hum Cawn f, the governor of Madura, an ex- 
tenfive country, that lies between thofeof Trichino¬ 
poli and Tincvclly. Allum Cawn was a man of 
great intercfl in the country, and a foldier of fortune, 
who had formerly been in the fetvicc of Chunda 
Saib, and afterwards in that of the king of Tanjore, 
whom he left, and came to Madura, where his re¬ 
putation as an excellent officer loon gained him in¬ 
fluence and refpeft, which he employed to corrupt 
the garrifon, and fucceedcd fo well, that the troops 
created him governor, and con fenced to main lain 
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the city under his authority for Chunda Saib, whom 
ho acknowledged as his fc vertigo. 

The regent of Maiflbre, and Morarow, endea¬ 
voured to prevail on captain Gingin to make a gc* 
neral attack upon the enemy with the whole army; 
but the Englifh captain knowing that thefe Indian 
troops were incapable of rendering any material 
fervicc again ft fortified pnfts dciended by Europe¬ 
ans, and that his own battalion mutt Tuftsin the 
principal attack, determined to wait until he was 
reinforced by major Lawrence and captain Clive* 
who arrived on the 26th of March, at Titcatopoli*, 
a fort belonging to the king of 1'anjore, within 
twenty miles of Trichi nOpoli ; where they depofited 
a large part of their ftores. 

Both armies were equally concerned for the fate 
of the approaching 1 enforcement j and M. Dupleix 
fent repeated orders to M. Law, who commanded 
the French battalion, to interrupt them at all events. 
M. Law reinforced the garrifon ac Coilady ; and 
major Lawrence, on the 17th, marched his troops 
along the high road, within point blank (hot of that 
fort, from whence fix pieces of cannon tired upon 
them acrofs the Cavery, This fire occalioned fomc 
Confufion among the baggage, and was an five red 
from four guns in the rear, Uipported by 100 Eu¬ 
ropeans, commanded by captain Clive-, while the 
line marched on inclining to the left; which direc¬ 
tion fbon preferved them from the enemy’s fire *, 
but not before twenty Europeans were killed. 
They then halted, and were joined by the rear di- 
vifion-, after which they continued their march 
without farther interruption, and rhe fame evening 
halted within ten miles of Trichtttopoli, Captain 
Gingia then detached too Europeans, ansi fifty 
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dragoons; who joined the reinforcement before 
morning. Captain Dahon was alfo fent from the 
city at day-break, with ins own company of gre¬ 
nadiers, and anurher of the battalion ; in all zoo 
Europeans, 400 fepoys, and four field pieces: this 
detachment was to take poft at a rack called rhe 
Sugar-loaf, about three miles fouth of the French 
rock, from whence they were to join the reinforce- 
JTtcnr, when k came in fight. 

Majoa Lawrence advanced towards ElimUe* 
rum*, three miles iuuth-eaft of the French rock. 
Here was a fortified pagoda on the fummit of a 
rock, where the French had mounted cannon ■, and 
between ihefe two pofts they had drawn up the 
main body of their army in order of battle, while 
the other troops were in a line, winch extended 
from the French rock to the village of Chuck ley*, 
pollam by the river-fide. However, the Englifh 
commanders eluded this difpofuion to fur round 
them ; then they advanced ; and a cannonade enfued, 
which was the hottefl ever feen on the plains of In- 
do (fan*, for the French fired from twenty'two 
pieces of cannon, and the Englifh from nine,' The 
French retreated in half an hour; and the Englifh 
artillery drew up : but Chunda Saib's cavalry, ani-, 
mated by the example of Ahum Cawn, firmly ful- 
tained the cannonade, till that gallant officer was 
killed. His head was taken off by a cannon-ball, 
as he was encouraging his troops to advance ; upon 
which they fled. Major Lawrence was unwilling 
to expofe his men to more fatigue under fuch a 
burning fun, and ordered the purluit to ceafe, when 
captain Clive had followed them fo dofe, as to force 
them into a great water courfe near the French 
rock, where they were on the point of being en- 
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filaded by a fire that would have made great havoc 
among them. Seven Englilh foldiers were ft ruck 
dead by the heat, and fourteen were killed or 
wounded. The French had forty men killed or 
wounded and more than 300 of Chunda Saib’s 
troops, with an elephant, and 285 horlcs, were 
found dead on the plain. The Morattocs never 
attacked the enemy, which deterred the other In¬ 
dian troops in the fervice of the Nabob from im¬ 
proving the fuccefe of this day for they remained 
idle fpeiftators at a diftance, nor could be induced 
to make a fmglc charge, not even to interrupt the 
retreat. 

Major Lawrence renewed his march, and arrived 
that night at Trichinopoli, where he took the com¬ 
mand of the whole united army ; which was com- 
pofed of i zoo Europeans and Topafles in battalion, 
with 1200 fepoys in Englilb pay, and the Nabob's 
troops, with thofe of his allies ; who were all con¬ 
futed by the major, to fettle the plan of operations 
for the campaign. They concurred in opinion, that 
a general attack ftiould be immediately made upon 
the enemy’s camp; or, if they retreated to the 
ifiand, to cut oft ihrir communication with the 
country: but when the time was to be fixed, the 
major found both Moors and Indians fo l'uperfti- 
tioufty devoted to fortunate and unfortunate days, 
that many would be apparently loft before they 
could agree in the notion of a favorable hour, with¬ 
out which none of them thought it lafe to venture 
an engagement. 

Thz enemy avoided any attack, by returning to 
the iftand, where their army amounted to 600 Eu¬ 
ropeans, Topaftes, and Caffres; 1800 fepoys in 
French pay; and the troops of Chunda Saib, with 
thofe of his confederates. M. Law took up bis 
head-quartets in the pagoda of Jmnhakiftna: fome 
of Chunda Saib’s troops re-entered the pagoda of 
H 4 Sc ring- 
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Seringham, others encamped under the northern 
wail, and the reft ex-ended farther caftward aton" the 
bank of rhe Coleroon, S 

Major Lawrence endeavoured to cut off their 
fupplies; and. prom: ling himfelt great fucceis from 
tile aftivjiy and vigilance of captain Clive, he de- 
taciii d hint wnh 400 of the bt-!t Europeans, 1 aoo 
fepov*, and 40C0 horie, with eight pieces of can* 
roit, ro take port on the other fide of the iftand, 
which he happily efFe&ed on the 7th of April, and 
ftormed Lalgi'Oiiy *, a mud-fort, where the enemy 
had a large magazine of grain, fufficicnt to main- 
ram ten thuuEaiv.l men for two months. 

At the fame time, captain Dalton was fent with 
his company of grenadiers, Jbme Moratcoes and fc- 
poys, to attack Llimilerutn, They had two pieces 
of cannon, and a mortar which took up too much 
time in conveying through broken roads: how¬ 
ever, the enemy fut rendered, when they found they 
were to be bombarded. 1 he Engldh had five Eu¬ 
ropeans, and ten fepoys wounded; but they took 
fifteen Europeans, thirty iepoys, and two pieces of 
cannon, one of which was a fine eighteen pounder. 
The fmaher piece was left with (bme iepoys to garri* 
fun this poft i and the reft returned to Trichinopolt 
with the large gun, which was prefented to the 
Nabob, as the firft trophy that been taken during 
the campaign, * 0 

The new activity which began to appear in the 
Lnglifli battalion, induced b 1 ora row to relinouifh 
his correfpondence with Chunda Saib, and im- 
prcficd the enemy with terrors equal to thole which 
they had formerly created in their opponents. There 
feemed to be no judgment in their councils, nor 
Jpxrit in their actions: they were afraid to fight, and 
afhained to retreat. 
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It was necefary for the Nabob to reduce the 
pofts of which the enemy were in pofieffion to the 
north of Colerotm i and to intercept the reinforce¬ 
ments which might be fent from Pondicherry 
through the ftreigbts of Uuioor: therefore it was 
determined, that captain Clive Ihould chufe fuch a 
central liluation between the {freights of Uratoor • 
and the Coleroon, as would beft anfwer all thefe in¬ 
tentions ; and particularly, that his divifion fhould 
not be out of the reach of a forced march from 
Trichi nopoli, left the whole of the enemy’s force 
fhould fall upon him before major Lawrence could 
move to his alii I lance. 

Captain Clive proceeded feven miles to the 
north of the Coleraon, and took pofTctfion of the 
village of Samiavaram, about ten miles from Sering- 
ham, and on the high road to Pondicherry, through 
which the enemy’s convoys muft pal's. In the vil¬ 
lage were two pagodas, about a quarter of a mile 
diltant from each other, one on each fide of the 
high road leading to Utacoor, which was fifteen 
miles from Samiavaram. Thefe pagodas were al¬ 
lotted for the quarters of the Europeans and fepoys i 
but the Morattoes and Tanjorincs encamped with¬ 
out. Ravelins were immediately flung up before 
the gates, and a redoubt was conftrutted to com¬ 
mand the road to the north and fouth. 

When M. Dupleix was informed of this lieu at ton 
of affairs, he fent M. d’Auteuil to fuperfede M. 
Law in the command. He took with him a rein¬ 
forcement from Pondicherry, confiding of 120 Eu¬ 
ropeans, 500 fepoys, and iour field pieces, with a 
large convoy of pruvifions and Itores. I hey arrived 
at Ota soar on the (4th, and captain Clive marched 
the fame night with the grealeft part of his force to 
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intercept him. M. Law was apprized of this march, 
and detached So Europeans, with 700 fepoys, to 
attack the pagodas in the abfencc of cap rain Give, 
who at the fame time was returning from Utatoor, 
where M. d’Auteuil received advice of his approach, 
and regained the fort. 

C apt ms Give arrived at Samiavaram about ele¬ 
ven at nighr, when his men, fatigued with fo long a 
march, went to reft in the camp, end he retired to 
his palankeen in an adjacent choultry. The French 
party arrived near the camp at midnight, and were 
challenged by rhe advanced guard of fcnglifli fepoys, 
who were deceived, and tent one of their body to 
conduit the enemy to the head-quarters. Among 
the French party were forty English deferters, whole 
officer was an Irifhman, and told the fepoys, when 
they challenged, that he was fent by major Law¬ 
rence to reinforce captain Give. They continued 
their march through a part of the Morattoe camp, 
without interruption, till they came to the kfor 
pagoda, where they were challenged by the eemi¬ 
ne b, and by others pofted in rhe choultry in which 
captain Clive lay affeep. They returned the chal¬ 
lenge by a volley into each place, attacked the pa- 

£ oda about four in the morning, diflodgcd the Eng- 
Ih, and put all they met to the fword. Captain 
Clive darting out oi his fleep, and alarmed at the 
luring, tan immediately towards it; by which means 
he joined the French fepoys, who were firing at 
random, and pit thing into the pagoda: imagining 
them his own troops, who endeavored to i'ereen 
them ft Ives from an attack, he began to reprimand 
them in the country language, angrily demanding 
what they were fifing at. The fepoys, in this time of 
darknefs and eonfulion, paid little regard to him, till 
one of their officers fulpecting him to be an Englifh- 
man, drew his fword, and tut at him ; which he 
parried, by advancing forward, and receiving the 

blow 
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blow from near the hilt; but another officer of the 
EngUfli frpoys, accidently coming to his aft fiance, 
cut the French fepoy down, and di fen gaged captain 
Clive; who, perceiving his miftake, and fortu¬ 
nately e leaping, went and joined his own troops, 
then under arms. Conceiving that the enemy 
would not have attempted fo defperate an ente r - 
prize without fupporting it by their whole army, 
he refolved to ftorm the pagoda before the troops 
who were in it could receive any alii fiance. The 
entrance of the gateway would admit only two men 
a-bread ; but the Englifti foldiers made the attack 
with great refolution. The deierters within fought 
defperately, and killed the officer who attempted 
the (lortn and fifteen men; upon which the attack 
was fufpended until day-break, when the com¬ 
manding officer of the French made a fally, but 
was killed with twelve oi his men. The reft ran 
back into the pagoda, where captain Clive advan¬ 
ced to parley with them, leaning on the fhouldcrs 
of two ferjearns, as he was weak with the bis of 
blood. The Iriffi officer prefcnied himfelf with 
great infoknte, anil fired his piece at the captain, 
whom the bait miffed, but killed one of the Icr- 
jeants. The French dilavowed fuch an aft, which 
might exclude them from any preteufions to quarter, 
and fedng the Englifh cannon approach, they im¬ 
mediately furrendered at difcretiou, to the number 
of 66 Europeans. The French fepoys without had 
di(covered the danger of their fituation beiore the 
pagoda was attacked, and marched quietly oft out 
of reach of the Europeans : but they were pur bed 
by the Moratioes, who came up with them on the 
open plain before they could gain the bank of the 
Cokroon, and inhumanly cut them all to pieces, lb 
that not a tingle man out of 700 ei'eaped alive. A 
bloody carnage! in which cruel exploits the Morat- 

tocS 
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toes chiefly dtftinguifh themfclvcs: The Englilh 
had only nine men killed and wounded. 

h'iTCHANDA* and Utatoor were now the only 
pofis which [he enemy held (0 the north of ths 
Coleroon: but they (till pofiefled Coilady, and 
thereby commanded the eaitern extremity of the 
iflanil Major Lawrence detached the Tanjorines, 
under Monackjee, to attack Coilady, which he 
took on the th of April, whereby the enemy 
were deprived of their laft magazine of provifions, 
and became every day more and more di (he fled; 
while M, d’Auteui I remained at (Jtatoor for a pro¬ 
per opportunity to arrive at Seringham. 

Major Lawrence Tent captain Dakott, with a 
party (rom his own diviGon to attack M. d’AuteuiJ. 
It was eompofed of i$o Europeans, 400 fepoys, 
and 500 Moractoes, with four field pieces. They 
marched from Trichinopoli on the pth of May* 
halted at Samiavaram, and arrived the next evening 
within two miks of Utatoor. A fkirmifh enfued ; 
but the french were rcpulfed, and retreated to Vol- 
conda with loch precipitation, that they left 2 great 
quantity oi military ilores behind in the fort, of 
w hich the Englifh took pofiHfion, 

Captain Dalton remained only two days at lira- 
toor, and then marched to join captain Clive, who 
was preparing to attack Pitchanda, and on the 14th 
moved the greateft part of his army down to the 
Cokroon, Along the northern bank of this river, 
from Pitch and a to the ground oppofite the great 
pagoda oi Seri ogham, was a large mound, of earth 
fifty feet broad at the top, thrown up by the coun¬ 
try people to rdift the current of the river, which 
in this part lets firongly from the oppofite Ihorc 
whenever the waters rife. The enemj ‘s camp on 
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the 3(land by oppofite to this mounds and within 
cannon-lhot; it was the re tore determined to employ 
the artillery again ft them, until the battery agamlt 
Piiehanda could be finifhed. On the 15th, at fun- 
rife, fix pieces of cannon began to fire upon the 
camp from embrafures cut through the top of the 
mound, which /lieleered them from the guns of 
Pitchanda. The camp was foon in the uimoft con- 
fufion, and abandoned in two hours. The garri- 
fon of Pitch and a made an unfuccdsful attempt to 
inter rapt the cannonade i and the next morning the 
fort was fo vigoroufly attacked, that the garriihn 
beat the chamade, to furrender pn lb tiers of war: 
but the Englifu fepoys miftook this ftgnal for a de¬ 
fiance, and fired a volley which killed leveral men, 
and flruck fuch a terror, that .fifteen Frenchmen 
jumped over the walls into the river, where they 
were drowned. The,reft, being < 5 o Europeans and 
200 fepoys, furrendered to the Eng'ifii, and were 
fent to the Nabob at Trichinopoli. 

Bv the reduction of this fort, the commitment >n 
of the enemy was cut off from the other fule the 
Cokroon, and their Indian camp was .'gain exposed 
to a cannonade ; which terrified the allies of Chur,da 
Sa'tb, who had the mortification to fee molt of tlvrm 
revolt, and join the Nabob, or return into their 
own territories. There remained with Chunda 
Saib no more than 2000 horfc, and 3000 foot, who 
took fhelter in the pagoda of Seri ugh am: while 
the French battalion, with ;000 fepoys, Jbut iltem- 
felves up in Jumbakiftna, which they preferred to 
the other pagoda, bteauie its outward wail was in a 
better condition, and its fmallcr extent more pro¬ 
portioned to the number of their troops. 

Major Lawrence fent for a train of battering 
cannon from Devi Cotah ; and, on the tilth ot 
May, palled the Cavcry to the llland, where he en¬ 
camped oppofite Jumbakiftua. On the ayth, cap¬ 
tain 
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tain Clive was detached with loo Europeans, food 
frpoys, and fix field pieces, to make another at- 
tempi upon the French at Vokonda. The next 
day they arrived at Utatoor, and the French aJ^ 
vanccd within feven miles of it, but were then inti- 
initiated, and returned to Volconda, where they 
were brifkly purfoed by the Morattoes and fepoys. 
The governor of the fort refufed to give any pro¬ 
tection to the French, who were obliged to fur- 
render upon terms rhat were fuon fettled between 
captain Clive and M. d’Auteuil. It was agreed, 
that the defcrters fhould be pardoned ; rhat the 
* cornmifiioncd officers fhould not ferve ^giinffc 
the Nabob for twelve months, and the private men 
remain prifoners of war at his diferetion. The whole 
party con lifted of 100 Europeans, of whom thirty- 
five were Engl ifhdder ter s, 400 fepoys, and 300 
horlc* Captain Clive alfo took three pieces of 
cannon, 3000 mulkets, and goo barrels of »un- 
powder, befides 50,000 rupees ; though the wdiole 
booty made by his troops amounted to 10,000 1. 
fterJing at !e&IL The hofl^rnin IfcpoYs were: 
diurmed and (ct ai liberty as ufua I $ and captain 
Lhve returned to his camp with the other prifoners. 

I" lhis Situation, Chunda Saib was difpirited, and 
threw himfelf under the protection of Monackjee, 
which colt him his life. He might have efcaped 
to Pondicherry, but dreaded M, Dupleix. M, Law 
Juggtfkd to him the neceflity of attempting to 
make his elcape, by bribing fome chief of the con¬ 
federate army to permit him to paTs through hii 
quarters. The application was made to the Tan- 
jonne general, who received the overture, and car¬ 
ried on the correfpondence with To much add refs as 
induced Oiiinda Saib and M Law to think they 
had gained him over to their incereft. A large him 
©t money was paid to him, and much more pro- 

mifed. 
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mifed, with every other advantage he thought pro¬ 
per to (lipulatCi 

O* the 31ft of May, the battering cannon ar¬ 
rived from Devi Cofah, and M Law was fummoned 
to furrendcr at diferetion; while Monackjce .idvifed 
Chunda Saib to come over to him chat very night* 
He took an oath, the moft facred of all ro an In¬ 
dian foidter, on his iabre and poniard, vvifhing they 
might be turned to his own deftrutfion if he tailed 
in his engagements, which were to fend Chunda Saib 
with an efcort to Karical: but when the unfortu¬ 
nate prince put him ft If into the power of the Tan- 
jorine, he was fettered and confined as a prifoner, 
til] his fate was determined by the Nabob. 

The next day, the Nabob, the Mat fibre and 
Mom toe generals, Monackjee, and major Lawrence 
aiTembled, .and debated how to difpofe of Chunda 
Saib. They were of different opinions, and the 
major propoled, thai the Englifh (hould have the 
care of him ; which was by no means approved \ 
and they parted, without coming many refolurion: 
but Monackjee pur an end to the difputc, by order¬ 
ing the frail of his prilcmcr to be It ruck off on the 
3d of June. The executioner of this deed was a 
Paean, who found the unhappy viftim an aged 
man, ftretched on the ground, where he ftabbed 
him to the heart, and afterwards cut off his head ; 
which was immediately lent to the Nabob, who 
then for the lirir time law the face of his rival* A; 
ter he had gratified his courtiers with a fight of it, 
they tied the head to the neck of a camel; in which 
manner it was carried five times round the wails cf 
Trichinopoli ; attended by 100,000 Ipettaiors, wh?» 
infuked it with all the indecent invectives peculiar 
to the cuitoms of their country* The military abi¬ 
lities of Chunda Saib were much greater than a re com¬ 
monly found in the generals of Jndofian : and in his 
private character, he eras generally acknowledged ro 

have 
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have been a brave, humane, generous, and bene-’ 
volcnt man, tfpecially as princes go in Indofta.cn 
The many examples of a (imilar (ate, which are 
perpetuity produced by the conidtsof ambiiion in 
this unfettled empire, have eftablcfhed a proverb, 
“ that fortune is a throne -,** and therefore he who 
falls in fuch contentions Is only accounted unfor- 
tunatc, without having the odium of rebellion or 
treachery charged on lus memory', unlefs heoppofes 
the Great Mogul, who is e(teemed as the fovereistv 
of all. 8 

M. Dupleix, in his memoirs, falfdy aflerts, that 
major Lawrence htmfelf ordered the death of 
Chunda Saib, nctwithftanding that calumny had 
been clearly refuted before. 

When M. Law faw the fate of his ally, and 
heard of the dtfeut of his countrymen at Volconda, 
he thought of fur rendering, and de fired the media- 
tion of the EngUlh with the Nabob, Major Law¬ 
rence held a perfonai conference with M. Law, who 
delired that the Englifh would facilitate the retreat 
of his army into the French fettle merits: but ma¬ 
jor Lawrence anfwered, that the Englifli were in 
dofe alliance with, the Nabob*, in jullitication of 
whofe conduct he produced a Jetter, wherein M. 
Cup Leix declared, lie would never ccafe to purfue 
Mahomed Alice, while a (ingle Frenchman re¬ 
mained in the Mogul empire. 

The French in Seringham had only rice enough 
for two days; and as there was nopoOQbility of re¬ 
lief, or holding out any rime, M. Law accepted 
the terms prcfcribeJ by the Nabob; whereby “ the 
pagodas were to be delivered to him, with all the 
guns, (lores, and ammunition : the Europeans, 
TopaiTcs, and CafFres, were to be prifuners of war; 
the officers to give their parole not to ferve a gain ft 
Mahomed Alice Cawn, or his allies; and the de- 
fate rs to be pardoned.” Thefc articles were figned 

by 
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by M* Law on the 3d of June i and the next morn¬ 
ing the Engtifh took poffdTiQn of both the pagodas. 

In that of Jumbakiftna, the French troops flung 
down their arms in a heap, atul furrendcred pri- 
foncrs to captain Dalton, who marched into the 
fort with 250 chofen mm. The prillmers confided 
of 35 commUSbo officers, 725 battalion men bear¬ 
ing arms, fixty Tick and wounded in the hofpital, 
and 2000 lepoys : their artillery were four thirteen 
inch mortars, eight cohorns, two petards, and 31 
pieces of cannon, of which eleven were for batter¬ 
ing, moflty eighteen pounders, and the reft field 
pieces: they had ailo a great quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion ftores, and carriages of all forts in very good 
condition. The Itorfe and foot who had taken re¬ 
fuge in the large pagoda received the Nabob’s 
Cowle, or protection, and were permitted to pafs 
away without mo'eft .it ion; alter which they fepa- 
rated and diiperled. 

JFotrn hundred of the French prifoners were 
cfcottcd to St. David s and the reft, together with 
the artillery and ftores, were conduc'd into Frichi- 
nopoli, to complete the triumph of Mahomed Alice 
Cawn, who thus found a formidable army reduced 
without a battle, and himfelt reinftated in the Na¬ 
bob fhip of the Carnatic, Although nominal lord 
of a country extending from the river Pennar to 
cape Comorin, he really had poflclTcd no more of 
this great dominion, than the ground indofed by the 
walls of Trichi nopoli, where he had been clofdy 
befieged by a iuperior enemy. 

The French afttd as allies to the rebels, who 
aim oft deftroyed the country ; but the Englifh in¬ 
filled the lawful prince, appointed by the Mogul, 
who was fo fcitfiblc of Iris obligation to them, that 
major Lawrence, in his letter of the 12th of June, 
(aid, « he had great hopes the EngliEh company 
would be able to carry on their trade in India to 
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more advantage rha:i any ocher European nation.** 
In (horr, the whole bufmefs or rhts war was efifeflu- 
aced in a few (leges and feme Ikirmithes, In feveral 
of which, nor a man of the Engfifh was loti: fo 
that, hi reducing the country to the obedience of 
the Nabob, and making near scoo Europeans 
prifeners, the Engiifli had nor 50 men killed. 

Bot fig rial as elide fucolles had been, fo far 
w'ere they from cellaring traiiduilitf t rh C a natsc, 
thac in toe wry principles which produced them, 
were inter mixed the feeds of another more dinge* 
roaa andobilnutc war.

E VERY Ihing was thus happily finiflied to 
the IbuthwarJ, and nothing remained to be 
done, but to fettle the Nabob Mahommed Alice 
Cawn in quiet potter 111 on of his territories to the 
northward, where the French retained Gingee and 
fume other places. M. Dupleix was not eafily de- 
jedled : his pride fupported him, and his mind was 
full of refmirces. 

He had eftabliihed Salabatzing as Soubahdar ot 
the Dechan, and the troops whom he fenc on. that 
expedition acquired immenfe riches for their fer- 
rjees. In their March from Cudapah they came 
to Canon], the capital of that Nabob who killed 
Muzapherzing, and they determined to punsih the 
inhabitants fur the treachery of their governor. 
The place was defended by four thousand Parana, 
who vtCTi m foari put uy tfighr, and retired ipto th£ 
cattle, which was ttormed by thr French troops led 
by M. tie Kerjean, a nephew of M. Dupkbt i who 
foon took the place, and the army of Salabatzing af- 
fifted in putting all the garrifnn to the {word. Ma¬ 
ny of the inhabitants were alfo maflacrcd*, and the 
wife of the late Nabob, with her two Tons, were 
made prifontrs, in March 1751. M. Butty then 
prevailed on Sal abating to fettle the governments 
of Ad uni, Cudapah, and Canoul on Sadoudin 
Cawn, the infant fon of Mozaphcizing j, which 
fovereignty is fa id to have produced the young prince 
the annual revenue of near 1,000,0001- tterling. 
This was done politicly by the trench, to ratfe an 
opinion of their j office, as well as of their pmver* 
through the countries in which they were attempting 
to eftlblHh themfclvcs, where no European force 

I % had 
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}vad ever appeared before. The army then croffcd 
the Krillna, and were joined by 15,1,00 Morattoes, 
commanded by Batazirow, the principal general of 
the Nan jIi, or king of all die Mtuattoe nations -, 
after which, Satabatzing made his public entry into 
the city of Golccnda on the id of April, and was 
inverted with all the authority of Soubtthdar, on the 
mulhuf, or throne, without oppofition. t ie amply 
rewarded the t tench, from their principal cum man- 
der to the common loldier; M. Huffy had a prelent 
of 100,0001. Itcrling*, the other officers received 
proportional gratuities, and every enftgn received 
50,000 rupees, or 6250 b fterling. The monthly 
pay of a captain was fettled ai~ic,oo rupees, or 
225! llcrling; and that of’ a common Loldier at 
fixty rupees, or 9 1. iterling The policy of M. 
Dupitix, in taking polleflion cf Ma full pat tram* 
was now apparent, by the facility of lending fup- 
plks from that port tq Golconda, The Soubahdar 
found many ptrfons dilaffefted to his govern¬ 
ment. He was del tribed as a weak and infatuated 
prince, that had di{honoured the Mogul govern¬ 
ment, by iubiicting himfelf and his authority rothe 
arbitrary will of a tew infidels, who giafpcd at un¬ 
limited power, under pretence of aflilhng their al¬ 
lies ; but Sahbaizing aifted t!ie old pompous cere¬ 
mony of receiving letters-patent from the Great 
Mogul, whereby he was appointed viceroy of all 
the countries which had been under the jiirilt'idrion 
of his father Nizam A1 Mu luck. He then proceed¬ 
ed to Aureng.ibad, where he arrived on the tSth of 
June in a very magnificent manner, and was joy¬ 
fully received by the populace, who were impa¬ 
tient to fee a Soubahdar of the Dcckan again nuk¬ 
ing his refidence in their city, which had been de¬ 
prived of that advantage from the time that his fa¬ 
ther died, iijijzitow was diiiatisEied, and ravaged 

the 
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the adjacent countries at the head of 40,000 caval¬ 
ry : they were oppofed by the French, who rep tilled 
them in Several oniets. Battles and negotiations 
fuccecdcd alternately during the other part of the 
year, and until the end of May 175*, without pro¬ 
ducing cither adecifive victory, or a definitive treaty. 

These ler vices gave M. Buffy fupneme influence 
over Salabatzing, from whom he obtained a corn- 
million, appointing M. Dupletx Nabob of the Car¬ 
natic ; which was lent to Pondicherry with federal 
other pompous patents, and the Soubafubr pro- 
mifed they fhould fnon be followed by an ambafTa- 
dor from the Great Mogul. 

M. Dupteix publilhfd all thefe as authoritative 
mandates to awe the Carnatic, diminilh the charac¬ 
ter of the Englifli, and terrify the Nabob. He 
colleded new troops at Pondicherry *, and proclaim¬ 
ed Raja Stub, Ion of Clvunda S.sib, Nabob of Ar- 
cotj while he pretended, that he himt’clf was ap¬ 
pointed governor of all the country fmm the river 
Kriib’.a to the lea ; winch was an abfolute forgery. 

The injustice of his caufe never disturbed him ; 
and, in confeqtience of his pretended appointment, 
he kept his durbar or court, fat on a fora, and re¬ 
ceived prdents from his council, as well as the na¬ 
tives, in all the fplendor and dignity of an oriental 
prince. 

He expend a very large company's (hip, called 
le Prince, with M. de li Touche and 700 men : 
but this [hip was burnt in her paflage to India, and 
fcarce a man Saved: however, the flbps lately 
arrived from France brought a large reinforcement 
of troops, to which M. Dupleix added ntott of the 
fail or s from the company’s (hips, and fent Lakars 
on board to iupply their room in the navigation to 
China. 

Major Lawrence received intelligence at Trkhi- 
nopoti of what was traniacting at Pondicherry ■, and 
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was farther informed, that the governor of Mad raft 
was preparing ro attack Ginger, which was well fup- 
plied with all manner of llorcs, and garri Toned by 15Q 
Europeans, beftdcs a great number of fepoys and 
blacks. The major repreientcd to the Nabob, the nc- 
cefTity of his immediate march at the head of the con¬ 
federate army into the Carnatic, where the reputation 
of their late luccefles would contribute greatly to re¬ 
duce fuch forrrrfTes as were in the interdt of Chun da 
Saib, and facilitate the eftablilhment of his autho¬ 
rity over the province, from which he had received 
neither ailillance nor revenues. The Nabob con- 
fented to the plan ; yet was unwilling to put it into 
execution ; for he had fecretly pro mi fed to deliver 
up Trichinopoli to the MailTorcan general, who re- 
fufed to march until that promife was performed. 
The Nabob prevaricatrd, and laid that “ Trichino* 
poli was the Great Mogui‘s, to whom he was only 
a viceroy, appointed to govern it during the plea- 
fure of that imperial fovereign j and that the refign- 
ing of it to an Indoftan king would involve both 
himfclf and the Engtilh in continual wars with the 
whole Mogul Empire.” The Murat toe general 
afkcd the Nabob, 11 how he could anl'wer to the 
Great Mogul, if he gave up fo confiderable a part 
of his dominion to fuch an in Significant people?” 
But the MaifTorcan threatened to attack the Nabob 
if he marched out of the city to join the Englifh ; 
whole appearance produced an accommodation; and 
it was agreed, “ that the Nabob (hould gram the 
revenues of the Seringham dill riel to the M ai lTo- 
rean." On thefe conditions he agreed to affid the 
Nabob with all his force in the reduction of Arcot: 
but neither fide gave any credit to the other; and 
both expefled advantages by gaining rime. 

The Nabob made preparations to fee out for 
Arcot with what troops continued under his com¬ 
mand, which were now reduced to a imall number *, 

for 
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for the Tanjorines, and Poly gar’s troops, were re¬ 
turned to their refpeftive countries i white the Maif- 
foreans, and their fubfiJiary Morattoes, remained in 
their encampment to the well of the thy, which 
was thereby endangered ; fo that captain Dalton 
was left there with a gstrifon of 200 Europeans* 
1500 fepoys, and 2000 Peons, who were initrufted 
to take every precaution that might prevent a fur- 
prize. 

Thi Englilh battalion* now reduced to 500 men, 
together with 2500 fepoys, and accompanied by 
the Nabob at the head of 2000 horfe, began their 
march from Trichi nop oil, under the command of 
major Lawrence, on the 28th of June, and halted 
at Volconda for fome days, till the governor took, 
an oath of allegiance to the Nabob, who then de¬ 
tached his brother Abdullwahab Cawn with 1000 
horfe to Arcot. The reft of the army proceeded to 
Trivadi, where they arrived on the 6th or July, 
and found a garrifon of French fepoys in the pagoda, 
who furrcndcrcd on the firft iummons. 1, he troops 
then encamped in that neighbourhood, where ma¬ 
jor Lawrence left the command to captain G ingin, 
and went to Fort St. David, from whence he pro¬ 
ceeded to Madrafs, where the l'eat of prefidency had 
lately been renewed. 

The Nabob found that little regard was paid to 
his authority in the province of Arcot, and he re- 
qoefted of the Englilh prefidency to a [lilt him in 
the reduction of Gin^ee ; which they readily under¬ 
took, though major Lawrence liiftbaded them from 
the attempt. Accordingly major Kineer, an 
officer lately arrived from Europe, was detached 
from the camp at Trlvadi, with 200 Europeans, 
1500 fepoys, and 600 horfe, on this xprdtcion. 
They marched on the 23d of July; the ne^tt day 
they obliged the fort of Villaparam to furrender; 
and arrived at Gingct on the 26th. M> Duplcix

do Iboncr heard that the Englifti had paffed the 
mountains, than he detached 300 Europeans, and 
1500 iVpoys, to relieve the place j upon which, 
major Kineer Jett it, to meet the French, who took 
poJKrflion of Vickravandi *, a town fi mated in the 
high road, The Engl i ft) were reinforced from the 
camp by the reft of the Nabob’s cavalry, and too 
Europeans. Major Kineer marched, on the 26th, 
to engage the enemy, who were potted in a ttrong 
situation, I he greateft part of the town was en¬ 
circled by a rivulet, which ferved as a ditch, and 
was defended by a parapet, formed of the ruins of 
old houks. The Engliih marched diredlly to the 
attack with the fire of their mufketry only ■ which 
the enemy returned both from their mufketry and 
field pieces. I he Enghfti Jepoys Red t major Kt- 
neer was dilabied by a wound in the leg \ forty of 
his officers and men were killed or wounded ; and 
rhe rett retreated to Trivadi, from whence the army 
marched. The French received little lois : but the 
Engiilh battalion fuffered more difgrace in this 
action, than in any other that had happened during 
the s''ar; which io much attested major Kineer, 
that though he recovered of his wound, his vexa¬ 
tion threw him into a fever and a flux, which Toon 
earned him off, 

t hi French took and demoliffied the fort of 
Vi Uparam, and were joined by all the force they 
coufd bring into the field 5 the whole amounting to 
450 Europeans, 150a fepoys, and 500 Moorifh 
horie. This army advanced and encamped clofe to 
the bounds north of Fort St. David * upon which 
the Englifh and the Nabob’s troops quitted Trivadi, 
and encamped at ChimunJelum, a redoubt in the 
bound-hedge, three miles weft ward of the fort. 


• Or VickaravaiwJy. 
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Here they remained Come days inactive, expelling 
a reinforcement from Madrtfc. A company of iqq 
Swifs, under cup:ain Schaitb, were fenc from thence 
in the common and flighted boats of the country, 
called ma(Toolas, and ordered to proceed to fore 
St. David by fea for it was not imagined, that the 
.French would dare to violate the Brit’tfti colors on 
this dement: but the boats were intercepted by a 
French (hip, and al! the men were taken as prifoners 
of war to Pondicherry. This was an aft ion againft 
the law of nations, and an open violation of the 

S ace then fubfiiting between them and the French; 

:rcd there, as well as in Europe, though they 
were allies in different caiifes. However, M. Du* 
pk ix infilled, that the capture was as ju (lib able as 
chat made of his own troops at Seri ugh am. 

On this occafion, major Lawrence embarked 
from Madrafs, with another company of Svvils, on 
board one of the Engliih fliips % he arrived fate ac 
Fort St, David on the 16th of Aug till, and took 
the command of the army. The French were then 
commanded by M. de Kcrjcan, who was returned 
from Go'conda: but when he heard that major 
Lawrence was arrived, he decamped fuddcnly in 
the night, and retreated to Bahoor four miles 
from Fort St, David, He then fell back ro Vilia- 
nour, and was purfued by the Englifh troops, who 
attacked the French advanced pod, within three 
miles of Pondicherry, and obliged their whole army 
ro take prote£1 ion under the walls of the town. 
The Engiilh commander could not force them to 
an action, and had recourfe to a ftratugem, to draw 
them from their flrong (kuatiun, He farmed 
afraid of the French, and precipitately returned to 
Bahoor. The ifratagtm lucceeded, and M. Du* 
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pleix peremptorily ordered his nephew to follow 
the enemy. He obeyed, and encamped within two 
mihs of them on the 25th, when major Lawrence 
made the net diary dilpofirions for giving him an 
immediate attack. 

The Englilh army confided of 400 Europeans, 
1700 fepoys, and 4000 of the Nabob’s troops, 
with nine pieces of cannon. The French army was 
com poled of 450 Europeans, 1500 fepoys, and 
2000 horfe. The Englifh troops began to march 
at three the next morning, and the attack began 
a little before the dawn of day. Their fepoys 
formed the firll line, and the battalion the fecond; 
the artillery were divided on the hanks *, and the 
Nabob’s cavalry were ft at ion ed to the right, on the 
other fide of a high bank, which ran from the Eng¬ 
lifh to the Enemy’s camp. The fepoys engaged on 
both Tides till day-light, when the French battalion 
were difeovered drawn up 3, their right defended by 
a bank, and their left by a large pond. The Eng¬ 
lilh received a brilk fire from the French cannon j 
and the fmall arms foon began. The Englilh ad¬ 
vanced firing; and the French Hood their ground 
until the bayonets met. This terrible criGs of mo¬ 
dern war is generally determined in a minute, and 
few examples of it occur. The company of Eng¬ 
lifh grenadiers broke the French centre with two 
platoons i on which their whole line gave way, 
threw down their arms, and fied. The Nabob’s 
cavalry plundered the camp, inftead of purfuing 
the fugitives. M. Kerjean, <3 officers, and yO 
private men, were made prisoners *, and many more 
were killed or wounded : all their artillery, ammu¬ 
nition and Gores were taken by the Englilh, who 
had four officers, and 78 private men killed and 
wounded. 

The remainder of the French fled to Pondi¬ 
cherry i and M. JDupleix was obliged to watt the 
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arrival of further reinforcements before he attempted 
any thing more in the field. However, he was 
bufy in the cabinet, and in legated the Mai fib r can 
general to create new troubles at Trichinopoli for 
which purpofe, InnisCawn was detached with 3C00 
Morattoes from Seringham in the middle of Auguft, 
with inihructions to inlpcft the Nabob’s camp, and 
afterwards to join the French i but their defeat at 
Bahoor altered the whole plan, and the Morattoe 
took an oath of fidelity to the Nabob. When this 
was done, major Lawrence formed a camp at Tri- 
vadi, and prepared to employ the remainder of the 
Jcafon, before the rains began, in reducing the 
country between Pondicherry and the river Paliar. 
At the fame time, the Nabob requeued of the pre- 
fidency at Mad rats to fend a force to attack Ching- 
]gpet and Cobelong, two ftrong forts, lieu ate d to 
the north of that river, which kept in Subjection a 
con fide ruble trait of country, and from whence de¬ 
tachments frequently plundered the territory belong¬ 
ing to himfelt and the company. 

The monfoon was coming on, a feafon of heavy 
rain and fturms, which begin about September, 
ami generally continue to December, Captain Clive 
therefore undercook this enterprise to lerve the Na¬ 
bob, and marched from Madrafs with too Euro¬ 
pean recruits, and 500 fepoys newly railed. With 
thefc tumps, and lour large pieces of battering can¬ 
non, he marched on the toch of September againft 
Cobelong', twenty five miles Couth of Madrafs, 
and wit Inn rouffcet-fhot of the fea. The fort had 
pii dirch, but was furrounded by a llrong wa!!, 
flanked by round tow* is, on which were mounted 
thirty guns; and it was garrifcned by fifty french 
and j00 fepoys The Englifli troops arrived in the

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evening within two miles of the forr, and a detach - 
merit advanced to a garden within 600 yards of if, 
under rhe command of Jitu tenant Cooper, who was 
killed by a mufket-Jlioi: but the garrifon fur ren¬ 
dered at diferetion on the 13th; and befides the 
cannon mounted on the walls, there were found 
fifty ocher pieces of the large ft calibres, which 
proved to be part of the artillery that the company 
had loll ac Madrafs, when taken by M. de !a Bour- 
donnais in 1746, 

The next morning a detachment arrived from 
Chinghpet, which was intended to furprlze the 
Englilh camp: but they were difeovered by captain 
Clive, who formed an ambufeade into which they 
fell* TheEnglifh fired with liich vivacity as to kilt 
or wound near too French in a few minutes, and 
the reft provided for their fafety by flight to 
C hingki pet. Their commanding ufficer, twenty-five 
Europeans, and 250 fepoys, with two pieces of can¬ 
non were taken : but the Englifli fuftained no lofs. 

Captain Clive marched dirt&Iy toChinglapet *, 
which is fituated twenty miles weft of Co be long, 
forty-five fouch-weft of Madrafs, and within half a 
milt- of the Faiiar. This was cftcemcd a vtry ftrong 
fort, being aim oft encompafled with a morafs, and 
furrounded by two walls, the: ramparts of which were 
Jlxteen feet thick a wet ditcii faced with ftone, 
iixteen feet wide, quite round the outward fort, and: 
another halt round the inner. The garrifon con¬ 
fided of forty Europeans and 500 fepoys, who had 
fifteen pieces of cannon mounted on the walls , but 
the commanding officer was then a prifoncr upon 
parole, A battery was erected to the Ibuth within 
200 yards of the fort, and a breach was made in 
four days ; upon which the garril’on furrendered on 


• Cftcngakput, or Shengel-peney. 
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honorable terms evacuated the fort on the 31ft of 
Odrober, and marched away to Dondichen y. 

Tkc reduction of thefe places fccured all the 
country between Sadrafs and Arcot. A garriion 
was placed in Chinglapet but the fortifications at 
Co belong were dtftwyed. The troops returned to 
Madrals, where captain Clive cmbaikcd for Eng¬ 
land at the clofe of the year, imiverl'ally acknow¬ 
ledged as the man, whole example fir ft rouzed his 
countrymen from the lethargy into which they were 
dropped before his reduction of Arcot *, and who 
had principally contributed to raife their military 
reputation, by a train of uninterrupted iuccdles ac¬ 
quired by his prudence, activity, courage, refolu- 
tion, ^nd intrepidity. He arrived in England in 
O&obcr 1753, and informed the company of the 
function of their affairs in the Mogul empire, The 
directors prefenred him with a rich fword, fee with 
diamonds, in reward of his great femees: and he 
loon afrerwards returned to India, where his farther 
fervices made him the object of admiration and ter¬ 
ror throughout alt the Eaft. 

During captain Clive's expedition, rhe Nabob 
and major Lawrence advanced their army from 
Trivadi to Vandcw.ifti *, a fort twenty-five miles 
north of Gingee, and under the government of 
Tuckia Saib who had married one of the fillers of 
thr late Nabob Subtler Al!ee Cawn. The widow 
of that unfortunate pi i '.ce, and Iris only fan Alice 
Peiift Own, 1 elided with J'uckia i.iib in the fort* 
and it was imagiiv u, that a place capable of fend¬ 
ing forth fuch pretenders to d fturb the title of Ma¬ 
homed Alice, would have been attacked with (he 
utmoft vigor: but tiic Nabob was in inch d.ilreis 
for motley, that he accepted of ^00,000 rupees, or

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37 * S°P I* ftefling, as a ranfotn to preferve the town 
and tort from hoftiJides, The money was paid, 
and the army returned to Trivadi, where they pre- 
pared cantonments for themfdvcs during rhe rainy 
monfoon, which began on the 31ft of October at 
night, with a violent hurricane. The rain fell con¬ 
tinually for lever a! days, and laid the whole country 
under water; which fpread a fickr.els among the 
troops, and obliged them to retire to Fort St. Da¬ 
vid, where they arrived on the 1 5th of November, 
1 he Morattoes under Innis Cawn returned towards 
Semi gh am ; and as fort St, David afforded quar¬ 
ters only for the Engljfh, moll of the Nabob’s 
troops disbanded, and returned to their own habi¬ 
tations. 

While the Nabob’s affairs were thus fuceeisful 
in the north, they wore a different afpect in rhe 
fouth, where the Maiflbreans endeavoured to feize 
Trkhinopoli. The Nabob had given ad million to 
700 of their troops as a part of the garrifon; and 
when major I .avrtnee marched away, their general 
Nanderauze bribed fome of the Nabob’s jemidars, 
or captains of the Peons, to join with his own men 
in a fcheme to furprize the city, which was vigt- 
landy guarded by captain Dalton, who had received 
fume hints of the cnnlpiracy, and caukd the artit- 
iety on the ramparts to be pointed every evening 
inwards on the quarters of the MaiflbFeans and the 
fufpecied Peons. This alarmed the Jemidars, who 
COn ft fled the plot, and implored forgive nefs % which 
was granted them by captain Dalton and Ki rood in 
Cawn, the Natiob’s bi other-indaw. Nanderauze 
then hired fome aflirts to (ho6t them both ; but 
two of the villains were detected, and puniflied : 
they conftflrd the faft, and were blown into the air 
from the muzzles of two field pieces, in fight of the 
whole army drawn up under arms; which Is a mi- 
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litary punifhment very common among the Indian 
troops. 

The Maiflbrcan general thought himfelf no 
longer fafe under the cannon of' rhe city, and re¬ 
moved his camp three miles to die weft ward. When 
the two months ftipulawd tor the delivery of the 
city were expired, he formally lent four ot fits prin¬ 
cipal officers to demand the lurrendcr of it ■, which 
was retuled by K-iroodmCawn, who reproached the 
commiflaries with the treacherous practices of their 
general i and the latter then made a demand on the 
Nabob of 8,500,000 rupees, or t ,06 a,500 1 . Ber¬ 
lin g, for the fcrvice he had performed, and the 
cxpences he had fullained. M, Dupleix not only 
inflamed this difference, but alio bribed Mora row 
to his intereft, and promifed to put the MaUTorcans 
in pofleffion of Trichi tidjfcjJL AmbafTadors were 
thereupon lent to Pondicherry, where a treaty was 
Joan concluded for that purpofe, and war was rc- 
folvcd ; which was. delayed for fame time, on ac¬ 
count ot the Nabob’s fucccfs in A rent. 

Mora row decamped w nh tnoft of his Mnrattoes, 
and marched to Pondicherry, where M. Dupleix 
promifed to fend fome Europeans 10 Seringham j 
while Nandcrauze intercepted all the fupplies that 
were fern to Trichinopnli, The effects of ibis hof- 
t titty were foon felt, and the prefidency ot Mad rats 
were determined to treat him as a declared enemy. 
In cnnfequwice of that rddlution, captain Dalton 
marched out of the city, at ten at night on the 23d 
of December, with the great Hi part of the garrilon, 
to beat up the Maiflbrean camp, which then ex¬ 
tended under rhe northern wall of Seringham : but 
Nandcrauze himlctf remained in the pagoda with a 
numerous guard. The troops palled the Cavcry, 
crofted the iftand, and marched along the bank of 
the Coleroon, till they came within a quarter of a 
mile of the enemy’s camp, when they halted to re- 

frefh 
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frelh rhemfclves, and to form for the attack. They 
were divided into two bodies: the fir ft marched 
only four in front, being defigned to penetrate 
through the camp, firing two to the right, and two 
to the left: while the other was drawn up in a more 
compact manner, to halt as foon as they came 
among the tents, and remain there as a fupport to 
the lull party ; v, hich moved on unperceived by the 
enemy, whole advanced guard was found fait afleep, 
and were inftanrly di (patched with bayonets. The 
Engtilh then entered the camp without oppofition, 
and began a brilk fire to the right and left, which 
they continued from front to rear. The alarm 
was fpread, and the confirmation great throughout 
all the camp. The wounded men filled the place 
with dreadful fhrieks, and thole who cleaped fled 
away with great outcries of warning to their fa tends. 
Their troops within the pagoda manned the walls * 
but were afraid to fire upon their own people, who 
were totally difperfed in Jefs than an hour. The 
fepoys plundered the camp, and took as many 
horlls as they could lead away •, with which they 
marched fore mo ft out of the camp, and were fol¬ 
lowed by the Europeans in good order ; but they 
received a imari fire from the walls, which killed and 
wounded twenty men, of whom feven were regu¬ 
lars. The troops returned into the city by break 
of day, when they difeoyered the enemy returning 
to the ill and, where they haftily ftruck all their 
tents, and took refuge in the pagoda ; from whence 
they continued to cut off all communication be¬ 
tween the dry and the country. 

Captain Dalton then prepared to bombard the 
pagoda, and with that view, lint half his force the 
following night a-crofs the river, which was ford¬ 
able. They diDodged the enemy from a great 
choultry near the wrater fide, direftly oppofue to 
the fuuth gate of Scringham. The building was 

IOO 
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100 feet fquare, and 30 highj which the Englifli 
indofed in the morning with a ftrong in trench me nr, 
and aifo made a parapet with fand-bags round the 
roof, where th,-y mounted two field pieces. Cap* 
tain Dalton found this port offuch importance, that 
he was determined to fupport it with the reft of his 
force, which he ftacioned with four field pices* up- 
polite the Choultry, on the Ibuchern bank of the 
river, where it was only 400 yards wide. The 
enemy remained quiet in Seringham till noon, 
when they had fuffieiently intoxicated thrmlelves 
with opium, and began to appear in a numerous 
body: but the field pieces kept them at a diftanca 
for fome time. A party of M or at toe horfe diiperfed 
fome of the Nabob’s fepoys, who had crofTai the 
river, and began to fire from an untenable pofl. 
The Morattoes then attacked the inircnchmem at 
the great Choultry, and were repul fed with confider- 
able lofs. The gareifon gave three huzza’s on the 
retreat of the MoratEoes but were inftantly alarm :d 
by the imprudent retreat of an officer, who eroded 
the river to give captain Dalton fome information 
concerning his artillery ; which it ruck fuch a panic 
into the men, that they quitted the in trench mei it, 
and attempted ro repafs the Cavery. This was per¬ 
ceived by a body of 3009 Maiffbrean horle, who 
were drawn up on the bank, and immediately gal- 
lopped into the bed of the liver, where they cue 
down tiie whole party, excepting fifteen men. Ani¬ 
mated by this fuccels, they attacked caprain Dal¬ 
ton’s divifinn on the other fide ; but here they were 
obliged to retire with the lofs of feveral mm and 
ho ribs, whole riders fell within twenty yards of the 
artillery. Captain Dalton advanced into the bed of 
the liver, where he remained, till he had colteflcd 
the dead and wounded, which were 70 Europeans, 
and 300 of the heft Tepoys \ b'Ttdes the lieutenants 
Wilky and Crow, who were fiaiightcred in the in- 
V01.. II. K trenchment, 
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it rich me nr, where rhey galtanily determined to flay 
after vainly attempting to rally the men, among 
whom, not one who furvived could give any reafoti 
why he quitted his poft, as only one man was then 
wounded in the iutrcnchmcnt, where they had nine 
barrels of ammunition. 

Captain Dalton had then no farther hopes of 
expelling Nanderauzt from Seringham, and re¬ 
turned to guard Trichinopoliwhere the flrengch 
of the garrifdn was dimiuifhed near one-half, not 
fo much by the number, as by the quality of the 
troops that were loft. The 700 Maifloreans in the 
city were permitted to retire with their arms and 
baggage : but captain Dalton detained their com- 
wander Gopaulrauze, the brother of Nandcrauzc, 
with Tome of his attendants. 

Th e Maifloreans had a poft about four miles weft 
of Trichinnpoli, at the pagoda of Byaloor, where 
rhe guard prevented the country people from carry¬ 
ing ptori lions into the city . This pagoda had a 
fltcig wall, and they had choaked up the great 
gate with mud, leaving at the bottom a wicker, by 
which only one man could enter at a time. Cap¬ 
tain Dalton lent a detachment of thirty Europeans 
and force fepoys to furprize this poll in a dark 
night i in which they fucceedcd, and put all the 
Maiflortans they Found there to the fword. 

N’ander auze lent out fevcral parties to fcour 
rhe plain between the city and the territory of Ton- 
deman, from whence only proviflons were obtained. 
They lei zed fome of the people who were bringing 
rice from the country, whole notes they cut oft ac¬ 
cording to their ufual barbarity, and lent them toTrl- 
ehinopoii in that mangled condition. This cruelty 
ftruck fuch a terror, that the city was without fup- 
plies, till the Maiflorcan parties, were drove off by 
a detachment of 400 Europeans and fepoys, who 
attacked a large budy of the enemy in the night. 
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and put thrm to flight, with fuch considerable lols* 
as deterred them from appearing in thofe parts 
again, Nandcrauzie then rctblvcd to divide his 
force* and form a camp between the ciry and Ton- 
de man’s country. He remained with one half of 
his army at Seringhim i and the other hair, being 
5000 hori'e and 3000 foot* under chc command of 
Virana, moved from the ill and with their baggage, 
and encamped at a place called Facquire*! 'j'upe, 
or the grove of the Facquire, four miles weft of 
Seririgham, and one to the ibuth-weft of Trichino* 
poll, 'I his camp was Surrounded with an ini rench¬ 
in cm ami a mud wall; the clfeft of which was 
loon fererely felt in the city, where no mure pro¬ 
visos were brought to mai kcc, the (hops were fhut, 
anti the inhabitants dreaded all the calamities of an 
approaching famine ; while the gamfon was tnca* 
pable of removing their diltreis, or difltpating their 
fear, as tliey were too weak to drive the enemy from 
either of their camps* In. which melancholy Ihte 
they continued till a large reinforcement arrived 
from A rent, tinder the command of major Law¬ 
rence, in May 1753. 

This liruation of affairs in the fouth gave infinite 
fatisfa&ion to M, Dupleix, who alfo received the 
mod agreeable difpatcho from the north, where 
his ally Salabatzing had removed a moft dangerous 
competitor for the Soubabdarihip, by the murder 
ot Ids brother Gazi Odin Cswn. This prince 
marched from Delli at the head of 150,000 men, 
and appeared before Aurangabad iji the beginning 
of Ociobcr, to affert his right to rhc'governmcnt of 
the Deckan. Me was met by Salabatzing with an 
army of 100,000 men, alii fled by the French bat¬ 
talion ; who after fame luccclsful fltirmtfties, redu¬ 
ced Gazi Odin to enter into a negoctaiinn: but 
while it was carrying on, Salabatzing prevailed on 
fiis mother to potion Gazi OJm, who was ailb her 
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own fon. Tilts abhorrent aft was followed by the 
fuccefs expected from it; for the Mogul army dif- 
perfed on the death of their general, who left a ton 
named Shah Abaddin, This prince was pofiefied 
of a principal employment at the court of Delli, 
and was worthy of the higheft dignity ; he obtained 
the commilfion of Soubahdar of the Dcckan but 
the convulfions that threatened the imperial throne 
fuggefted to him other views, which foon after 
made him the molt important object in the (fate. 

The revenues which Salabaizing received at 
A u re n gab ad, were continually exhaufted by the 
numerous army he maintained \ for the charge of 
the French troops alone amounted to 3,200,000 
rupees, or 400,000 1 , ftcrling. His revenues from 
the Carnatic were inconfiderable, and the power of 
M. Dupleix was confined to the diftrifts between 
Pondicherry and Gingee, which produced no more 
than 1000,000 rupees, or 125,000!. flerling : there¬ 
fore he determined to make Rajah Saib relinquilh 
the title of Nabob, which he inrended to confer upon 
Mortiz Alice Cawn of Velour, from whole wealth 
and power he expefted confiderabie rd'ources to 
carry on the war. 

However, after a war of ten years in India, all 
thefe differences were terminated by the general 
treaty of peace, concluded at Paris on the joth of 
February 1763, whereby Salabaizing was acknow¬ 
ledged lawful Subah ot the Dcckan, and Mahomed 
Alice Cawn for lawful Nabob of the Carnatic.

T HE year 1753 was opened with frdh hofli- 
hties in the province of Arcor, where both 
armies rook the field in the beginning of January 
near Trivadi. I he Englifh had 700 Europeans, 
^ 3 iOoO 
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Sooo fepnys, 1000 of the Nabob's cavalry, and 
their own Utile troop of twenty men* commanded 
by major Lawrence. The French had 500 h urra- 
ropeans, aooo fepoys, 4000 MorattOes under Mo- 
rarow, and their own troop of fixty horJe. M. 
Duplcix was determined to protract the war on the 
tea-cor.it as lon^as poilible, that Nanderauze might 
nor be interrupted from blockading Trichinopoh ; 
he therefore ordered his troops in Arcot to act on 
the dcfenftve, and to ftrengthtn their entrench¬ 
ments i which obliged major Lawrence to remain 
inactive in bis camp r but the Mom toe 5 were alert 
in cutting off fupplies from the Engliih camp. On 
the 19th* they cannonaded the village of Trivadi, 
where they were repul fed by the Englilh grenadiers, 
and loft 118 men. On the aSth, they harralled the 
convoy from Fort St. David ■, but would not ven¬ 
ture to attack the troops, who hilled 300 0! their 
horfes. On the 13th of February', 400 of them 
advanced within muflcct-fhot of the weftern redoubt 
at Fort St. David, flourifhing their fibres, and me¬ 
nacing the guard, which irritated them to advance 
into the plain, though they were only twenty-five 
Europeans and fifty Jbpoys, tinder the command of 
a ferjeant. The Mo ratines retreated, until the 
party was advanced half a mile from the redoubt, 
when they fudderdy turned, galloped up, and fur- 
rounded them. The Englifh gave them a general 
volley, which did 1bme execution j but the Morat- 
toes impetuotafly broke in upon them before they 
could load again, and put every man co the fword. 
However, in an attack which they made on the ad 
of April, they were feverely handled, and among 
the (lain was Bo fin row, who a [Tided captain Clive 
at the fiege of Arcot. 

About this time, the Phoufdar Mortiz Alice 
Cawn fet up his itandard in the province, and 
matched with 1500 horfe, and 3000 I'epoys, to 

Pondicherry, 
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Pondicherry, where he was proclaimed Nabob with 
great ceremony, and paid 400,000 rupees, or 
50,000 i. Ilerling to carry on the war after which 
he renamed to Velotjr, and committed great tieva¬ 
luation in (he province, without meeting any op* 
pofition from Abdullwahab Cawn, 

I'he French would not quit their intrencbmenrs, 
which confided of a parapet cannon proof, with fe- 
vmt reduubts, a broad and deep ditch, ami a good 
glacis, defended by thirty guns.* Major Lawrence 
then rt-folved to dorm their camp ; lor which pur- 
pob he was reinforced by 200 Europeans from 
Fort St, David : but he found the enemy were too 
ftrongly pqftcd, and dc fit led from the attempt, under 
the neceflity of altering his plan of operations, by 
marching to relieve the gar Mon at Trichinopnli, 
whole i'upplies were c on It ant I y cut off by the M a: Ko¬ 
rean tro ps, which obliged captain Dalton to lend 
an exprdi to major Lawrence for immediate affift- 
ance. 

Major Lawrence left a garrifon of 150 F.urope- 
ans, and 500 lepoys, under the command of captain 
Uiale, and marched with the Nabob, and the red of 
his army, on the zoth of April, to Fort Sc. David, 
to collect the necefiiiry fupplics of military (lores, 
I he army marched through the dominions of the 
king of I‘anjore, who fcni his prime mini Iter Sue- 
cajee, to compliment the Nabob and major Law- 
rence as foon as they cmfled rite Coleroon *, and 
when they arrived at Condoor *, within fen miles 
or the capital, he defired an interview with them. 
He met them half way at one of his gardens, on 
the 4th of May, where he was attended by his whole 
court, who made a very magnificent and Jplendid 
appearance. He was dcorted bf 3000 Ijorf; well 
mounted, and 200 elephants in filvcr trap [tin-;',. 


* Or Kaodur. 
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After ceremonioupy puffing each other in their Pa¬ 
lankeens* the major was conducted to an Inner gar¬ 
den* and there received by the king, under a pavi¬ 
lion, fupported by pillars of (liver, elegantly co¬ 
vered ant! turniffied. J he king agreed to affift the 
Nabob with a body of cavalry ■* and after a refteJh- 
ment of fruits, a fhower of rofe-warer, and being 
anointed with other roles, the major was dtfmiJIed, 
with p re fonts of elephants, horfes and firpihs. 

1 he army marched, and arrived at Tnchinopoli’ 
without interruption, on the 6th, when major Law¬ 
rence found hh whole united force, fit for the field, 
con fill of 500 Europeans, 2000 Jepoys, and jooo 
oi the Nabob's cavalry: but Nanderauzc had re¬ 
called Virans from his camp, and collected all his 
force on the iDand, amounting to 10,000 horfe, 
6000 black infantry, and about 100 Europeans, 
with a good train of artillery. 

Is the mean time, the French attacked Trivadi, 
which was gallantly defended by captain Chafe, 
who made an unluccdsiul Tally, wherein fixty Eu¬ 
ropeans, anti two companies of fepoys, were either 
put to the fword or taken prisoners. The place was 
then cannonaded, and the garrifon, intoxicated with 
arrack, obliged their commander to capitulate. But 
this gallant young man was fo fenfibly affedted with 
his misfortune, that it threw' him Into a fever, of 
which he died foon after at Pondicherry. Mortiz 
Alice was joined by fifty Europeans with three 
pieces of cannon, and threatened to befiege Arcot. 
This alarmed Abduilwahabj who aflembfed <000 
horfe, and taoo foot, under the command of Na- 
zeabulla Cawn, another of the Nabob's brokers; 
who was joined by forty Europeans, and 200 Eng- 
lifh fepoys, with two field pieces, under the com¬ 
mand of enfign Smith. They marched out of the 
dry on the 2jft of April, and attacked the Pfiouf- 

dar’s 
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dar's army near Veloor. The Englifh cannonaded 
[he French* but were deferred by the Nabob’s troops, 
and the whole party were killed on the fpoc, or ta¬ 
ken prifoners to Veloor, and among the latter was 
enlign Smith, 

Aeter the reduction of Trivadi, M. Dupleix de¬ 
tached 300 Europeans and 1000 fepoys, with four 
field pieces under M. Aftruc and alfo 3000 Mo- 
rattoes under Innis Cawn, to join Nanderauze ; they 
marched by Volconda, and arrived at Seringham 
loon after the Englilh entered Trichinopoli. 

Major Lawrence allowed his troops three tkys 
to ref refit themfelves, and then marched with the 
battalion and fepoys to Moota-Chcllinoor, a village 
three miles w'elk of the city* where he c raffed the 
river, and landed on the ill and, with an intention to 

f ive the enemy battle, or cannonade their camp. 

I is troops were attacked by a body of Moratioes 
commanded by Harrafing, who was repulfed, and 
retreated towards the pagoda, expofed to the fire of 
all the cannon, M. Aflruc then advanced with his 
troops, and began a brilk cannonade, which con¬ 
tinued on both fides dll noon* when a flight fkir- 
mifh enfued. The cannonade was afterwards re¬ 
newed, and continued till evening, when the Eng- 
lifh troops repafied the river, and returned to the 
city* with the lofs of four private men and fume 
fepoys killed j but two officers were killed and three 
wounded, 

As it feemed too difficult a talk to difiodge the 
enemy from the pagoda, major Lawrence gave all 
his attention to the means of fupplying the garrifbn 
with provifions •, for which purpofe he occupied the 
camp that the Maiflbreans had abandoned at the 
Facquire’s 1 ’ope, and applied to the king of Tan- 
jore and Tondeman both for troops and provifions. 
But Nanderauze neglcdted no opportunity to alie¬ 
nate 
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uses theft precarious allies from the Nabob 1 * intt- 
relt : fie bribed the principal officers belonging to 
Tonderoan j and gained the prime miniUcr of Tan- 
jore over to his intereft. 

Is this fituation major Lawrence was obliged to 
remain upwards of five weeks, without an oppor¬ 
tunity of acting againft the enemy, who were then 
properly reinforced, and able to take the field. 
Theyquined Seringliam, crofied theCavcry, and en¬ 
camped on the plain about three miles to the north 
of hacay ire's Tope, from whence they marched, 
and took poflllTion of fome high mountains called 
the Five U ticks, which are about a mile fbuth of 
that Tope, and had been abandoned by the Lr.gjilh 
when major Lawrence went into the city for°tfie 
recovery of his health. This brought him immedi¬ 
ately to the camp, where he had only 500 Europeans 
and 2000 fepoys, part of whom were continually 
employed to cfcort the convoys of pruvLfions ; and 
of the Nabob’s horfc no more chan too encamped 
with tlieEnglUh, for all the others refufed to march 
until they were paid their arrears. The enemy's 
force was now augmented to 450 Europeans, and 
J500 well difclplined fepoysj f?ooo Majflbrean 
horfc, 35CO Morattoes, and two companies of To- 
pafTes, with icoo fepoys, in the fcrvice of Nande- 
rauae; be Odes tj;,ooo Peons, a rabble armed with 
imperfeft weapons worthy of thofc that bore them, 
fuch as matchlocks, bows and arrows, fwords, 
pikes, clubs, and rockets. 

Major Lawrence quitted the in trench mems, and 
encamped about a quarter of a mile nearer the city, 
which it was apprehended muft be abandoned to 
five the troops from perifhing by famine. How¬ 
ever, the majtir flattened a guard of 200 Sepoys on 
a final! work hali a mile {ouch-weft of his camp, 
anr] near a mile north-well of the enemy 1 *. M. 
AJtruc perceived the importance of this poft, and 

marched. 
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marched, early in the morning of the 26th of June, 
to attack it, with his grenadiers, and a large body 
of fepoys, who were repul Jed, upon which they 
w :re fupporrecl by their whole army j while the 
Engli lh army advanced to fupporr their fepoys, leav¬ 
ing too Europeans to defend the camp ; but the 
preach drove the fepoys from the rock, and hoi lit d 
thesr own colours there. This obliged major Law¬ 
rence to halt, and confider what was proper to be 
done in fuch an important moment, on which the 
fate of the war fecund to depend. There was little 
time tor deliberation v as the French battalion were 
polled behind the rock, which was covered by their 
lepoys fit pp or ted by their grenadiers, while their 
artillery fired upon the EngiHli troops from the 
right ami left of it: the Maifloreans were drawn up 
in one great body, at the di (lance of cannon-(hot, 
in the rear t and the Morattocs kept ftirnvifiling on 
ail parts of the Englilh battalion, who were not to 
be dilconcerted or intimidated by fuch irregular at¬ 
tacks 5 being convinced by repeated experience, 
that a body of well-difeip lined infantry would al¬ 
ways prevail a gain ft undifciplincd cavalry, notwhh- 
lianding a great fuperiority of numbers. The Eng¬ 
lilh officers and foldiers unanimoufiy agreed, thane 
was fafer to make a gallant pufti, than a timid re¬ 
treat before their enemies. The major ordered his 
grenadiers to attack the rock with fixed bayonets; 
while he wheeled round the foot of it with the rdt 
of the troops, to engage the French bat tali on. The 
foldiers received his orders with three huaza's, and 
the grenadiers immediately marched r they diire- 
garded the lea tiered Ore from the rock, and never 
halted till they got to the top of it the French be¬ 
ing fo much terrified at their intrepidity, as to quit 
thtir poll without finking a blow. Some of the 
befi fepoys followed the grenadiers, and all toge¬ 
ther began a ftrong fire upon the French battalion, 
drawn up within piflol-lhot below. The Englilh 

battalion 
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battalion then appeared, and drew up within twenty 
yards of the enemy, who were ftruck with con- 
fternaiion at fetch a refolute attack made upon them, 
in the mid ft of their numerous allies, by fuch a. 
final! body of men. However, the French kept a 
good front with recovered arms until the Englifh 
gave their fire, which fell heavy, and threw the 
French into fuch irreparable difordcr, that they in* 
ilanrly gave way and ran, leaving three pieces of 
cannon, with fome ammunition carts behind them. 
The Morattocs rufhfd in to cover their retrear, but 
were repulfed with great iofs, *vhen they defifted 
from their attacks, and retreated to the main body 
of the MaifToreans, where the French formed with 
their allies. Some of the Englifh grenadiers were 
fa bred by the Morattocs, who greatly lamented the 
lofs of one of their principal commanders: this was 
Baliapa, the nephew of Morarow : he had broke his 
fvord in cutting down a grenadier, when another, 
who was loading his piece, and faw his comrade fall, 
ffiot both bail and ramrod through his body, Ma¬ 
jor Lawrence knew this young man, and had often 
remarked his bravery when fighting on the Englifh 
fide: he had great fpirir, and was an excellent 
horfeman ; his body was found in the field, and fent 
to his uncle, in the major’s Palankeen. The French 
would not renew the fight, and the Englifh returned 
to their camp, with many prifbncrs, and three guns 
taken from the enemy, whofe cavalry endeavoured 
to interrupt their march, but were always repulfed, 
and fuffered feverely by a cannonade from eight 
fix-pounders loaded with grape. 

Trvs was Trichinopoli preferved by the un¬ 
daunted fpirit of the Englifh troops, which difpi- 
riled the enemy, and gave the Engiilh fcpoys an op¬ 
portunity of bringing great quantities of provifions 
to the camp. However, two or three more fuch 
encounters would have left all the Englifh on the 

plaint 
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plains of Trichinopoli, if no reinforcement was fent 
to major Lawrence, who received advice, that fome 
Blips were arrived on the coaft with recruits from 
England, and that a detachment was ordered to 
Trkhinopoii, by the route of Tanjore. The major 
therefore left captain Dalton to guard the city, 
broke up his camp, and marched to the city of Tan- 
jo re, to join the detachment, and prevail on the 
king to furmfli the troops he had promifed the Na¬ 
bob, whofe army had deferred him. 

The enemy took this opportunity to blockade 
Trichinopoli, which they could effe<Sl without much 
difficulty, by their fuperiority of European troops. 
The fcarcity of provifions obliged the inhabitants to 
quit the city, which was left almoft defolate, though 
it had formerly contained 400,000 per font; for the 
military people who remained in it, including foidiers 
and all artificera, wero no13000 men. Ufthefe 1 ooq 
were Peons, polled between the outward and inward 
wait: 600 were fepoys, ftationed round the ramparts*, 
and about 200 were Europeans, w ho guarded the 
gates, and lay on, their arms every night, co be 
ready on any alarm. The French troops were row 
commanded by M. Brenicr, who prepared to make 
an elcalade, and fent a fpy into the ciiy to dirc£fc die 
attempt: but the fpy was difeovered, and the at¬ 
tempt declined. 

Major Lawrence was joined at Tanjore by the 
detachment from Fort St. David, which confined 
of 170 Europeans and 300 kpoys. His army was 
atlb inertakd by the Tanjorine forces, amounting 
to 3000 horfe, and 1000 foot, commanded by 
Monackjec, The whole army marched from Tan- 
jore, on the 5th of Auguft, with a convoy of 4000 
bullocks laden with provifions; and arrived within 
light of Trichinopoii on the 9th, when the major 
was apprized by Ggnals that the enemy were in mo¬ 
tion. I heir cavalry, in different panics, extended 

about 
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about three miles between the French Rock and the 
Golden Rock t their main body was potted at the 
Sugar-loaf Rock; and a detachment took poflef- 
tton of the Golden Rock, within a mile to the rear 
of their main body. Major Lawrence halted about 
a mile fuwh-caft of the Sugar-loaf Rock, and 
formed his line of march, as If he intended to at¬ 
tack the main body of the enemy : but he matched 
round the Golden Rock, and drove the French 
from thence with his grenadiers and 800 fepoys de¬ 
tached from the front of the line. The Englifh 
battalion was drawn up in the plain, where fcveral 
men were killed by the artillery from, the enemy’s 
advanced party, whom major Lawrence with the 
grenadiers, 200 other Europeans, and 300 fepoys, 
marched boldly to attack without cannon. The 
troops were galled by the French artillery, which 
kilted feveral men, and among them captain Kirk, 
at the head of his favorite grenadiers, whom no¬ 
thing during the war had ever difheartened before : 
They were fenfibly ftruck with the death of their 
officer, whofe place was inttantly fupptied by his 
l'riend captain Kilpatrick, and animated by his ex¬ 
ample, the men pufhed intrepidly on to revenge 
their captain’s death. The enemy bad not courage 
to Hand the fhock, and fled towards Weycondah. 
Their main body then advanced! but retired, as 
foon as the main body of the Englifh approached -, 
which ended the engagement. The French bat¬ 
talion had r (5 men killed*, and left many wounded, 
with three cannon, on the field. The Englifh bat¬ 
talion had 36 men killed and wounded; but their 
great eft lofs was in captain Kirk. 

Thb Englifli army entered Trich'mopoli, and the 
French encamped at Weycondah. The Tanjoreans 
marched out, and took Elimiferum, where the ene¬ 
my had left a garrifen of 200 fepoys and fome Eu¬ 
ropeans j while major Lawrence formed a camp at 

the 
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the Five Rocks, to intercept the convoys from 
MailTore. This obliged the French to decamp, on 
the 23d, and make a diforderly retreat to Moota- 
CheJlinoor, a ftrcng poll on the bank of the Caver v, 
which fecured their communication with Spring ham, 
where they received a very ftrong reinforcement. 

M, Dtfi’LEnt had fcnt for Jo me troops from 
Mauritius, and 4OO arrived from thence at Pondi¬ 
cherry in June ; theft* were joined by idoo lepoys, 
with fix guns i as alfo by 3000 Mdrattocs, with a 
great number of TopalTes and Peons, under the 
command of Morarow. Great rejoicings were matte 
by the French on this occafmn, and the Englilh 
Were obliged to aft upon the defenfivc again. 


C H A P. VII. 

Tbe centimttfion of the campaign in 175f ■ d Urge 
detachment fent fretn Mad a ass te Trichinofoi.i, 
under captain Ridge, and captain CaIllaUD. ibe 
French, ccmtnsnded by M. Astrvci and the 
Engtifh, under major Lawrence, encamp on the 
plain before T richmopdi.

The F.nglifh are ctlfo fueeefsful in the Carnatic,

T H E prefidcncy of Madrafs were alarmed at 
the large reinforcement which had been fent 
from Pondicherry to Seringham, and were deter* 
mined to ftrengthen their own army with all the 
men that could be fpared for the fidd. Accordingly, 
240 Europeans and 300 fepoys, commanded by 
captain Ridge, were fent m one of rhe company’s 
fhips to_ Devi Cotah, from w lie nee they marched 
through 'the Tanjore country, and arrived on the 
19th of September at Kelli Cotah, a fort, fifteen 
miles call of the city of Trichinopoli. At that 
lime the French army was commanded by M. 
Aftruc, who encamped between the Sugar-loaf and 
the Golden Rock: while major Lawrence en¬ 
camped with his forces at fome ditlance to the 
fouth-eaft of the French Rock. Both armies con¬ 
tinued ibme days in this fituation, encamped in rhe 
open plain without a bufh on it, at about two miles 
dill ant from each other; but as the fwamps in the 
rear of both the camps did not permit cither to re¬ 
move farther back, they refrained from beginning 
a cannonade till the 20th in the morning, when 
the Englilh fired from an eighteen pounder upon 
the French, which drew all their attention on that 
fide ; while the Englilh were joined by their rein¬ 
forcement from Kelli Cotah, wirh whom captain 
Caillaud arrived. 

The junction of thefe troops gave frelh fpirits to 
their countrymen, and major Lawrence rcfolvcd to 
attack the enemy. He quitted the ground near the 
French rock on the 20th ; and encamped at the 
Facquirc’s Tope, where he was joined by 100 Euro¬ 
peans from the garrifon. At night rhe tents were 
ftruck, and fent to remain under cover of the ar¬ 
tillery of the city : the troops were ordered 10 take 

their 
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their reft in the open field, and to be under arms at 
four in the morning. 

The enemy's camp extended on each fide of the 
Sugar-loaf Rock, but much farther to the weft 
than the caft. The Morattoes were encamped to 
the eaft *, the French quarters were dole to the weft 
of the rock i and beyond thefe were the MailToreans, 
who reached almoft as far as the Golden Rock, and 
occupied the ground at a great diftance behind the 
two rocks i and the rear of the camp was covered 
with thickets and rocky ground. The French had 
fiung up an intrciichment in tront of their own quar¬ 
ters: the Moratrocs had done the fame : and at the 
Golden Rock, which com mar tied the Left flank and 
the front of the Mai dor cans, the French had fta- 
tinned an advanced guard of 100 Europeans, 200 
topaffes, and 600 fepoys, with two pieces of can¬ 
non, under a vigilant partisan. Major Lawrence 
was apprized of thefe difpofi cions y and at the hour 
appointed, marched his troops in profound filcnce 
towards the Golden Rock, He had lulled the 
French into a fecurity. by cannonading the day be¬ 
fore v which made them think he had no other view 
than to difturb their camp with his (hot. The 
Englilh battalion of 600 men, formed the van in 
three equal divifitms : the firft was compofed of the 
grenadier company of idO men, under captain Kil¬ 
patrick ; the picket of 40* under captain Call laud - t 
and two platoons, each of 30 men, under captain 
Campbel: the artillery uf fix field pieces, with too 
artillery men, were on the flanks of each divifion : 
sooo fepoys followed in two lines and the Fan- 
jorines weie in the r.-ar- The Golden Rock was 
mounted in three places ar once by the firfl: divifion 
of the battalion, who drove the enemy down, and 
took two field pieces loaded with grape. The troops, 
were animated by this lucccfs, and their commander 
immediately led them on to the grand camp, which 
Vo l, II.' L altered 
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altered his difpofuion, as it was necefiary to form 
his troops again, that the three djvifions of Euro¬ 
peans might march in one line in front through the 
Maiflurean camp, to fall at once upon the left dank 
of the French : the fepoys were divided on each 
flank of the battalion, at fume d iff a nee in the rear: 
while the Tanjorines moved to the front of the 
French intrenchment, to create what confufion they 
could with their fire-arms and rockets. The batta¬ 
lion marched on with repeated huzza's, as to cer¬ 
tain victory j the drums beating the grenadiers 
march, the gunners with their porr-fires lighted on 
the flanks, and the fepoys founding their military 
mu fie. The troops formed as they marched, and 
attacked as they formed : the black camp was e a lily 
palled, and they came up with the French at dawn 
qf day, when the engagement began, The French 
received the Englilh fire, and then difeharged a ge¬ 
neral volley upon them. Among thole whoJuf- 
fered in this onto was captain Kilpatrick, who com¬ 
manded the divifion on the right, and fell delperately 
wounded; upon which captain Caillaud put htm- 
felf at the head of the grenadiers, and took the com¬ 
mand of the whole divifiom He gained the kfc 
flank of the intrenchment, and poured in a clofe 
fire upon the French battalion : the grenadiers 
pufhed on with their bayonets, and drove them 
crowding upon their ccnrcr, which alfo gave way, 
and a well levelled difeharge from the center and 
left of the EngJifh battalion in front completed the 
route, M. Atfrue endeavoured to rally them, and 
they made a ftand j but the grenadiers renewed the 
attack with their bayonets, and put them again to 
flight, which became general. The Englilh troops 
had marched through a con ft ant fire of nine pieces 
of cannonattacked a line of men which greatly 
out-numbered themfelves i and in ten minute* drove 
the enemy out of their lines. They however ralli¬ 
ed 
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td again, and made Come faint re finance, fupported 
by the Morattoes, who rode up very defperatdy ■ 
but as thefe could not fuftain a galling fire, which 
fell upon them from all quarters, they all'o ran away, 
and left the Englilh complete mailers of the field 
of battle, all their camp, cannon, baggage, and 
ammunition. The whole action laftcd near two 
hours j and when the victory was totally decided, 
the Englilh troops drew upon the French parade. 

The French had 114 men of their battalion ei¬ 
ther killed or wounded, and 95 more were taken 
prifoners ; among the latter were M. Alt rue and 
ten officers ■, many others were taken in ftragglirtg 
parties j fo that the whole of their lofs was at kaft 
300 Europeans, and it might have been much 
more, if the Tanjorines had exerted them (elves as 
they were ordered. The Englilh had thirty men 
killed, and forty two wounded: among the latter 
were fix officers, of whom major Lawrence was 
wounded in the arm by a miifkct-b.it!, and capraim 
Kilpatrick received a fhot through his body. The 
captain concluding his wound mull be mortal, would 
not permit any ot his people to (by by him, but 
fent them to join the company in purfcnt of the ene¬ 
my. Some draggling Morattoes here came up, 
and cut him with their fabres at they pafled, which 
would have been repeated by others j but the fur- 

f eoit feeing him in that danger, flood and prote&cd 
im till the fuccefs of the day cleared the field of 
the enemy. 

This ;aftion was decided entirely by the nudke- 
try j ami the French, having thus left the Englilh 
mailers of the plajn, with an open communication, 
cfcaped over the river to the ifland, by the pafs of 
MoorachiUmour. It was fume hours before the w hole 
arrived at Seringham ; for the throng confided of 
30,000 men of all forts on foot, and 16,000 horfej 

L z befides 
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bcfidcs a great number of oxen, camels, and ele¬ 
phants. 

The Nabob’s ftandard was planted m the ene¬ 
my’s camp, and the EngUfti flag difplayed on the 
top of the Sugar-loaf Rock * which proclaimed the 
triumph of their arms to the country fevcral miles 
round: but the fame evening, major Lawrence re¬ 
moved his army to befiege Weycondah, in which 
was a garrifon of fifty French and 4CQ fepoys. 

This fort was originally a pagoda and choultry, 
iituated on the top of a rock about thirty feet high. 
The rock was afterwards inclofed by a ft rang (tone 
wall, carried up as high as the top of the rock it- 
felf, and built thick enough to afford a rampart 
about five feet broad; bd’tdes a (tender parapet, 
which had loop-holes to fire through: and on the weft- 
Jide was a gateway, the top of which communicated 
with the rampart. A watercourfe ferved jnfte.id of 
a trench to fhdter the Englifh troops, who cut em- 
bralitres through the bank, about 400 yards from 
the wall, which was battered with two eighteen- 
pounders, and (hells were thrown from a mortar 
and two cohorns. The wall was beat down, within 
twelve feet of the ground ; but the breach was not 
pra&icable: however, a body of 600 fepoys made 
an attempt to mount the walls, and were repulfcd. 
The fepoys then a (faulted the gate: but this at¬ 
tempt was alio ineffectual, till a refblutc English¬ 
man, who was krjeant to a company of fepoys, 
mounted on the (houlders of one of them, and got 
up to the top, where he planted the colors of his 
company on the parapet. He was followed by others, 
fome of whom went down and opened the gate on 
the infide, when thofe without ruflied in like a tor¬ 
rent, and attacked the garrifon at pu(h of bayonet. 
In the firft fury feveral were killed ; but about 400 
who threw down their arms, and called for quarter, 
were fpared. 

The 
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The army encamped at the French Rock* and 
were plentifully iupplied with provifions both in city 
and camp. Captain Dalton then quitted the com* 
mand at Trichinopoli, and returned to Europe, 
The rainy monfoon was coming on* which occa- 
fioned major Lawrence to canton his troops atCoi- 
Jaddy, about fifteen miles caft of the city* on the 
frontiers of Tanjore, from whence the army might 
be fupplied with provifions. The major lent 1 50 
Europeans, the fick of the battalion, and 400 le- 
poys, into Trichinopoli: a detachment was left at 
ElimiJcrum *, and the reft of the Engiilh troops 
entered into cantonments on the 23d of October. 
They were ftill accompanied by the Nabob, with 
his attendants : but the Tanjorincs returned to their 
own country, to celebrate a grand feltival j while 
the Engl ifn grew very fickly in their quarters, loling 
fix officers and many fiddlers in about a month. 

las the beginning of November, the French at 
Seringham received a reinforcement of 300 Euro¬ 
peans, 200 Topaflcs, and iooo fiepoys, with Tome 
cannon. Their whole army was now commanded 
by M. Maiflin, who eroded the river, on the 27th 
at night, to attack Trichinopoli, where captain 
Kilpatrick had recovered of his wounds, and fuc- 
ceeded captain Dalton in the command. 

The entrance into an Indian fortification is 
through a large and complicated pile of building, 
projecting in the form of a parallelogram from the 
main rampart: this building con fills of le vend con¬ 
tinued terraces of the fame height as the main ram¬ 
part, and communicate with it; and the inward 
walls of thefe terraces form the Tides of an intricate 
pa Stage, about twenty feet broad, which leads by 
various turnings at right angles through the whole 
pile, to the principal gate that Hands in rhe main

The French were goo, and fioo were to efca* 
Jade j while M. Maiflin, with aco, and a body of 
fepoys, were to wait the event, prepared to Second 
and join the firft party, when they had got over 
the wall. Their forces were diftribuied agreeable 
to the different falfe attacks they were to make: 
but rh' real one was to be made on Dalton's bat* 
tery, w bitrh was the center of the weft face. The 
guard appointed for the garrifon was of fifty fepoys, 
with their officers, and two European gunners : the 
rounds had gone at twelve o’clock, and found them 
prdent and alert; but when the attack began few 
of them were on duty. The French paflhd the 
ditch, which was almoft dry, at three in the morn¬ 
ing of the itfih. They placed the ladders, and the 
whole 600 mounted on the battery, without inter¬ 
ruption, or the lead: alarm to the garrifon. They 
turned two cannon un the battery againfl: the town, 
and di["charged them with a volley of fmail arms, 
their drums beating, and their foldiers crying out, 
vfat !t rcy , They were perfuaded that firing alone 
would frighten the gairifon t but that was foorv 
alarmed by the piquet, and flood prepared. Cap¬ 
tain Kilpatrick immediately ordered a party to the 
place attacked, and others to their refpetflive alarm- 
polls. lie was Hill confined to his bed \ but his 
orders were well executed by lieutenant Harrilon. 
The French having drawn up their (baling- Ladders 
into the battery, lent two parties down from it into 
the interval between the two walls. They attempt¬ 
ed the inward wall, in which they were defeated, 
and then only thought of making their eftape, or 
ferecning tbemfelves from the fire of the gairifon, 
The firil was impraffcicable, as their ladders were 
moflly deftroyed, and they within the firft wall: 
>er Ibme attempted leaping off the battery into the 
ditch, eighteen feet perpendicular ; but the greater 
number lay kid under the parapet. At length day- 
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light appeared, when the French threw down their 
arms, and alked for quarters, which was immedi¬ 
ately granted. The Englifh officers from the ram¬ 
part ordered them to aflemble in the interval be¬ 
tween the two walls, from whence they were con¬ 
duced, in Email bodies at a time, through the gate¬ 
way they had aflaulred. The French had 362 Euro¬ 
peans taken prifuners, 65 of whom were wounded : 
and of theft* eight were officers; 37 were found kill¬ 
ed on the works ; and upwards ot 70 were killed or 
difabled by leaping into the ditch. Thus ended 
the aflauk of Trichmopolt, which impaired the 
French force more than any other event jince the 
reduction of Seringham. Lieutenant Harrilbn died 
foon alter thefe important fervices, and was greatly 
fegreted as a brave and prudent officer. 

The firing was heard by the out-guards at Coi- 
laddy, upon which major Lawrence immediately 
detached a party to reinforce the garrilon, and pre¬ 
pared to follow with the reft of the army i but heavy 
rains prevented him from arriving before the 3d of 
December i while the enemy re-croflcd the liver, 
with the #000 Maifibrean horfe. 

Had the Engtifh been able to purfue their for¬ 
tune, their advantages would have been real: bur, 
inftead of it, their fuccdles were only a refpite, 
and they foon had the fame to go over again ; hav¬ 
ing, however, the confutation to think they had done 
all° they could again ft fo great a fuperiority. 

During thefe tranfafttons to the fouth of the 
Coleroon, the EngliOi arms had like wife gained 
fame fuccefles in the Carnatic. The Trench and 
their new Nabob had laid liege to i rinomalec, 
the garrifonof which place fignatized themfelvcs by 
their frequenr Tallies, and were reinforced by 60 
Europeans and 500 fepoys from Madrafs and Arcot 
in September. ” This detachment found all the 
avenues blockaded, and concerted mcaiurt* wirh the 
L 4 governor. 
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governor, whole name was Barkatoola, to favor their 
junction by making a vigorous fully, which was fuc- 
Ccfsuiily executed, and the be liege r 3 were entirety 
defeated, The general of the Neloor troops was 
killed ; and Hu flan Alice, who commanded the 
French fepoys, was mortally wounded and taken 
prifoner. This lofs of their commatidcrs [truck the 
troops with lo much confirmation, that they imme¬ 
diately railed the liege, 

Mahomed Comaul was one of thofe adven¬ 
turers who had let up the ftandard of independency, 
and thereby alarmed the prefidcncy of Mad rat's. He 
furprized the capital of Neloor, the north-call part 
of the Nabob's dominions j and then made prepa¬ 
rations to attack the pagoda of Tripeui. This 
temple was fttuared on the top of a mountain, 
about fcventy mites north-call of Arc or, and was 
one of the moft famous in all the Dcckan. The 
fcafl of the God to whom it was dedicated was an¬ 
nually celebrated in September, and the offerings 
made by the concourfc of pilgrims who arrived 
from all parts to a® ft at it, amounted to lb great 
a Aim, that the bramins paid the government a 
yearly revenue of 60,000 pagodas, or 97,000]. 
Berlin g. This revenue was afTigned by the Nabob 
to the Englifl', as a reimburfement in part of the 
great expences they had incurred during the war : 
and as neither the bramins, nor the pilgrims, were 
foi'icitous to whom this money was paid, it was the 
intention of Mahomed Co maul to get pofleflion of 
the pagoda before the feaft began. He was counter¬ 
acted by the prefidcncy of Madrafs, who lent enflgn 
Holt with a detachment of 40 Europeans, aoo fe- 
pnys, and three pieces of cannon, to defend the 
pagoda. When this party arrived near Tripetti, 
they were attacked by Mahomed Comaul, with 
5000 horfc and foot, who obliged enfign Holt 10 
retreat; but the next day he was joined by fome of 
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the Nabob's forces, and proceeded again towards 
the pagoda, Mahomed Comaul met them on the 
plain, and a cannonade began, by which enfign 
Holt was killed. However, enfign Ogilby conti¬ 
nued the engagement, and a fhot from one of the 
held pieces killed the elephant of Mahomed Comaul, 
whole army in dandy fled, before he had time to 
mount a horfe. He was taken priloner, and car¬ 
ried to Nazeabulla Cawn, by whole order he was 
in Handy beheaded j which prevented further infur- 
reclions in the Carnatic for fome time. 

The king of Tanjore refufed to quit his alliance 
with the linglilh, and the French lent 1500 Mo- 
rattoes to ravage his country in December, They 
plundered and burnt the country down to the fua- 
coaft j but Monackjee attacked them with 3000 
horfe, and deftroyed the whole party. About Boo 
Morartoes were killed, many others were wounded, 
and die reft taken prifoncrs. Monackjee ordered 
all the dead bodies to be hanged upon trees and 
all the prifoncrs, even the wounded, to be impaled 
alive in fight of the high roads. 

M. Bossy, with his army, was ftill attending and 
fupporting Salabatzitig, to the northward, as prince 
of the Deckan: but was thwarted in his defigns by 
Sc id Lalcar Cawn, the duan or vizir, who held the 
poll: of captain-general of the army under Nizam 
Al Muluck, and had accompanied Nazirzing into 
the Carnatic in that charafter. However, it was 
agreed, that the provinces of Mult3phanagar, Ya- 
lorc, Rajamundrum, and Chickacole, fhould be 
given up to the French company in full fovereigniy. 
This acquificion added to Mafulipatnam and the 
province of Condavir, which the French had al¬ 
ready obtained, rendered them mafters of the fea- 
coaftof Coromandel and Orixa, in a regular line of 
600 miles from Medapilly to Jagernaut, 
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These countries were bounded by a large chain 
of mountains, which run aJrrmft in the lame di¬ 
rection as the fea-Coaft. and arc in fome plates about 
oo miks from it, although in others not more than 
thirty- ( hey are covered wkh impenetrable forefts 
of bimWs ; and have five pifies in their whole ex¬ 
tent, The province of Condavtr lies betweecn the 
river Kriflna and Gondegam, which enters the fca 
at Nkdapilly. Th : limits of the other four pro¬ 
vinces are not exactly afeerrained : yet it appears, 
that Muftaphamgar jot: s to the north of Condavk; 
that Valore'lies to die north-weft of Muftaphanagar; 
that Raj am undrum is bounded to the fouth by thefe 
two provinces *, and that Chickacoie extends 350 
miles from the river Godaveri to the pagoda of 
Jagemaut. The revenues of thefe provinces were 
computed at 3,100,000 rupees; of Condavir at 
6 K 0,000 ; and the dependencies of Mafulipatnam 
at 507,000; in all 4,287,000 rupees, equal to 
535,675!. Ilerling. So that thefe territories ren¬ 
dered the French matters of the greateft dominion* 
both in extent and value, that had ever been pof- 
fefled by Europeans in the empire of Indoftan, nor 
excepting the Fortugucze, when in the height of 
tbrir prosperity. Nor were commercial advantages 
wanting to enhance the value of thele acquilmonsi 
for the manufactures of cloth proper tor European 
markets were made in this part of the Decban, of 
much better fabric, and at much cheaper races, than 
in ihe Carnatic. La-gc forefts of teak-trees* grew 
in K.ijamundrum, which was the only par: of the 
coaft that furnilhcd this wood : and Chickacnle 
abounded in grain, of which great quantities were 
exported every year to the Carnatic. 

The Mogul Hamet Shah, notwith(banding the 
appearance of vigor with which he afeended the 
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throne in 1748, foon fell into the fame indolence as 
characterized all the fucceflbrs of Aurengzebe but 
he was now depofed, and this change was occa- 
fioned by the following event. The Mogul lent his 
buddhec Shah Abaditi Cawn*, who was the ne~ 

S hew of Sakbatzing, to fupprefc an irruption of the 
iajpootsf. He luce ceded in this expedition, which 
made the Mogul jealous he would dethrone him, 
and a fcheme was kid to put him to death v but 
Shah Abidin. Cawn returned to Delli, and feized 
the Mogul, whofe debaucheries made him a fcandal 
to the throne. The buchlhee afiembied the Omrahs, 
and placed on the throne Allum Gccr, a near rela¬ 
tion to the kte Mogul: and the depoled prince, 
according to the cruel policy of their government, 
was deprived of his fight by palling a red-hot iron 
before his eyes. Shah Abadin then declared him- 
lelf vizir to the new Mogul, whom he fuff'red to 
interfere very little in theadminiftration , and 'find¬ 
ing that great di(orders had been introduced in the 
provinces near the capital, he determined to reform 
thefe before lie extended his views farther. In tbit 
refolution he dil&mbled his re fen t men t again ft Sak- 
batzing for the murder of his father, and pretended 
to be well faiisfied that the Soubai. krlhip of the 
Decks 11 fliould remain under the government of 
his uncie. 

Mr. Saunders had been at the head of the Eng- 
lifh prefidency ever finee the death of Nazirzing, 
and convinced by that event of the ambitious 
i'chemes formed by M. Duplcix, determined to 
oppole than, to the utmoftof hisftrength, nOEvvith- 
IDnding he had no ittllrucfcions from the company 
to engage in hoddities. The two governors had 
carried on a (harp controverly by letters a con Oder- 
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able time and at Laft it was agreed to hold a con- 
grefs at Sadraft, a Dutch fetdement between Ma- 
drafs and Pondicherry- 

The linglifh deputies were Mr- Palk and Mr. 
Vanfictart :°ihofe for the French were the father 
Lavaur fuperiorof the jefuits, and MdTietirs de 
Kcriean and Bauflet. They met on the 3d of Janu¬ 
ary I?54; and the two governors fu perm tended 
their proceedings by letters, which were no more 
than twelve hours in corning from Pondicherry, and 
only fiic from Madrafe. The Englifh deputies 
opened the conference by prop0ling as the b-iiis of 
the negotiation, that Mahomed AlletCawn uiouiJ be 
acknowkgcd Nabob of the Carnatic; and that the 
king of Tanjore Ihould be guaranteed in die peace- 
ablc pcflcfliori of his kingdom. The French pro¬ 
posed the acknowledgment of Sahbatzing as Sou- 
ball Jar of the Deckan, and the immediate releafeof 
ihc French prifoners taken during the war 1 in re¬ 
turn for which, the Englifh were to be exempted 
from the ground-rent of Madrift, and were to keep 
polk Aran of the country nf Ponamakc, and foroe 
dtablifhment was to be made for Mahomed Allee 
after his difference with the MaifTorean was fettled 
concerning Trichinopoh. It was impoflible to have 
made propofals more directly oppofite; for by ac¬ 
knowledging Sahbaizing without reftrithons,the 
French would become ablblute over the Englifli in 
the Carnatic; as they would of the French, it Ma¬ 
homed Alice was acknowledged; fo that each fide 
required of the other to give up every thing before 
they had well begun to treat of any thing. How¬ 
ever, the bulincft did nor (top, and the French de¬ 
puties produced I'even patents, which they called their 
authorities for interfering as they had done in the 
affairs of the Mogul governmen t, and for making 
the ptefent demands. Two of thefe patents were from 
Muzapherzing; one appointing M, Dupleix com¬ 
mander 
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minder in all the countries from the river Krilfria 
to the lea the other con tinning Chunda Saib go¬ 
vernor of the Carnatic; two others ratifying the 
former; another giving the countries of Arcot and 
Trichinopoii to M, Dupleix after the death of Chun- 
da Saib j the other appointing Mortiz Alice of Ne- 
loor lieutenant under M, Duplrix in thele countries: 
the Jafl piece was a letter from the Great Mogul, 
confirming all that Salabatzing had done in favor of 
M. Duplci* and his allies. They delivered copies 
of thefe patents to be Icrutintetd by the Englifh de¬ 
puties, who afTerred their authority under patents 
from Nazirzing, Gazi Odin Cawn, and tire Great 
Mogul, appointing Mahomed Alice, Nabob of the 
Carnatic ; which was another flat eomradi&ion, and 
of fuch a nature, as could not be ad]tiffed without 
fending the deputies to Dclii: the Englifh deputies 
came dole to the point, and propofed, that the 
Englifh and French fhould be put in pofTeffion of 
lands of equal value in fuch different parts of the 
province as might prevent future difputes; that the 
commerce of the two companies in the Carnatic 
fhould be clhblifhed on equal terms of advantage ■> 
that fccuriry Ihould be given to the Maifibreans for 
fuch a fum of money, as upon an equkablc adjuft- 
ment of their accounts might appear to be due to 
them that a penfion fhould be affigned to Raja 
Saib, the (on of Chunda Saib ; and that the French 
prifoners fhould be releafed i provided M. Duplei* 
would acknowledge Mahomed AI lee Cawn Nabob 
of the Carnatic. 

These propo&ls left the French fuperior by the 
whole of their pofitfQons to rhe north, which were 
of much greater value than what the Englifh would 
have been content to take, fubject to an equality 
with them in the Carnadc: a moderation which 
would have heen inconfiffent with the continual 
fuetefs of the Englifh arms, if the cxpcnccs of the 

war 
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war had not already greatly hurt the commercial In- 
lerelb of the Eaft India company, retrained by 
their charter from enlarging their capital. The 
French rejected this propofol, and infilled ftrenu- 
oufiy on the validity of their titles : but while they 
were explaining the various events which had led 
their nation to die acquifition of fuch important pre¬ 
rogatives, the Englilh deputies difeovered, that die 
Mogul’s letter ro M. Dupieix wanted the ufual fig- 
nature, which is a feal engraved with his name and 
titles, and ftamped with ink at the head of the 
patent. They alio obferved, that the leal imprefied 
on the wax, which had fecured the cover of the let¬ 
ter, appeared by the date to be thirty-three years 
old, and confequently belonged to a former em¬ 
peror. The French perfilted to defend the au¬ 
thenticity of their papers \ and the Englifh were 
convinced the whole was a forgery; which broke 
up the conference eleven days after it began, and 
left both Tides more exasperated than ever.

I T is but a final! pare of India where the Englifc 
company have forts, and that only in theneigh- 
bourbuod of J ndoltan; as Bombay, the coalts of 
Malabar and Coro man del, Bengal, Bencootcn, in 
the if! and of Sumatra, and fume tuner i’maJI forts, 
betides the tiland of St, Helena. When a war hap¬ 
pens there, tlit Brilllh nation mull be at the expence 
of fending fleets and troops upun extraordinary oc- 
cafions-, tor a trading company Ihould not be corn¬ 
ed into a military one, 

A war was carried cn in that country for almofl 
four years with various luccds i in which the French 

afted 
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as auxiliaries on one fide, and the Englifh as 
auxiliaries to the other. On the Englifh fide, their 
merchants, writers, and all the factors took up 
arms to defend their properties. They were roc 
curbed by the mutiny and defertion att * yet they 
beat the French, and the vaft armies of their allies. 
The French company had their troops fenc over by 
the king, who might be at the expence of main¬ 
taining them* but they were kept up in the name 
of the company; becaufe it is impoJTible ever to 
treat in the name of the crown with any of thole 
caftern princes, who arc haughty even to a degree 
of ridicule. The Englifh company lent over Swils 
recruits to chat country, which difgufled the Eng- 
lifh foldiers i and it was fo natural to fuppofc chat 
fome of them would dd’ert to the French, that when 
M. Dupleix heard of it, he faid, “ he was very 
much obliged to the Englifh company, for fending 
over recruits for the troops under his command.” 

The flock of the Englifh company, in 1753, con¬ 
fided of 3,200,000 L upon which they divided eight 
per cent, and the government paid them three per 
cent, upon that 3,200,000 1 . It then was obferved, 
that the war in India was firft occafioned by the 
Englifh company’s rejecting the offers of neutrality 
made by the French, with refpett to that country, 
and that it had been continued by the government 
four years, at the expence of more than a million 
of money, eight large [hips of w ar, and many va¬ 
luable lives, upon a fuppofition that the trade, un¬ 
der an exclufive charter, was gainful both to indi¬ 
viduals and the public. This fupprsfition was dis¬ 
proved in an account, whereby it appeared, that the 
payment of eight per cent, on the trade, during 
the years 1752 and 1753, produced a deficiency of 
354,300!. This lofs mufl at ] alt be Inflamed by 
every individual, as time mufl rather increafe than 
diminifh it; for it was faid, there was annually a 

lofs 
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lofs to the public of 6£o,ooo 1. by the exportation 
of that value in bullion, for which England receiv¬ 
ed nothing in return, that was either necefiary to 
life, or could employ its m ami failures. 

The difpute between the Englifh and French 
Eaft India companies, became the objeft of mini- 
Aerial confideration in Europe. 1 he directors of 
the Englilh company made rep refen cations to their 
minillry, on the hoftilitks in which they were in¬ 
volved on the coaft of Coromandel, and follidced 
the fupport of the government, cither to terminate 
or carry on a war, which thrir own refourtes were 
unable to continue againft the French company, 
(trongty fupported by the ad mi niil ration of France, 
The 8rail'll mini Ary foon perceived the necefliry of 
interfering vigoraufly to ftop the ambitious projedis 
of M. Duplcix, and began a negotiation with the 
French minillry on the fubjrft. Monficur Duve- 
her, a director of the French company, together 
with his brother the count de Lude, who had both 
of them refided many years in India, were deputed 
from Paris, to treat with the minillry in London, 
and had frequent conferences with the earl of Hol- 
demelTe, at that time one of the fecrecaries of Aate, 
who acquired an extenfive knowledge of the fubjccl, 
however intricate and little underftood. His Britan¬ 
nic majelly ordered a fquadron of his (hips to be 
equipped, and one of his regiments to embark, for 
the Eall Indies. This convinced the French ad- 
mtmllration, that a perfeverance in their felicities 
of making conqueils, and obtaining dominions in 
Indoftan, would foon invotve the two nations in a 
general war, for which the French were unprepared: 
therefore, they con fen ted, that the difputes of the 
cwo companies (hould be adjufted by commiftaiijs 
in India, on a footing of equality i without any re¬ 
gard to the advantages which either the one or the 
other might be pofiefled when the treaty Ihould be 
Vot. 11 . M concluded. 
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concluded. The French rniniftry were convinced, 
that M. Dupteix was an improper peribn to lx 
milled with fuch a Hramiflion, and they took the 
refoluiion of removing him from the government 
of Fondicberry, which was conferred on M. Gocfe- 
heu, a director of the French company, who was 
fully empowered to treat with governor Saunders 
Oil the terms of pacification, 

As commodore Barnet* was fent with a fquadron 
in to afiift the Englifh company in their 

Indian fettle merits; fo rear-admiral Watfon and 
commodore Pococke were now lent there with a 
Iqu.idron "f* oi five lliips of the line, one frigate 
and a fl-aop, which failed from Corke in Ireland, 
with colonel Aldercron's regiment of foot on bo.ird, 
in March 1754; and the whole fquadroo arrived at 
Fort St. David in October following, when a refla¬ 
tion of arms was agreed upon between the Englifh 
and French. 

Tut French feized the advantage when they 
broke up the congrtfs at Sadrifs, and renewed 
hoftilities at Trichmopolj, where the number of 
French priibners ohSigrd majnr Lawrence to aug¬ 
ment the garrilbn to 300 Europeans and i^qo Je- 
pH's« 150 of the battalion allb remained fick in the 
hoipkaJ ; To that the whole force with which he 
kepc the field was no more than 600 Europeans, 
including the artillery men, and rKoo fepoys* The 
French battalion was now equal to thcEnglifli; be-

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ftdcs, they had four companies of Topafles, each of 
ico men, diftinct from their battalion: they bad 
a 1 lb 6000 feppySj and the M-ufTorcans and Morat- 
toes remained as before, with little alteration in 
their numbers. But notwithstanding this fuprrl- 
oriry, die French would not venture to quit the 
illand, and encamp to the fouth of the Cavcry. 

The plain of Tricbipopuli having, been fo long 
the feat of war, fcarce a tree was lclt (handing for 
icveral miles round the city t and the Engl; [li de¬ 
tachments were obliged to march live or iix nvles 
to get firewood. Their provi firms came chiefly 
from the Tanjorc country; but the merchants 
would not venture nearer than Tricar a poll y, a lore 
eighteen miles call of Trichi nopoli, from whence 
they were efeorted to the camp. The detachments 
fenc on thefc fervices were ieldom lefs than 150 Eu¬ 
ropeans and 500 fepovs; who had fafely efcortcd 
feven convoys from the beginning of January to 
the middle of February 1754; at which time 3 
convoy was in readinefs, much larger tlian any of 
the former. It confifted of a great quantity of mi¬ 
litary Bore;:, as well as provifions, the carriage of 
which required $ooo oxen. The efcort was there¬ 
fore made it ranger than ufual, and was campoied 
of two captains, lie officers, and t 3 y men rank 
and liie, with four pieces of cannon, and ttco Ic- 
poys, They were fur rounded and attacked on 
their march from Kelly Cotah *, on the 15th of 
February, by 400 Europeans, 6000 fepoys, and 
1 j,ooo iiorfe, Murat toes and Maiffimeam, with ic- 
vtn pieces nf cannon. The Morattoes were com¬ 
manded by Monrow and Jnnis Cawn, who galloped 
up at full [peed, and inft.intly charged every part 
of the line ; fume pufoingon to the intervals which 
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feparatcd the different platoons* and then falling on 
them in flank, while others attacked them in front. 
The charge was To fudden and impetuous, that few 
of the Englifh troops had time to give more than a 
Angle difchnrge i while molt of the fepoys threw 
down their arms and fled. The bullocks were ter- 
rified by the tumult, which they increafed by push¬ 
ing on all Tides to get away, fom crimes again ft the 
enemy, at others upon the elcort. However, the 
Englifh foldicrs made an irregular refiftance* every 
man trufting only to himfelf* refolved to fell Ills 
life as dear as poflible. This was continued until 
the French troops came up, who obliged the Mo- 
ractocs to retire, and offered the Englifh quarter* 
which was accepted, in this unhappy affair 53 
men were killed, 134. were taken priToners, and 
100 of them were wounded. Of the eight officers, 
four were killed, and three wounded* only one 
efcaping. Lieutenant Revel, who ferved at rhe 
defence of Artor, commanded the artillery in this 
adtion * he law the day was loft,and the enemy ready 
to feize rhe cannon ; fo that he fullered him It If 
to be cut down without making reffiftance, rather 
than quit the work in which he was employed, of 
fpiking up one of the field pieces. 

Four cannon, and about yooo I. in money, with 
all their convoy, proviGons, and military ftores* 
fell into the hands of rhe enemy, who returned with 
1 heir booty and their prifoners to the ifland. They 
Toon after fet the fepoys at liberty, who returned to 
the Englifh camp; the French all’o permitted the 
furviving Englifh officers to depart on their parole, 
whkh was taken in the name of Salabatzing. The 
garrifon of Elimiferum, as foon as they heard the 
firing, marched to fee ore the village of Cootaparah* 
that tiie convoy might take poll in it; but before 
they could arrive all was loft. 


Major 
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Major Lawrence thought this was a moll heavy 
ftroke upon his brave handful of men, above a third, 
and his bell troops ; for among ihrm were that 
gallant company of' grenadiers, who had always be¬ 
haved lb well 00 every occafiun, where bravery and 
relblution were to be fhcwn j and who may be laid, 
without exaggeration, ro have rendered mure fer- 
vice than the fame number of troops belonging to 
any nation at this time in the world. 

The prelidency of Madrals foon heard of this 
misfortune, and lent a detachment of j 80 men, un¬ 
der the command of captain Pigou, to Devi Cottah, 
by fea: but major Lawrence was convinced, that 
this party was not ftrong enough to march to the 
cam pi and dreading to leave the city expoled to 
another a (fault by moving ro join them, he ordered 
captain Pigou to wait at Devi Catcall until he was 
reinforced by Ibme fuccors expected from Arcot 
under the command of Maphuze Cawn, the Na¬ 
bob’s elder brother, who had been releafed by the 
French, and had collected a body of iooo hoiTc and 
as many Peons to join his brother. 

In the mean time, major Lawrence was deter¬ 
mined to maintain his ground on the plain, noi- 
withftanding he had only 400 Europeans in the 
field. The fmallnefs of this number made it im- 
pofliblc to bring provilions from fuch a difiance as 
the Tanjore country } whole king difeouraged hi$ 
merchants from fupplying the F.nglifh, bccaui; he 
thought their Sate misfortune would obt ge them to 
retire from Trichinopoli. I he major therefore re- 
prefented to the prefidency of Madrafs, the necellity 
of recovering the king of Tanjore to the intereft of 
the Nabob -, and Mr. Talk, who had, during his 
former re is deuce at Tanjore, made Mm lei f acerpt* 
able to the king, was lent there again in the mid¬ 
dle of April, He now found the king difficult of 
need’s, and more than ever under the influence of 

M 3 Ids 
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his mi nifter Succojee, who was carrying ana treaty 
with the Maifloreans, and had prcvuikd on his 
matter to Impriibn Monackjec, under pretence that 
he had not accounted regularly for the monies iflued 
for the expences of the army. The re prr fen rations 
made by Mr, Falk, prevented the king from con¬ 
cluding the treaty with the MaiflLrtans; but did 
not induce him to fend his troops to TrichinopoH, 

About this time, the MaifTo&an general detached 
1000 horfe, and as many fepojb, to his own coun¬ 
try, which BaJazarow had entered and plundered 
with his Murattocs : but Nanderauze was foon af¬ 
ter reinforced by 2600 Morattoes, tinder (he com¬ 
mand of Morarow's brother. Even this reinforce¬ 
ment could not induce the enemy to quit the ifland, 
and encamp on the plam ; although it was evident, 
that this mealbre would inevitably oblige the Eng- 
Mi either to bring on a general ad ion, or retire. 

In theft circumlTanccs, it was difenvered that the 
EngUth army had for fome time been expofed to 
the danger of treachery, from a ptrJbn in whom 
major Lawrence had been obliged to re po le the ut- 
moft confidence. This was Fanlapah, the princi¬ 
pal linguift, who had an averflon to Mahomed 
Iflbuf, the chief commander of the Englifh i’epoys. 
This officer was an excellent partisan, and was bred 
up under captain Clive: he was bras' c and re lb lute 
in attempts, but cool and caudous in aftion : he 
conftantty procured intelligence of the enemy’s mo¬ 
tions-, and, having a perfeft knowledge of the 
country, planned the marches of the convoys fo 
well, that by frequently dunging the roads, and 
the times of bringing the pruvilmns out of the 
woods, not one of them was intercepted for fix 
weeks. However, the enemy got intelligence that 
the magazines were kept at Killanore, and ftnt 
a party to attack that place; but ihev were repulfed 
by the lepoys itationed there. The Malflfcrcan ge¬ 
neral 
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neral prevailed on Poniapah to charge Mahomed 
lilhuf with a defign to afiift in delivering up the 
town ; but the villainy was detc&cd, and Foniipah 
was blown off from the mouth of* cannon. This 
complicated treachery thews to what dangers the 
affairs of Europeans in hdoftan may be ex poled, 
by not having pcrfons of.their own nation fufiicient- 
ly mailers of the country languages, to ferve inftead 
of the natives as interpreters. 

Morarow demanded his arrears of Nanderauze, 
and withdrew his forces irftro Seringham. He en- 
camped with them, outlie nth of May, to die 
north of the Coleman, and declared, he would not 
return before the money was paid. 

The next day, a party ol 120 Europeans, and 
500 fepoys, with two field pieces, under the com¬ 
mand of captain Caillaild, marched from the camp 
at four in the morning •, intending to wait about 
two miles to the fouth of the Sugar-loaf Rock, for 
a convoy of provisions which was ordered to ad¬ 
vance out of the woods. "I he poll in which the 
party were to halt, had formerly been one ol thole 
refervoirs of water called Tanks, which occur ib 
frequently in the dry plains of this country, where 
that clement is procured with fo much difficulty. 
Thcfc Tanks are generally dug fquarc, the iides of 
fome being 500 feet long, and of others not mure 
than too: with the earth taken out is formed a 
mound, which inelolcs the Tank at the dtffmce of 
farcy feet from the water. The Tank in which rhe 
party intended to take poll was choaked up •, but 
the mound remained. The advanced guard was 
commanded by Mahomed Iflbut, who difeovered 
the enemy as they lay in wait to intercept rhe con¬ 
voy •, upon which, captain Caillaud determined to 
attack litem. 

The day was juft beginning to dawn, and the 
troops were formed in one line» the tepoys on the 
M 4 right. 
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rtghr, and the Europeans on the left: toe fepoys 
attacked the enemy on the right, while the Euro* 
peat* tell on the left flank. The charge was vigo- 
rouily made i and the enemy abandoned the Tank, 
of which the Engiifti immediately took pofleflion, 
and foon uncovered the numbers of the enemy, who 
were 250 Europeans, with four cannon, 1000 fe¬ 
poys, and 4000 Maiflbrean horfc, who divided in 
two bodies, one on each fide of the Tank, and 
began a fmart cannonade, which was brilkly re¬ 
turned. 

Major Lawrence was then fo much indifpofed, 
that he had the day before been obliged to go into 
the city 1 and captain busier commanded in his ab¬ 
sence, who no fooner heard the firing, than he 
marched with the reft of the army to ibpport the 
detachment. The reft of the enemy’s army eroded 
the Cavery at the fame time, and when the whole 
joined, their numbers were 700 Europeans, 50 
dragoons, 5000 fepoys, and 10,000 horfe, with 
feven cannon. The Englifti army was com poled of 
only 360 men in battalion, it troopers, and 150a 
fepoys; however, the men were not difmayed, and 
prepared with great alacrity to fight their way back 
to the camp. The French formed together within 
cannon-fhot to the right of the Tank, and their 
line extended a great way beyond it towards the 
city. The Englilh defiled firft out of the 1 'ank 
into the plain, marching onward in a column, ready 
to face the enemy: the fepoys followed in a line, 
which terminated in a right angle with the rear of 
the battalion, and extended to the left of it. The 
French fired their cannon - t bur ihe Fnglifh proceeded* 
without halting to another Tank, about a mile 
from that which they had quitted. Here captain 
Holier was wounded, and gave up the command to. 
captain Caillaud. 

♦ Thb 
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The enemy now Teemed determined to lee the 
Englilh eft ape no farther, and threatened a general 
aJliult on the Tank for their lepoys and cavalry 
drew up on three Tides of it, while the French 
menaced the other. The three EngU£h field pieces 
were brafs (iac-pounders, capable of dilcharging a 
great quantity of grape fhot 5 and the artillery 
men, with their ufual ealmnels and dexterity, fired- 
them fo well as the French battalion advanced, 
that they [truck down near 100 men in a few mi¬ 
nutes upon which their line halted, irrcfaJute for 
feme time whether to proceed or retreat: at lift 
they gave way, when the lucky minute was im¬ 
proved, by the Englifti advancing and giving them 
a fire, which completed what the cannon had be¬ 
gan. The fepoys and Maillbrean cavalry had been 
kept at bay by the Englifli Tepoys t but when they 
faw the French retreat, they followed, and the 
whole returned together by Weycondah to Sering- 
ham ; while the Efiglilh, contented with this un- 
expected fuccd’s, did not purfue, but continued 
their march quietly to the camp. They had fix 
officers wounded out of nine, 5^ private men killed 
and wounded, and about a00 lepovs : but the ene¬ 
my’s lots was much more confiderable, having 
near zoo of their battalion, and 300 fepoys, killed 
or wounded. 

Th e convoy arrived the fame night in the camp, 
which was In fuch want of provifions, that if the 
enemy had only taken the refolution of encamping 
near the ground where they had fought, the Englifh 
army would have been obliged to decamp and 
march to Tan]ore. 

The enemy were afraid to attack the Engl Ml 
camp; but, the fecond night after the engagement, 
M. Maiffin, with all his Europeans, 3000 fepoys, 
and 2000 horfe, penetrated into the country fub- 
jeet to the Poly gar Tondeman* whole people were 

alarmed. 
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alarmed, and removed their effects into the thkkeft 
parts of their woods, where it was impoffiblc to 
follow them. The enemy found nothing but delb- 
Isue villages to burn* except at Kill&nore, where 
they dil'pcried the Englilh lepoys from that poll, 
and took about 300 bags of rice. From thence 
they marched into the Tanjore country, and ap¬ 
peared before Kelly Cattail, which fur rendered on 
die lecond day. 

Major Lawrence immediately prepared to march 
towards Tanjorc, that lie might avail hiro&lf of the 
firft impreftion which thele hoftilities might make 
upon the king. The guards at Elimikrum and 
the other out-polls were drawn off; too of the bat¬ 
talion were fent into the city to augment the garri- 
fon to 400 Europeans f and the reft of the army 
fet out the 23d. at two in the morning, proceeding 
through Tatufcman’s woods. Orders were alio 
fent for the reinforcement at Devi Cottah to join the 
army at Tanjore, Thai detachment deterred the 
French garrilon at Chdambrum from committing 
any hoitilitres, and prefer verf Palam Cottah : but 
the Englilh, in marching back from thence, were 
attacked by the French, who killed feme, and 
made priloners of others, as they eroded the Cok- 
fDon. 

Major Lawrence ptirfued his march through 
the woods, and was met by the Polygar Tondeman, 
who expreflrd the ftrongvft fidelity to the Englilh 
and their allies. The king of Tanjore alio fent an 
exprefs to haften the major’s march, for the enemy 
having taken CoiladJy, cut through the great bank, 
which may be called the bulwark of the fertility of 
this country, as it prevents the waters of the Cavery 
from running into the channel of the Cokroon. 
The king fent his unde Gauderow, with 1500 
horfe 10 Tricatopoly, where he was attacked by 

Morartnv 
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Morarow at the head of 3000 of his be ft troops, 
who fell at day-break fofurioufly on the Tanjqrines, 
that only 300 with their general efcaped y the others 
being all killed or taken priloners. 

Two days after this defeat, the Englifti army ar¬ 
rived at Tanjore, where they were joined by the 
detachment from Devi Cottah, ct 150 Europeans, 
and 500 fepoys, under the command of captain 
Pigou. Major Lawrence prevailed on the king to 
baiufli Succqjee from his pretence and councils *, and 
not only to rein it ate Monackjee in the command of 
the army, but all'o to appoint him prime miniltcr. 
This change was very effential to the intereft of the 
Nabob i and Monackjee immediately began to levy 
new troops: but as it required Ibme time to colled: 
them, major Lawrence requefted the prcfidrncy to 
haften the junction of Maphuze Cawn, and of the 
reinforcements which were arrived at Madrafs from 
Bombay and Europe*, (b that the whole might 
march from Tanjore to Trkbtnopoli in one body. 

Accordingly a detachment of 400 men in bat¬ 
talion, half Europeans and ha if TopalTes, together 
with 500 fepoys, marched to join Maphuze Cawn 
at Conjcveram, and from thence to proceed wirh 
him to Tanjore : but he would not march till the 
Engliih prefidency agreed to pay him j00,000 ru¬ 
pees, or 11,500!. Ilcriing. About the fame time 
Morarow received 300,000 rupees, or 37,500 k 
fterling, from the Nabob and the king of Tanjore,. 
on condition that he would return into his own 
country, and never more be an enemy again ft them 
or the Engtifh, He alio extorted 50,000 rupees 
from Nanderauze. and then marched with all his 
troops to Vole one! a, left the province in rhe begin¬ 
ning of July, and went to his own country, which 
lies about JOO miles north -eaft from Areot. Here 
Mora row, after he Surrendered Trichinopdt to 

Nizam 
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Ni2am A 1 M cluck in 1741*, was permitted to 
<re£t a principality, dependant on the Soubahdar of 
the Deckan, but independant of his own nation. 
He ibon made htmfeif refpeftcd and revered by his. 
neighbors, infirting none of his countrymen but 
fuch as were of approved valor, whom he treated 
fo well, that the whole army feetned as one family. 
The choice he made of his officers ftlll more dif- 
covcred his capacity; for there was not a com¬ 
mander of too horfe, who was not fit to lead an 
army: fo that this body of troops were the belt 
foJdicrs of native Indians throughout all the empire 
at this time. Betides the qualities common to the 
reft of the Morattoc nation t s fuch as aflivity, 
ftratagem, great dexterity in the management of 
their horfes and fibres, they had by their conflicts 
again ft Europeans almoft furmounted the terror of 
fire-arms, although oppofed 10 them with the 
fteadieft difciplmc ; and were even capable of land¬ 
ing againft the vivacity of a cannonade from field 
pieces; though this terrible annoyance was feldom 
made ufe of in India before the prefent war, and 
continued to ftrjke all other Indian troops with as 
much terror, as their ancestors frit when regular 
mufketry was firtt employed againft them. 

The garrifon of Trichinopoli had their convoys 
from the woods greatly incommoded by the French 
and Maitibteans, who eroticd the Cavery, and en* 
camped on the plain, between Elimiferum and the 
Five Rocks, Major Lawrence was anxious to re¬ 
turn, and pre/Tcd Monackjee to march : but few of 
the Indian generals have any notion of the value of 
time in military operations ; and Monackjee found 
fuch difficulties in recruiting his cavalry, that he tie-

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dared he could not be ready before the end of 
July. 

Major Lawrence and the Nabob marched with 
the Englifh troops from Tanjore on the 2ad, and 
encamped at Atchemperrah, a town in the woods 
belonging to the Collerics, about twelve miles weft 
from Tanjore; and five days after he was joined by 
the Tanjorine forces under Monackjce, who now 
declared, that his troops would be greatly difihtisfied 
if they proceeded any farther before Maphuae 
Cawn arrived with his reinforcement; which obliged 
the Nabob to wait for thole troops. 

Maphuze Cawn was advanced no farther than 
Fort St. David; and major Lawrence ordered the 
detachment of Europeans to march without him : 
they marched under the command of captain Forbes, 
and arrived at Atchcmpettah on the 14th of Au- 
guft; the next day the whole army was reviewed, 
in prefence of the Nabob and Monackjrc. The 
Lnglilh troops con filled of raoo men in battalion, 
part of them Topaflcs, with 3000 lepoys, and 14 
cannon ; the Tanjorrans were 2500 horfc, and 3000 
foot, mollly armed with mufkets j but they alfo 
had fome pieces cf cannon 1 the Nabob had only 
his guard of fifty liorfe. They marched through (he 
woods on the 16th, and the next day entered the 
plain ab jut a mile to the Couth-call of Eli mile rum, 
intending to pafs between the Sugar loaf and the 
French Rock. M. Maifiin was informed of their 
approach, and marched from his camp at the Five 
Rocks, to oppofe ilieir paflage. 

The Englilh army advanced clofe by Elimife- 
rum in a direct line from thence to the city, and 
palled a bank which might have been advantage¬ 
ous to the enemy; after which they haired, and 
formed in two lines, extending obliquely between 
die Sugar h af and the F rench Rock. The fir 11 line 
was computed entirely of the Englith troops; the 

battalion 
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battalion with the field-pieces in the center, anti the 
fepoys on each wing: in the feccnd line was the 
baggage, accompanied by the Tamjorine cavalry 
anj Peons * with tne rear-guard of too Europeans, 
and 4C0 kpoys. In this order they waited for the 
enemy, who were drawn up in a line patallel to 
them, at about the diftance of a mile. Their bat¬ 
talion was reinforced the preceding night with 
200 men, fo that it con fitted of 900 Europeans and 
400 TopaJTes, tv ho with their fepoys were on the 
right near the Sugar-loaf Rock : the Midi Tore ca¬ 
valry, about 10,000, extended lb far to the left, 
that many of them were drawn up to the weftward 
of the city. A cannonade began on loth Tides : but 
the Englilh fire was fupericr, and ttruck down above 
fifty of the French battalion in a few rounds 5 upon 
which they retreated towards their camp at the Five 
Rocks, in the fame order as they advanced. Major 
Lawrence would have purlued them \ but the 
A'] a lift) re a ns had attacked his rear, and took off 
fome of the convoy. He prevented the bad con¬ 
fluences that might have happened after which 
bis army continued their march, and encamped near 
the waits to the fouth of the city. The Eng¬ 
lish had eight men killed by the cannonade, and 
among them captain Pigou, an officer well belov¬ 
ed, and greatly lamented. About too of the French 
battalion were killed or wounded ; but the irrefolu- 
tion and faintnefs of tiveir behaviour was not im¬ 
puted fo much to want of courage, as to orders, 
which it was fuppolcd their commander had re¬ 
ceived, to avoid a general engagement. 

Major Laurence entered Trichinopoli, to the 
great joy of the garrifon, who began to want pro- 
vilions. He moved, on the 201S1, to the Facqu ire’s 
Tope* upon which, the enemy fet fire to their camp, 
and retreated to Serin gharri Elimiferum was taken, 
and garrifon id by 200 Englifh iepoys •, after which, 
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Monackjee was detached with the Tanjorine troops, 
accompanied by 220 Europeans, and 600 fepoys, 
with two cannon, under the command of captain 
Jofeph Smith, to Coiladdy, to protect the Coolies, 
employed there in repairing the great bank which 
the enemy had ruined about three months before. 
The rainy feafou was now fet in, and major Law¬ 
rence diftn bated the tell of his troops in canton¬ 
ments in Warriore pagodas, Jbmewhac well of the 
city, on the 13tit of September. 

The two armies at Trichinopoll were in expec¬ 
tation of a hifpcnlion of arms, and attempted no¬ 
thing remarkable againft each other after the 
£ rental retreated to Scringham. Few dilturbances 
happened in other parts of the provinces, ftnee M<t- 
phuze Cawn had marched from Conjeveram to 
Fort Sr. David, where he flail remained. 1 he Phou£ 
dar of \ door oirered to acknowledge Mahomed 
Alice Cawn 1 upon which the prelidtncy of Mailrafe 
gave him their protection fo long as h- flbmitttd 
to the Nabob; and Abdulwahab Cawn made a 
treaty with him upon the fame condition. 

It was with lume difficulty that (lie French efta- 
b! iffied them [elves in the tour northern provinces 
ceded to them by Salabatzing. They were op poled 
by Jaflicr Alice Cawn and Vizeramrauze} (he one 
a Nabob, and the .other a Raja, who entered into 
a league, and agreed to refiit the French with afl 
their force. Their treaty was foon diflblved, and 
Jaffier Alice took refuge with Ragogt RonfaJa the 
Moiuttoe general, who entered fomc of the pro¬ 
vinces in difpute with 20,000 horfe, and defeated 
the Raja, who fled to Mafulipatnam for protection 
from the French. The Morattoes burnt the Dunh 
factory at Bimlapatnam, in which they found Ic- 
vera! c hells of (reafure; but they offered no violence 
to the Engliih factory of Vizagapatnaoi. 

is 
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In July, M. Buffy «me from Golconda to Ma¬ 
fia] iparn am, from whence he went to the city of 
Kajamandrum, and fettled the government of his 
new acqui fit ions, in which he met with no farther 
obltrudbon srom the Morattoes, who deferred jafreir 
Alice, and he made his I'u b million to Sal abac zing. 

M God emu arrived at Pondicherry, on the ad 
of Auguft, with the appointment of commtffary- 
genmt and governor general of all the French 
fettle meats. He proclaimed his commit on, and 
afTumcdi the admtniftration of the government \ 
which M. Dupleix refigned to him with an appear- 
anceof compofurc and ierenity, and was treated by 
his fucceflbr with all imaginable refpeft. He was 
permitted tq continue the exhibition of thofe marks 
of Moorifh dignity, which both Muzapherzing and 
Salabatzing had granted him to difplay, when they 
appointed him Nabob : thefe w ere of various flags 
and cn fig ns, infirm me ms of military mufic, parti¬ 
cular ornaments for his palankeen, and a rich 
Moorifii drefs, in which equipage he went to dine 
with the new governor on the teaII of St. Louis, 

M. Godsheu immediately acquainted governor 
Saunders of the intentions of the French India 
company; and fent back to Madrais the company 
of Swifs foldiers which M. Dupteix had made pri- 
foners at fca the year before- 1 he two governors 
entered into a correfpondence, and both feemed dc- 
firous of agreeing to a fulpenfion of arms i which 
was negotiated with fpirit, and concluded with 
cordiality. 

Admiral Watfon foon after arrived with his 
fquadron at Madrafs, where he landed the 49th re¬ 
giment of 700 men, commanded by colonel Alder- 
cron i with forty of the king’s artillery men, and 
200 recruits for the company’s troops. The French 
had alfo received 1100 men, half of which were 
huflars, under the command of colonel Fitfcher, a 

German 
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German Partizan: bur the reft were only raw re¬ 
cruits. Both Giles were now able 10 bring into the 
field an equal force of about 1 000 Europeans: but 
the Englirn troops were much Cuperior in quality 
to the french, who were lenfible of this difparity *, 
and at the fame time dreading the advantages which 
the Engfifh might derive from their fquadron, the 
French governor fliewed a moderation in his pro- 
pofals fuffirient to induce Mr. Saunders to agree to 
a eefFadon of arms, before the terms of the treaty 
were adjufted. 

This fufpenfion of arms was to take place on the 
1 *th of Odlober,and conrinue to the nth of January 
1755. The treaty con lifted of nine articles, where¬ 
by it was agreed, “ that allafts of hoftilicy fliould 
teafe for three months between the two nations in 
all the Carnatic : their troops were not to a<ft either 
as principals or auxiliaries v and fhuuld oblige their 
allies to enter into the fame engagement: borh na¬ 
tions were to enjoy a free commerce and priloners 
were to be mutually exchanged.” 

A s tlie allies on both lides were included in this 
Deflation it was proclaimed at Madrafs, Pondicher¬ 
ry, Trkhinopoli, and all other places where the 
Englifh and French had troops on the coaft of Co¬ 
romandel, on the 1 ith of October. When the pro¬ 
clamation was made, major Lawrence returned to 
Madrafs, where he received a commiflion appoint¬ 
ing him to the rank of lieutenant colonel in the 
king’s fervice. The p re Aden t, in the name of the 
company, prclcnted him with a I word enriched 
with diamonds, as a diftinguiftiing proof of their 
acknowledgments of his military fervices: but he 
was difiatisfied, that an officer of fuperior rank was 
fent to command the troops. 

When this fufpenfion of arms waf declared, ad¬ 
miral Watfon left the coaft, and failed tu Bombay, to 
avoid the ftormy monfoon, while the two governors, 
Vol, II. N as 
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as far as they had power, adjusted the terms which 
were to reftore tranquility ro the Carnatic. '1 hey 
were only authorized to make a conditional treaty, 
which was not to be deemed definitive until it re¬ 
ceived the approbation of the two companies in 
Europe, who re Served to them ft Ives the power of 
altering or annulling any part or the whole of it. 

Mr Palk and Mr. Vanfittart were lent to Pon¬ 
dicherry, where they concluded a provifional treaty 
between " Thomas Saunders, Efq; prefident for 
the honorable Englifh company on the coafi: of Co¬ 
romandel and Orix a, governor of Fort St. George, 
&c, and the Sieur Charles Robert Godeheu, ccm- 
roiflary for his Mo ft ChriEKan Majefty, commander 
general of all the French fettlcments on buth fidcs 
the Cape of Good Hope, and at China i prefident 
of all the councils there eftablifhed, and director- 
general of ihe India company of France.” The 
treaty conMcd of eleven articles, and by the firft 
it was agreed, that the two companies were to re¬ 
nounce for ever all Moorilh government and dig¬ 
nity ; and fhould never interfere in any difference 
that might arife lietween the princes of the country. 
The 2d, 3d, 4th, 5th, 6th, and 7th articles relate 
to the fettlements of both nations and their difiricts, 
whereby i: was agreed, chat all places, excepting 
thole which fhould be ftipuiated in the definitive 
treaty to remain in the pofleffion of the two nations, 
fhould be delivered up to the government of Indol- 
tan. The governors then proceeded to give their 
opinion what places each might retain without a 
rifque of engaging them in future wars, either with 
one another, or wirh the princes of the country. In 
the Tanjore country, the Englifh were to pofilTs 
Devi Cottah j and the French Karicil j with their 
didrifts: on the coaft of Corom andel, the Englifh 
were to enjoy Madrafs and Fort St. David \ the 
French to keep Pondicherry, with diftrifts of equal 

value j 
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value; and if ic Ihould appear* that the Englilh 
poflelEons in tlie kingdom of 7 ‘arjore, and in the 
Carnatic together, were of more value than the 
French poUclTiunt in thole countries, then the 
French were to be allowed an equivalent for this 
difference, in a lei dement to be chofen between the 
river of Gondecama and Nizam pain am : Mazuli- 
patnam and Divt werero be ceded; or if the French 
lurid one, the Fngfifli fliould retain the other: the 
rivers of Narzaporc anil Ingeram were to be free: 
and as the Englifli had Vizagapa’nim in the Chi- 
cacole country, the French were to I little a fhfbry 
there on an equality with it, By the 3 th article ic 
was agreed, that thefe conditions accepted on both 
Tides, although they were not to be !aw for a defi¬ 
nitive treaty in Europe, fhould neverthelefs produce 
a truce between the two nations and their allies, until 
news was received in India of the anfwcrs made in 
Europe concerning this agreement. By the 9th ar¬ 
ticle, neither nation fliould be allowed to procure, 
during the truce, any new grant or ediion, or to 
build forts for rhe defence of new ellabii laments; 
but only to rebuild and repair the fortifications then 
fubfifling in the eflabliihments they peflefled at that 
time, in order to prevent their entire ruin. By the 
ioth, it was agreed, that until the arrival of an- 
fwers from Europe to thefe articles, which were to 
be difpatched by tire firft fhips, to be fubmitted to 
the dec!lion of the two companies, under the pica- 
lure and approbation of the two crowns ; the two 
nations fhould not proceed to any ccffion, retro - 
ceQlon, or evacuation of what they then pa lie fled t 
every thing being to remain on the footing of lit) 
pollideiis. And taftly, that in regard to indemni¬ 
fication, the twn nations might expect for ih- cx- 
pences of the war *, this article fhouid be amica¬ 
bly adj oiled in the definitive treaty,

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This provi (ion al treaty was (igned by the French 
governor ar Pondichery, on the 26th of December; 
and by the Enghih governor at Fort St. David on 
the 31ft. The truce was figncd at the fame lime 
with the provifional treaty, which it confirmed, and 
contained twelve articles, as follows; 

I. To take place on the j tth of January 1755, 
the day of the expiration of the lurpenfion of 
arms, proclaimed on the 11 th of October 
1754: all hoftililies (hould ceafe between the 
EngliEh and French. 

II. Durixc this truce, which (hould be in force 
until they were informed in India of the an* 
fwers made in Europe concerning the provi¬ 
fional treaty the troops of the two nations, 
French and EngliJh, (hould not aft againft 
each other, either as principals or auxiliaries. 

III. The two nations, Engl Ifh and French, engag¬ 
ed to oblige their allies to obferve all that was 
llipulated for the accomplifhment of a truce by 
virtue of the treaty and whoever (hould dare 
to infringe it (hould be reputed a common ene¬ 
my, and (hould be reduced io good order by 
force of arms. 

IV. If either of the two nations, French or EngliJh, 
or either auxiliary troops or allies, (hould com¬ 
mit any ait of hoftitiiy, poffcfs themfeives of 
any place, or any one (hould caufe any damage 
to be done to another during the truce, both 
obliged themfdves to make reparation, pro* 
ponionable to the damage, and to the entire 
idt button of what (hould be taken. 

V. If the allies, or other troops in p3y of either 
nation, (hould be guilty of any ait of hofiility, 

or 
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or commit any pillages In the territories whereof 
either nation was then in pofleflion it fhould 
be lawful for both nations to repulfe their in- 
fults by force, by which the injured nation 
fhould not be deemed to have infringed this 
agreement. 

VI. If the allies or auxiliaries, troops of either na¬ 
tion, fhould take up arms, and infuli the coun¬ 
tries of which the nation, they were allied to, 
was then in pofleflion: in that cafe, the two 
nations fhould aflifteach other agaioft this ene¬ 
my, who fhouldi thereby become the common 
enemy of both. 

VII. The troops of the two nations fhould be em¬ 
ployed, during the truce, in the care of their 
prelent eftabh foments and pofleflion 5 ; they 
might be tr an [ported freely, and without any 
difficulty, from once place to another, 3 t the 
pleafure of the governor, generals, and com¬ 
manders of each nation ; and all perlons ac¬ 
tually under the protection of either flag, might 
like will- go and come at pleafure, without be¬ 
ing molclted either in their perfons or effects. 

VIII. Trade fhould be free throughout the Carna¬ 
tic, and in all the countries to the northward of 
the Coromandel coaft, for the two contracting 
nations : they might fetch merchandizes from 
all the places in the depcndancenf each other, 
and tranfport them freely, without any re- 
ftrainr, through the refpeftive Jagecrs and ter¬ 
ritories. • 

IX. All common enemies, nr the particular ene¬ 
mies of either nation, who fhould come to at¬ 
tack the Englifo and French in thetr prefent 
poffrftions, and trouble the tranquility which 
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was tor reign in Inilia, fhould be rcpulfed by 
the united force ot the two nations, French 
and Fnglilh. 

X, As fbon as the truce was proclaimed, the mu¬ 
tual exchange of prifoners fhould be fei about, 
man for man v and means Ibould be refolved 
on for the cafe of thofe which fhould not be 
exchanged. 

XI, Commissaries fhould be appointed on both 
lldes, to examine into the infringements com¬ 
mitted by each party, or their auxiliary troops 
or allies, and fetde the rdlkution to be made 
of all the places taken, during the truce, a- 
gain it the tenor of the fufpenfjon of arms t as 
likewifeof all that might have been taken from 
them by thole auxiliary troops, in merchandize, 
money, effedts, or otherwife j and further to 
fettle in a fixed method, for a guide, during 
the whole time of the truce, all the names, 
and the extent of every country, paragana*, 
and village, under the power, and til the 
pofTdTion of rhe two nations, Englifh and 
French. 

XII. It was agreed, that whenever, in the courle 
of the truce, any complaint fhould be made, 
by either of the two nations, of an infringe¬ 
ment of the fourth article j the commifiaries 
appointed on each fide, fhould examine and 
certify the faft, that jufticc might be done to 
the injured nation, either by rellituoon or re¬ 
paration, according to the jiuture of the injury 
received.

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This convention was in reality nothing more than 
a cd&tion of hofti Ikies for eighteen months; fince 
there was no pofitive obligation on either of the 
companies to adopt the opinions of their representa¬ 
tives expreiled in the pfovifiotial treaty, 1 he num¬ 
ber of prtfoners taken by the Engliih were 900; 
whereas the French had only 250 ■, hot they ^ re 
left 10 enjoy the revenues of all thofe territories 
which they had acquired during the war, 1 hefe 
incomes, according to the accounts published by 
t hemic Ives, amounted to a very capital lurn, as 
follows; from K.aricnl in the kingdom of I an jo re, 
96,000 rupees : tog,ooc from the eighty villages ip 
the diftrict of Pondicherry ; from MaUilip.urum, 
with its dependencies ; and from the contiguous 
territories of Divi, Nizampawam, Devrccoitah, 
and Condavjr, 1,441,000; f rom the four provinces 
of Yalore, Muftapha-Nagar, Kajahiwtndrura, and 
Chicacole, 3,1 oo,oot> : from lands in the Carnatic, 
fouth of the Paliar, (,700,000 ; from the iiland of 
Seringham and its dependencies, which Mahomed 
Alice Cawn had given up to the Maiflbreans when 
they came to his afTklance, and which they now 
gave to the French, 400,000 ; in all 6,842,000 ru¬ 
pees ; or 855,2501. fterling. 

The acce(lions made by the Fnglifh during the 
war produced only a revenue of Jfo,ooo rupees, or 
10,000 1. fieriing, drawn annually from lands lying 
to rhe north of the Paliar, and mortgaged by the 
Nabob to reimburfe the great Him or money they 
had fpent in military expences on his account. 
However, tire Engliih kept one advantage in their 
power, by not rdeaflng 650 prifoners whom they 
had taken during the war, more than the french 
had taken from them; and they derived another 
advantage by the removal of M- Duplcix from (he 
government of Pondicherry. IF* embarked there 
on the 14th of October; and on his arrival in 
N 4 France, 
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France, he made a demand of three millions of 
rupees upon the India company, for money which 
he had dilburfed on their account. The com- 
pany refilled to pay him; but he was protected 
by the minirtry, which he welt deferred from the 
nation, as it never had a fubjeft fo defjrous and ca¬ 
pable of extending its reputation and power in the 
Eaft'Indies, He was the firft European who 
thoroughly perceived the imbecility of the Indoftan 
government, and deTpifed the power of all the 
Indian princes at a time when ail other Europeans 
entertained the higheft opinion of the ftrength of 
the Mogul empire, and tamely fullered the info- 
lencc of its meaneft officers He underftood the 
theory of war, but wanted military qualifications to 
carry his projects into execution $ fo chat he re¬ 
moved his commanders after a defeat ; and no lefs 
than fix had been employed by him, with equal ill 
fuccefs, fincc 1752. 

The treaties were publifhed on the nth of Ja¬ 
nuary 1755, the day on which the former iufpcnfioii 
of arms ended. Mr. Saunders quitted the govern¬ 
ment of Madrafs on the 13th, and embarked for 
England. Admiral Watfon returned with his 
fquadron from Bombay, ac the end of the month: 
and M. Godcheu returned to France in the begin¬ 
ning of February, leaving the power of the governor 
much more limited than it lately hid been, The 
two prefidencies were now at peace with each other, 
and gave their whole attention to manage their re- 
fpcAivc territories, revenues, and alliances, to the 
belt advantage, without infringing the truce. 
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Jbe incidental War in India, carried on by

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general, three lack of rupees, or 37,500 J. ftcrling, 
10 march off, and leave him ac liberty to forprizt 
Trichinopoli, which was then in pofloffion of the 
Englifo i but the Frenchman refilled the bribe with 
difdain. 

M. Buffy was left at liberty, in the late treaty, to 
enlarge the valuable and extenfivc pofleffions which 
the French held in the norths and the Englifh were 
foon convinced, that while one fide of the country 
had kid down their arms, there was no fecurity for 
other parts. It appeared early in the year 1755, 
that die French were endeavoring to acquire the 
dominions of ail the provinces of the Dcckan, cx- 
prefsly contrary to the ninth article of the provisional 
treaty. M. Buffy demanded of Sakbatzing, the 
pofleffion of the fort of Golconda : and M, Leyrit 
encouraged the Phoufdar of Veloor to take up arms 
againft die Nabob: he even fent 300 French, and 
as many fepoys, from Pondicherry to fopport the 
rebel, and oppofe the Engl ifh employed by the 
Nabob to colled Ids revenues from the tributary 


princes, that held under him, 

, Cot ok el Alder cron’s regiment and tlur com¬ 
pany’s fokiiers acted with great unanimity in India 1 
which was the more needfary, as an act of parlia¬ 
ment had been palTed in England in 1754, in titled, 
44 An aft 10 pun ifh mutiny and defertion in the 
officers and foldiers belonging to the Eati-India 
company.” This Teems to be a kind of perpetual 
mutiny-act in the EalMndica - t for thereby, tile 
commander in chief of his majeftyk forces, wherever 
any of them were employed, was to have the foie 
power of appointing courts-martial, not only to try 
any of his own officers or foldiers, but alfo any of 
the company's officers or foldiers that were fen t upon 
the fame command. It was then imagined, that 
this would occafion disputes between the governors 
and officers belonging to the company, and his tna- 
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jcfly’s officers in that country * bccaufc a jealoufy 
might naturally arife between the two corps, which 
were upon a contrary footing, and a different cha¬ 
racter. 

The Britifh troops, after the cc flat ion of koftili- 
ties, were employed in affiffing the Nabob to col¬ 
lect bh revenues from the inferior governors i one 
half of which was to be paid to the Nabob, and 
the other half to the company. Maphuze Cawn 
arrived at Trichtnopoli towards the dote of the 
year 1754* with ioco horfe, and was appointed 
governor of rhofe countries by the Nabob, at whole 
requeft a detachment of 500 Europeans, and 2000 
fepoys, were ordered to proceed into the countries 
or Madura and Tinevelly, to alii it in reducing 
them both to his obedience. Maphuze Cawn 
joined his troops to the English detachment*, and 
the Nabob accompanied them feme part of the way. 

Tins army was commanded by lieutenant-colonel 
Heron, who a6tcd in that rank under general 
Oglethorpe in America \ but was involved in feme 
litigious dilpuces in England, from whence he was 
fent as major of the company's forces to India, 
l ie marched his troops, in the beginning of Fe¬ 
bruary 1755, from their cantonments at Warriors 
pagodas, and halted thirty miles to the fouth of 
Trichtnopoli, at a village called War impair, where 
the Poly gars of this part of the country had pre- 
vioufly been ordered to fend their agents to fettle 
their accounts with the Nabob. 'The four principal 
Poly gars-obeyed the Him mo ns *, but Lichen aig re¬ 
futed* upon which it was refolved to attack his 
country. The army marched ten miles to the 
fouih-weft of Warampate, in the high-road leading 
to Dindigul, and came in Tight of his woods, which 
hy about two miles weft or chat road. 


The 
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The fubjcfts of this, as well as of all the other 
Poly gars in thefe fouihern pans of the pen in Tula, 
arc CoUerics, a people differing in many refpe&s 
from the rdf of the Indians, and hitherto little 
known to Europeans: but I have already given an 
account of them m my firft volume ; to which I 
{hall now add fomething farther. 

Father Martin, a jefuit, who refilled ten years 
in the neighboring country of Me ran a, deJcribes the 
CoUerics as more barbarous than all other favages 
In any part of thcglobe. He aflerts, that when two 
of rhete people, cither male or female, have a quar¬ 
rel, each is obliged to fuffer and perform whatever 
cruelties the other thinks proper to inflifl, either on 
themfelves or any of their family-, and that the 
fury of revenge operates fo ftrongly among them, 
that a man for a flight affront has been known to 
murder his wife and all his children, to have the 
inhuman farisfa&ion of compelling his adverfary 
to commit rhe like murders in his own family : but 
the jefuit ftands Angle and fufpected in his aft riioni 
for, to the honor of human nature, none of the 
Englifb officers diftlnguifhed any traces of thefe ab¬ 
horrent practices. 

The whole country of the Polygar Lachenaig 
was fortified cither by nature or art *, for it was 
furmunded by hills lying at fome diftancc from one 
another, which were craggy and covered with 
bodies, fo as to be impafiabk to any but the Col- 
leries themfelves, who had thrown up works from 
hill to hill, peculiar to their rude and cunning way. 
For thofc works w-cre a thick wail, compoled of 
large ftones laid one upon another, without cement, 
and flanked at proper diftances by round towers 
made of earth, well rammed down: before the 
wall was a deep and broad ditch ; and in front of 
the ditch a large hedge of bamboes, fo thickly fet. 
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that it could not be penetrated without the hatchet 
ot lire. 

The army attacked a part of this barrier early 
in the morning, and the field'pieces were placed 
Upon an eminence that commanded the towers 
which defended the face of attack. The Colleges 
appointed to guard the towers, abandoned them as 
foon as the cannon began to play: but great num¬ 
bers of them, sfrtned with matchlocks and bows and 
arrows, perfilfccd in defending the hedge \ while 
others appeared nn the hills, fhaking their fpcars, 
and making hideous howls, in hopes to terrify the 
affaihiRts. At length the army forced the barrier, 
after lofing federal men. Mahomed Iffouf was then 
detached with 500 fepoys, 50 Europeans, and a 
field-piece, to attack the principal town, which 
was diftant about four miles: but before the detach¬ 
ment could come in fight of the town, they were 
1topped by another ciremovaltation of the fame 
kind, Wronger than the firft, Here the enemy 
had collected thetr whole force, and defended them* 
(elves with more cbftinacy than before. They 
killed twelve Europeans, and 104 fepoys; which 
obliged the detached party to fend for fuccors from 
the main body. Immediately 100 Europeans ad¬ 
vanced, and the enemy difappeared. The whole 
army then proceeded to the principal town, which 
was deferred by the inhabitants, who had fled with 
their cattle to the hills. Lachenaig then idbmSited, 
and paid his tribute. 

The Nabob returned to TrichinopoU j and the 
army, with Maphuze Cawn, proceeded to Madura, 
where they arrived in ten days. This is a ftrong 
Indian town, about fixty miles foutb of Tri^ino 
polis and, like that, encompafled with a wall; but 
being of much greater extern, would require a l.irg* 
garnfon to defend it. The i'alygar quitted Ins 

capital,

capital, and retired with his garrifon to Coil goody *, 
a Ibong pagoda eight miles to the; eaft, and the 
army entered Madura without any oppolitton 
though the greater part of die inhabitants remain¬ 
ed, whofeemed well fatisfied with the change of 
government. 

Here the army received a deputation from the 
Poly gar Mora war, whole country adjoined to the 
weftern diftridb of Madura and Tinevdly : he in- 
treated to be received into alliance with the Englifh, 
under whofc protc&lan he promiled to be faithful 
to the Nabob ^ and, as a proof of his fmcerity, of¬ 
fered to give the company two fettlements on the 
fea-coaft of his country, oppofite to Ceylon, which 
would greatly facilitate their future communications 
with Tinevdly. The Englifh had then no other 
way of approaching that city but by a tedious and 
dilncult march of four or five hundred miles % but 
reinforcements might bo lent by 1'ca from Mad rats 
or Fort Sc. David in four or five days to the fee de¬ 
ments which Mora war intended to give, from 
whence the march to Tinevdly was no more than 
fifty miles. Colonel Heron embraced the proposal, 
and entered into an alliance with the Poly gar, 
whom he permitted to hoift three Plnglifh flags in 
his garrifons. 

Colonel Heron foot! after marched from Ma¬ 
dura to attack the fugitive governor in Coitgoody ■ 
but he Red, and left the greatest part of his troops 
to defend the pagoda. The carriages of the can¬ 
non broke down in a rugged road, and the troops 
were not furnifhed with lira ling ladders: but the 
colonel thought it a difgrace to retreat, after he had 
fum^ioned the place, and determined to force his way 
into k, after the Indian manner, by burning down 
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the gate with bundles of rtraw. He encouraged 
the troops by his own example, and carried the lirlt 
torch himlclf 4 for he was a ihong and valiant man. 
Mahomed llTouf followed with another torch i hi 
that the two principal officers of the army were 
now feen adting the part of volunteers, leading a 
forlorn hope. Succefs rewarded their courage ; the 
gate was foon burnt down; the foldiers rufhed in, 
and put feveral of the garrifon to the I word. The 
place was plundered, and the temples pillaged i 
which made the people of the country hold the pro- 
faners of rheir religion in the utmoit execration 
and abhorrence. 

The army returned to Madura, where a g*ni- 
fon was left of Europeans and fepoys for fecuricy of 
the city; and the reft of the army proceeded to 
TitveVelly, where they arrived on the 16 th of March. 
This town is about fixty miles fouth of Madura, 
and was without defences, fo that it was entered 
without oppolirion. The renters of the open coun¬ 
try acknowledged the Nabob ; but lb me of the 
Polvgars made pretences to evade the payment of 
the tribute due from them, whereupon holtilitics 
were commenced a gain El them. 

A petachmekt of 100 Europeans, and. 300 1 c- 
poys, with two field pieces, were lent to attack the 
fore of Nellecotah, forty miles fouth of Tinevelly. 
They performed the march in eighteen hours, and 
the next morning formed the place, which was 
fortified by a mud-wall with round towers. 1 lie 
afoul t was made with great relblution; the troops 
gained the parapet without being reput fed, and the 
garrifon called out for quarter, which was refilled. 
The exafperated Ibid tens cruelly put all they met 10 
the fword, even women and children, fufftring only 
fix perform out of four hundred to tfcape alive. U 
cruelty is incompatible with courage, it is difficult 
to find an cxcufb for this barbarous act, committed 

by 
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by feme of the braveft of EngKlhmen, who had 
ferved under colonel Lawrence on ihc plains of 
Trichi nopal i. 

The Polygar Marawsr would have joined colonel 
Heron with 5000 men 1 but his fervice was refufed, 
that the king of Tanjore and Tondcman might not 
be offended at fuch a connection with one whom 
they efteemed their mortal enemy. 

The revenues Collected during this expedition 
were not fuffieient to pay the expences of the army. 
Part of the tributes were embezzled by Maphuze 
Cawn, who prevailed on colonel Heron to give him 
the invefliture of the Madura and Tin eve! I y coun* 
tries at the yearly rent of 1,500*000 rupees, or 
187,500 l. fretting. 

It was now reported that Sabbat zing was ad¬ 
vancing into the Carnatic, at the head of his army, 
accompanied by the b'rench troops under the com¬ 
mand of M, BLilly, to demand the Mogul’s tribute, 
which had never been paid Fince rhe death of Ni¬ 
zam AJ Multick. This induced the prefidency of 
Madrafs to order the return of colonel Heron with 
the troops under his command to Trichinopoli; and 
he accordingly quitted Tinevelly on the ad of May : 
but inftead of proceeding direftly to Trichinopoli, 
he was prevailed on by Maphuze Cawn to march 
againft Nellytangaville, a fort fituated about thirty 
miles weft of Tinevelly, belonging to a refractory 
Poly gar. It was the misfortune of colonel Heron 
to place the utmoft confidence in his interpreter, 
whoconftantly betrayed him, and now informed the 
I’olygar, that the Engliih had no battering cannon 5 
which encouraged him to defend his fort, that was 
built of ftone and very frrong. He an five red the 
fummons with infolencc; upon which the field 
pieces and cohorns fired fmartly upon the fort for 
fcveral hours but in vain therefore it was deter¬ 
mined to defift and march to Madura, where the 

army 
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army arrived, with Maphuze Cawn, on the 22d of 
May. 

Heae colonel Heron left a garrifbn of 1000 fe- 
poys, under the command of Jemaulfolb, an oflt- 
ccr of fome reputation, and next in rank to Ma¬ 
homed JIM The army quitted Madura on the 
aSth of May, and a party was lent forward to take 
poft at a mud forr called Vollynaiam, near the en¬ 
trance of the woods belonging to the Colie ties, who 
threatened vengeance for the lofs of their gods at 
Coilgoody, and had already given a fpecimen of 
their relent me nt fay murdering a party of fcpoys, 
whom the commanding officer of Madura fent out 
to colled cattle. 

Tke army had now to pafs one of the moil diffi¬ 
cult and dangerous defiles in the pen inful a, called 
the pals of Natam. It began about twenty miles 
north of the city, and continued for fix miles 
through a wood, impenetrable every where ell'c to 
all but wild beads and CoJieries. The road of the 
defile was barely Efficient to admit a (ingle carriage 
at a time and a bank running along each fide of 
it, rendered it a hollow way. The wood was in 
moft parts contiguous to the roadj and even in 
fuch places where travellers had felled part of it, 
the eye could not penetrate above twenty yards, 

The main body joined the detachment in the 
evening, and the whole palled the night at the fort. 
The next morning at day-break they prepared to 
march through the defile, and a detachment of Eu¬ 
ropeans, pioneers, and Icpoys, under captain Lin, 
were lent forward to Jcour the woods: they met 
with no interruption, and halted near the town of 
Natam, on the farther fide of the wood. Soon 
after the reft of the army entered the pafs in rJie 
following order of march. Some companies of fe- 
poys ted the van, followed by a ferjeant and fome 
Europeans; immediately alter them came the firft 

Vot- U. O diviGon 
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divifion of artillery, with the tumbrils containing 
military (tores : then followed the battalion led by 
captain Polite i after whom proceeded the rear dU 
viiton of artillery and tumbrils, which were fol¬ 
lowed by a ferjeant and twelve men ; and thefc by 
fome companies of fepoys: then came the baggage 
of ehe whole army, carried by bullocks and coolies, 
with fcveral elephants and carnets belonging to 
Maphuze C&wn, and accompanied by fome fepoys 
to proteft them. The rear of the whole line was 
doled by a guard of twenty Eupropeans, forty Caf- 
freSj and 200 fepoys, with a fix-pounder, under 
the command of captain Smith. Colonel Heron 
with a few horfe lode before the line. 1 he whole 
army entered the defile, and proceeded, won¬ 
dering they faw nothing of an enemy of whom 
they had heard fo much : but the line of march was 
flopped by one or the heavieft tumbrils belonging to 
the rear divifion flicking in a (lough, out of which 
the oxen were not able to draw it + T he officers of 
artillery differed the troops marching before to go 
on 1 and the officer who commanded in the rear of 
she battalion did not fufpefl what had happened, 
and continued his march \ while molt of the iepoys, 
who marched behind che rear diviflon of artillery, 
were aifo fuffered to pats che carriage in the Hough, 
which choaked up the road, and prevented the 
other tumbrils which followed, as well as the three 
field-pieces that formed the rear diviflon of artillery, 
from moving on, and thefe (lopped the whole line 
of thc baggage. Thus the front divi(ion and main 
body of the army were fepanued from the rear, 
which was alfo deprived of thofe fepoys who were 
fuffered to proceed. The Colleries, though unper* 
edved, kept fpies near die road to wardt every 
motion: bur refrained from making any attack, 
until the main body had advanced two miles for¬ 
ward. Then great numbers of them appeared, and 

attacked 
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attacked the rear guard of the baggage ; but the 
fire of a few platoons foon obliged them to retreat. 
However, they fuddcnly attacked the rear titvIli: n 
of artillery* whofe officers got their field-pieces into 
an opening, from whence they fired fmartly on the 
enemy* who maintained the attack for fomc time 
with courage, and a variety of weapons, filch as 
matchlocks, bows and arrows, javelin;, pikes, and 
rockets. They made a loud and i'sVage node with 
fereams and outcries, w hen attacking and attacked. 
Finding rhemfelves much galled, they quitted the 
road, and retired into the thickets on each fide, 
from whence they renewed the fight. At length, 
their confuted outcries were changed to one voice, 
and all united in bellowing out the word f:cmny t 
meaning gods. This noife was accompanied with 
violent gesticulations and antic polio res, like men 
frantic with joy ; for feme of them had feized the 
tumbrils, in which were the little brazen images of 
their divinities, taken at Coilgoody. They con¬ 
veyed ibefe away, and renewed their attacks fur 
Icveral hours, till four in the afternoon, when they 
fallkd again into the road among the baggage. 
Coolies, and market people of the army, killing 
all they met, without d i It i notion of age or fex. 
Every thing was then thrown into confufion ; and 
men^women, and children fled to the rearguard as 
their only fan flu ary. Captain Smith gcneroufly 

protected them, and joined the rear divifion of the 
artillery about dulk. As no time was to be lull, 
great part of the it ores and baggage were left be¬ 
hind, and captain Smith marched about two miles 
farther in the pal's, where he came up with the bat¬ 
talion, whom he found lying on their arms, with¬ 
out either the commander in chief, or any one of 
the captains among them, Thefe five officers had 
all been I’uddtnly taken ill about noon, with the 
violent heat ui the fun, and had palled in their 
O t palankeens 
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palankeens through the wood, to the advanced 
guard under captain Lin ; while the fubordinate 
officers had no orders to fuccor the rear. Cap¬ 
tain Smith then took the command of the battalion, 
marched through the wood without farther inter¬ 
ruption, and joined th€ van where they had halted. 
Here the army patted the night, and were joined 
by a detachment from Trichinopoli, where they 
arrived on the 6rh of June, and encamped at War- 
riore pagodas. 

Mapkl’ze Cawh returned to Madura-, and 
colonel Heron was recalled to Madrais, where he 
was tried by a court-martial for mifeondoft in this 
expedition, which was proved againft him in feme 
inftances, and he was rendered incapable of ferving 
the company any longer. He foon after returned 
to Europe, and died in Holland. 

While thefe tranfaflions parted to the fouth* 
ward, the MaiJToreans remained in their camp at 
Seringham, where Nanderauze diligently employed 
himfelf in fchemes to get pofleflion of Trichinopoli, 
He was perfuaded by abramin that he had fed need 
many of the garrifon, and that a ftrong party was 
ready to join him in the city ; which fo much elated 
the MatlTorean, that he communicated the feertt to 
M. de SauJTay, the commander of the French troops, 
who immediately lent intelligence to the garrifon. 
Captain Kilpatrick returned him thanks for the in¬ 
formation, and ddired him to acquaint Nanderauze, 
that if he would venture to make the attack, the 
city-gates fhould be left open for his reception. 
The Maiftbrcan declined the challenge, and re¬ 
turned to his own country on rhe 14th of April, 
when the great drum was beat, as the fignal of de¬ 
camping, and the whole army eroded the Cavery ; 
leaving the French in pofielTion of the ifland of Se¬ 
ringham, and the other territories which the Nabob 
had transferred to Nanderauze on his arrival, and 

of 
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of which he had collected the revenues from that 


time. It is difficult to find an example of a prince 
conducting himfelf with more imprudence than 
the Maifibrean in the courle of this war. The 
pcfleflion of Trichinopoli was the objeA of all 
his ambition, which would have proved his great- 
cfl misfortune, as it would certainly have invol¬ 
ved him in a war with the Mogul government, 
and might have ended in fubjeftirtg the country of 
Maifibre, like the Carnatic, to be a province of the 
empire. At length, af ter having wafted three years, 
abfent from his own country at the head of an army 
of 20,000 men, he was obliged to return without 
receiving any compenfation for the expencea he had 
incurred. 

The Nabob Mahomed Alice Cawn left a gam* 
ton of 500 men at Trie hi nopoli, under the com¬ 
mand of captain Kilpatrick 5 and, on the 9th of 
July, was triumphantly conducted to In's capital, by 
an efcort of 300 Europeans, and 1000 fepoys, com¬ 
manded by captain Politr. They proceeded through 
the country of Tanjore, and were met by ConaCK- 
jee, with a numerous train, at Kondoor, This in¬ 
terview, like many others between perfons of fuch 
rank in In doff an, pafled in the ftrongell prote na¬ 
tions of inviolable friendfhip, and the greateft dif- 
fimutation of the human heart. 

From Kondoor, the Nabob proceeded to Fort 
St. David, where he encamped, and was vifited 
by Mr. Stark, the deputy governor, and his coun¬ 
cil by colonel Aldercron, with a captain’s guard ; 
and by the admirals Wat Ion and Pocock, ac¬ 
companied by their feveral captains and lieute¬ 
nants, who were carried in their palankeens, which 
were preceded by their midlhipmen, who walked 
in their uniforms. The Nabob received them 
very magnificently in his tent, and held a long 
converfation with the admirals, by the aflill- 
O 3 ance 
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nr.cc of an interpreter. Admiral Watfoti exprcficd 
his concern for the calamities of war which had been 
felt in that country ; and allured the Nabob, that 
the king of Great Britain had lent him to proteft 
his dominions •, as alfo that he wop Id execute his 
comm: Hi on with great fidelity, A few days after, 
the Nabob returned this vifit to the Britifli com¬ 
manders at the fort, where he was received with the 
highefl military honors. His train con fitted of fix 
elephants, 12 camels, 400 herfr, and dooo fepoys, 
*oth to.cco Cooleys and fpeftators. The admi¬ 
rals accompanied him onboard the Kent, in which 
the commanding flag was hoi fled ; and the Nabob 
was feized with aftonifhmenr when he entered on 
board: but lie was particularly (truck with the 
lower gun battery, confiding of 28 gun?, carrying 
balls of 32 pounds. The admiral obliged him with 
the view of a man of war under fail; and, on his 
leaving the Ken:, the whole fquadiv n fa luted to¬ 
gether, the yards were manned, and the feamen 
gave three Englilh cheers. This general acclama¬ 
tion fired the Nabob with joy; and he ordered his 
interpreter to tell the admiral, it was amazingly 
warlike. 

The Nabob, on the 19th of Auguft, arrived 
within a mile of Arcot, and encamped op the 
plain, where his dervlfes advii'ed him to wait for a 
lucky day to make his entry into the city, which 
fell out on the 21 fl. In the mean time, colonel 
Lawrence, Mr. Wallh, and Mr. [’alk, who Were 
deputed to invite him to Madrafs, arrived at his 
camp, and contributed to raife the fp lend or and re¬ 
putation of his public entrance into his capital, 
from which he had been abfent ever fince the death 
of Nazirzing * On the 30th, he came to Madrafs,

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where he held federal conferences with the presi¬ 
dency, and con Tented to make over to the company 
fomc farther alignments on th^ revenues of the 
country, to reimburfe their expcnccs in profecudng 
the war : after which, he was attended with a Strong 
detachment to colleil the revenues, one half where¬ 
of was to be paid the company ; and a member of 
the council was appointed to accompany the Na¬ 
bob, to lee that this agreement was punctually 
fulfilled. 

Admiral Waifon departed with the fleet from 
Madrafs, on the 10th of Oftober, to avoid the 
northern monfoon, and arrived on the ;oih of No¬ 
vember at Bombay, where he found Several of the 
company's Ihips from Europe, with a con lid t 1 table 
number of troops, lent with an intention to be em¬ 
ployed in an expedition projected in England, 

Every rhing continued quiet on the coaft of 
Coromandel: but, in 17561 admiral Watfon di- 
Itinguilhed himftlf again it Tu I agree Angria, on the 
coalt of Malabar j as alio in the kingdom of Ben¬ 
gal, again It the viceroy Su rajah Dew I a, who was 
excited by the French to commie an unexampled 
ad of barbarity againfl the Englifh at Calcutta, for 
which he was afterwards depofed by colonel Clive. 
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CHAP. II. 

The fcnglifti company project an expedition from Bom- 
ba v, with tbc affflance of the Morattoes, to 
oblige Sala b atzinc to dijmifs the French troops 
in bit fervid. The command of that expedition is 
given to lieutenant colonel Scott, who dies at Ma¬ 
drasi in May 1755; and colonel Cuu fuccetds 
to the command at Bombay : but the intended ca* 
pediliw is jet qfidt by the lofs of the (hip Dodd i no- 
don* in 1 vhicb the company bad fent their plan , 
and another expedition is agreed to be carried on a- 
gainJlTvtAOALE Anuria. — A fuccinU and au¬ 
thentic narrative of the lofs of the Doddington In- 
diaman $ on tbc 1 ytb of July \ 755, upon the barren 
if and or rock of Chios* ttear the fottib-eaf coaft of 
Africa. 

W HILE the Englifti company were uncer¬ 
tain of the event of the negotiation in In¬ 
dia, they received advices of the acquifitiems which 
M. Buffy had obtained from Salabarzmg, This 
made them conclude, that negotiations alone would 
not induce the French to quit fuch great advan¬ 
tages; and they determined to itrike at their power 
in the northern parts of the Deckan by more effec¬ 
tual means. 

Aurbncabad, the capital of this divifion of die 
Mogul empire, lies no more than 150 mi its weft 
of Bombay; and the country of the Morattoes 
much nearer. The prelidency of Bombay had 
maintained a friendly intercourfc for Tome time with 
the Saha Rajah; and from the frequent dlfputes in 
which his general Balazerow was engaged with Sa- 
libit zing, it was thought he might be inffru mental 
in removing the French troops from the fervice of 
that Sou bandar: therefore, it was determined to 

encourage 
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tncourage the Morattoes to attack him* and afflft 
them with a ftrong body of Europeans, fo as to 
compel the viceroy to difmifs the French. 

Aw enterprise of this importance requited a com¬ 
mander of much experience in the military and 
political fyftcms of the country, and captain Clive 
offered the directors to conduct it. The company 
had rewarded his fcrvices by appointing him gover¬ 
nor of Fort St. David, and by obtaining for him a 
lieutenant'coloners commiffion in the king’s troops ; 
fo that he was then preparing to return to India: 
But the court of direftors *, in compliance with 
very powerful recommendations, appointed lieute¬ 
nant-colonel Score to command the expedition. 
This officer went to India in 1754, in the ftation 
of engineer-general of all their iettlements - t but 
died at Mad raft, on the 12 th of May 1755, of a 
violent fever. The company delired colonel Clive 
to proceed to Bombay before he went to the coaft 
of Coromandel, that he might be ready to fupply 
any accident. The troops lent from England ora 
this lervice were three companies of the king’s ar¬ 
tillery, each of 100 men ■, and 500 recruits * who 
arrived at Bombay on the 27th of November,

when 
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w hen colonel Clive, finding that colonel Scott was 
dead, propofed to the prefidency to undertake the 
plan recommended to them : but they imagined it 
could not be carried into cKccucion without infring- 
ing the convention made by Mr. Saunders and Mr. 
Godelicu. This was ailing with too much caution ; 
for every tiling relating to Sakbatzing and the 
trench troops in his feryice, ieemed to have been 
iludioufly avoided. The court of directors had 
explained their whole plan to the prelidency of 
Madrafs-, but the ihip which had the letters on 
board was unfortunately wrecked on a rock about 
£oo miles call of the Cape of Good Hope, within 
fight of the land. The prefidency of Bom¬ 
bay fent advices tn Madrafs of tire arrival of colo¬ 
nel Clive : but they had now taken the refolution 
of employing all their force, in conjunction with 
the fleet, againft Tulagree Angria, who had long 
been a formidable enemy to the tLngiUh commerce 
on the coaft of Malabar. 

Here 1 Hi all beg leave to inferc the following 
fucrin£t and authentic narrative of the lofs of the 
Doddington Jn.dkman ; as it was on board this fliip 
that the company fent their plan for attacking Sa- 
labarzing*, and more efpcdally as it will be a per¬ 
manent memorial, to all future navigators, of that 
fatal fpor, where this fliip and molt of her crew 
were unfortunately lo&. I have been favored with 
this account, by a gentleman who has diligently 
compared the different relations mode of this mat¬ 
ter, and I hope it will be received as a curious and 
ufeful piece; part of which is extracted from the 
journal of Mr. Jones the chief mate, and the other 
part from the journal of another of the furvmng 
officers. 


The 
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The tqfs of the Doddijicton. 

The Dodd in;; ton, captain Sam ton, failed from 
the Downs, on the 23d of April 1755, in company 
with the Pelham, Houghton, Strearbim, and Kdg- 
court, all in the ter vice of the Eaft-India company, 
and got clear of the channel in feven days. The 
Doddtngion made Bonavifta, one of the Cape do 
Vcrd itt-mds, lat. 16 north, on the 20th of May, 
ami on the - i If got into Porto Prior bay. On the 
27th. having taken in their water, they proceeded 
on the v vage together, and continued in company 
ftecrin truth by cafe I caff, till the 2iith, when 
captain Samfbn, finding he (aJed better than the 
other Osips, parted from them in the night by 
Peering a different cuurfe, and had a plea fane paf- 
Jage in seven weeks to the Cape of Good Hope. 
Having doubled theCape, a new departure was taken 
from Cape de Agulhas * on the Bth of July ; and 
having (leered eastward about 24. hours, between the 
latitude of 35 deg 30 min. and 36 deg. the captain 
ordered the fbip to be kept E. N. E. It was dirty 
fqually weather the wind from S. S. W. to S. S. E. 
with a large ft a. They ran on that courfe from 
five to fewr knots an hour, with courfes and tre¬ 
ble-reefed main-top-fail, and double-reefed tore- 
top-fail, until the i6rh of July. At midnight had 
70 miles on the board; but about a quarter before 
one in the morning, the fhip ft ruck, and in lefi 
than twenty minutes was entirely wrecked. 

It was a dark and ftormy night, and the only 
warning they had of danger, was calling out. 

Breakers a-head, and to leeward," The helm 
was immediately put a-lee; but before Ihe came 
quite head to wind, file ftruck lightly, and then

ftronger; 
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Aronger* at which time the fea broke directly into 
her tor ward, Hove rhe boats, and wafhed feveral 
per Tons overboard. Although they ufcd their belt 
endeavours to get her about, it was to no purpofe, 
the fta breaking ail over her, and fbc ft ruck fo hard, 
that the main-malt went away by the board, and 
the reft of the mails foon followed. In this dread¬ 
ful lit nation, expecting every moment to be fw al¬ 
lowed up, fome-body cried out land! But it was 
only the range of the fea, on the other fide of the 
breakers. The Ihip continued lifting and ftrjking 
wftli every fea, till unfortunately fhe at laft lay down 
On her ft a r-board fide, and foon patted j every fea 
driving fome of Iter away. As rhe lar-board fide 
and quarter was then the only place above water, 
all thole who were able got there ; while the ftup 
Hill kept driving towards the breakers, and the fea 
was covered with her wreck. 

As captain Samfcn fate with the chief-mate on 
the quarter, he faid he had pricked off that day at 
noon, and judged himfdf ninety leagues from the 
land i fo that he imagined this to be fame unknown 
rock, where pofiibly the Dolphin was loft. They 
expeded every minute to be wafhed by the fea, and 
the captain bade them all farewel - t hoping they 
fhouhl meet again in the next world. Soon after 
they were all wafhed off, and in a fhort time ten of 
them met on fome ragged rocks, where they crept 
etofe together to keep themfel ves warm. The leve~ 
rity of the weather, and their melancholy fituation, 
made them wifh impatiently for day : but when the 
light came, it gave them little comfort * for they 
found themfel ves upon a barren uninhabited if! and 
or rock, about two leagues from the continent, and 
250 eaft from the Cape of Good Hope. It is laid 
down in the India Pilot in lat, 33 deg. 30 min. 
and called Chios : hut by a good obfervacion with 
Hadley’s quadrant, ft lies in 34 deg, S. hr. and 

Davis’s 
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Davis’s quadrant In 33 : 44. They were joined by 
fame more persons who were call on Inure, many 
of them miferablv bruifed again It the rocks. Here 
were now met Mr. Evan Jones, chief-mate Mr, 
John Collet, fecond ; Mr. William Webb, third ; 
and Mr. Samuel Powel, fifth mate; Richard Top¬ 
ping, carpenter; John Yeats, midlhipman ■, two 
quarter-matters; eight Teamen ; three captain’s fer- 
vants; one fervant belonging to the furgeon ; and 
three mitrofles. Thefe perfons being twenty-three 
in number, were all that furvived of a70 fouls that 
were on board when the (hip ftruck. They remain¬ 
ed feven months on this miferable place, fubfifling 
on filb, and eggs of fea-fowls, with what provifions 
they found a fhore from the wreck. 

Their, firft care was to fcarch among the things 
which had been thrown upon the rocks from the 
fliip, for fomething to cover them, in. which they 
fucceeded beyond their hopes. The next thing 
they felt the want of was fire, and this was not lo 
eafily fupplied; however, they foon found a box 
with two gun-flints and a broken file, fomc gun¬ 
powder, a box of wax-candies, a cafe of brandy, 
and a calk of frefh water ; all which were joyful 
acqui futons. Seven hogs came on ftiore alive ; and 
a fcanty cent was made of fome canvafs that floated 
to the rack. The if!and was much frequented by a 
kind of water -fowl, lomcthing larger than a dock, 
called a gannet; and the highett part of it was 
covered with their dung ; fo that where they fixed 
their tent, they funk a foot in the dung. 

In the morning of the iSth, thofe that were able 
went again about the rock, to fee what could be 
fayed from the wreck ; when they got one calk of 
beer, and another of flour. They afterwards 
picked up many things from the wreck, and made 
an attempt to get provittons from the main; but 
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the natives drove them away* and or,^ man loll hi 3 
life there. 

They found on the ifland ihe remains of two 
wrecks *, one feemed to be a Dutch flip, the other 
an Englilh ; the latter kail decayed, and by the 
iron-work kerned to have been much Ids than the 
Doddington, It plainly appeared by pieces of'glafs, 
and other tilings, that lome unfortunate people hid 
lived here i and they could fee the remains of a 
habitation, by the (tones being laid regularly one on 
another. 

The fitting down, thus defokte anti forlorn, to 
their meals, which they ufed to (hare in the convi* 
vial chearfulnefs, that naturally a rule from the con* 
feiou Inti's of plenty. It ruck them with a pungent 
fenfc of their unhappy filiation. In fuch tumult 
of mind, our thoughts hurry from one object to 
another, to fix, if polfibk, upon fomething that 
may afford comfort. One of the company recol- 
Jetted, .that as the carpenter was among them, they 
might build a Hoop. Inftandy their whole atten¬ 
tion was turned upon the carjicnier, who declared, 
[hat he had no doubt but he fhoutd be able to build 
a Hoop that would carry them all to fame port of 
fafety, if tools and materials could be found. 
Happily they were, with a fufficient quantity of 
provisions, that came continually floating in ; and 
at laft they found moft of the packets of letters be¬ 
longing to the king and company, which they care¬ 
fully preferved. 

On Sunday, the aoth of July, as they were 
(earthing about the beach, they found the body of 
a young gentlewoman, which they knew to be chat 
of Mre. Collet, the wife of their fecond-mate, who 
was then at a little di fiance from the fpor. He loft 
his wife in the (hip*, for as foon as it (truck, he 
went down, and brought her upon deck in his 
arms \ but the (hip falling down at that time on 

her 
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her broad-fide, and the decks falling in. he was le- 
parated from her, and never law her afterwandi 
alive. The mutual affetlion of this couple was re¬ 
markably tender and Mr, Jones, on Seeing the 
body, immediately ftepped afide to Mr. Coder, and 
found means to take him to the other fide of the 
rock; while the other two mates, the carpenter, 
and fome others, dug a grave, in which they d so¬ 
ft ted the remains of this unfortunate lady, and read 
die funeral k tv ice over it, from a French prayer- 
book, which had driven afliore with her from the 
wreck. Having thus paid the debt of humanity to 
the dead, and concealed from Mr. Collet a fight 
that would moft l'enfibly, if not fatally, have af¬ 
fected him, they gradually difdoled to him what 
they had done, and gave him the wedding-ring, 
which they had taken from her finger. He re¬ 
ceived it with great emotion y and afterwards fpent 
many days in railing a kind of monument over the 
grave, by piling up the fquareft ftones he could 
find ; on the top of which he fixed an elm plank, 
and inferibed it with her name, her age*, the time 
of her death, and lb me account of the fatal accident 
by w hich it was occifioned, 

The carpenter had juft finiflied a few, but he 
had neither hammer nor nails. However, one of 
the teamen picked up an old pair ot bellows, and 
told his companions, that he had been a I'rmth,

and 
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and that with thefe bellows and a forge, which he 
hoped, to build, he could furnifh the carpenter with 
all the tools he would want, nails included, as plenty 
of iron might be obtained by burning the timber 
which had come on (hore from the wreck. This 
account was received with a tranfporc of joy * the 
fmith immediately applied himlclf to mend the bel¬ 
lows', a tent was created; and a forge built. 

Ow the 24th, the carpenter began to work up¬ 
on the keel of the boat, which they had determined 
fhoold be a floop, 30 feet long, and 1 2 wide. The 
fmith fortunately found the ring and nut of a 
bower-anchor, which ferved him for an anvil, fup- 
plied chiffds, axes, hammers, nails, as they wanted, 
and the carpenter ufed them with great difpateh, 
till the 31ft, when he fell fick : but he recovered, 
and returned to his work on the ad of Auguft. 

Ijj the mean time, the ftores which they had 
farad from the wreck were fo near exhaufted, that 
they came to an allowance of two ounces of bread a 
man per day, and had no fair-pork, except what 
they were determined to keep to viftunl the boat j 
and water alfo fell fhorr. In this diftrcfs they Jiad 
recourfe to feveral expedients : they dug a well, in 
hopes to find a fpring-, but were difappointed- 
They took fame of the gannets that fettled on the 
top of the rock * but found the flelh very rank, of 
a fifiiy taftc, and remarkably black. They alfo 
made a raft or float, like a Catamaran, on which 
they went out a filhing : they killed fome feals, but 
all thofe who eat of them were fick : and when they 
were driven to great dikrefs, they kiUed a hog. 
They made feveral attempts to cure both their filh 
and fowl, by fmoaking it but without fucccefs. 
They then attempted to make fait, which had like 
to have been fatal to them all. The fmith had 
mended a copper-veficl for the experiment, and 
they began to work, without knowing that (heir pro- 
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CiTs in fait-making would diitblve the furface of 
their copper into verdigreafe, and that this tblurion 
was poifbn. Salt was procured ; but was too rank 
to be tailed ; and thole who ventured to palate it, 
were feized with violent c holies, cold fwcais, and 
Teachings, which fufnciently convinced them of the 
danger they had c leaped. 

The carpenter and fmith continued to work up¬ 
on the boat, and, the people were buly in getting 
hi from time to time what was thrown up from the 
wreck, particularly cordage and canvas, to rig the 
boat, and fome cafks of frefli wat-r, which they 
were very follicitous to keep for lea-ftores, as their 
efcape in the boat, ftarce depended ids upon frefli 
water than upon the fails themfclvcs. On the 6th 
of October, they found a fowling-piece, which was 
a joyful acquifition 1 and though the barrel was 
much bent, it was foOn made l’er viewable by the 
carpenter, and ufed with great fucccls in fhooting 
the birds % which before they had no way of taking, 
but by knocking them down with a flick. On the 
nth, they perceived the gannets, which had of 
lateforiaken them, hovering again about the rock in 
great numbers, and were in hopes they would lettle 
to lay their eggs, in which they were not disap¬ 
pointed ; for alter this rime, they were con (dandy 
Jupplied with eggs in great plenty, till the begin¬ 
ning of January, when the fra Ion of laying was pal'd. 

The v had fome rainy weather, on the zoth, 
which proved very acceptable, as they continued t a 
lave lomc of the water for lea ftores: but they were 
ft ill in great want of bread, having lived many days 
on (hurt allowance. As a laft refource, having fome 
barrels of flour, (hey thought of building an oven v 
in which they llicceeded, and were able to convert 
their flour into tolerable bilcuit. This bifeuic, how¬ 
ever, wa$ at length fo nearexhaufted, that they were 
obliged to live upon a few ounces a day, without 

Vot-IL P brand v. 
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brandy of which only a fmall quantity remained : 
they were like wife i'o Ihort of water, that of this 
they were allowed but half a pint a day* 

They were very healthy while they were on the 
ifland, notwithftanding the great hsrdfhips and fa¬ 
tigue they fuffered by hunger and tabor. On the 
1 6th of February 1756, they launched their boar, 
anti called her The happy Delivtranct, On the 17th, 
they got their little pittance on board ; ami, on the 
j 8 th, they let fail from the rock ; on which they 
had lived juft feven months, and to which, at patt¬ 
ing, they gave the name of Bjrd Island. 

They Jailed for Delagoa ; but were fo long on 
their paflage, by currents letting to the fouthward, 
chat it was two months before they arrived there. 
A cheft of trealure had been drove alhore from the 
wreck, which the officers wanted to preferve for 
the proprietors, and the people to divide: this 
nccafioned great difputes, and was at lift divided in 
Ipite of the officers. 

It may be thought Grange, that people in this 
fituation, who had tor feme time accuftomed them¬ 
selves to the duties of religion, (lionId at the fame 
time be guilty of theft. But the men conftdered, 
that when the Jhip was loll, they loll their pay *, 
that every diftinftion and fubordination on fhip- 
board was at an end >, and that whatever was call: 
on ffiorc from the wreck, was to be common 
property. 

On their arrival at Delagoa, they found there 
the Kofe-Gal'ey, captain Chandler, belonging to 
Bombay, who gave them a palTage to Madagascar, 
where they found the Carnarvon, captain 1 -Jutehin- 
fon, bound to Midrafs, who took them all on 
board. They fold the floop to captain Chandler 
ior 500 rupees v but Ihe was feized for the pro¬ 
prietors at Bombay, where Mr. Powel came in her; 
but all the reft went to Madrafs, except Mr, Collet 
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and three others, who died of fevers on board the 
Kofe-Galley. Mr. Junes took all the money and 
t{Tofts from the people, when he got on board that 
velTd, and fecured them fur the proprietors. 
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the expedition again]! Angst a : bis territories j ari¬ 
ght, and power : bis raptures from the Europeans; 
and their expeditions again]! him., tiii his final re¬ 
duction at Gcriah by Admiral Wa tson and Co¬ 
lonel Clive IJt 1756. 

T HE dominions of Angria confuted of fevcral 
iHands near Bombay, and an extent of land 
along the neighbouring continent, of about ib’o 
miles in length, and from 30 to 60 in breadth; with 
feveral forts that were taken from the Europeans by 
his a nee dors, who were very bold and trouble To me 
enemies to all that traded along the coall, which 
is inrerfe&ed by many rivers, that dilembogue into 
the ha, from Cape Comorin to So rat. 

It appears that from the carl ie ft antiquity, the 
inhabitants had a ftrong propenfity to piracy % and 
at this day all the different principalities on the coaft 
employ vefiels to cruize upon thofe of all other na¬ 
tions which they can overpower. The Mogul em¬ 
pire, when it fir ft extended its dominion to tire Tea 
in the northern parts of this coaft, appointed an ad¬ 
miral called the Siddee, With a fleet to protect the 
veflels of their Mahometan fubjetb trading to the 
gulphs of Arabia and Perlia, from the Malabar 
pirates, as well as from the Portuguese, Tire Mo- 
rattocs were at that time in pofitffion of feveral forts 
between Goa and Bombay; and finding them (elves 
interrupted in their piracies by tha Mogul's admiral, 
P 2 they 
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they nude war again ft him by lea and land. In 
this war, one Conagcc Angria raifed himfelf to be 
commander in chief of the Mprartoe fleet, and was 
intruded with the government of Severndroog, one 
of thsir ftrengeft torts, built upon a Imall rocky 
if]and, which fits about eight miles to the north of 
Dabul, and within cannort*fhac of the continent. 
Here Cooagee revolted again ft the Saha Rajah, cr 
king of the Morattoes; and having 1 educed part of 
the fleer, he v.iih them took and deftroyed the reft. 
The Saha Rajah endeavoured to reduce him to 
obedience by building three forts upon the main 
land, within point blank Ihot of Scverndroog - t but 
Conagcc alfo cook thofe forts, and in a few years 
got pu He (lion of all the fea-coaft, from Tamatuh 
to fiancoorc. 

Verv different accounts are given of this family, 
which we arc told is derived from Samboo Angria, 
by extraction a Caffnee, born in an Miami of the 
gulplt of Ormus, and by religion a Mahometan, 
who was fhipwrecked on the coaft near Chord, in 
an Arabian vdfel, in 1643. It is faid, he aftifted 
the Saha Rajah in his wars again ft the Mogul, 
married the daughter of the Raj all’s firft mi (lifter, 
and had a fort by her named Purah Angria, the 
father of Conagee, who took. Geriah from the Por¬ 
tuguese in >712. He fe cured his conqucfts by 
building little forts, upon fuch eminences, as com¬ 
manded the narrow pafles and defiles. He Riled 
himfelf a Rajah, which is the higheft title of the 
Gentoo princes j and was fucceeded by his fon 
Sambajee, who died in 1745, and left his domi¬ 
nions to his Ton Tuhgrcc. 

All the fuccdfors of Conagee bore the name of 
Angria, and ftrengthened the mi elves fo much, that 
the Morattoes had no hopes of reducing them, and 
agreed to a peace on condition, that Angria fhouid 
acknowledge the fbvereignty of the Salta Rajah, by 

paying 
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paying him a fmall annual tribute : but they re¬ 
tained a ftrong animality againft him, and deter¬ 
mined ro avail rhemlclves of any favorable oppor¬ 
tunity to recover the territories he had wreftrd trom 
them- 

The land and tea breezes on this coaft, blow al¬ 
ternately in the twenty-four hours, and divide the 
day ; lo that vefiels failing along rhe coal l are 
obliged to keep in light of land, as the land-winds 
do not reach more than forty miles out to fca. The 
piracies which Angria txercifcd upon (hips of all 
nations, rendered him more powerful every day. 
There was not a creek, bay, harbor, or mouth of 
a river, along the co a ft of his dominions, in which 
he had not crcdted fortifications and marine recepta¬ 
cles, to ferve both as a Nation of difeovery, and as 
a place of refuge to his vtficls : hence it was as diffi¬ 
cult to avoid the encounter of them, as to cake them. 

His fleet confided of grabs and gallivats, a kind 
of veflcls peculiar to that coaft. The grabs have 
generally two malls; though fome have three. 
Thole of three mails are about 300 tons burthen * 
but the others are rot more than 150. They are 
built to draw little water, being very broad in pro¬ 
portion to fheir length ; but narrowing from the 
middle to the end, where in (lead of bows they 
have 2 prow, projecting like that of a Mediterra¬ 
nean galley, and covered with a ftrong deck level 
with the main deck of the vtffcl, from which it is 
fc pa rated by a bulk-head that terminates the fore- 
cattle. As this conilruction fubefts the grab to 
pitch violently when failing againft a head-fea, 4he 
deck of the prow is not inclofcd with Tides as the 
reft of the velfi.1, but remains bare, that the water 
which paGes on it may pals off without interruption. 
On the main-deck, under the forecaftle, are mounted 
two pieces of cannon of nine or twelve pounders, 
which point tor wards through port-holes cut in the 
* 1* 3 bulk- 
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bulk head, and fire over the prow : but the can¬ 
non of the broad-fide are from fix to utne- 
pounders. 

The galhvats are large row-boats built like the 
grab, but of fmalkr dimenfions, the bsggeft fel- 
dom exceeding 70 tons. They have two mails, 
of which the mizen is (lightly made : the main- 
tnaft bears only one fail, which is large and trian¬ 
gular. In general the gallivars are covered with a 
(par deck, made of fplk bambees, carrying only 
perteraroes fixed on fwivels in the gunnel of the 
vefiel: but thofc of a large fizc have a fixed deck, 
on which they mount fix or eight pieces of cannon, 
from two to four pounders. They have forty or 
fifty (lout oars, and can be rowed four miles an 
hour. 

sisoisT or ten grabs, and forty or fifty gal I i vats, 
crowded with men, generally competed Angria’s 
principal fleet ddrined to attack (hips of force or 
burthen. When the vefiel came in fight of the 
port or bay where the fleet was lying, they flipped 
their cables, and put cut to tea. if the wind blew, 
their conftruflion enabled them to fad fwiftly ; if it 
was calm, the gajlivats rowed and towed the grabs. 
As foon as they came within gun-(hot of the chacr, 
they generally afiembltd in her Hern, and the grabs 
attacked her at a difiance with their prow-gurs, 
firing firft only at the marts, and raking atm when 
the three malls of the vefiel juft epened all together 
at their view. If the cbace was di (matted, they 
came nearer, and battered her on all (ides till (he 
ft tuck : but if rhe defence was obrtinnte, they fent 
a number of gallivats with two or three hundred 
men in each, who boarded from all quarters fword 
in hand. 

It was now more than fifty years that this pirati¬ 
cal (late had rendered itfelf formidable to the trading 
fliips of all the Europeans nations in India i and the 

Englifli 
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English company had kept up x marine force, at 
the annual expence of 50,000]. to protect their 
own fliips, as well as thofc belonging to the mer¬ 
chants tflabliftied in their colonies: but as" this 
force coniiited only of four grabs, two of which 
mounted twenty guns ; and fix gallivats, it was 
fcarcc capable to protect the trade : while AngrLa 
took federal fhips that ventured to fail without com¬ 
pany along his coaft. 

lev 1 y 17, an unfuccefsfiil attempt was made from 
Bombay, both again ft Geriah and Kennery, by a 
very confidemblc naval force, with a numerous 
body of land forces on board, commanded by 
governor Boone- Another attempt was made 
againft Anglia, in 1722, by the late gallant admi¬ 
ral Matthews, then commodore upon the ilution, 
who with his fquadron, and a fmall Portugueze 
army, joined the Bombay land and fra forces in an 
expedition againft a fort called Coilabley, rear 
Chou), about fifteen leagues Touch of Bombay t but 
this was defeated by the treachery and cowardice of 
the Parcugueze. In 1735, the Dutch font a Strong 
. force from Batavia, to attack Geriah, in which they 
were defeated ; though they had an armament of 
feven armed Ships, and two bomb-veffels, with a 
numerous body of Und forces. But in 1736, An¬ 
gela s people took the Derby InJiatnan, richly la¬ 
den from England, with 150 menj as alfo the 
Rcftoration armed fliip, of twenty guns, and 200 
men, fitted out purpofely to cruize againft them; 
and feveral other vefilds of lefs note, from the 
Englifh company. From the French they took 
the Jupiter of forty guns, with 400 Oaves on board: 
and alfo made fevemi captures from rhe Dutch, 
They had even the prefumption to attack commo¬ 
dore Lille in the Vigilant of 64 guns, the Ruby of 
50, and feveral other ftiips in company. 

P 4 I* 
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In 1751, the governor of Bombay propofed the 
reduction of Gen ah to commodore Lille*, and the 
Nanna of the Morattaes engaged to attack it by 
land : but this was prevented by a rupture between 
the Moral toe 5 and the Moors at Aurengabad. 
However, a treaty was concluded between the 
Nanna and the governor of Bombay, for the re¬ 
duction of Angria, whenever there was a proper 
opportunity. The neceffity of this treaty was loon 
perceived ; for, in February 1754, Angria’s fleet 
attacked three Dutch ibips of 50, 36, and 18 gun*-, 
burnt the two large ones, and rook the other. 
Angria grew in idle tit on this fu reefs: he built fe- 
veral veflels, fet two large fhtps on the flocks, and 
bo a fled he IhouM foon be mailer of the Indian fcas. 

The Morattoes deflred the alBdance of governor 
Bourchier to humble this common enemy of the 
Malabar ccaft; and he fent commodore William 
James, who commanded the company’s marine 
force in India, upon that expedition. He failed 
from Bombay, on the aad of March 1755, in the 
Protestor of 44 guns, and the Swallow of 16 i 
with the Viper and Triumph bomb-vcflels: but 
fuch was the exaggerated opinion of Angria’s fltong 
holds, that the prdidency milrucicd him not to cx- 
pofe the company’s veiTefs to any rifeue by attack¬ 
ing them ; and only to blockade the harbors, while 
the Morattoc army carried on their operations by 
land. The next day, his fqtiadron fell in with fe- 
ven tail of Angria’s grabs, and t-Ieven gailivats, off 
Rajaporc, and chaced them to the fouthwnrd. On 
the fecund day, ft ill continuing the diace, the com¬ 
modore was joined off Choule by (even Morattoc 
grabs and fixey gailivats, with 10,000 troops on 
board. T he united fleet proceeded to Comara bay, 
where they anchored, that the Morattoes might get 
their meal on fhore, as they are prohibited by their 
religion from eating or walking at fea. Departing 

from 
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from hence, they anchored again about fifteen 
miles north of Severn droog, when Ramajec Punt, 
the Morattoc general, di (embarked his troops to 
proceed the reft of the way by land. Commodore 
James received intelligence, that Angela's fleet lay 
at anchor in the harbor of Severndroog, about 
twenty-five miles eaft of Bombay ; and he repre- 
fented to the Morattoe admiral, that by proceeding 
immediately thither they might come upon them in 
the night, and lb efreftually blockade them in the 
harbor, that few or none would be able to efcape. 
The Morattoc ieemed highly to approve the pro- 
pofalj bur had not authority enough over his offi¬ 
cers to make ar.y of them llir before the morning, 
when the enemy dilcovered them tinder fail, and 
immediately (lipped their cables and put to Tea. 
The commodore then flung out the fignal for a 

S cneral chale; but that was difregarded by the 
lorattoes, who all kept behind, and fufibred t!ic 
Protestor ro proceed alone almoft out of their fight. 
While the Moratroes were fo timid and dilatory, 
the enemy exerted themltdves with uncommon in- 
dud rv, their gaIJivats mwing the grabs: they Bung 
overboard all their lumber to lighten their vefiels 
not only crowding all the lads they could bend, but 
alfo hanging up their garments, quilts, and even 
their turbands, extended on the flag-ftaves, to 
catch every breath of air. However, the Protector 
came within gun-lhot of the fternmoft j but even¬ 
ing approached, fo that commodore James gave 
over the chafe, and returned to Severndroog, which 
he had palled icveral miles. 

Severkdkoog was a fortrcTs upon an ifianci, 
within mufket-lhot of the continent, having no 
more than two fathom and a half in the firth. Jt 
was ftrongly, but not regularly fortified; the 
greateft part of the works being cut out of the folid 
rock, and the reft built with (tones ten or twelve 
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feet fquare - p having fifty-four guns mounted on the 
baftions, On the main land there were three forts j. 
the large ft of which was called Fort Goa, built in 
the fame manner, with large fqtiare ftones, and 
mounted forty guns. The other two were built 
with ft ones of an irregular fhape, and each of them 
mounted twenty guns. 

Commodore James found Ramajee Punt with the 
army befieging the three forts on the main land ac¬ 
cording to their way : but they fired only from one 
gun, a four-pounder, at the diftante of two miles, 
where the troops did. not think thcmfelves i'afe 
without digging pits, in which they flickered them- 
fclves covered up to the chin from the enemy’s 
fire. The commodore judged from thefe opera¬ 
tions, that they would never take the forts ; he 
therefore determined to exceed the inftrudions 
which he had received from the prefidency, rather 
than expofe the Britifh arms to the difgrace they 
would fuflfer, if an expedition fhould miicarry, in 
which they were believed by Angria to have taken 
fo great a fhare. 

The commodore began to cannonade and bom¬ 
bard the Bland Fort on the ad of April; but not 
being able to penetrate the walls, which were fifty 
feet high, and eighteen thick, moftly cut out of 
the rock on the fide where he made his firft attack j 
he moved his Ration fo as to reach Fort Goa with 
bis lower decks, while he plied Sevemdroog with 
bis upper tier. By this prudent difpofitiun, and a 
vigorous fiie within a hundred yards, the north call 
bullion of Severndroog and part of the parapet were 
laid in ruins, about noon j when a fhcll from one 
of the bomb-vcficJs Get fire to a clurched houfe; 
and the Englifh, with an mediant fire from the 
round-tops, prevented the garrifon from extingui fil¬ 
ing it. The blaze fpreading fiercely at that dry 
fcafon of the year, all the buildings of the fort were 
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(bon in flames, and among them a magazine of 
powder blew up. On this dilafter, the inhabitants, 
men, women, and children, with the greateft part 
of the garrifon, in all about iqoo per Tons, ran out 
of the fort, embarked in eight large boats, and at* 
tempted to make their efcape to Fort Goa: but 
they were prevented by the lingltfh ketches, who 
took them all. This enabled the commodore to 
turn all his fire upon Fort Goa, which was fo 
feverely cannonaded, that the enemy loon hung out 
a flag as a lignal to furrender: but the governor, 
without waiting the event of a capitulation in his 
neceflitous circumftances, got Into a boat with ionic 
of his mo ft trufty men, and crofted over to the 
Aland, where he feemed refclved to maintain his 
ground, until he ftiould receive factors from Dabul, 
which was in fight of it; trufttng in the natural 
ftrength of the place, notwithftanding the ruin it 
batf faftained by the bombardment in its walls and 
magazines. Upon this the Protestor renewed her 
fire upon Sevemdroog, and the commodore, under 
cover of the fire from the fhips, landed half his 
ftamcn, who with great intrepidity ran up to the 
gate, and with axes opened to themfdves an en¬ 
trance through the fally-part, without much fain 
on which the garrifon farrendered. About the 
fame time, the other two forts on the main land 
had hung out flags of truce, and the Murattocs 
took poflMfion of them. This was all the work of 
one day, in which the fpirited resolution of com¬ 
modore James deftroytd the timorous prejudices, 
which had for twenty years been entertained ot the 
impracticability of reducing any ot Angria’s fortified 
harbors. 

This conqueft was followed by the furrender of 
Bancoote, a fortified ifland which commands a har¬ 
bor about fix ftiiles north of Sevemdroog, by whofe 
fate it was terrified, and farrendered on the firft 

fammons

fummons on the ffth of April, It has a good har¬ 
bor* and a great trade ter lak : but, what is more 
eflential, the adjacent country is inhabited by Ma- 
homedans, and abounds with cattle, which arc 
much wanted for the ufc of the ganiton and fqua- 
dron at Bombay, who find it difficult to procure 
beeves in other parts of the coaft, as they are under 
the iurifdiftion of princes of the itrifteft calls of the 
Gen too religion, who wo r [hip the cow, and regard 
the killing of that animal as the greateft of crimes. 
The Moranocs contented chat the Englilh company 
fiiould keep Bancoote, which is now called Fort 
Viftorh, and the circumjacent country is fubjeft to 
the Siddee : but the other forts were delivered up 
by the Englifh to the Morattocs, 

Ramajee Punt was fo much dated by thefe 
fuccdles, that he offered commodore James 200,000 
rupees, or 25,000!. ftcrling, if he would imme¬ 
diately proceed againft Dabul, and fome .ithcr of 
Angria’s forts fouthward of that place, 1 his was 
certainly the time to attack them, during the con 
Ifern at ion into which the enemy were thrown by _ the 
Ioffes they had fuftained ; but the ftormy monibon 
was approaching, and the prefidency ordered the 
commodore to bring back the fleet into harbor with¬ 
out delay. The EngJIlh fleet accordingly re¬ 
turned to Bombay on the 15th y and the Moral toe 
fleet returned at the lame time toChoulc. 

In this lunation affairs flood in November, when 
rear admiral Watfon arrived with his fquadron at 
Bombay -, and the fair fcafon being returned, he 
cor. fen ted to affiftthc prefidency and the Morattoes 
in their farther operations againft Anglia. It was 
determined to ftrike at once at the root of his power, 
by attacking Gcriah, the capital of his dominions, 
and the principal harbor and arfinal of Ids marine 
force : but it was fo long fmee any Englishmen had 
feen this place, that, trufting to the report of tha 

natives, 
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natives, they believed it to be as ftrong as Gibral¬ 
tar, and like that fnuated on a mountain inaccdTiblc 
from the fea* For this rcafon it was reJ'olved to 
fend vdTets to reconnoitre it, while the king’s fhipi 
were cleaned and repaired. 

Commodore James in the Protector, with the 
Revenge and Bombay frigates, was lent to recon¬ 
noitre Gcriah, accompanied by Sir James He wet, the 
admiral’s firft lieutenant. They found Angria’s fleet 
at anchor in the harbour $ not with (landing which, 
they approached within cannon-fhot of the fore, 
which they attentively confidered, and returned 
to Bombay on the g ift of December, They def- 
cribed the place filch as it really was ; very lirong 
indeed, but far from being inacceflible or impreg¬ 
nable : upon which representation, it was refolved 
to profecute the expedition with vigor and fp'irit. 

The admiral held the proper confultarions with 
the prtfidency in the beginning of the year 1756 ; 

fent the Bridgewater and King-flfher (loop, 
with lb me of the company’s armed (hips, to cruize 
off tli at port: they were joined, on the 27th of Ja¬ 
nuary, by commodore James in the Protestor, with 
the Guardian frigate and remained on this If at ion 
till the admiral arrived there. All things being 
ready on the 6th of February, the admiral afitm* 
bled a council of the principal lea and land officers 
belonging to his majefty and the company, when 
the (hares of prize-money to every dais were Jet- 
tied, to prevent all difputes in cafe of fuccefs. The 
Moram>e army, under the command of Ramajce 
Punt, marched from Choule, from whence their 
Beet failed at the lame time i and, on the nth, 
admiral Watfon arrived with his Iquadron. 

The whole fleet con lilted of fourlliipa of the line, 
of 70, 64, 60, and fjO guns ’, a frigate, and a Hoop, 
all belonging to the king: with four frigates, and 
four bombs belonging to the company On board thefe 
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fhbs were the king's train, and the company's mi¬ 
litary i being about Soo Europeans, and ioog fe* 
poys, command by the heroic colonel Give- The 
Mo rat toe fleet con lifted of four grabs and forty 
gallivats, commanded by Naripunt *, and the Mo¬ 
ralities had alfo an army of 3000 horfe, and 10,coo 
foot, under Ramajee Punt. 

The famous fcrtrefs of Ceriah was flcuated on a 
promontory of rocky land, about a milt long, and 
a quarter broad, near a mile from the entrance oi a 
large harbor, which forms the mouth of a river do- 
feending from the Balagat mountains. The pro¬ 
montory projects to the fourh-weft, on the right 
of the harbor j and on the tides is contiguous to the 
water, inclofed by a continued rock about fifty feet 
high, on which the fortifications were built. Theie 
were a double wall with round towers j the inward 
wall fifing feveral feet above the outward. The neck 
of land, by which the promontory joins to the conti- 
near, was a narrow fand ■, beyond which, where the 
ground expands, was a large open town, orpetcah, 
for the habitation of fuch perfons whofe attendance 
was notcondandy required in the fort. The river, di» 
reding its courfe to the fouth-weft, wathed the 
tiorth-Udes of the town, the neck of land, and tile 
promontory, On the neck of land were the doots 
in which the grabs were built and repaired, trom 
whence they were launched into the river ; and tea 
of them, among which was that taken from tha 
company, were now lying in the river, all tied to¬ 
gether, almofl oppofiw the docks. 

Suck a formidable fleer, fo far beyond the ap- 
prehenfions of Angria, (buck him with terror. He 
abandoned his fort, left the town to be defended 
by his brother, and threw himfelf entirely upon 
the mercy of the Morattoes, with whom he law 
it was neceflary to pure hale a peace at any raI e* 

There 
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There were about 2000 people in the fort, 300 of 
whom bore arms. One fhip, eight grabs, and ma¬ 
ny gallivats were in the harbor. There were up¬ 
wards of 200 guns in the place, fix brafs mortars, 
and a large quantity of ammunition of all kinds. 

The Morattoes had eroded the river at fome 
di ftance fro it 1 the fea, and encamped to the ea El- 
ward of the Pettah. Here Angria endeavoured to 
prevail on Ramajee Punt ro accept of a ran fa m for 
his fort, and ottered a large fum of money, if he 
would divert the dorm that was going to break on 
him : but the Morattoes con fide red him as a prison¬ 
er, and in fitted he fhould fend an order to put him 
in puHellion of the fort. 

Admiral Watfon was informed of thefe elan- 
deftine proceedings; and, on the 12th in the morn¬ 
ing, fent a fummons to have the fort and town fur- 
rendered to him 1 but receiving no anfwer in the 
time he propofed $ and finding the Morattoes, from 
whom he had received no afiiftance, were trifling 
with him, he weighed in the afternoon, and flood 
into the harbor in two diviftons, parallel to each 
pother, the largett covering the bomb-ketches and 
Jmailer veil'd* from the fire of the fort, in the fol¬ 
lowing order.

bombs. 
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along the north fide of the fortifications at the dif- 
taimof fifty yards, began to batter them with (50 
pieces of cannon •, while the bomb-ketches plied 
ihcir mortars, and (truck the enemy with terror and 
aitonilhment. At four o'clock, a (hell was thrown 
into the Reftorarion, ao armed (hip, which Angria 
had taken from the company ■, that (hell fet her on 
fire *, and as the whole fleet were fattened together 
with her, they (hared the fame fate 5 fo that in id’s 
than an hour this fleet, which had been the terror 
of the Malabar coaft for fifty years, was utterly de- 
ftroyed. 

Admiral Watfon felpe&ed the enemy would 
endeavour to let in the Morattoes *, which fiippoli- 
tion was verified by a deferter, who gave informa¬ 
tion, that Angria had fent orders to his brother, not 
to (offer the Englilh to enter upon any account. 
At half paft feven, the admiral landed all the troops 
under the command of colonel Clive, who landed 
in lefs than an hour to the caftward of the fort 
and to prevent the Morattoes from carrying their 
fchemc into execution, took up his ground between 
them and the fort. 

At day light, on the ! 3th, the admiral ordered 
the line of battle- (hips to warp ctofe in, ready to 
batter in breach, when the fignal (hould be made, 
and for that purpofe only to fire their lower tier. 
He fent Sir William Hewec up the river, with feme 
barges and pinnaces, in fearch of feme vefltls; and 
this lieutenant took pofleflion of a (how and a grab. 
At one, the (hips warped within about a cable's 
length of the foot of the walls, in three one-fourth 
fathoms, and fired. The enemy returned a few 
fliot, and threw four (hells : but at fifty-five minutes 
paft one, a magazine in the fort blew up v and, at 
four minutes paft four, they threw out a fignal to 
capitulate: on which the (hips ceafed firing 5 and 
lieutenant King was fent to the fort with terms. 

The 
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The admiral infixed chat his troops ihould be 
let in, and the enemy’s colors hauled down , which 
they refilled ; but contented to hoi ft the Britifh 
colors, admit fix per ions to remain for the night, 
and deliver up the place in the morning. 

The Ihips renewed their attack at live j and fif¬ 
teen minutes after the enemy hung out their flag 
again ; when colonel Clive came on board the Kent, 
attended by a perfon from the fort, with proper pro¬ 
posals, which were agreed to, and an officer tent on 
fhore to take pofieffion of the fort, where the Britifh 
colors were then hoifted; and the captains Forbes 
and Buchanan took poflcffitm of it with fntty men. 

Colonel Clive had blockaded the fort with his 
troops on (horc ; and by his polition prevented the 
Morattoes from getting pofteffion of the place in a 
clandeftine manner. This was proved to be their 
deflgn, by an offer they made ro the captains 
Buchanan and Forbes of 50,000 rupees, if they 
would fuffer them to pafs their guard: but they 
rejected the offer with indignation, and difclofed it 
to colonel Clive j after which the Morattoes found 
it as impoflible ro elude the vigilance of the com¬ 
mander, as to corrupt the integrity of Ins officers. 

The next morning all the Britifh troops entered 
the fort, and it was found, that notwith (tan ding 
the cannonade lud Jcftroyed molt of the artificial 
works upon which they fired, the rock remained 
a ftrong and almoft impregnable bulwark v fo that 
if the enemy had been endowed with courage fuffi- 
cient to have maintained the place to extremity, it 
could only have been taken by regular approaches 
on the land fide. 

The lofs on both ftdes was mcanfiderable ■, for 
this conquL-fh did not coft the fquadron more 
than nineteen men killed and wounded, and moll 
of diem were by an unlucky (hot on board the 
Cumberland i yet every fit ip received at Icaft 
Vol. II. twenty 
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twenty or thirty fhoc in her hull, mads, or rigging; 
However, the admiral laid, he Should have been 
able to proceed to Sea again in twenty dour hours, 
had there been a neceffiry for fo doing. The Eng- 
JifH found their fafety in their own bravery and 
fpirir, and by diiving the enemy from their works 
with the brifknefs of their fire. '1 be garrifon having 
once abandoned their batteries, were Safe in the ex¬ 
traordinary height and thlckncls of their wallsfor 
all their ramparts, not hewn out of the folk! rock, 
were built of malty ft one, at Jeaft ten feet in length, 
laid edgeways; fo that the greateft weight of metal 
made no imprdlion, and would never have effected 
a breach : therefore, it is evident that the garrifon 
was Subdued by the terror of fo unufua! a fire. 

There were found in the place zoo pieces of 
cannon, and fix brats mortars ■, with a great quan¬ 
tity of ammunition, military and naval (lores of all 
kinds i be (ides money and eflcdls to the value of 
125,000!, which were divided among the captors, 
without any referve either for the nation or the 
company. Angria's fleet was entirely deftroyed : 
their were eight grabs and one (hip, wirh a great 
number of gallivacs as alfo two large (hips upon 
the llork?, one of which was co carry forty guns. 

About zocjo people were made prifoners, among 
whom were Angria's wife and two children i hb 
mother, brother, and admiral, whom Mr. War (bn 
treated with rhe utmoft clemency. When he en¬ 
tered Angria’s pa her, the family appeared, making 
.4 grand fa lam, or reverential bending cf their 
bodies, touching the floor with their (aces, and 
dreaming tears from their eyes; which was a 
moving icene to all the fpe&arors. The admiral 
comforted the priloners by many marks of tender- 
ru-is, and told them they were under his protection. 

I hry made another fafam, and Angria’s mother 
‘ddrefied his conqueror in tiiefe terms: “ The 

people 
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people have no prince ; I have no font my daugh¬ 
ter has no hulband ; nor thefe children any father.” 
The admiral anfwered, he would be their father: 
upon which, ihe ycongeft boy, about Ox years of 
age* feized the admiral's hand, and lobbing laid, 
4i Then you that! be my father.” It overpowered 
the heart of that gallant man, who flied tears on 
this occafitm, and took the children with him to 
bom bay : but Angria, who was then thirty-five 
years of age, remained with the M ora t toes, and the 
reft of his family continued under the protection of 
the Engiilh at Gcriah. 

Thers were fix Engfiflimen, two Scotchmen, 
and three Dutchmen, found priloners in the fort, 
who were happily fdcafed from (la very. While: 
the fleet were employed in taking the plunder on 
board, the Morattoes lent detachments to fummon 
feveral other torts, which furrendered without 
making any refinance ; thus, in Ids than a month, 
they got poUeflion of all the territories w re fled 
from them by Anglia's predecdTurs, and of which 
they had for itvenev years defpaired of ever beinij; 
able to recover. 

Admiral Watlbn kfr 300 of the company's 
European troops, and as many Lepoys, in gamlon 
at Gcriah he ailo fl attuned four of the company's 
armed vcflcls in the harbor, for the defence of the 
place, as it was judged to be very tenable, and ex¬ 
tremely well fuuattd for the advantage of the com¬ 
pany. In the beginning of April, the fleet returned 
to Bombay, where the admiral repaired his i quadrun: 
He failed from thence on the 28th of April, and 
arrived at Mad nils on the 12th of Mays after 
having totally annihilated the power of Angria on. 
the cqaft of Malabar. 

The fuccefs of the En.glifh on this coaft, was 
greatly checkered with their Ioffes in other parts of 
India. Ftcfh. troubles arofe in Arcot between the

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Nabob and the fubordir.ate governors ; as alfb be¬ 
tween the viceroy of the Dtckan mid the French 
while the Inglilh company were deprived of all 
their fettle menu on the coalt of Bengal.

S INCE the proclamation of the truce, M. Bufl’y 
had been confiantly employed near the perfon 
of Sabbat zing; fometlmes accompanying him in 
expeditions in the field, at others rdiding with him 
at Golconda, where he entirely influenced his 
councils. In the expedition which they made to 
Maiflpre* they collected a large fum of money, 
without committing any hortilitirs ; for the Mai fib¬ 
re a ns agreed to pay 5,200,000 rupees, or 650,000). 
fieriing *, belides conftderable preferns to the princi¬ 
pal officers, among whom M. Bully had the greatc.il 
fhare. 

After his return from this expedition, Salabat- 
.ting remained feveral months at Golconda 5 and as 
the French influence over him was never fo great in 
a time of tranquility, as when he had cccalion for 
their iervice in the field, fomc of the difeontented 
lords of the court, who were attached to the de- 
pofed minidsr Seid Lelker Cawn, renewed their 
intrigues to diminilh the viceroys affedtion for the 
French; and even the Duan Shanavas Cawn, 
wearied by the perpetual reproaches of his country¬ 
men 
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men for fupporting the interrll ct thofe foreigners, 
turned again and joined that party, tiy betr;tying of 
which he had obtained his polh 

Their Jeheme was deeply hid-, and to fecurc 
the I u tee Is of it, they communicated it to Baiaze- 
row, the chief of the Moraitues, whom the frequent 
defeats which he had received from M. Bully, 
rendered as defirous as themfdves of removing the 
French troops from the fervkc of Salabaczing. 

M. Bully was every day enlarging the valuable 
arid executive pofleflions which the French held in 
the north ; and it was apparent that the ufe he had 
been endeavouring to make of his influence over 
the viceroy, was to acquire the dominion ot all the 
Deckan. The French made exorbitant demands 
of polTdTions from SaUbatzing, and even required 
10 garrifon the fort of Golconda. Ballazerow re- 
monltmted to Salabatzing, the danger and flume 
which the influence of a final! body of Europeans, 
thus arrogantly giving Jaw to a great prince, mult 
bring on his character and government. He then 
propofed, to march with their united forces againit 
the city of Savin ore, the capital ol one of the 
i’atan Nabobs, by whole treachery Nazirzing and 
Muzapherzing loft their lives, I he lueeeiibr of 
that Nabob had refuted allegiance to Salab&tzing, 
and entered inro a defenftve alliance with Morarow, 
whom Balazerow had regarded as a rebel ever flrtce 
he affefted to be independent of the Saha Rajah’s 
authority. 

Salabatkinc contented to this propofal of Ba¬ 
lazerow ; and both their armies appeared in the 
month of March before Savanore. This place is 
fi tinted about 200 miles fouth of Ciolcenda, and 
thirty north-weft of Bifnagar t it was ftrongly for¬ 
tified, and the garrifon was reinforced by Morarow 
with a great bodv of EVlorattoes, However, the 
operations of M. Bufly foon reduced the Nabob anci 
Morarow to enter into a negotiation, and both ol 

Q 5 ihem 
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rhem made their fobim/fion p Morarow not only to 
Sajabatzing, but aJfo to BaJazerow, 

Immediately after this fticcefs, the difeorurmed 
lords demanded at Salabatzing todirmifs the French 
troops, and oblige them to retire 10 Maiuhrarnam. 
M. BuIFy faw the importability of refilling the com- 
bin at ion lormcd againil him i and making a merit 
of ntcefiity, pretended to be as delimits as his ene¬ 
mies could wilh him of quitting 3 fervtce to lull of 
di icon tent: but his defigu was to fecure the pro¬ 
vinces which Salabatzing had given the French. 
He therefore took his leave of the Snubahdar 
without any marks of difguil, 3ntl mAtchfd away 
with the troops under his command* which were 
600 Europeans, with 5000 fepoys, an d a fi. lC train 
of artillery However, his enemies Mjx&td his 
dcitgn, and determined to cut off his troops on 
Jheir march. Orders were fen t 10 all ifie Polyaars 
to oppofe their pfidge, and Balazemw detached 
6000 Moratmcs to harrafs them ; but they marched 
with little Infs to Hydrabad, where they arrived on 
the 14th of June. 1 

M. BuOy took pclil-fiion of a garden which had 
lormtrly belonged to the kings of Golconda, deter¬ 
mining to keep his poll until he fhoulJ receive 
fome luccors from Pondicherry and Mafulinatram* 
from which places he was to be joined by .too men, 
who were to be landed at Malidipatnam, from 
whence they could march to Hydrabad in fif¬ 
teen days. 

Salabatzing prepared to march and attack the 
French in Hydrabad ; and as a lurer means of re- 
duemg 'h™ dirp^ „ pre|rw , 01|K Kfi .

Deck an, on which the very exigence of the Eng- 
Jifh on the eoaft of Carom and --1 feemed to depend- 
They therefore with great alacrity affured Salabat- 
zing of their intentions to comply with Iris requeft, 
and were on lire point of ordering a detachment of 
400 Europeans and 1 500 fepoys to take the field ; 
bot in the middle of July, they received letters 
it am Bengal, in terming them or the greateft dan¬ 
ger that had ever threatened the company's fettle- 
moits in Indnllan; to retrieve which bom utitr 
perdition required nothing Ids than the exertion of 
the mm oil force that could be 1 pa red from the coaft 
of Coromandel : but during the expedition again ft 
Angria, no material alterations happened in the 
En^iilh ami French affairs on that ctwtft- 

The detachment fcru under the command of 
major Kilpatrick, to affilt the Nabob in collecting 
his revenues from tire Polygars to the north of Ar¬ 
cot, kept the field until tire end of the year, with¬ 
out committing hoftilities; for the IN dy gars lub- 
mitted and paid their tribute to the Nabob, who 
was anxious to draw the troops out of the countries 
-of thole in figni Scant chief's, to employ them a grind 
one of much greater confcquence. 1 his was Mor- 
riz Alice the Phoufdsr of Ydtift, whole great 
riches, ex ten five territory, and the vicinity of his 
capital to Arcot, rendered him almoft as confider- 
abk in the province as the Nabob hinvlelf", who pre¬ 
vailed on the prefidency of Mad raft to afSft him in 
the reduction of Velore. Accordingly the detach¬ 
ment on its return to Arcot, from the expedition 
againft the Polygars, w r as reinforced with 200 Eu¬ 
ropeans, Several companies of fepoys, and two 
eighteen-pounders: the whole now amounting to 
500 men in battalion, and 1500 fepoys, who en¬ 
camped on the 30th of January 1756, within 
cannon-fhot to the fouth of \ el ore. 

Thr Phoufdar bad early intelligence of their ap¬ 
proach, and applied fur a Alliance to M. de Leyru, 

(^ 4 the 
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the governor of Pondicherry 1 , who wrote to the 
prefidency of Mjdrals, that he regarded their pro* 
ceedings again ft V el ore, as a breach of the truce, 
and fiiould commence hoftilitics if the Englilh 
troops were r.ut withdrawn j and, as a proof of his 
intention, he ordered 700 Europeans, with 2000 
ftrpoys to take the held. 

At the fame time that Major Kilpatrick was 
alarmed by the approach of Jilch an enemy in the 
rear, he found that Vdore was too ftrorrg to be re¬ 
duced by the forte under his command, Moniz 
Atlee had alfo his anxieties ; for next to the dread 
of being vigoroilfly attacked, nothing was fo terri¬ 
ble to him as the neeeflity of admitting a body of 
French troops into his fort; although, to a mule 
the Englilh, he publicly declared that he fhould 
not hclicAte to rake this ftep if they commenced 
holtilitics: both Tides having cogent reafons to 
avoid them, a negotiation was opened, and Ma¬ 
homed Iflbuf was Tent into the town to fettle the 
terms. The Phoufdar agreed to pay 200,000 
rupees, or 25,000). fterting, on condition that he 
ihould never be moleftcd either by the Nabob 
or the company : but his propofol was rejected, 
though the French troops were advanced as far w 
Arnt: upon which the Englilh returned to Arcot, 
and the French marched back to Pondicherry. 

When the account came to Madrafs of the lofs 
of Calcutta, and all the fubordinate factories in 
Bengal, the neeeflity of re-eftablilhing the fcttle- 
ments there fuperfeded every other confide rat ion. 
As the Englilh were thus prevented from fupport- 
ing Salabacting in his meafures, he was obliged 
to alter his refolutions; and Ending that M. Bully 
was joined by 50O Europeans, under M, Law, 
he loon admitted the French into his fervke again. 
The confequence was, that the French, in 1757, 
took from die Englilh the factories of Vizagapat- 
nam, Bandermalanka, and Ingcram.

CHAP. L 

A defer iption e/ Bengal ; with an account of Cal¬ 
cutta and Fort William, the English pre- 
fidtncy in that kingdom. The viceroy Surajad 
Dowla takes the field againjl the Englifh, and 
reduces tbiir fort at Cossimauzaa : be btfieges and 
takes Calcutta. His cruelty to tbe Englifh m 
Fort William; and the fujferings ef the unhappy 
perfoHs confined in the black, tele, where only t wenty- 
three fttrvived cut $f 146. 

I Have before obferved, tint the Mogul empire 
con fills of three grand divilioos, of the Indoflan, 
the Deck an, and Bengal: as alio that the lirft is go¬ 
verned by the emperor himlctf, and the other two 
by his viceroys, who apparently profefs an allegiance 
10 him, but really aft as independent love reigns. 
The Suba% or viceroy of Bengal, had aifo the pro¬ 
vinces of Bahar and Orixa annexed to his govern¬ 
ment, and afted in every refpeft as an abfolutc 
prince. 

Bengal is the moll eaflern province of the Mo¬ 
gul's dominions, and is annually overflowed by 
the Ganges, as Egypt is by the Nile. It lies upon 
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the mouth of the Ganges, and is bounded by the 
Ptovinces of Patna and jefnat on the north i rhe 
kingdom of Aracan on the call i (he bay of Kendal 
and the province of Qrixa on the feuth; and uy 
tilt provinces of Narvar and Malva on the weft ; 
extending about 400 miles in length from eaft to 
well:, and 300 in breadth from north to fouth. 

The bay of Bengal is the largdft and deep eft in 
the known world, extending from the fouth part 
of Coromandel to the river Huegley* ; in which 
fpace it receives the great rivers Ganges and G.uena 
from the weft fide asalfo the Arakan and Menam- 
kiorior Avar river from the eafl: fide. But Ben¬ 
gal, as a toaft, is fuppufed to extend only from 
Gape Palmiras on the north coaft of Golconda, to 
the entrance into the Ganges, That river rifes in 
the mountains of Nigracut, part of Great Tartary, 
receives many other rivers, and after a courfe of 
3000 miles, fills into the Gulph of Bengal by fo 
many mouths, that travellers are not agreed in the 
number of them ; however, the common pafiage 
for European Shipping is up the river Huegltty, one 
of the mod weftern branches. 

The foreign and domeftic trade of Bengal are 
very confidcribfe * ns may appear from the great 
number of PerGaoi, Abyflintans, Arabs, Chin He, 

(luzarats, Mai librarians, Turks, Moors, Jews, Geor¬ 
gians, Armenians, and merchants from all parts of 
Afia, who retort there. Ail the Chriftiaii nations 
efiabJiftivtl in the Eaft-Indies alio fend their fhipping 
to Bengal - t and it is with the merchandizes or ibis 
country that they partly make their returns to Eu¬ 
rope, be fide s what they export for their India 
trade. The principal merchandizes at Bengal are 
Jdks, ccuon-cloths, pepper, rice, falt-pctrc, wood 
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for dying, terra merita, lacca, yellow and white 
wax, indigo, camphor, aloes, and gum gutta. 

The places of the greaceft commerce, and where 
the Eoglifli* French, and Dutch have iheir bd\ 
etlabliihmeocs are, Calcutta, Coffimbuzar, Hueg- 
ley, Pip Icy, and Bali fore. The capital of the 
viceroy is Muxadabzd, which is large and popu¬ 
lous : and Fort William, or Calcutta, is the prin¬ 
cipal place belonging to the Englifh company in 
Bengal * of which 1 have given a particular account 
in the firft volume. . 

The capital city of the kingdom of Bihar is 
Patna, which lies in $5 degrees of caft longitude, 
and 26 of north latitude, upwards of 400 miles 
from Calcutta, It extends levcn miles in length 
upon the banks of the Ganges, and is halt a mile 
broad ; fo that it contains many ihoutands of inha¬ 
bitants, and is a place of great trade for fatc-perre 
and opium. Mr. Robert Eyre was the Englifh 
chief here ; but the company withdrew iheir factory 
in this city in i 750. It confided ot a chief, three 
council, and two aCillants % w-ith a lieutenant and 
forty foldiers under his command. It was thought 
very ftrange that the company jhould relintjuifli 
this factory, while they w'ere able to transport flic 
commodities of Bahar lately down the Ganges, 
fince the deftruftion of the Moratioes on the banks 
of that river ^ and more elpecially as the company 
had great influence with the Nabob, who had then 
no other European faflory in life government. It 
frauds were committed in that factory, they ought 
to have been, detected j not the factory to be loft by 
us, to give the French an opportunity of tucceeding 
in the fettlemem. Mr. Cole obtained a penfiun v 
and Mr, Robert Eyre was dilmifTed the fervice; 
though it appears by Mr. Eyre’s addrefs to the 
company in 1753, that he had Ibewn they Suffered 
a Jofs amounting to upwards of 100,000 S. by em¬ 
bezzlements, 
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brzzlcmcnts, falfe entries, and bad conduct at 
Patna. 

Orix a has fuch bad ports, that little trade is 
carried on there. 

The richnefs and fertility of Bengal, wkh the 
fafe and extenfive navigation of the Ganges, flww 
the importance of the fecdemcocs within thd'e limits - 
and have engaged the trading companies of the 
maritime nations in Europe to eftablilh factories 
upon the banks of the Ganges; which will be bet¬ 
ter Teen by the following account of the villages on 
each fhore, fo far as they ferve to convey an idea 
of the intcreft of the Englifh company. 

The fir It town on the river Huegley is Cukulla, 
a good market for coarfe doth ; as alfo for corn, 
oil, and other produce of the country. A iiirle 
higher is the Dutch BankfhaJl, or place where 
their fliips ride, when the current prevent their 
getting up the river. From CuJculla and juanpar- 
dna, two large deep rivers run to the ealt ; anti on 
the weft fide there is another that runs by the back 
of Huegley Ifland to Radnagor, famous for manu¬ 
facturing cotton, cloth, and Jilk romaals or hand¬ 
kerchiefs ; and on the lame river is grown the 
greatcfl quantity of fugar in Bengal. Ponjrlly, x 
little market town for corn, Hands To me what higher 
on the eaft bank ot Huegley river, and exports 
great quantities of rice : and about a league above 
Ponjdly, was a pyramid, which ferved for a land¬ 
mark or boundary of the Englifh EalbIndia com¬ 
pany’;, fettkmentof Calcutta, that is about a league 
higher up. 

At this time Calcutta was a very fiourifhmg 
place, and the prefidency of the Englifh company 
in Bengal. It was fituated on the moll wdterly 
branch of the Letter Ganges, in M- degrees of cait 
longitude, and 2a 4 45 r of north latitude v 150 miles 
north-caft of Bali fore, and 40 fouth of Huegley. 

1’he 
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The governor refided in Fort-William having fix 
council, and other officers, as at Madrafi and Bom¬ 
bay i in whom all the other English hickories at 
Hurley, Ripley, Dacca, and Bali fore were fabor- 
dinatc.' The town was large, fair, and populous 5 
being inhabited by many private Enghlh merchants, 
and Several rich Indian traders, who fupplied the 
company with the commodities of the country. 
The fort was ll:rung, and had a garrifon of Euro- 
rowans and fepoys. The plan of it was an irregu¬ 
lar tetragon, built with brick, and mortar called 
puck ah, made or bnck-dult, hmc, moLdlcs, and 
hemp, which becomes as hard and durable as (tone. 
The governor’s houfe was within the fort*, and was 
a handfome, regular (truetore. There were alfo 
convenient lodgings for the factors, ttorehooles tor 
die company’s goods, and magazines for their am¬ 
munition. The company had alfo good gardens 
and fith-pnnds ; with an hofpital for the fick. On 
the other fide of the river there were docks for re¬ 
pairing and careening the fhipsj near which the 
Armenians had a good garden. All religions were 
tolerated here: the Pagans carried their idols m 
procdfion i the Mahommedans were not dilcoun- 
cenanced ; and the Roman Catholics had a church. 
About fifty yards from the fort was the Enghlh 
church, built by the contributions of the merchants 
and feamen who came to trade there. The Eng- 
lifh had the Mogul’s permifiion to fettle at Calcutta 
in 1690 ; and Mr. Job Channock, the company’s 
agent in Bengal, pitched upon that tpot, for the 
fake of a large fliady grove which grew there : but 
it was the '.vnrft place he could have marked out i 
for three miles to the north-caft there is a ialt-lake, 
which overflows in September; and when the flood 
retires in December, there is fuch a prodigious quan¬ 
tity of fifli left behind, that they putrify and mftft 
rhe air. Bcfidcs the Gcntoos worfhip the Ganges, 

and 
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and bring their fkk people to its banks, to die 
near it: they entirely "burn the bodies of the rich - t 
but only disfigure thole ot’ the poor with the flames, 
and throw them into the river, where they float in 
great numbers, and are preyed on by the crows. 

Calcutta was generally garrifoned by 300 Eu¬ 
ropeans, who were frequently employed in convey¬ 
ing the Company’s vtriTcis from Patna, loaded with 
fair-pet re, piece goods, opium, and raw filk: for 
as the company held the ict dement immediately of 
the Mogul, they were under no app rehen lions of 
being difpoflefied- Indeed, rhe Raja’s, w hole go¬ 
vernments extend along the Ganges, between Cof- 
flmbuzar and Patna, had foroc times interrupted 
that navigation, and endeavored by force of arms 
to exact the payment of certain duties for all mer¬ 
chandize that pafled on the coalt: but their force 
had been iupprefled, and no farther danger was 
dreaded from them. 

The trade of hengal funplied rich cargoes for 
fifty or fixry fhips yearly j betides what was carried 
in lmaiivr Veflels to the adjacent countries; and the 
article of fair-petre only was become of fucli great 
con Sequence ro the European powers, that every 
thing was attempted by the French and Dutch to 
deprive the Englifii of that advantage. For this 
realon it was greatly to be fufpcfled that theft rivals 
in trade had fpirtted up the new viceroy to extirpate 
the Englilb factories within his dominions, under 
various flight pretences, of being treated with dif- 
refpect by governor Drake ; of a right to certain 
duties, which were refilled by the company - t and 
for giving protection to the Moors. 

The viceroy Alvedeikam died on the 4th of 
May >756, and was fuocecded by his nephew Sura- 
jad Dowla*, who behaved in a very tyrannical 


* The Frtneh call him SaraHiot Dottih. 
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manner, to all per fa ns, and particularly m ihofe 
of diflinction, wtuple effects were kized. and 
the European nadoos forbid to afford them any 
proteflion or retreat; .with which orders the French 
and Dutch fir icily complied ; but the Engltfh 
incurred the mfeacmcm of the viceroy, by im¬ 
prisoning a rich Indian at Calcutta, who had been 
of great lervice to iheir company, Hia name was 
Omyehund, an eminent Gen too merchant, who had 
lived fevera! years in the dillrscc of Calcutta, under 
the protection of the Englifli company, and was 
now impri(bred by governor DTakc. In i 74 - 7 > r he 
Englifh were in fuch a bad iituatfon here, that they 
had no money, and had (Iretched the company’s 
credit as far as it would then bear; they had alto a 
large provillon of goods to make ; and that purr ot 
the" invefttneof alone, to be provided at Calcutta, 
excitative of the Subordinates. amounted to 2,402,000 
rupees. The whole body of merchants declared, 
they were incapable of furnifiling the English with 
any goods, untefs the ready money was to be ad¬ 
vanced: but what moll perplexed the factory was, 
rheir orders from England, cxprefsly forbidding 
them to employ Omyehund as a Dadney merchant. 
Thck orders arrived juit at i his time, when he was. 
not only one of the company’s principal creditors, 
but was the only man that could be of any fervicc 
:u that jujifture, by his into re ft and influence abroad. 
However, Omyehund was prevailed on to go to 
the council, and tell them, mat, though the com¬ 
pany was angry with him, he was always ready to 
ierve them, and was then willing to cant raft for 
one-third of the whole investment *, lor whicn he 
would be paid on delivery of the good-, or re¬ 
ceive bonds bearing interest, if they had no money 
in the treasury; which propotal created fuch.an 
envy and emulation among the other merchants, 
that tiie Englifh happily accomplished the cargoes 

of 
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of four fhtps. However, this wealthy Indian was 
imprifoned at Calcutta, which gave the viceroy a 
pretence of marching his army towards that place. 

The viceroy took the field, on the goth of May 
1756, with an army of 30,000 hori'e ; 40,000 foot; 
and 400 elephants. On the ad of June, he detach- 
ed 20,000 men to invert the Englilh. fort at Coffins- 
buzar *, a large and mercantile town, fimated upon 
an iiland formed by the well branch of the Ganges, 
two miles below Muxackbad, 60 welt from Dacca, 
and 70 miles north of Huegley, which {lands about 
100 miles up the month of the river The Englifii, 
French, and Dutch had factories here. The country 
about it was very fertile, and the inhabitants re¬ 
markably induftrious, being employed in many 
iifcful manufactures. They generally iurnifh 22,000 
bales of filk a year, each bale weighing joolb. 
They have alio t a (reties, and the molt beautiful 
cotton-cloths of the country. 

The Englilh fort was final l, but regularly built; 
had 60 cannon mounted, and wasgarriluncd by 300 
men, principally fepoys- The viceroy pretended 
he had received many infuIts from governor Drake; 
but he deferred attacking the fort, until he had 
propofed a treaty of accommodation with Mr. 
Watts, the chief of this factory, whom he fum- 
moned to a conference in his pavilion, about a mile 
and half from the town ; under a folemn aflu ranee, 
that he fhould be no ways inoleftcd, Mr. Watts 
imprudently confented, and fee out with his furgeon, 
attended by four Peons: but when they were about 
muikct-fiioc from the fort, Mr. Watts was ftized 
by a party of the viceroy’s troops, who manacled 
him with the folds of a turban, and condoled him 
in that manner before the viceroy. That imperious 
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prince would hardly deign to look on him ; out 
compelled him to lign a paper, acknowledging a 
large debt to the viceroy y alter which, he ordered 
the priloner to fend for Mr. Collet and Mr. Jack Ion, 
two of the council. As loon as thole gentlemen 
entered the tent of the viceroy, he fecured Mr, 
Bat ton, and Tent Mr. Collet back, that he might 
prevail on the Englifh to furrentkr the factory at 
dilcretion y the viceroy threatening deatn to his 
two prisoners, whom he treated with the lumolt in¬ 
dignity, and fent prifoners to Muxadabad. He alfo 
temfied the garrifbn by vowing deftroftion to them 
all, if he took the fort by aflault. 

The forrenckr of the fort was warmly oppofed 
by fomt of the gentlemen in the company's fcrvice: 
but the majority of the people prevailed, and the 
fort was for rendered On the 4th, without oppofuion y 
whereby the chief, three of the council, and lour 
writers ; with lieutenant Elliot, and 5® European 
foldiers, were made prifoners. VS hen the Moors 
entered the fort, they icized on every thing, ill- 
Treated the people, ftripr them almoit naked, and 
lent them prifoners to Huegtey, where they were 
dofely confined, till they were removed to Muxa- 

dabad. , , . . „ 

The reduction of this fort greatly furprizcd all 
the Europeans letcled in India x but the country 
people were in hopes lhar the KnglilTl would punifo 
the viceroy, and deliver them from his tyranny. 
The viceroy was encouraged by this. I'ucccfs, ami 
marched with all his force again!! Calcutta, which 
was inverted on the 15th. He peremptorily 

threatened ro drive all the Enghth out ot his 
dominions', yet wrote to governor Drake to ac¬ 
commodate matters with him ; if the governor 
would pav him his duty upon the trade tor fifteen 
years part, defray the txpence of his army, and 
Vol. 1L R Oliver 
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deliver up the Indian merchants who were then in 
the fortwhich the governor refufed. 

The viceroy attacked one of the redoubts at the 
entrance of the town* bur was re polled with a 
great daughter of his troops. The English had 
two pafles, with three guns mounted on each, and 
guarded by fifty men. On the i6th, the vice¬ 
roy attacked the other advanced pod, which kept a 
conftant fire, and killed many of his troops. Not- 
withLbmding this oppofition, a third attempt was 
made on the sSth, when the Englifh troops aban¬ 
doned thole pofta, and retreated to the fort. The 
viceroy entered the town, and fuffered his troops to 
plunder it for twenty-four hours. He then ordered 
the fort to be attacked; for which purpolc, he 
threw up a fmall bread: work, and mounted two 
twelve-pounders on it; from whence they fired two 
or three times in an hour; but never could have 
made a breach. 

The governor aflembfed a council of war, to 
con fid tr of the ftate of affairs, when the captain 
of the train informed them, there was not ammu¬ 
nition in the fort for three days: in conlcquence of 
which report, the principal ladies were Sent on board 
the Ships lying before the fort. There were eight 
Ships then at anchor in the river v and the ladies 
were followed by the governor, who declared him- 
fctf a Quaker, and left the place to be defended by 
Mr. Hoi well, the fecond in council, who was de¬ 
termined to defend the place to the lad extremity. 

Besides the governor, there were four of the 
council, and eight gentlemen in the company’* fer- 
vicc *, four officers, and too foldiers ; with 52 free 
merchants, captains of Ihips, and other gentle men, 
who eleaped on board the fiiips at Full a, where 
were alb 5y of their ladies, and 33 of their children. 
The whole number left in the fort were about 250 
effeftive men, with Mr. Ho I well, four captains. 
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five lieutenants, fix enfigns, and five ferjeants; as 
alto fourteen lea captains, and 29 gentlemen ot' the 
factory. 

M*. Hnlwcll held a council of war 1 divided 
three chelh of rreafare among the difeon tented 
foldiers, to whom he made Urge promiles tor their 
courage and fidelity ; fecurcd the keys of the gates 
himirlf; and gallantly ftood the next morning to 
the defence of the place. The attack was as brifk 
as could be made by the Moors, who got pofTeflion 
of the houfes round the forr, from whence they 
galled the Engtilh much, and drove them from the 
balKons : but the Moors were feveral times diltodged 
by the fire from the fort, which killed upwards of 
12,000 men, with the lofs of only five Englilh 
fokfters, the firft day. The attack, was continued 
until the 20th in the afternoon, when many of the 
garrifon were killed or wounded, and their ammu¬ 
nition was aJmoft exhaufted ; upon which a flag of 
truce was hung out from the fore. Mr Holwelt 
intended to make an honorable and fafe retreat on 
board the (hips, while he demanded a capitulation 
to amulc the enemy : but the fhips had fell down 
feveral miles from the fort, without leaving even a 
boat to facilitate Mr. Hoi well’s efespe. During 
the parly from the walls, the back gate was betrayed 
by the Dutch guard the Moors entered the fort in 
a body, killed all thofe who firft prtf-nted them- 
felves, and made the reft prifoners. 

Th e vic-roy and his troops were in poffcffion of 
the fore brfore fix in the evening. Mr. Hoi well 
had three audiences of him, and the laft was in 
durbar, or council, before iWen 5 when the Viceroy 
repeated his afiijranees to him, on the word of a 
foldier, that no harm IhouU come to the Engiifh : 
but the mod unparalleled afls of inhumanity were 
in (lifted upon the unhappy prifoners, who were 
threatened with momentary dettruftiun. 

K 2 It 
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It is believed, the viceroy's orders were only 
general, that the Englifh fhotilcl be fecured for that 
night: but what followed might be the refult or 
revenge and rdentment in the "breath of the lower 
dais of jemmidaars, or officers of the rank ofler- 
jeants, who had many of their order killed during 
the Urge. However, the viceroy was enraged not 
to find the treafure he cx pe&ed in the fort, which 
had been fecured on board the {hips. 

As foot) as it was dark, the Englifh pnfoners, to 
the number of j 46, were directed by the jemmi- 
daars who guarded them, to coiled themteIves into 
one body, and fit down quierly under the arched 
veranda, or piazza, to the weflward of the bUck- 
hole prtfon. Bcfides the guard over them, another 
was placed at the fouih-end of this veranda, to pre¬ 
vent the elcapc of any of them. About 50& gun¬ 
men, with lighted matches, were drawn up on the 
parade and Toon after the factory was in flames to 
the right and left of the priibners, who had various 
conjectures on this appearance. The fire advanced 
with rapidity on both Tides j and it was the pre¬ 
vailing opinion of the Englifli, that they were to 
be fuJfbcatcd between the two fires. On this they 
loon came to a rduluiion of ruthing on the guard, 
fciihng their feymitar?, and attacking the troops 
u [.nil 1 he parade, rather than be thus tamely roafted 
to death; but Mr. Hoi well advanced, and found 
the Moors were only fearching for a place 10 con¬ 
fine them in. At that time, Mr. Hoi well might 
have made his efcape, by the affiifonce of Mr, 
.Leech, the company’s I’mith, who made his efcape 
when the Moors entered the fort, and returned juft 
as it was dark, to re 1 1 Mr. Hoi well, he had pro¬ 
vided a boat, and would infurc his efcape, if he 
W'uuld follow him through a paflTage few were ac¬ 
quainted with, and by which he then entered, This 
might eafily have been accompli(hed, as the guard 

took 
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took little notice of it: but Mr. I in! well told Mr* 
Leech, he was refolded to iTiare the late of the gen¬ 
tlemen and the garrifon; to which Mr. Leech 
gallantly replied, that “ then he was reiulved to 
Jhare Mr. Hoi we ll’s fate, and would not leave him.” 

The guard on the parade advanced, and ordered 
them all to rife and go into the barracks. Then, 
with their mulkeis prdented, they ordered them to 
go into the biack-hole prtl'on •, while others, with 
dubs and fcymltarc, prefied upon them fo ftrong, 
that there was no refilling it i but, like one agitated 
wave impelling another, they were obliged to give 
way and cntL-r ^ the rdi following like a torrent. 
Few among them, the ibidiers excepted, had the 
lealt idea or the di mentions or nature of a place they 
had never fetn for if they had, they fhuukf at ail 
events have tufiled upon the guard, and been cur 
to pieces by their own choice, as the lefii*r evil. 

It was about eight o’clock, when theie 146 un¬ 
happy perfons, trxhaufteJ by continual action and 
fatigue, were thus crammed together into a dun¬ 
geon about eighteen feet iquare, in a dole lukry 
night in Bengal ; ftiut up to the call and fbuth, the 
only quarters from whence air could reach them, 
by dead walls ; and by a wall and door to the north ; 
open only to the well by two windows, flrongly 
barred with iron, from which they could receive 
Icarce any circulation of frefh air* 

What muft enfue, appeared to them in very 
dreadful colors, the in ft ant they law the fize and 
fttuadon of the room. Many imfuccdsfui attempts 
were made to force the door 1 for having only their 
hands to work with, and the door opening inward, 
all endeavors were vain and fruiilefs. They plainly 
perceived, [hat death, attended with the mod hor¬ 
rid train of circumfiances, mult prove their inevita¬ 
ble deftiny. 

R 3 Mr. 
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Mr. Hoi. well advised them to preferre a calm 
mind, and quiet refignanon to their lace; which 
produced 2 fhorr interval of peace : but that paufe 
was not a little dillurbed by the cries and groans of* 
thr many wounded. Mr. Holwell offered a Jem- 
tnidaar two j boy land rupees, to get them feparated 
halt if? one place, and half in another. The Moor 
attempted it twice; but fa id it could not be done 
without the Soubah's order, who was aflcep, and no 
one dared awake him. 

They had been but few minutes confined before 
every one tdl into a perforation fo profufe, that no 
idea can be formed of it. This brought on a 
raging thirfl, which increaled in proportion as the 
body was drained of its moiiture. Various expe¬ 
dients were thought of to give more room and air. 
Every man was dripped, and every hat pur in mo¬ 
tion : they feveral times fat down on their hams; 
but at each lime feveral of the poor creatures fell, 
and were inftantly fuffbeared or trod to death. 

Before nine o’clock every man’s thirft grew in¬ 
tolerable, and refpiration difficult. Efforts were 
again made to force the door; but Bill in vain. 
Many inlulrs were ufed to the guards, to provoke 
Jiem to fire in upon the ptilbners, who grew our- 
ageous, and many delirious. “ Water, water", 
iccamt the general cry. Some water was brought; 
nut thefe fupplies, like fptinkling water on fire, 
snly fcrvfd to raile and feed the flames. The con* 
aifion became general, and horrid from the crie s 
and ravings for water and Tome were trampled to 
death. This Jcene of mifery proved entertainment 
to the brutal wretches without, who fupplied them 
with water, that they might have the fatisfedion of 
feeing them fight for it, as they phrafrd it ? and held 
up lights to the bars, that they might tofe no pare 
of the inhuman diverfion.

Be foxE eleven o'clock* mull of the gentlemen 
were dead, and ore third of the whole. Third grew 
in tolerable: but Mr, Hulwell kept bis mouth moift 
by fucking the perfpiration out of his if; in lie eves, 
and catching the drops as they fell, like heavy rain 
from his head and face, by half an hour after 
eleven, moft of the living were in an outrageous 
delirium, They found that water heightened their 
uneaHnefles; and " Air* air,” was the general cry. 
Every infuit that could be devifed againfl the guard ; 
all the opprobrious names that the viceroy and hit 
officers could be loaded with, were repeated* to pro¬ 
voke tlie guard to fire upon them. Every man 
had eager hopes of meeting the Erft foot. Then a 
general prayer to Heaven, to hailen the approach 
of the flames to the right and left of them, and put 
a period to their milery. Some expired on others * 
while a fream arofe as well from the living as the 
dead, which was very offcnfive. 

About two in the morning, they crouJed fo much 
to the windows* that many died (landing, unable 
to rail by the throng and equal prelTurc round. 
When the day broke, the ilench arifing from the 
dead bodies was unfuficrable. At that juncture, 
the Suubah, who had received an account of the 
havoc death had made among them. Tent one of his 
officers to enquire if the chid lurvived. Mr. Hob 
wdl was fhewn to him and near fix an order came 
for their releale. 

Thus they had remained in this infernal prifon 
from eight at night until fix in the morning* when 
the poor remains of 146 fouls, being only twenty 
three, came out alive ; but moll of them in a high 
putrid fever. The dead bodies were dragged out 
i:f the hole by the foldiers* and thrown ptomifeu* 
oufly into the ditch of an unfinifhed ravelin, which 
was afterwards filled w ith eatllj*

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Those who fumved were Meflkurs HolweTJ, 
Court, Cooke, Lufhtogton, Moran, and Bordet ; 
the captains. Mills and Dickfcn, and enfign Wal¬ 
cott; Mrs. Carey, whole hufband was a captain of 
one of the Ihips, whom Ihf accompanied into the 
prifoji, where hr died j John Meadows, and twelve 
military and' militia blacks and whites. Among 
the dead were Edward Eyre and William Bail lie, 
Eftjs; both of the council; the reverend Jcrvas Bel¬ 
lamy, and 21 grntlemen in rfic krvkej three mi¬ 
litary captain?, five lieutenants, five enfigns, five 
Serjeants, and 12 lea-captains \ in alt j.> gentlemen, 
and 69 common men. Mr. Eyre was brother to 
the dean of Wells, and to Mr. Robert Eyre the 
chief of Patna. Mr. Baillic was the ion of doctor 
Bail he ; a Scotch gentleman, and hue judge of the 
vice-admiralty court in Ireland, 

History has never furnilhud a fpft fo full of 
horror ■, and no tyrant ever devifed a more tortur¬ 
ing i cent of barbarity, not even Ph a laris. 

Messieurs Holwell, Court, Burdet, and Wal¬ 
cott, were ordered into the custody of an omesr, 
and the relt were immediately let at liberty, except 
Mrs. Carey, whofe youth and beauty caufed her 
to be detained for the tyrant. The voluntary op* 
petition of Mr. Holwell incenfed the viceroy agamit 
him s and fup poling that he would not have un¬ 
de rtaken a work of fupercrogauon, attended with 
Juch fatigues and danger, upon d: finite retted prin¬ 
ciples, he made no doubt that there were very great 
frealures in the fort, in which he was concerned as 
a proprietor. It happened unfortunately, that Mr. 
Ho!well in the hurry and confufion of the fiegc, 
after the fort had been defer ted by the governor, 
forgot to fet Omychund at liberty. It never once 
occurred to him, or he had certainly done it, be- 
caufe he thought his imprilbnment unjuft: but 
Omychund relented this neglcft as an act of inju- 
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like ; and Mr. Ho!well Thought that the hard 
treatment he met with, might be attributed to 
Omychund’s inlinuations ; in which opinion he was 
confirmed by die confinement of the three gentle¬ 
men (elected to be his companions, who were all of 
them perfhns again it whom OmychunJ had con¬ 
ceived a particular refentment. 

Mr. Hot.we 1.1 was in a high fever, and unable 
to Hand ; yet in that condition he was conducted 
before the viceroy, who cold him, he was wdI in¬ 
formed of great creatures being buried or fecreted 
in the fort ; that Mr. Holwdl was privy 10 it and 
mult di (cover it, if he cxpe&cd favor. Mr. Hoi- 
well urged every thing be could to convince the 
viceroy there was no truth in the information : but 
he was ordered prifoner under Mhir Mud don, ge¬ 
neral of the houfoold troops; and, as fuch, was 
conducted, together with Meflietirs Court, W alcot, 
and Burdet to the camp, within the outward ditch, 
near Omychund’s garden, which was above three 
mifes from the fort. Mr. Hoi well was threatened 
to be foot off' from the mouth of a cannon ; and 
among the guard that carried him from the viceroy, 
one bore a "large Morattoe battle-ax, which occa- 
fioned a report that he was beheaded. They were 
all loaded with fetters, though in a fever; in which 
condition they were conveyed to Muxadabad, to 
wait the return ot the viceroy, 

They embarked in a Wo Hack, or large boar, 
on the 24 rh, and were thirteen days in their paffjge 
to Muxad.ibad, which is about two hundred miles 
up the river from Calcutta. Their provifion was 
only rice and water 5, and they had bamboos to lie 
on ; but as their fever was come to a crifis, their 
bodies were covered with boils, which became run¬ 
ning fores, expofed to exceffive heats and violent 
rains, without any covering, or fcarce any cloaths, 
and the irons on their legs confumtd the fkfh al- 
mbft to the bone. 
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Mr. Holwell, js a prifoner of (fate, was 
cllimared and valued to Bundo ting who 

commanded the guard, at four lack of rupees, or 
50,000 I. lierling. 

They arrived at the French faflory, on the ;»h 
ot’ July in the morning, and were waited on by 
Mr- Law the French chief, who gencroufly fup- 
plied them with deaths, linen, provifions, liquors, 
and money. About four in the afternoon, they 
landed at Muxadabsd, and were confined in an 
open (table, not far from the Soubah’s palace. This 
march drew tears of difdain and angullh of heart 
from them : thus to be led like felons, a fpectade 
10 rhe inhabitants of this populous city. They had 
a guard of Moors placed on one fide, and a guard 
of Gentoos on the other. The imirenfe croud of 
fpechtors, who came from all quarters of the city 
to fatisfy their cur'tofity, fc> blocked them up from 
morning until night, that they narrowly < Leaped a fe- 
cond (uftiicatton.the weather being txcrfiiveiy fulrry. 

Here they experienced every ad of humanity 
and friendlhip from Mcffieurs Law and Vtrnct, the 
French and Dutch chiefs at Cojlimbuzar, who left 
00 means uneflayed to procure [heir rcleafe. MeiT. 
Rot and Elkftone, the Dutch chief and fecond at 
Muxadabad, regularly lent them provifions, and 
daily vifited them. The whole body of Armenian 
merchants were moft kind and friendly to them. 
Meffieurs Flattings and Chambers had obtained 
their liberty by the French and Dutch chiefs be¬ 
coming bad for their appc-rance : and this lecurity 
was offerer! for Mr. Holwell, but without ctfeft. 

After the taking of Calcutta, ’Ik Soubah called 
it Atlynagore, and left Rajah Monickcliund, a 
Gcntoo, governor there, who expelled mod of the 
Indian inhabitants, and obliged them to feek for 

Jtcfrion from the French and Dutch faftoiks at 
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Englifh chief at Ballafore, with two other gentle¬ 
men, and twenty-five military, quieted that faftory 
by order of governor Drake, and went on board 
the ftnps at Fulta. The fame was done by Mr. 
Amyatt, the chief at Jugdcra, who came on board 
with five or her gentlemen, and twenty military. 
But Mr, Beecher, the chief at Dacca, lour of the 
council, three gentlemen, and three ladies, with 
twenty-four military, were made prifoners ; though 
they were afterwards permitted to live in the t tench 
factory, by whole interccCion they were fee at 
liberty. 

The Soubah arrived at Muxadabad on the i ith 
of July i and in his way called at Hucgley, where 
he rcleafed Mr, Watts and the ether gentlemen 
confined there. On the 15th, he ordered Mr. Hul- 
well and his three companions to lie conducted to 
the Kclh, or Soubah's palace, to have an audience, 
and know their fate. They had no admittance that 
day to the Soubah; but they Taw levcral of his 
tninifters, who had entered his court in the tic 1110ft 
pomp and magnificence, brought out difgraced, 
in the cuftody of the guards. Mr. Hoi well and 
hts companions obtained their rclcaie at the intcr- 
cdUon of Allyverdy Cawn Begum, the dowager 
princei's, grandmother oi the Soubah, who lulli- 
cired their liberty at a fcaft the preceding night ♦, 
and he promiled to releafe them on the next day, 
when he called on them, as he went by to his pa¬ 
lace of Mooterjeel. They made him ibe ulual 
fafam; and Mr, Hoi well addrrflfcd him in a Jhorc 
fpecch. letting forth their fa ffe rings, and petitioned 
for their liberty. He gave no aniwet •, but ordered 
the guard immediately to cut ihrir irons off, and to 
conduct them wherever they chefe to go, as alio to 
rake care they received no trouble or infaic. As 
foon as their legs were free, they took boat, and 
proceeded to the Dutch mini near the city, where 
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they were received and entertained with real joy and 
humanity. Mr. Hoi well foon after embarked for 
England ; and the Soubah was foon alter pumtiled 
for his cruelty.

I T was reported, that the EngUfli company had 
loft two mi Elions fieri ing Ly the viceroy’s re* 
iuftion of Calcutta*, which made it necdTary for 
the prdidency of Madrafs to rdinqoiih the a^ree* 
ment with Sabbat zing the Sou bah of the Deck an, 
and to fend all their force to oppofe Surajad Dowla 
the Soubah of Bengal. Colonel Clive was accord¬ 
ingly difpatched with 400 Europeans, and 1000 lc* 
pojr$ from Coromandel to Bengal. 
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Admiral Wat ton failed from Mad rats on the 
t6th of October 1756, with all his fquadron and 
the troops on board i accompanied by the Walpole 
and Marlborough Indiamcn. They had a tedious 
padage; and arrived at Ballifore road on the 5th of 
December. The admiral eroded the bracts on the 
Kth, proceeded up the river Hucgley, and arrived 
at Fulra on the 15th, where he found governor 
Drake, and che gentlemen of the council, on board 
the company’s (hips. As the pilots would not take 
charge of the (hips until the fprings were over, tire 
admiral could not proceed higher dll the aStli, 
when he failed with the Kent, IVger, Saliibury, 
Bridgewater, and KingVfifhcr (loop : and the next 
afternoon, the company’s troops were landed under 
the command oi colonel Cbvc. 

The troops were to march and attack Bufbudg.a 
fort by Sand, while the fquadron was to attack it iiy 
water, This fort belonged to the Sou bah, and 
was extremely well lUuatcd for defence \ having a 
wet ditch round it; but badly provided with can¬ 
non. The fquadron anchored before the fort, and 
began to cannonade about eight in the morning on 
the 30th v and half an hour after the king’s troops 
were Sanded to fupport colonel Clive, The (hips 
foon file need the fort, which was fet on fire, and 
abandoned. The garrifon and people cfcapcd * 
leaving eighteen guns, from twenty-four pounders 
and downwards, and forty-two barrels of powder, 
whh ball in proportion. One of the company’s 
captains was killed, and four fuldiers wounded. 

On the rftof January 17571 the Kent andTyger 
anchored between Tanna fort and a battery op po¬ 
lite to it i both of which the enemy abandoned, as 
the (hips approached. About forty guns, fome of 
which were twenty four pounders, and all mounred 
on good carriages, with fome powder and ball were 
found in this tort and battery t and the admiral

kit the Sulif'bury as a guard-lhip, to prevent the 
enemy from regaining them, ]n the night, he lent 
the boats, manned and armed, up the river, to 
burn a (hip and fume veflels, laid to be filled with 
tombullibles ; which was executed without oppn- 
ftiian. Thus the Englifh had opened a pafiage to 
the fort of Calcutta, the hte icene of the deplora¬ 
ble I offerings of lo many of rheir unfortunate 
Countrymen, 

Early the next morning, the company’s troops 
were landed, and marched to Calcutta j while the 
/blips proceeded up the river, and drove the enemy 
from ibme batteries below the town. The Kent 
and Tyger (fill failed on, together with the twenty 
gun lliip and floop. The Englifh were animated 
with revenge at the afFefting fight of Fort William; 
and, at ten minutes pad ten, the Tyger and Kent 
made lb warm a fire, that the enemy were foon drove 
from their guns, and ran out of the fort, which 
captain Coote, with the king’s troops, and an 
officer from the Kenr, entered a little before eleven. 
They found 91 guns of different Jlzes, four mor¬ 
tars, and a confiderable quantity of all kinds of 
ammunition!. The (hips fuffered very little in their 
malts, yards, and rigging t there were only nine 
feameii and three foldiers killed * with twenty-file 
fcamen and five foldiers wounded. 

As expedition was then propofed agalnft Hoegley, 
'which was fituated on the other fide of the river, 
about fixty miles above Calcutta, It was a large 
town, fubjeft to the Soubah, and chiefly inhabited by 
Indians and Portuguezc! but this was alfo the place 
of rendezvous for all nations who traded to Kendal ■„ 
its warehoufes and (hops being always filled wirh’che 
richemerchandize of the country and the Dutch 
had a factory there which was large and magnifi¬ 
cent, This expedition was undertaken by the 
twenty gun fit ip and (loop 1 the boats of the iqua- 
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dron manned and armed ; afftfted by all the king’s 
troops, amounting to 170, the company’s grena¬ 
diers, and 200 lepoys, commanded by major Kil¬ 
patrick. They failed on the 5th* under the com¬ 
mand of captain Smith, of tits Bridge waterand, 
on the nth, the place was taken and deftroyed. 
The Englifh took twenty guns, and a great quan¬ 
tity of ammunition. As the city was deftroyed, 
together with the granaries and ftorchoufes of fdt 
foliated on the banks of each fide the river, ir was 
of great prejudice to the viceroy, as they contained 
a, Bore for the fubfideuce of his army, while in that 
part of the country. 

Tuts the Englilh became matters of the flrong- 
eft places of trade in Bengal i and their fucHTcs in- 
fl.mvd the Soub-ih more than ever, who found that 
Indian forts could not refill Englifh valor. He 
therefore marched with an army ot 10,000 hcrle, 
end 15,000 foot', with which he intend'd nothing 
ids than the total expulfion of the Englifh outof 
Bengal. Hi> army was iccn marching by the Englifo 
camp, on the ad of February, about a mile da¬ 
ta nee towards Calcutta, whore they encamped. 

Colon t l Clive had only 400 Europeans, and 16co 
lepoys: bur, on the 15th, he was reinforced by 4 
detachment of Tailors t 180 from the Kent, 173 
from die Tyger, 120 from die Salifbury, 29 from 
the Bridgewater, 37 from the Sloop, and 30 from 
the indiamcn ♦, in all 569, commanded by captain 
Warwick. The whole body was to force and drive 
the viceroy out of his camp ; and began to march 
at three in the morning, with the failors attend¬ 
ing the train, which confided of fix held pieces, 
and one haubiner. The king’s troops and com¬ 
pany’s grenadiers were in the trom, the battalion 
next, then the train, and the fepoys in the rear. 
About five, the troops in the van entered the Sou* 
bat’s camp, when they were charged by the 

Moorilh 
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Maorifh horle i and by the rime the rear-guard 
were entered, the engagement became general front 
hedges and bufhes. The Englilh played their ar¬ 
tillery, defending the right and left of their army 
all the way through the camp, and driving the 
enemy before them with great rapidity, till they 
lodged them {elves in a tope, behind fome hedges. 
From thence the Soubah detached a large body of 
horfe, with two cannon, to the crofs road of the 
Bungloi but colonel Clive foon didodged! them, 
and marched into the fort. In this aft ion the 
viceroy had 1300 men killed and wounded, and 
2} of the former were officers : he had 500 horfes 
killed, as alio 300 draught bullocks, and four ele* 
phants. The Englilh had two captains of the com¬ 
pany’s troops, 17 private foJdiers, ia feamen, and 
iO fepoya killed j with 15 feamen, and 50 foldlers 
and fepoys wounded ; but lieutenant Lutwidge of 
the Saiifbury, was mortally wounded. 

This attack was not attended with the defired 
fuccefs: yet it was fufficieric to make the Sou* 
bah very follicitous to accelerate a peace, which 
was concluded on the 91b of February, and con- 
fitted of the feven following articles : 

I. That whatever rights and privileges the king 
had granted the company, fhoukl not be de¬ 
puted i and the immunities therein mentioned 
Ihould be confirmed. 

II. That all goods puffing and refilling through 
the country, by land or water, with Enghfli 
orders, Ihould be exempt from any tax, fee, 
or impofition. 

HI. That all the company’s fadiorks feized by 
the Soubah Ihould be returned : and all mo¬ 
nies, goods, and effefts be reftored, or ac¬ 
counted for. 


IV. That 
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IV, That the Englilh fliould have permilfion to 
fortify Calcutta, as they thought proper, 

V. That they fhould have liberty to coin their 
own imports of bullion and gold. 

yi* That the viceroy, and his principal officers 
and mini Iters, fhould ratify this treaty by 
ligning and fealing, and (wearing to abide by 
the articles therein contained. 

VII. That admiral Charles Watfon and colonel 
Robert Clive, on the part and behalf of the 
Englifh nation .and of the company, agreed to 
live in a good underfhnding with the Soubah, 
to put an end to thefe troubles, and be in 
friend fhlp with him while lie obferved and per¬ 
formed thefe articles. 

But the Soubah required, that the governor and 
council fhould alfo fign them with the company s 
feal, and fwear to the performance on their part. 
The articles were equally honorable and advantage¬ 
ous to the company, with refpeft to their pofTeffions 
and privileges granted by the Mogul, the freedom 
of crude* and the indenrtrttficatiun of all Idles luf- 
rained. The treaty was ratified on oath*, but no 
confidence could be placed in the Soubah, cVen 
under that fojemnUy, after the perfidy he had lately 
fhewn. He (bon dilregardcd the treaty, and re¬ 
newed his preparations tor war % while the Brit i fit 
commanders were convinced of the infincerity ot 
the French, who had inftigated the Soubah to 
opprefs the Englifh *, and therefore they undertook 
the reduction of the French faflfory at Cliandena- 
gore *, which is about a league below Hueglev, 


and 
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and where the French had their prelidencv of Fort 
d’Orlean. 

Colonel Clive was joined by 300 troops from 
Bombay, which incrcafed his army to 700 Euro¬ 
peans and i6co fepoys. He marched with this 
force, on the lath of March, from Calcutta to 
Chan den agore, which he inverted, and took pot- 
fefTion of all the out-ports, except one redoubt, 
fituated between the river fide and the fort walls, 
wherein were mounted eight cannon of twenty*four 
pounders, four of which pointed down the river. 
Admiral Watfon ordered the twenty gun lb ip and 
floop up the river, to cover the boats attending on 
the camp i and followed themon the 15th, with 
the Kent, Tyger, and Salifbury*, which anchored 
on the 18 th, about two miles below Grander agore, 
where they met with fome delay until the 24th, 

The French had done every thing in their power 
to obftruft the portage of the Bmilh /hips, by fink¬ 
ing two /hips, a ketch, hulk, and fnow, as alfo a 
vdlel without ma/ts, within gun-fhot of the fort*, 
and laying two bombs, moored with chains, aero Is 
the river; but the bombs were cut adrift by the 
Englifh, whole pilots found out a proper channel 
to pafs through, without weighing any of the vcflels. 
Before this was futfiriently known, admiral Pococke 
came up in his boat, and hoirted his Hag on board 
the Tyger. 

The /hips weighed on the 24th, and failed up at 
ft* in the morning : the Tyger led, the Kent was 
In the center, and the Salifbury in the rear. The 
French began to fire from the redoubt, which was 
abandoned as (bon as the leading /hip got a- breart 
of k. The fhtps were placed at three quarters after 
fix, when the ngna! was made for engaging, which 
continued very brifk on both fidcs until a quarter 
part nine. The land forces alfb kept a good and 
conflanc fire the whole time, from two batteries of 

four 
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four and two gum, they had railed near the fort. 
The French then wived a Bag of truce over their 
walls,'and defired to capitulate. 

The articles of capitulation were foon fettled* 
and were nine in all; whereby it was agreed ; 

“ That the defeners weft to be abfolutely 
given up: 

That all the officers of the girrifon were to be 
prtfoners on their parole of honor * with liberty to 
carry their effeds where they pleafed, on promifing 
they would not ferve again ft his Br. tannic majdty 
during the prtfent war: 

That the Ibldiers of the garrifon fhould be pri¬ 
soners of war, fo long as the war continued ; and 
when peace was made, they fhould be fent to 
ftfadrafs or to England: 

That the fepoys were not to be prifnners, and 
fhould have leave to return on the coaft in their 
country : 

That no Europeans fhould re fide at Chanderu- 
gore i but the French jefuits might go wherever 
they pleafed, with all the ornaments of their church: 

That the admiral would do juft ice to the inha¬ 
bitants, concerning their houfes and dUtes; but as 
to the French factories of Coftunbuzar, Dacca, 
Patna, Jeuda, and Ball a lore, they were to be fet¬ 
tled between the Sou bah and the admiral: 

That the directors, courier Hors, and ihofc em¬ 
ployed under them, had leave to go where they 
pleafed, with their deaths and linen. 

These articles were figned byMrfileurs Lapor- 
tiere, Nicolas, Sugues, Jicnauic, Fournier, and 
Caillot-, after which admiral Watfon lent captain 
Latham athore, to receive the keys, and take pof- 
feflion of the fort, into which colonel Clive march¬ 
ed with the king's troops about five in the after noon. 
This was a great loft to the French, who had in the 
fort 183 pieces 01 cannon, from twenty-four poun-

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dcrs downwards ; three final! mortars, and a great 
quantity of ammunition, Be (idea the ihips and vef- 
fcls funk below, to flop up the channel, they funk 
and run a lb ore five large (hips above the fort % and 
the Englifli took four (loops and a !now. The 
French had 500 Europeans, and 700 fepoys, in the 
fort; of which 40 were killed, and 74 wounded. 
The EngUfh had 3; men killed, and 99 wounded : 
among the former were Mr, Samuel Perreau anti 
Mr. Rawlins Hay, firft and third lieutenants of the 
Kent* and the master of the Tygtr: among the 
wounded were admiral Pococke, (lightly hurt; anti 
captain Sptke and his (on, by the fame ball; the 
latter had his leg (hot eft, -and died foon after: the 
g re a reft part of the wounded fuffered much, being 
hurt chiefly by cannon-(hot, and many of them 
died. 

Trfrrs the Englifh forces reduced four forts, and 
cilablifhed the military character of their country 
m Afia. All their operations were concerted with 
judgment and executed with fpirit. The viceroy 
was humbled, and the French were dlfmayed : but 
though 'the power o( ■ the French company was 
broke, great danger was dill to be apprehended 
front Mut perfidy andreftntment of the Sou bah, who 
was averle to comply with the ftiptiladons he had 
made. His violent and tyrannic fpirit had diicon- 
rented bis own courtiers, particularly Jaffeir Alice 
Cnwn, who was one of his principal generals, and 
held ieveral other con fid er able employments, The 
great relcdance which the viceroy (hewed to com¬ 
ply with the articles of the peace, ocenfioned many 
letters to pafs between him and admiral Watfon* 
In moft of them, the former never failed to be 
very liberaUn his promifes; but this was all that 
could be obtained from him. Thefe delays, after 
the final execution of the peace, were in effl.ft the 
fame to the commerce of the kingdom, as IF none 
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had been concluded: and the leading men at \he 
court of Muxadabad, knowing the fi it Mels dilpo- 
fition of their prince, and perceiving no probability 
of an cftabhfhed peace in the;r country, began to 
murmur, and entered into a conlpiracy to divtft 
him of the government. 

This conspiracy was headed by Jafficr Alice 
Cawn, who communicated it to Mr, Watts, the 
fecond in council at Calcutta; and intreated their 
abidance. The committee debated on this impor¬ 
tant affair with due attention and circumfpedUon - 
when it appeared, that the Soubah was fo far from 
complying with the articles of the peace he had 
Jblemnly fworn to obferve, that he would not per¬ 
mit the Englifh to put agarrifon into Cofilmbuzar v 
and had given ft rift orders not to fuffer even a pound 
of powder and ball to pals up the river. It farther 
appeared, that the Soubah had given the Itrongelt 
invitations to M. Huffy, while he commanded in 
Golconda, to join him with all the troops he could 
bring. Theft: mealures of the Soubah gave the 
Englifti council very little reafon to believe he had 
any intention to continue even on peaceable terms 
with them longer than he thought himfclf unable 
to engage in a war again ft them ; it was therefore 
judged moft advisable to join JafRer Alice Cawn 
wkh their troops ; as fuch a ftep feemed the mod 
dTcftual way of cftablUhing a peace in the country, 
and fettling the Englifh on a good and permanent 
foundation. 

For this purpole a treaty wa? entered info with 
Jaffkr Alice Cawn, who therein ftykd himfelf, 
“ Mecr Mahmud Jaflier Cawn Baludar, the Have 
of Allum Geer, Mogul,” and admiral Watlbn, 
colonel Clive, governor Drake, Mr. Watts and the 
committee. It confided of twelve arc: dies, and was 
dated, “ the 15cli of the moon Ramazan, iu die 
4th year of the prefent reign.** 

S j ■ By 
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By thistreaty, “ JafRcr Alice Cawn agreed to, and 
admitted of, the agreement and treaty made with the 
Soubah Su rajah Dowla: that the enemies of the 
EngUftj fhouid be his enemies, whether Europeans 
nr others-, that whatever goods and factories be¬ 
longed to the French in Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, 
fhouid be delivered to the Erighfh *, and the French 
never permitted to have fadbones or fettlements any 
more in thefe provinces: 

“ That to indemnify the company for their 
Ioffes, by the capture of Calcutta, and the charges 
they had been at to repolfcfs their factories, ho 
would give one hundred Crorc * of rupees, or 
1,250,000). fieri i ng: chat to indemnify the Eng- 
lifh inhabitants, who fuffered by the capture of Cal- 
cutta, he would give fifty lack of rupees, or 
625,000]. fterling : that to indemnify the Ioffes fuf- 
fered by Gen coos, Moormen and others, he would 
give twenty lack of rupees, or 250,000!. fterling: 
and that to the inhabitants, the Armenian Peots of 
Calcutta, who fufiered by the capture, he would 
give feven lack of rupees. Or 87,500 1 , fieri ing: 
the divifinn of all thefe donations were to be left 
to the admiral, the colonel, and commerce. 

“ That he would give up entirely to the com¬ 
pany the Morattoc ditch all round Calcutta, and 
600 yards all round about the ditch : 

“ That the lands to the fouchward of Calcutta, 
as low as Cutpee, fhouid be under the government 
of the Engtifh company * but the rents fhouid be 
paid into the Mogul's treafury : 

** T hat whenever Alice Cawn fent for the aJTiflr* 
ance of the Englifh troops, their pay and charges 
Jhould be disburfed by him: 

*' That from Huegley downwards he would 
build no new forts near the river. 

“ And that, as foon as he was eftablifhed Sou*

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bah of the three provinces, he would immediately 
perform thefc articles ; 

To which he fubfcribed a note, in hit own 
hand-writing, to the following purpoTe ; 

In the prefence of God and his prophet, I 
fwear to abide by the terms of this argecment, while 

1 have life.” 

Some other principal men were united in this 
confederacy, who agreed, that Jaffier Alice Cawn 
fhould faceted to the Soubah (hip, as he was a man 
of the firft quality, and held in great efteem by all 
ranks of people. 

Tits Englifh troops took the held under the 
command of colonel Clive, who marched, on the 
131b of June, from Chandejiagore towards Cofhrn- 
buzar 1 while the admiral took care to garrifon the 
former place with his Teamen. He atfo ordered the 
20 gun ftiip to anchor above Huegley, and keep 
the communication open with the colonel * whom 
he farther aflifted with a lieutenant, (even mrd- 
fhipmen, and 50 Teamen, to ferve as gunners in the 
expedition. 

On the 19th colonel Clive took the fort and 
town of Cutwa, fi mated on the weft fide the river, 
that forms the bland of Coflimbuzar, on which 
Muxadabad is Tested. The army remained there, 
for intelligence from Jaffier Alice Cawn, until the 

2 2d, when they crofted the river, and were met 
the next day by the Soubah, at the head of a nu¬ 
merous army, near Plafley, where colonel Clive 
obtained a complete victory. 

The Soubah had 20,000 men in the field, ex- 
dufive of thoTe who favoured the confpirators; he 
was alfo joined by 50 French troops who worked 
his artillery: but too confide rable bodies com¬ 
manded by Jaffier Alice Cawn, and Roy Piilub, 
were drawn too far from the line to a£t againft the 
Englijh. The Soubah marched out of his encamp- 

S 4 mart 
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ment at ci^hi in the morning, 10 fur round the 
Etiglifh, who were drawn up near a grove by the ri¬ 
ver, where his own huming-houJe fecured their 
ammunition : but colonel L’livc put his army to 
JHglu, and took poflclliun of his camp, with up¬ 
wards of fifty cannon and all Ids baggage. The 
number killed among the Soubah*s troops were 
few, as they only flood a cannonading. The Engltfh 
had 19 Europeans and 30 fepoya killed and wound- 
ed. The Soubah fled with the few who continued 
faithful to him, among whom where Mon ml, his 
prime minifler; and Moniekchuhd, his late gover- * 
nor of Calcutta. 

The victorious colonel Clive entered Muxada- 
bad in a triumphal manner, and placed Jaffter 
Alice Cawn upon the throne, who had the ufual 
homage paid him by all ranks of people, as Sou¬ 
bah of the provinces of Bengal, Bahar, and Orixa, 
He entered his capital on the 26th, and was inau¬ 
gurated on the 30th : but the fame day as this dig¬ 
nity was conferred on him, his rival Surajah Dowh 
was taken pri Toner, and privately put to death, in the 
25th year of his age, by the new Soubah’s fon and his 
party. 

Ma. Law, the French chief at Coflimbuzar, had 
collected near 200 European troops, and was com¬ 
ing to the afliftance of Surajah Dowla, a little time 
before he was taken prifoner: but Mr. Law ad¬ 
vanced no farther when he heard what was done. 
The tyranny which the late Soubah cxercifcd upon 
his own Tub] efts made his life odious - and the bar¬ 
barity which he committed on the Englilh at Cal¬ 
cutta made his death as much unpitied, as that ad 
was execrated. 

Thus, in about a fortnight, an entire revolution 
was accompli (bed in a great and populous flate, 
whereby the French were entirely driven out of 
Bengal and alt its dependencies * and more i’olid 
profit was reaped by the Engltfh EalMndia com¬ 
pany. 
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party, with few men, and a Hurt campaign, than 
has been done by crowned heads, and powerful 
armies, in rhofe bloody wars which have almoft 
drained the veins of Europe to the laft ebb. Ic 
is amazing, that the government of a vail king¬ 
dom, as extendvc as moll m Europe, equal to any 
in the fertility of its foil, fuperior to many in the 
richnefs of its commerce, and inferior to few in the 
number of its inhabitants, fhould be fo fuddenly 
transferred by fuch a handful of troops, who in 
Europe arc undelervlng the name of an army: but 
the viftors were Englilhmcn, and their leader was 
Clive, who Teems to have been born a general 1 If a 
Jullin oraCurtiushad been living in our times, what 
would they have faid, to find the glory of Alexan¬ 
der the Great outrival led by a Brit ids fubjeft? 
Alexander invaded India with an army of 120,000 
horfc and foot: but the places he took, and ths 
con quells he made, were attended with no difficulty. 
Purus fell into his hands, and he reftored him to 
his kingdom. A private fubjeefc of Great Britain 
has done an act equally as brave and great 1 his 
few foldiers would have followed him to the urmalt 
limits of the globe ; yet Alexander could not pre¬ 
vail upon his numerous army to pafs the Ganges, 
and attack Aggamenes. 

The new Soubah, among other adts of gratitude 
Jhewn to his brave allies, nude a noble prelent to 
the Englifit troops and Tailors, by whole valor be 
had acquired his dignity. He gave them fixty lack, 
of rupees, or 750,0001. fterling ; and the lums fti- 
Pulared by the treaty for other fervices amounted to 
1,875,000!. fieri mg for the Englifh company and in¬ 
habitants; befiiles 337,500!. for the other inhabi¬ 
tants of Calcutta: fo that tire amount of the whole 
was 2,562,500 1. 

The tntafury of the depofed Soubah was found 
very Ihort of expectation; however, colonel Clive

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fent down to Calcutta one third of the film (lipu- 
Jated in the agreement, which was 737,500). and 
as much more was foon to follow as would mike it 
up half. The other half was to be paid in three 
years, at three annual and equal payments. 

The joy among the Bricifh forces tor ihefc fuc- 
cefies in Bengal, was fomewhat damped on the ar¬ 
rival of the Marlborough Induman at Calcutta 
from Vizagapatnam on the cuail of Coromandel, 
with an account of the French fuccefles in tboft parrs. 

When Sabbat zing found he could procure no 
afhftance from the Lnglifh, he found It oeceflary to 
accommodate his differences with the French, and 
re-admit them into Ids fervice. M. BuiTy was rein¬ 
forced by 500 Europeans under Mr. Law, and un¬ 
dertook 10 reduce the Engiifh factories of Inge ram. 
Banderm3.1 anka, and Vizagapatnam. This having 
been fore fee n, the greateff part of the company's 
effects were fhipped off from the two former places. 
Upon the fiift alarm of hoftilities: but it was ex¬ 
pected that the laft would make feme defence, as it 
was garrifoned by 140 Europeans, and 420 fepoys, 
M. Bussy in vetted Vizagapatnam with 850 Eu¬ 
ropeans, 6000 fepoys, and 4000 pikemen, with 30 
pieces of cannon i which fcon obliged the place to 
furrender by capitulation, whereby it was agreed *, 

** That the place, with its fortifications, artil¬ 
lery, marine and military (fores, arms, and other 
(lores, (hould be delivered up to the French com¬ 
pany *, as alfo all that ftiould oe found in the diffe¬ 
rent magazines belonging to the Engiifh compny 1 
“ That the chick the council, and all thoie 
employed in the Engiifh company’s fervice, the of¬ 
ficers and all others both civil and military, Ihould 
be prifotiers of war on their parole : 

«• That all the foldicrs, failors, and other Eu¬ 
ropeans, (hould be pnfoners as long as the war Ihould 
continue between the king of France and the king 

of 
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of England, or until they fhould be exchanged-” 
Be Tides, the capture of this place gave the French 
the entire pofleflion of the coaft from Gan jam to 
Maffulipatnam. 

Affairs were not more fuccefsful in the Tout hern 
provinces, where the rebel Polygars had united 
their troops again ft Mauphus Cawn, who obtained 
a complete viftory over them near Tin eve! Jy, 
killed soon colleges, and cook 300 horfc, with 
fome elephants *, betides all their baggage and ar¬ 
tillery. After this viftory, Mauphus Cawn pre¬ 
vailed upon the Englifh fepoys to quit Madura* 
and then leized upon that part of his brother's do¬ 
minions as an ufurper. 

But all the EngUfh in thofc eiftern parts went 
greatly more concerned for the hidden and unex¬ 
pected death of admiral Watfon, who loft his life 
by a fever in that country where he had eftabliihed 
an immortal reputation. He died on the 16th of 
Auguft 1757, and was buried the next day in the 
church of Calcutta; His coiplc was attended to the 
grave, by all the principal inhabitants of the place, 
who i ntended to erc& a hand fome monument to hit 
memory. He was created vice-admiral of the red 
before an account of his death arrived in England ; 
and a very elegant monument was erected to his 
memory in Weftminfter-Abbey. 

Colonel Clive happily eleaped the dangers of 
war, and the intemperance of the climate, to enjoy 
in his native country the honor he had atchievcd, 
and the fortune he had acquired, by his heroic and 
unpara]tried ads. He commanded in Bengal in 
1758, when he fent two-rhirds of his force tor the 
fecurity of Madrafs *, from thence he returned to 
England, where he was created a peer of Ireland, 
and made a knight of the bath. 

Vice admiral Pococke fucoeedcd admiral Wat- 
fon in the command; he was joined in Oftobec 
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1757 by commodore Stevens ; and was feveral 
times victorious over the French in thole leas; 
after which he returned full of glory 10 England, 
where he received thole honors due to his didin* 
guifhed merit, 

But we fhatl find, that the new Sou bah was de- 
pofed, in November 1760, for his bad ad mio ill ra¬ 
tion of government i and that his Con-in-law Mir 
Mahmud Coffim Alice Cawn fucceeded to the 
throne of Bengal. This great event was prinri 
pally brought about by the addrels of Mr. Van- 
ftttart, the prefident at Calcutta; and as the princi¬ 
pal inhabitants of the country concurred therein, no 
blood was fluid. The new Soubah confirmed all 
the company's privileges, and granted many valu¬ 
able new ones, with the addition of a confide table 
fum of money ; but even this Soubah was after¬ 
wards depofed by thole who placed him on the 
throne, and Jaffier Alke Cawn was restored. 

All this fhevvs, that the Britilh power is now 
more regarded than ever in the Eall-InJies, where 
many fenfible people think we ought to have a mi¬ 
litary government; for the natives would pay no 
regard 10 the company if the governors were nut 
looked on as appointed by the king. Our company 
always make ufe of his msjefty’s name, which is 
attended with good efTeas: but if the governor 
■was called his excellency, it would ft like a terror 
in the natives, among whom every thing goes by 
external figure. Our company are at great expence 
in lupporting the dignity of their governors: but 
though the French company nominate their gover¬ 
nors, they mull be approved of by the king. The 
people of India defpife merchants, and honor fol- 
diers: if a foldicr bows to the Soubah, he returns 
it; but never to a merchant. Even a naked foldicr 
is looked on as a gentleman in India, therefore our 
king's foldicrs appear great among them. It has 

been 
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been thought, that if Calcutta, Madrafs, Bombay, 
and St. Helena, were each of them, with their de¬ 
pendencies, created into a fe pa rate colony, with a 
governor appointed by the king, to be aflifted by a 
council and aflembiy, cholen by the people, as in 
America, they would make as rich and jfouri filing 
colonies as Virginia or Jamaica, fince their trade 
and commodities arc of more value: and if the 
free merchants there were incorporated with the 
black merchants, who arc exce/Uve rich, and with 
the Indian artisans, who ate fober and induftrious, 
theft: colonies would foon grow up to fucli a height 
as can hardly be conceived. They would be fc far 
from a monopolizing company, that they would 
not only be able to defray their own charges, but 
give aQiftancc towards paying off the national 
debt. 
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BOOK IX. 

Hit Military and Naval Operations in India, 
between the English, French, and 
Dutch, in the Tears 1757, 175#, 1759, 
and 1760* until the Departure of Admiral 
Pococke andCoIond Clive from Bengal 
to England. 


CHAP, I. 

Reinforcements fent from England end France to 
India, in 17571 and their arrival there in 1758, 
under commodore Stevens, and general Lacey, — 
The French, wider M d’Avteuil btftcgeTzi- 
CHINOFOLI, in 1757: but the plate is relieved by 
captain Caiuacd, vsbo gets fafftffon of Madura, 
Colonel Ford attach Nellore without fuettfs. 
Colonel ALDERCR0N(i$fr^jrOuTREMALOL'R. The 
French plunder Conjeveram, and take Chett a- 
piiTj which ends the campaign of 1757. —Three 
flips belonging to the Englifti Eaft-India company 
defeat two French men of war off the Cape of 
Good Hope, in June 1757. 

W A R had been declared between Great Bri¬ 
tain and France upward* of two months, 
before any fliip was fent from England to give 
notice of it in the Eatt-Indies: but, in 1757, 1 
fqviadron of five Chips was fent there under rhe 
command of commodore Stevens, who joined vice- 
admiral Pococke in Madrafs-Road, on the 14th of 

March 
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March 1758. The French alfo Sent five men of 
war and two frigates to India, with a large body 
of troops under the command of general Lully, who 
arrived ai Pondicherry on llic 1 id of April follow¬ 
ing : but before the arrival of ihefc reinforcement* 
on the coall, the French made an attempt to fur- 
prize Trichinopoll in April. 

M- (i’Auteuil was charged with this ftTvicc, 
who in vetted the place with 900 men in battalion, 
and 4000 fepoys, with too hulTars, and a great 
body of country horfe. Triclunopoli was not then 
in a condition of defence again ft fuch a force ; be- 
caufe the g re ate ft part of the garrilon had marched, 
under the command of captain Caillaud, to befiege 
Madura. However, captain Caillaud received ad¬ 
vice of what the French had undertaken, and by 
forced marches with all his Europeans, and 1000 of 
the beft fepoys, with four days provifions in their 
knapfacks, he marched to five Trichi no poly at all 
events \ while the French were as re ft) lute to pre¬ 
vent his entrance into the town. 

M. d’Auteuil drew up his troops in four dtvi- 
fions, which formed a chain quite acrofs the plain, 
where it was expected the Englith would be obliged 
to attempt a pafl'age. The French cavalry was ad¬ 
vanced in the front, and divided into foul l parties, 
to pofiefs the roads and pofts all around-, except 
the plantation grounds, which extended about nine 
miles to the weft ward of the town, and was lb 
damp, by the overflowing of the waters for the 
rice narveft, that it was impoffibte to march over it 
without being knee deep in mud at every ftep 
therefore it was left unguarded, as it was deemed 
impafTable for an army. 

Captain Caillaud was informed by his foies of 
this difpofirion made by the enemy, and refoived 
to rake his route by this neglected and difficult way; 
but with fuch precaution as to give no fufpicion of 

without 
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his intentions. He proceeded forward in the high 
road, without the lead appearance of his defign, 
until thedofe of the evening, when he wheeled o& 
his troops towards the rice Adds. They arrived ac 
the plantations about ten chat night; and after a 
moft fatiguing march of feven hours, unnoticed by 
the enemy, advanced within cannon-fliat of the 
fort, and were admitted undifeovered, The ene¬ 
my's attention had been drawn from that quarter, 
not only by its difficult accefs, but by a detachment 
of two companies of fepoys, whom the captain had 
ordered to march in the common road, and alarm 
ihe enemy on the other fide ^ which fervice they 
effectually performed, and made their own retreat 
good through the woods, from whence they found 
an opportunity to get into the town the following 
night, M, d’Auteuil was alarmed at this unex¬ 
pected attempt, and returned with his army to 
Fond i cherry. 

Captain Caillaud having thus delivered Trichi- 
nopoli from the French, returned with a reinforce¬ 
ment to Madura, which he had left blocked up by the 
troops under the command of lieutenant Rumbold, 
A battery was erefted, which began to play on the 
gth ot July ; a breach was made before noon ; the 
attack was formed, and the troops advanced to the 
breach by two o'clock of the fame day. The be- 
(ieged gave them a warm reception, killed 34 Eu¬ 
ropeans, and 120 fepoys, be Tides many others 
wounded. The reft retreated, and were too much 
difpirked to venture upon a fecund attack. Cap¬ 
tain Caillaud found it was impoflfible to pcrfiil in 
the aflauk, and made the proper djlpofi lions to re¬ 
duce the place by famine. But as this method 
might take up fo much time, as to prolong his (lay 
until the arrival of the French Beet: and as all the 
ftrength that could be collided was needfary for the 
defence of the Englilh garrilbns again ft that event, 
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he had orders to break op the blockade and return 
to his command at Triciiinopoli: therefore he tried 
what could be done by negotiation and at length 
prevailed on Mauphus Cawn to give Madura up 10 
the company for the fum of 170,000 rupees * and 
it was accordingly delivered into his power jolt at 
the time the French fleet arrived. Captain Catlhud 
left a large garnlbn of frpoys, under the command 
of Ilbuf Cawn, and returned to Trichlnipoti. 

Colonel Ford was ordered by the prrfidency of 
Mad rats to reduce the tort of Nellore*, which it 
was apprehended the PhoufUar would make over to 
the French, The colonel marched with 100 Euro¬ 
peans and 600 fepuys and Caffrcs who inverted 
the place on the iff of May. They battered’the 
fort three days, and made a practicable breach on 
the 5th, when the alllluh began at the break of day. 
bitty Caff res, under enlign Elliot, marched boldly 
to the foot of the breach. They were ctofcly fol¬ 
lowed by 300 lepoys, until thefe latter came within 
60 yards of the breach, where they Iheitcred them- 
felvcs In a ditch, and could not be prevailed upon 
to advance a ftep farther; fo that the Europeans 
were obliged to march over them to the breach. 
This was executed with great intrepidiry, and they 
advanced with the Caffres to the top of the breach, 
where rhty were vigorously oppoted by the Moors, 
armed with Arc locks, pikes, dubs, and (h>ne$. 
The troops maintained the a [fault above half an 
hour, when the colonel ordered a retreat j which 
was conducted with Inch good oidcr, that nor a 
man was hurt after they had left the attack: but 
in the action there were 36 Europeans killed, with 
about 20 La ft res. Thole that were wounded were 


■ This is a large town, fiirjtHSftdeLi by a thick mud-wall, 
with 1 dry ditch cm all Men, but auc. where ii ibt bed of a 
river, always dry bur. in the raictv frafoii, 
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rendered unfit lor prd'rnt fervice; and there was 
fcarce a man in the breach who elcapcd unhurt, 

Several other anions happened, with various 
fqcccls. The prcrtdency ot Madrafs Tent a body, of 
troths, under the command of captain Polier, to 
reduce the French fort at Outremalour *, which he 
entered without op potmen, as the garrifon con lifted 
only of fepoys, who abandoned the place as he ap¬ 
proached. Captain Folicr left forty fepoys in gar¬ 
rifon there i but they were Toon after obliged to 
fubmit to a French detachment of too Europeans 
and 300 fepoys, which marched againft this fort 
from rtllamparva 

The filtration of Outrcmalour gave the govern¬ 
ment of M a dr a fs filch uneafinefs, that colonel Al- 
dercron was fent with his regiment to attempt its 
final reduction, and tie If ray its fortifications, which 
he faithfully performed. From thence the colonel 
marched to invert Wandewafh - t but was deterred 
from making any attempt upon the place, by ad¬ 
vice, that the French army employed againft Tri- 
chinopoli was marching to its relief. 

The French followed colonel Aldercron to Con- 
jeveram, which they plundered: but were rcpulfid 
in their attack of the pagoda, with the lofs of an 
officer and fix Europeans killed, and twelve woun¬ 
ded ■, though the garrifon con lifted of no more than 
an Etigiifh ierjeant and two companies of fepoys. 

Colomel AldtrcrOn was then advanced within 
fix miles of Madrafs, and was ordered to return 
with the army towards the French, which he did 
with as much difparch as poffibte, and encamped 
within four miles of them on the >oth of July. Mb 
defign was to attack them she next day, though they 
v.cre much fuperior to him in numbers, efpecialEy 
' -uropeans, of whom they had about iooo : but 
ne found them intrenched in a ftrong camp about a 
mik from V> andewalh. The colonel tried every 

method 
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method to draw them cur of (heir in trench merits, 
but without effect (b that it was thought proper to 
withdraw an army, that was obliged to remain in- 
a£tive, and at an ufdefs expence. 

The French continued in their camp until the 
noth of September, when they marched againii 
Chcttaput with 1S00 Europeans, j he place was 
not very ilrong t yet Nizar Mahomed Cawn, the 
governor, a flitted by a ierjeant and lixe-en men 
from Madrafs, gallantly defended it to the la ft ex¬ 
tremity, in hopes that the Engtifh army would 
come cu its relief. A great number of the allailants 
were hilled by the Moors in gambit, who feidoin 
fhew much courage in the field, but generally make 
a moft obitinate refinance in defence of their towns* 
When the governor was diove our of the fort, he 
renewed the light in the fireerr., and d if; toted every 
inch of ground, until he was fhot dead by .1 mufket- 
ball. On the report of Ids death, his family imme¬ 
diately ddlroycd [fiemfdvcs, and a great. (laughter 
was made among his troops. 

The French left a garrilbn atChetraput, and re- 
to reed to Pondicherry, which hnifhed the campaign 
on this fide. Colonel Aldercron’s fcyiment ..as 
ordered home ; lb ihit the Enjifti had only 171 S 
men at Mad rats, of whom 1 .500 were company’s 
troops, 334. enlilied Irom Aklercron’s regiment, 
and 84 recruits lent this year from England in the 
China Ihips, But the French had 3400 Europeans, 
of whom 1000 were font this year front France to 
Pondicherry, This fuperiority of flrengrh increafed 
their power, and intimidated the natives from aifift- 
ing their Englifti allies. 

Three of the Englifti company’s (hips were at¬ 
tacked in their homeward bound paftage by two 
French men of war, fenc from Pont! 1 cherry to 
cruize to the caftward of the Cape of Good Hope, 
with a view to intercept any Englifh Ihips, as they 
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Seldom had any convoy in that part of their voyage* 
The French (hips were one of 64 guns, and a fri¬ 
gate of 36, who fell 5 n wirh the three Englilh fhips 
about too leagues eafl of the Cape, in the middle 
of June. 1 hole (hips were the Houghton, captain 
Walpole, from Bombay and China 1 the Suffolk, 
captain Wilfon, and the Godolphm, captain Hutch- 
inlbn, both from Fort St. George and China. The 
French fhips attacked them, with an afTurance of 
victory over trading veflels heavily laden: but the 
three Englilh captains formed their (hips into a 
line, and fu ft lined a furious engagement for up¬ 
wards of three hours, in which the French made 
repeated attempts to board, but were always re- 
pulled, and at lad (heered off, with the lofs of 146 
men killed and wounded. On board the Englifli 
Ihips, not ib much as one man was killed, and only 
one wounded j which may feem very fur prizing to 
every one that does not know the difference between 
the Englilh and French manner of fighting a Ihip. 
The French fhips returned to Pondicherry, and the 
three Englilh (hips arrived in the port of London 
on the 29th of Auguit. The Eaft-India company, 
on the 27th of September, ordered a gratuity of 
20001. to each company belonging to thofe (hips, 
is a reward for thtir courage and fidelity.

T H E Britifh parliament, in the fupplief for the 
fervice of the year 1758, gran red the font of 
2 o,oooI. to be paid to the Eaft~India company, 
towards enabling them to defray the eRpenCc of a 
military force in their fettle merits, to be maintained 
by them, in lieu of the battalion of his majefty’s 
forces withdrawn from thofe fettlements, 

"While colonel Clive was commander in chief in 
Bengal, the Englifh company acquired great power 
and influence in that country, where they obtained 
large di ft rifts, v. hich produced near 600,000 1. a 
year to them. The viceroy Jaffier Alice Cawn alfo 
com pen fated the fer vices of colonel Clive with a 
grant of about 27,0001, fterling a year \ and ho¬ 
nored him with the dignity of an omrah : bur after 
his return to England* thofe grants were conte fled 
by the company ; which makes It necefiary to flare 
that matter in its genuine light. 

It fhould be obferved, that, upon the original 
foundation of the Mogul empire, all the lands, 
like thofe in England, were in the crown, who 
T 3 granted 
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granted the rents, in the nature of the fee-farm 
rents in England, J iielc lands were, and now are* 
called Calla lands, or lands belonging to the crown; 
the ixiKs Vfhereof, tor lexers! years, were received 
by officers appointed within the provinces by the 
emperor for rhat purpofc; and the Nabobs, who 
were tnen viceroys to the Mogul, had penfions af- 
Jigned them to maintain their courts, and lupport 
tneir governments: but that method has been 
changed for a great num ber of years part ; and the 
emperors, in (lead of pen lions, allotted to the Na¬ 
bobs large guami ties of land within the provinces 
to be d) (poled or and managed for ilrir own bene’ 
ht. Theft lands w ere, and Hill are, called jaghire 
. 4 nds, for which no taxes are paid. As to die reft 
7 thc kllds wiifain the provinces the Nabobs farmed 
toe lame of the Mogul at a certain yearly fum. 
Ihrs alteration being received into the Mogul *r 0 . 
vernment, it became immaterial to the Mogul what 
the Nabobs did with the rents: the yearly fum fti- 
pubccd was all that he expected, and that they were 
ob.iged to pay; lo that all the rents, and a ]f 0 the 
:anus that produced rhrm, were under the power of 
the Nabobs, who difpoftd of them as they thought 
ij :» and out of them conferred favors on whom thev 
pleated J

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The above account is extracted from lord Clive’s 
own papers; which may be farther confirmed by 
ihe account given by the Eaft-India directors, under 
their hands to his Britannic majdly in 1762, in a 
memorial p re fen ted by them relative to the tranl- 
actions of the Dutch; which account is in the fol¬ 
lowing words: “ By the ancient conftitution of the 
Mogul empire, of which the provinces of Bengal, 
Baliar, and Orixa, are a part, the Nabob or Soubah 
of thofe provinces was nothing more than the Mo¬ 
gul’s viceroy ; yet, lor many years paft, as the 
ftrength of that con dilution has been gradually de¬ 
clining, the Soubahs of thde and other provinces 
have been in like gradation afTuming an indepen- 
dance of the court of Delhi ; and the (hock which 
the empire received, or rather the fubverfion ot it, 
for it has never recovered, nor probably ever will, 
from the irruption of the Per funs under Nadir Shah, 
has fo far confirmed that independence, that the re¬ 
lation between the Nabob and the Mogul is at pre¬ 
lent little more than nominal. The Nabob makes 
war or peace without the privity of the Mogul j 
and though there appear ft ill lomc remains of the 
old coniVitution in the fucceflion to the NabobIhip; 
yet, in faft, that fuecdEon is never regulated by the 
Mogul's appointment, though the perfon in poflef- 
fion is generally de&mus of fortifying a difputcd 
title by the Mogul’s confirmation ; which the court 
of Delhi, con felons of its inability to in ter pole more 
fubftantiaily, and defirous of maintaining an ap¬ 
pearance of fuperiority, readily grants. The Na¬ 
bob of Bengal is therefore de fails, whatever he 
may be dt jure , a fovertign prince; or, at word, 
not a viceroy, but a tributary to the Mogul; f here 
being fome kind of tribute ftiil continued as due 
from thefe provinces to the Mogul chough it rarely, 
if ever, filths its way to Delhi.” 

T 4 If 
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Jr appears by the director's letters, that the 
Dutch, as welt as the Eiigtifti, conlidered the Na¬ 
bob in that light. However, the Dutch, to give 
fome color for rhetr complaints againil the Englilh 
company, made life of the following allegation ; 
““ The Mogul is fovereign of the country, and we 
derive Irom him, under repeated phirmaunds, a 
right to a free navigation from thence to other 
places j and this right we cannot be deprived of, 
without infringing the phirmaunds of the Great 
Mogul j which tile Nabob, who is only governor 
of a province, is not authorized to do.” 

It was in anfwer to this allegation the declaration 
above-mentioned was made by'the English directors, 
who found themfelves under the fatal neceflity, on 
behalf of the company, to make life of the fame 
rratons fur juftitying their conduct towards colonel 
Clive, as the Dutch made ufe of to jjuflify theirs to¬ 
wards the company. There arc many jaghires in 
the province of Bengal, granted by former Nahobs, 
that have fubfilled lor fevcra] generations ; yet, as 
to ihi- jaghire granted by Meer Jaffier to colonel 
Chve, the Englifh company at once ailedged, it 
was an illegal act in the Nabob ; and at rhe fame 
time admitted that the company were in the enjoy¬ 
ment of all the lands afterwards granted to them by 
his fucceflbr, without paying or being fubjedl to 
any rent at all. 

Coloxsl Clive’s jaghire was regularly paid to 
him in India limit toe year 1760, and was after¬ 
wards recnirted to him ^England until 1763, when 
it was Hopped on the following pretences, j, That 
the Mogul was fovereign of the provinces of Ben¬ 
gal, Bahar and Orixa, and proprietor of all the 
lands within thofe provinces ; and that the rents 
granted to the colonel were the ancient imperial 
rents referved and payable to the emperor*, and 
that, therefore, the Nabob could not grant or alie¬ 
nate 
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rate the fame from the imperial crown; and that 
the company might be called to an account by the 
emperor for what they had paid to him : nor was 
that all the company feemed to expect, but that the 
colonel was accountable to them for what he had re¬ 
ceived. II. That fuppofe the Nabob had a right to 
alienate thole rents, fuch alienation could cxill no 
longer than the Nabob who granted the fame con¬ 
tinued in his government, and that fuch alienation 
was not binding on his i'ueceflbri lb chat when 
Mcer Jafter became depofed, the grant became of 
no effedt, III. That colonel Clive’s acceptance of 
the dignity of an omrah, or title of honor, was 
contrary to his duty to the company; as he might 
be obliged, by fuch acceptance, to ailift the Mogul 
and the Nabob in war, even again!!: the company. 
IV. That if the colonel had a right, even then lie 
had no remedy in England ; but muft refort to the 
court of the mayor of Calcutta, or to the courts of 
the emperor at Delhi, or the court of the Nabob. 

The hr ft reafon has been already refuted above; 
and the tecond appears to be as badly founded. As 
to the third realbu, it fltould be obferved, that the 
titles of honor ufed in Europe, are unknown to the 
Indians, whofe titles are difHnguifhed only by a 
number of azaras, or looo horle, from two to 
10,000, which is the highdt, and was the title of 
the fon of the Great Mogul. The number of 6000 
expre (Tes the dignity of an cm rah, but not any Ids 
numbers and the equipage of the per I on on whom 
fuch honors are bellowed, are proportioned by the 
ufage of the country to his rank. Hence, it as ap¬ 
parent, no perfon can be ennobled in India, unlefs 
the rank and number he is appointed to be exprdTed 
in the patent *, which is a mere compliment, that 
does not Jay an obligation on the part of the perfon 
receiving fuch honor, to render the Mogul any Cer¬ 
vices whatever. But the true tenor of the honor, 

was 
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was no more than a perfonal favor to colonel Clive, 
and to give him tank among the princes and great 
men of that country j which might have been of 
Jervicc to the company in his negotiations and tranfe 
actions with them. M. Duple ix obtained a title of 
honor inferior to that conferred on colonel Clive, 
and had feveral jaghircs granted him by the Na¬ 
bob of the Deckan in lands, ceded to the French 
company, which he enjoyed many years alter 
he returned to Europe, and until thole lands were 
taken from the French, But as to the fourth rea- 
for, it is well known, if colonel Clive had been 
obliged to purfue his remedy in the mayor’s court, 
that the judges there were dependant on the com¬ 
pany : if he retorted to the courts of the emperor 
or the Nabob, no mandate or procefs front any 
filth could be mforced again ft the company. 

However, affairs were at laft amicably fettled in 
England ; and colonel Clive, ennobled w itii an 
Irilh peerage, and honored with the order of the 
Bath, in 1764, fet fail again for India, with full 
power to fettle the company’s affairs j of which l 
Hull take farther notice at a proper time ; and (hall 
now refume the military part of my undertaking, to 
wind off the thread to its bottom. 

The Hardwicke, captain Sam lbn, arrived at Ben¬ 
gal from England, on the 23d of June 1758; by 
which (hip advice was brought that the direflors ”

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had appointed colonel Clive governor of their fet- 
dements in that kingdom, where every thing wore 
an afpeft of tranquility, and admiral Pucock re¬ 
turned to the coaft of Coromandel, where the 
French were making great preparations to d i ft refs 
the EnglilH fettlements, and even to bdiege Ma- 
draft. 

On the 27th of January 1758, the French fqua- 
dron failed from the lfle of France, and appeared 
on the coaft of Coromandel in the middle of April, 
This fquadron was commanded by the count 
d’Ache, and con lifted of nine Ihips and two frigates % 
with general Lally and his troops on board- 

Admiral Pocock was joined by commodore 
Stevens in Madrafs-road on the 24th of March, 
with the reinforcements from England •, upon which 
he put the fquadron in the bell condition poffible 
for the lea, and failed on the 17 th of April with

with a view to get to windward of St. David’s to 
intercept the French fquadron, which, by his intel¬ 
ligence, he had reafon to expedl. 

The French fquadron appeared off Fort Sr. 
David on the aiith of April at nine in the morning, 
and blocked up his majefty’s (hips the Bridgewater 
and Try ton of 20 guns, and 150 men each, com* 
manded by captain William Martin and captain 
Edmund Townley, who found there was no pofll- 
biliiy of efcaping, and therefore run their (hips on 
(bore, burnt them, and retired to the fort with al! 
their men and ftores. Though the fquadron wanted 
refre foments and water, it was refolvcd to take 
advantage of the confternation at Cud dak're f, to 
block k up by fea; while M. Fatly (hould march 
from Pondicherry to in veil: it by Sand. Accordingly, 
ihe Comte de Provence and the Diligent were fent 
to land him and fome of the troops at Pondicherry, 
with orders to rejoin the fquadron immediately after 
that was done. 

M. Lallv appeared early the next morning 
within the diftrift of Fort St. David; but the de¬ 
barkation of the troops on board the (hips, and

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their junction with the troops on fhore, were pre¬ 
vented by the fudden and unexpected appearance ot 
the Brittfh fquadron to the fouthward, as the French 
were preparing to land. 

Admiral Focoek made the height of Negapat* 
nam on the aSth a: noon and running down the 
next morning, he faw feven Jhlps in Fort St. Da¬ 
vid’s road getting under fail *, and two cruizing in 
the offing. The admiral judged them to be the 
enemy* and immediately gave chace, at halt paft 
ten j but they were obliged to Qiorten fail before 
noon, when the French formed the line oi battle 
a-head, with the liar-board tacks on board, and 
flood off fhore to the eafi ward, with the wind about 
fomh. 

This obliged admiral Pocock to make the fignal 
for his fhipsto form the line a-head i which was re- 
pcated by the Queen boro ugh ; and every (htp got 
into its flstior, as faft as poflible, within random* 
jhot of die enemy, a little before three o’clock i 
(hough fome of them were more than a league ar 
that time. The admiral, by fignal, called the 
Queenborough within hail to him, and ordered that 
all her marines fhould be lent on board the Cum¬ 
berland, and twenty Teamen onboard rhe Tyger. 
He then bore down upon the Zodiaque, on, board 
which fhip M. d’Ache wore acomette at the mizen- 
top-malt-head : but obferving the Newcastle and 
Weymouth did not bear away at the fame time, he 
made their fignds- 

The French fired upon the Englifh, as they were 

g oing down : but admiral Focock did not make the 
gnal to engage until he was within half muiket-

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fliot of the Zodiaque-, which was about three 
o’clock : a few minutes after, perceiving the fhips 
were not all got dole enough to the enemy, he 
made the fignai tor a clok-r engagement, which was 
immediately complied with by the fhips in the van. 
At half paft four, obferving the rear of the French 
line had drawn up pretty clofe to the Zodiaque, the 
admiral made fignals lor the Cumberland, New- 
caftle, and Weymouth, to make fail up, and en¬ 
gage clofe. 

Saos after M. d’Ache broke the line, and put 
before the wind. His fecond,a-ltern, who kept on 
the Yarmouth’s quarter moll part of the action, 
then came up slung-fide, gave his fire, and bore 
away. The other two fhips in the rear rame up in 
like manner, and then bore away. Admiral Pocock 
then hauled down the fignai for the line \ and made 
the fignai for a general diace. 

About half paft five, the enemy were joined by 
the two fhips irom Pondicherry about four miles to 
leeward upon which they hauled their wind, and 
ilood to Use wt ft ward, with their larboard tacks on 
board, 

1 he Ertgiifii fquadron was greatly delayed in 
their chace, by the damage of the Yarmouth, Eli¬ 
zabeth, Tyger, and Salilbury, in their mails, yards, 
fails, and rigging, which prevented their keeping 
Up with the reft, that had not fuffered In the rear. 
This inability, and the approach of the night, 
made it advifeable for the admiral to haul clofe 
upon a-wind, and make a fignai to leave off chace : 
hr therefore flood to the tooth-weft, to keep to 
windward of the enemy, in hopes of being able to 
engage them next morning ; bur as they fhewed no 
lights, nor made any night-fignals that could be 
obferved by tile Queenborough, who was ordered 
a head to watch their motion^ the admiral conclu¬ 
ded they had weathered him in the night, by being 
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able to carry more fail. However, be continued 
bis endeavors to work, up after them, until fix in 
the morning oti the ift of May, when finding he 
loll ground confiderably, he came to an anchor 
about three leagues to the northward of SadraSs, 
and fent an officer to the chief of that fetElement for 
intelligence, who informed him, that the Bsen Aime 
of 74 guns had received lb much damage in the 
action, that they were obliged to run her on fhore a 
little to the fouthward of Alemparvcy *, where ihc 
French t’quadron was ac anchor ♦, but all the crew 
were laved. 

This action was about feven leagues weft by north 
from Alemparvey : the admiral had not any certain 
account of the enemy’s lof$ ; but from the reports 
of the Dutch, and fcvcral French officers, they had 
600 men killed in the action, and many wounded : 
whereas the Fnglifh had only 29 men killed, and 
89 wounded. The French fquadron recreated to 
Pondicherry, where they landed their money, ftores, 
and troops: while the Euglifh iquadron Jailed to 
Madrafs to refit. 

Adm>Hal Focock obferved, that commodore 
Stevens, captain Kempenfelr, captain Latham, and 
captain Somerler, who were in the van, behaved as 
became gallant officers i and that captain HarriTon’s 
behavior, as well as all the officers and men belong¬ 
ing to the Yarmouth, gave him fenfible fatisfaefiom 
Had the captains in the rear done their duty as well, 
the admiral would have had great plea lure in 
oomrnending them: but their manner of acting 
in rhe engagement appeared lb faulty to him; 
that, on his return to Madrafs, he ordered a court 
mar rial to alTembk, and enquire into their con- 
duffc. In confequcnce of which, captain Vincent

Admiral Pocock repaired the molt material 
damages of his fh’ips, took on board 120 recovered 
men from the hol'pital, and S+kfcars j after which, 
he put to fea on the 10th of May, with an intent 
to gerup to Fort St. David's ; but was not able to 
effect it. He got fight of Pondicherry on the 30th j 
and the next morning the French fquadron, which 
had been there ever fince the 5th, flood out of the 
road, and got away, not with ft ending the admiral’s 
urmoit endeavours to come up with them. On the 
6th of June, lie received an account, that Fort St. * 
David’s had furrendered to the French; upon 
which, he returned to Mad rats to retrelh his Iqua- 
dron. 

The French fquadron failed off the Ifland of 
Ceylon, and before Negapatnam and Carical, from 
the 9th to the (7th of June; in which cruize it 
took the Experiment brigantine, captain Whitehead, 
and fent her to Pondicherry : and from the 17th of 
June to the 26th of juiy the (quardon remained be¬ 
fore Pondicherry, to repair the damage it had re¬ 
ceived, and take in frefh provilions.

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Admiral Pocock failed again, on the 25th of 
July, in queft of the enemy i and, or. the 27th in 
the evening, got within three leagues of Pondi¬ 
cherry road, where he perceived their fquadron at 
anchor, confiding of eight fui of the ime and a 
frigate, which got under fail the next morning, 
and flood to the Tooth ward * The Engtifo admiral 
made the fignal to chafe, and endeavoured to wea¬ 
ther the French, as the Jikclidt means of bringing 
them to aft ion* which, however, he was notable 
to accomplifii until the jd of Auguft, when he took 
the advantage of the fea breeze, got the weather- 
gage, and brought on the engagement about one 
o’clock f ,

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M, D'Ache fet his forefail, and bore away in 
about ten minutes, his Iquadrtm following his ex¬ 
ample, and continuing a running fight* * in a very 
irregular line, until three o'clock. The Englifh 
admiral then made the figrval for a general chace •, 
upon which the French cut away their boats* and 
made all the fail they could : he purfucd them till 
it was dark, when they efcaped by out-failtng him, 
and got into Pondicherry road. Admiral Pocock 
anchored the fame evening off Carrical, a French 
fettle meat. 

The Englifh had only 31 men killed, and 1:6 
wounded : but among the latter were commodore 
Stevens, by a mulktt-bali in his Ihoulder j and 
captain Martin, by a Iplinter in his leg- The French 
had 251 men killed and 602 wounded; and among 
the latter were M. D’Ache and his captain ", The 
behaviour of the Engiifh officers and men in gene¬ 
ral, on this occafion, was entirely to the admiral’s 
fatisfaffion. 

Two days after this aflion, the Ruby, a French 
fnow of 120 tons, laden with Ihot and medicines, 
from the iflands to Pondicherry, was taken by the

Toe French fqoadron continued in Pondicherry 
road until the 3d of September, when they failed 
for the islands to clean and refit ; two of their fliipi 
being in a very bad condition, and the others con- 
fiderably damaged. The Queenborough was fent 
ofF Ceylon to watch their motions : but the French 
ihips arrived on the 13th Of November at the Ille 
of France, where they were joined by three men of 
war*.

The Englifli were greatly deficient in regard to 
land forces, and the re-eflabli filing of Bengal had 
greatly exhaufted them ot men on the coaft of 
Coromandel, where all their military force con¬ 
futed of no more than 700 effective troops j while 
M. Lilly was at the head of 5000 men well dif- 
ctplined and officered t fo that it is no wonder Fore 
Sc. David fell a lacrifke. 

General Lally marched from Pondicherry to 
Fort Sr. David, with an army of 3500 Europeans, 
anti a large body of fijpoys, Their vanguard tom- 
pofed of the French horfe, a battalion of the re¬ 
giment of Lorrain, 200 of the company’s troops, 
and 100 artiitcry-inen, with eight pieces of cannon.

U 2 accompanied 
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accompanied by 4000 fcpoys, entered the diftrift 
of Fort St* David on the 19th of April. They 
plundered the villages, and de it roved the out‘polls, 
until they came to Cud dale re, which they inverted, 
and obliged to fur render on the 3d of May, with 
pemiiflion for the garrifon to retreat to Fort Sr. 
David, with their arms *, 

The French then began the fiege of Fort St. 
David, and fired upon it from Cuddalore on 
the 16th with two guns ; as alfo with five mortars 
from the new town on the 17th : but, on the 26th, 
a battery was opened at the di(lance of between 
eight and nine hundred yards weftj another of 
nine guns and three mortars between feveo and 
eight hundred yards north; and another of four 
guns at about the fame diftancc to the north-call. 

The country troops and artificers deferted the 
place, which was badly fortified, and poorly de¬ 
fended* No breach was made * but thirty guns 
and carriages were demounted and di fab led * be- 
fides many of the parapets, platforms, and other 
works, were deftroyed by the (hot and (hells. Wa¬ 
ter was difficult to be got, as the relervoirs had 
fuffered by the bombardment, and the bed well was 
deltroyed. Ammunition grew alfo (caret, as it 
had been inconfiderately fired away before the be- 
fiegers had erected their batteries. 

Major Folier commanded in the fort, and find¬ 
ing it untenable, he defired Alexander Wynch, 
E ("quire, who ailed as deputy-governor, to hold a 
council of w ar *, which was accordingly done, when 
it was u»ani mou fly agreed, by Mr, Wynch, and 
the gentlemen of the council, to furrender the place

upon terms of capitulation. The principal articles 
granted by general Lilly were* u That the garri- 
ibn fhould be allowed the honors of war y be ex¬ 
changed y and allowed to carry with them their 
baggage and eft efts: that care fhocld be taken of 
the lick and wounded; and deferccrs (hould be 
pardoned, upon condition of returning to their co¬ 
lors: bur that two comm diaries Ihould be appoint¬ 
ed and remain to deliver up the magazines and 
military ifores ; as alfo to Ihew the French en¬ 
gineers all the mines and lubterraneous works.” 
ThcJe articles were figned, on the ad of June, by 
“ Ar. Wynchy P. Folier tie Bottens; and Rich, 
Fairfield on the part of the Englilh: and by 
“ Laliy,” on the French parr. 

The garrilbn con lifted only of 200 Europeans, 
82 invalids, and 35 of the artillery, with 20a ica- 
men y who, together with their officers, the deputy 
governor, and council, were carried prj loners to 
Forr die berry. The French afterwards deflroyed the 
forti Heat ions of Fort St. David, and reduced the 
whole to an heap of ruins ; as they had done at 
Madrals, in 1746 *. M. Laily extended his power 
to the wanton deft met ion of villas, and the neat 
buildings in the adjacent country: but he after¬ 
wards paid dearly for tills barbarity. The country 
people had it in their power to cut off fupplies from 
Jus army y and they carried their refenrment lb 
high, that the French were great fufferers by fa¬ 
mine it the fjege of Tanjore. 

The prefidency of Madrals were much alarmed 
at the lots of Sr. David, and ordered an enquiry to 
be made Into the whole affair by lieutenant-colonel 
Draper, a [lifted by the majors B rereton and Cail- 
hud, whofe opinion was, that the articles of capi-

Art £ a the for render of Fort St. David, M. Laily 
marched again if Devi* Cota h which was evacuat¬ 
ed by the garriibn, who were ordered to retreat to 
Madrafsi as a!fo were the gamfens of Areot, 
Chinghpet, and Carangoly, that the prefidency 
might be guarded again it an attack. 

AftE. st the furrender of Fort St. David, M. 
Laily marched with 2500 men into the king of 
l anjore's country, to try, either by treaty or threats, 
to procure a fum of money from him * and, up¬ 
on being refuted feventy two lack of rupees, or 
900,0001, tier ling, which he had demanded, by vir- 
rue of a note extorted from that prince, by the French 
army and Chunda Saib in 1749, + he plundered 
Nagore, a trading town on the lea-coaft, and then 
marched to the capital, which he befteged. The 
lanjoreans defended thcmfelvcs under the com¬ 
mand ot Mnnackjec, and were alfided by 1200 fe- 
poys and 400 coll erics, with Tome European gun - 
nets fenc from Trichirtopoli, who made feveral 
iallses, and though a breach wns made in the wall 
of the city, they at Lift obliged M. Tally to make 
4 precipitate retreat, leaving his heavy cannon be¬ 
hind, and 300 Europeans who were killed before 
the place. He arrived at Cirri cal about the middle 
of Align tt, jn a diftrefled fituation, and continued 
there until the 23d of September, when he pro- 
oeeded to Pondicherry, from whence he fent the 
following account to Mafulipatnam on the 29th.

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41 Shall I mention to you our unfortunate ex¬ 
pedition to Tanjore ? Bad news is in terc fling* but 
painful to the writer. Wc laid liege to Tanjore, 
and made a breach, but were obliged to retire for 
want of provifions and ammunition, leaving behind 
us nine pieces of cannon, eight of which were 24- 
pounders. The army has fuff* red greatly from 
hunger, third, watching, and fatigue. We have 
loft near 200 men, as well by defercion as by death. 
This check is very detrimental to us, as well with 
regard to our reputation, as the real lofs we (offer¬ 
ed. Add to this, the departure of our fleet, which 
is faded to the i(lands to refit, having been roughly 
handled in a fecund engagement, on the gd of Au- 
guft, in which we loll 350 men. Poor French! 
what a fituation are wc in ? what projects we 
thought ourfelves capable of executing, and how 
greatly are we difappointed in the hopes we con¬ 
ceived of caking Fort St. David! what will become 
of us ? I am not apprehenfive for myfelf, bur am 
forry to fee we do not Ihine. The troops are dif- 
contented, and their officers dii'gufted with, the fer- 
vice above twenty of the latter have gone on board 
the fleet, and few would have remained here if they 
had been permitted to have embarked. The bad 
feafon is approaching, which will oblige us to fub- 
fift at our own expense, being unable to form any 
enterprise tor procuring us other funds. They 
fay M. Bufly is coming» let him make hafte*, let 
him bring men, and efpecially money, without 
which he will increafe our mifery. The country, 
being ruined, fcarce affords us any proviEions. The 
quantities con fumed by die fleet and army, and the 
defertion of the inhabitants, have greatly railed the 
price of alt kinds of commodities." 

The French were fo much ftraitened for want 
of money, that, on the 7th of Auguft, they feized 
and carried into Pondicherry a large Dutch Ihip 
U 4 from 
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from Batavia, bound to Negapatnam, and took 
out or her in Jpecie, to the amount of eight lack of 
rupees, or 50001, fteriing. 

Th £ company’s (hip the Pitt arrived at Madrafs 
on the 14th of September, with colonel Draper on 
board, and a detachment of his regiment, which 
was fent to replace that of colonel A Idercron’s: 
upon which M. Lally cantoned his troops in the 
Arcot province, and marched into the dry of Arcot 
without oppofttion on the 4th of Odlobcr. 

\S he s' the french retreated from the country of 
iantore, they alfo abandoned Seringham, which 
^ptarn Cai hud took pofieffion of before he left 
1 nciunopolt, Irom whence he marched with aco 
men, and embarked on board the fleet at Negapat- 
nam. They landed at Madrafs on the afih of 
September, when admiral Pocock returned to Pom- 
bay, after leaving a captain and a lieutenant, with 
IO J? m urines, to reinforce the garrifon,

12 gunners. 
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i£ gunners, and 1000 fepoys, who would have gi¬ 
ven them much trouble to take it, and have hurt 
their grand objeft, the liege of Madrafs, which was 
undertaken in the middle of December 1758- 
lssouf Caw ft marched from Trie hinopoli with 
2000 fepoys, who took Elavafanore, and joined 
captain Prcfton at Chinglapct: but, on the izthof 
December, the French army began to invert Ma¬ 
drafs i of which I lhall give a particular account in 
the next chapter y and, in the mean time, flull take 
notice of fomc tranta£tions in Golconda, 

M. Lally ordered M. Bully and M. Moracin to 
join him with part of their forces from Golconda 
to invert Fort St. George; and to leave the other 
part of the army, under the command of the mar¬ 
quis dc Con flans, at Maffulipatnnm. When M- 
Butty was withdrawn, the Raja of Viianapore 
marched with 3000 men to Vizagapacnam, impri- 
foned the French chief, hoilled Engtilh colors, and 
plundered the factory. This incited M, de Con flans 
to march again rt the capital of Vi fan apo re, whole 
Raja follickcd aJEftance from Calcutta, which was 
refilled by the council, who looked upon it to be 
too hazardous an enterprise: but colonel Clive was 
ot a very different opinion, as he confidered the 
plan in a more general view. He had often ieen an 
army oi French flying before a fmall body of Fng- 
iilh troops on the coart of Coromandel, and he 
rightly judged, that fuch an attempt would greatly 
contribute to the prelervation of Madrafs. Fottil- 
fed with ihcfe hopes, and animated by experience, 
he brought the council into his meafures; in con- 
fequence of which, colonel Forde embarked with 
500 Europeans, a con fid e table body of fepoys, and 
a proper train of artillery, on the iztliof October, 
and arrived at Vizagapatnam on the 20th. He 
joined the Raja’s army, of 4000 men, on the 3d of 
November, and marched againfttheenemy,who con¬ 
fided 
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fifted of 500 Europeans, Sooo fepoys, and a great 
number of country troops> with a krge tram of 
arrilkry, ftrongly encamped near the village of 
Tallapool, about forty miles from Rsja-Mundry. 

Colonel Forde attacked the French, on the 7th 

J^ctmber, eind obtained a complete vi£lory. 
The Englilh had 42 Europeans killed and wound¬ 
ed: the trench had 158 killed and wounded: but 
gieat numbers of the country forces fell on both 
hdes. The Englifh troops took pofieffion of the 
french camp, in which they found all their bag- 
ordnance, ammunition, tents, and cctuipage. 
The French retreated to Raj a- M undry, from whence 
they were difpoflefled by captain Knox. The mili¬ 
tary (tores were kept for the company: but colonel 
Forde fold every thing dfe by action, and divided 
their produce among the foldiers for their good be¬ 
havior.

fiegc af MaOrass, began by the French ct .1 
ibe ntbef Dumber 1 758, and ended on the 17 tb 
cf February 1 755. 

M L A L L Y received a large reinforcement, 
. and encamped on St-Thomas’s mount, 
about nine miles from the town, on the 10th of 
December 175(1, with 3500 Europeans, 2000 fe- 
poys, and a000 horfe; while the Englifo Troops 
under colonel Lawrence, retreated to Choultry- 
pfom. The French advanced guard took port at 
r Lrmclan *, from whence their whole army mov¬ 
ed on the 1 2th; and the Engtilh troops cannonaded

(hem for about an hour as they eroded Choultry- 
plain. The Englifh killed about forty men, with¬ 
out any I06 on their Tide, as the French bad httle 

artillery, and ill ferved. „ 

The French marched in three dm lions; the firlt 
towards the Englifh troops, the fecond towards Eg- 
more, and the third down the road of St. 1 homas. 
Colonels Lawrence and Draper were afraid that 
this Jaft might get poireffion of the ifland bridge, 
and therefore retired to the ifland : the tame morn¬ 
ing part of their troops came into the garni on, and 
part took poflcfTion of the forts in the Black Town. 
The fame morning the French hod ted their flag at 
Elmore and St. Thomas. The 13th every thing was 
quiet i not a gun fired on either fide: bus on t e 

14th, in the morning, the French marched their whole 

force to attack the Black Town. 1 he Englifh Imall 
parties retreated into garrifon; and, about an hour 
after, a grand Tally was made by colonel Draper- 
The tihek Town was too large to be defended: 
but the hafty retreat ofihe piques 5 to the fort (truck 
loch a pannic into the inhabitants, that men, wo- 
men and children thronged into the fort for protec¬ 
tion. As this required Tome immediate relief co keep 
up the fpirits of the garrifon colonel Draper pro¬ 
pped to make a Tally upon the French while they 
were intent only upon plundering, and offered him- 
felf to command a party for that favicc. I pro¬ 
posal was approved of by governor P'got and co¬ 
lonel Lawrence* who furnithed colonel Draper w:th 
*00 Europeans, and two field-pieces; and ordered 
major Brereton, with 150 to cover their right 

flank from Laity's brigade, fo as to prevent their 
coming upon them from the north part, where co¬ 
lonel Draper propped 10 make his attack. 

The men marched out foil of ipmes by the weft, 
entered by she fcuth Tide of the Black Tow n, and 
penetrated quite through, altnoft w the end of the 
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ftreet, before the colonel perceived any corps of the 
enemy* who then gave him a lettering fire, Here he 
left two platoons to check them, and marched on 
with the reft to the fquare, at the extremity of that 
ft rect,whe re the fircets inter! edfed, and gave a fair view 
of the Lorrain regiment and Indian battalions in 
the flank, waiting for him at the head of another 
ftrect, more to the weft, where they had pointed 
four guns. The French miftoo!; the Englifo troops 
tor Lai J brigade* and Ioffe red them to torm or 
their Icir Flank u nmole tied ; nor were they apprized 
of their miftakc, until convinced by the fire of the 
field-pieces, loaded with grape-foot. This firft 
charge threw the left flank of the enemy into great 
contulion j fo that they abandoned their cannon and 
prepared lor flight. Colonel Draper would have 
tcized the opportunity to puih the broken remains 
of the french ; and lie aftually made foch a pufo 
as would aftonilh all that did not know him. If he 
had been briikly followed by his two platoons of 
grenadiers, he would have brought in eleven of¬ 
ficers, fifty men, and four guns more: but the gre¬ 
nadiers did not do jullice to their leader, who com¬ 
manded his men to Cede firing, and to charge with 
bayonets fixed. He even fee the example and ad¬ 
vanced i but was followed only by four brave fel¬ 
lows* two of whom were killed, and the other two 
dangeroufly wounded. The colonel had feverai 
balls through his coat* but was not wounded. He 
advanced, and exchanged a piftol with the French 
officer ot artillery, who immediately fur rendered; 
but the colonel had the mortification to find that 
he had no men to carry off the guns, The Englifo 
troops, as well as the French, had thrown them- 
felvcs under the cover of fame houfes and old walls i 
which gave the French time to rally, and created 
Juch a ddorder among the Englifo, that the colonel 
thought it molt prudent to retreat, especially as 

Lally’s 
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LaUy*s brigade of frefh men advanced to fupport 
the regiment of Lorrain. 

Colonel Draper made his retreat down the ftrece 
to the e aft ward from the fquare: but had the misfor¬ 
tune to lofe eighty men, who were intercepted and 
taken prifoners. However, the colonel was lea- 
fonably joined by major Brereton, and made a lafe 
retreat to the fort, with little lofs ■, though Laily’s 
regiment planted themfeIves at the little bridge, 
and fired: brifldy with two field pieces and grape, 
as the troops marched to the entrance of the town 
at the north ravelin. 

Both armies were greatly weakened by this at¬ 
tack, in which the Englifh had ioj men taken pri- 
foners, of whom 19 were wounded, it came in 
wounded, and 49 were left dead on the fpot; among 
thefe were major Polier, captain Hume, and enfign 
Chafe, mortally wounded -, captain-lieutenant Bil- 
hock killed; lieutenants Smith and Blair wounded 
and taken ; and captain Palcal and lieutenant Elliot 
fhoi through rhe body, fo that the Er.glifii lolt 
eight officers, and 194 men. J he French fufhined 
2 greater lofs ; for, on their fide, they had major 
Soubinet, M. Rabout, ar.d five other officers killed, 
befides 24 wounded; with 36 j private men killed 
and wounded: but they were lenfibly .1 fie fled by 
1 lie lofs of the count d’Eltairig, who was taken pri* 
fonct in ths beginning; for he afted as brigadier 
general, and was reputed an excellent officer, 
Durino the Tally, the French fired feveral fhot 
from iome fieid pieces into the fort; but did no da¬ 
mage. Neither did rhe artillery in the fort attempt 
any farther than todillrurb the befiegers where it was 
thought they might be at work i Mr, Call, the 
chief engineer, being employed in feveral necdTary 
works to lecurc their water, to remove obftruftions 
on the ramparts, and to fet up a pallifadoe in an 0- 
pening under the fouth flank of the royal baft ion, 

Tfie 
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The befiegcrs continued their fire nli the next day, 
and loft Jeveral men by defer Lion, who came into 
the fort with their arms. 

Iise reports of a difagreemeni: among the of¬ 
ficers, and the difguft fhewn by the men in the 
French camp, encouraged the befieged to try the 
ifluc of another fally. A party of forty volunteers, 
and as many fepoys, were ordered for this fervice on 
the 16th, They marched out fecretly at eleven at 
night for the Black Town, to give the French an 
alert, and to naif up. fume pieces of cannon that 
were planted in the ftreets; but they had not pro¬ 
ceeded much beyond the glacis, before the French 
advanced centmds fired, and alarmed their whole 
force ; which obliged the Englilh party to return 
back to the fort. The next night, the French re¬ 
turned the compliment by a pretended attack, 
which ended with a few men only, who advanced 
with a bravado near the glacis, and gave their fire. 

Sticl there was no appearance of works carried 
on for a fiege, and defer cere continued to come in 
every evening, who informed the governor, that 
the enemy were waiting for mortars and (lores at 
St. Thomas; which iupply the governor had made 
an ineffectual attempt to intercept by fea. 

Os the iHth, the governor gave out publicly, to 
the garrilbn, for their encouragement, that he 
would diftribute fifty tlioufirnd rupees among them, 
five days after the fiege was railed, or the French 
beat off: but their 1 pirits were kepi up chiefly by 
the flying camp, that was formed by captain iVef- 
ton, who commanded at Chinglapet; which ho¬ 
vered about the French army, and hi [rafted them 
with great fuccefs. This flying camp was com poled 
ot 300 boric, and as many well dilciplined fepoys, 
whom major Cailkutd had procured from the king 
of Tanjorc, and marched with them to Chingla- 
pet, being 150 miles, in eleven, days. YJere the 
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major left his men to follow him, and proceeded to 
the mount of Sr. Thomas, where he met with 2000 
horfe, and 1500 fepoys, under litouf Cawn ; which 
were joined by captain Frdion, with part of the 
garrifon of Chinglaper, confiding of 60 Europe¬ 
ans, and 500 fepoys, with three cannon * and by 
captain ValTerot with ten of his troop. Captain 
Prefton from his advantageous fauabon at the 
mount greatly annoyed the beflegers, from whom 
he took leveral convoys, and particularly one with 
a large quantity of arms, ammunition, bullocks, 
and tents for 3000 men. He alfo repul fed feveral 
detachments from the enemy’s main army v and in 
one aft ion treated the black forces fo fevercly, chat 
they were obliged to move off towards Arcot to re¬ 
cruit. 

Major Caillaud joined the Tanjorean troops to 
thole at the mount, where he took the command, 
and was attacked by the French. M- Lally was 
lenlibit of the check this flying camp could always 
give to his operations, and was convinced (hat no¬ 
thing lefs would do, than a fufficient force tocrulh 
them effectually. He detached 600 Europeans, and 
1500 fepoys, with 300 European dragoons, too 
hollars, and 1000 moraltas, with ten pieces of can¬ 
non, to attack the Englifh camp on the mount. 
Day-light difeovered the French, and a levere can¬ 
nonade began. 

The French cavalry pulhed to the right, and 
made a Hand when they came within 300 paces of 
the Englifh front i while their fepoys endeavoured 
to occupy all the banks and places on the left, 
where they could be under cover. "When the French 
horfe advanced to charge, the Englifh horfe gave 
way and fled : the French purfued till they were 
flopped by a party of foot, whole Are obliged them 
to retreat. However, the village was well defend¬ 
ed : it vws twice taken and retaken i but, after a 

dlfpute 
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dispute of three hours, it was loft fay the rafhnefs 
of the officer who commanded that poft. He law 
the French retreat in. Tome con full on, and impru¬ 
dently purfued, without obferving a party ready to 
lupport them : that party flopped him, and drove 
him out of the village, which he could not recover. 
It was now about ten in the morning, when the 
french grew tired of attacking, and contented 
themfeIves with cannonading until four in the af¬ 
ternoon, when they renewed their attack but in 
vain, Major Call laud had fo judicioufiy lined the 
garden walls, that the French found it impofTibie to 
advance through their fire, and thought ferioufly 
of a retreat, which they effected without farther lofs, 
At the clofc of the evening they moved off their 
artillery, and foon after their whole body followed $ 
which was a happy circumftance for the Englifti 
troops, who had exhaufted all their ammunition 
for the artillery, and had little left for the mufketry. 
Major Caillaud remained two hours on the field of 
battle, and then marched to Chinglapet, the only 
place where he could be fupplied *. The French 
lofs on this occasion was 176 Europeans killed and 
wounded, and about 300 fepoys; but the Englifh 
lofs was not half fo much. 

M. Lally relied much on chefucccfs of this de¬ 
tachment, lb that his operations went (lowly on 
again ft the fort until their return. He had fei2ed 
upon the town of Sadrafs, from whence he expelled 
the Dutch garrifon, and put fome French troops in 
the place, which he rcfolved to make a magazine, 
as it was equally diftant from Pondicherry and Ma¬ 
dras's. Major CwJIaud made an attempt to difpof* 
fefs the French from Sadrais, which is twenty miles 
from Chinglapet, and difpofed his march fo as to 
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arrive there before day-light : but he was miflcd by 
his guides, which disappointed his feheme, as he 
had not a tuflaciem force to make a regular attack. 

The garrifon at Fort Sc. GeOrge took every pre¬ 
caution tor defence, and tried every art to annoy 
the beiiegers, who, on the 1 7th of December, open¬ 
ed cheir trenches, and threw up a bread- work from 
the houfes on the beach near the old town, to the 
lea-tide. The next day they threw up another bread- 
work, about fixty fret in length, and too yards ad¬ 
vanced before the other. Both thele retrenchments 
terminated on the furf ; the latter at the dt fiance of 
about 500 yards from the north-tali faliant angle 
of the covered way. It was therefore refolved by the 
befiegeci, that platforms fhould be raifed in the cover¬ 
ed way, fuffickntly high for field-pieces, on covered 
way carriages, to fire over the parapet; to raifea 
parapet of the demi-baftion, near the faliant angle, 
two or three feet higher than the reft t and to ere£t 
a traverfe on the calc wing, to prevent an enfilade t 
to raife the blind before the north- call baft ion, fo 
high as would juft admit the guns to fire over it at 
the enemy’s works : to clofe the paflage between 
the upper and lower flank of the demi-baftion in 
the fccureft manner; and to put the north ravelin 
in the bell condition of defence. 

On the 19th at night, a fubaliern on duty in the 
north-eaft angle of the covered way, with 21 men 
and fome fepoys, was ordered to I ally on the re¬ 
trenchment ami works fuppnfed to be carrying on by 
the beftegers: but as the tally was made before it 
was dark, they were difeovered, anti retired, with 
the lofs of one European killed and two wounded, 
befides fome fepoys who were killed in their flight. 

Five Cheliogas had been obferved in the morn- 
ing going out of St. Thomas’s bar, and failed to 
the i'outhward, as was apprehended, for ftores. 
JamauE Saib, who commanded the company’s fe« 
V01. 1 L X poyi, 
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poys, was dtlirous of attacking Sc. Thomas at 
night, and was fent out with iooo of his men; but 
he miftnok his way, and was fired upon by a party 
of French fepoys, who were (tailored in Mr. Dow¬ 
ney’s houlc j which fo much intimidated his men, 
that moft of them threw down their arms, and he 
was obliged to return. 

On the 20th the befiegers threw up an imperfeft 
communication from the firft to the fecond breaft- 
work i while the befieged fired (hot or (hells, every 
eight or ten minutes, on the place where they fuF 
pe&ed the enemy would work, which retarded their 
operations. 

Advice was brought in, that the befiegers bad 
two guns at Trtvelcane, and few troops at Sc. Tho¬ 
mas : upon which, about ten in the morning of the 
Sift, town-major Bannatyne and enfign Crawley 
were fent out with 1000 fepoys, and 20 Europeans, 
who went along the beach to the Ibuthward, crofTed 
the bar, and marched through the village beyond 
the governor’s garden, where they furprized three 
ports of lepoys, intercepted fome letters, and took 
futne pri loners: but were obliged to return, on fee¬ 
ing a fuperior force dra.vn up near Mr. Turing’s 

houlc. 

M, Tally, by a letter to count d’Ertaing, who 
w'as prifoner in the fort, complained that I Abut Gawn 
svas committing great devaluations to the Ibuthward, 
near Pondicherry; and that he fhould make re- 
prifals round Mad rah ; but, in fa£t, he could not 
wdi depopulate the country more than he had. 

The Nabob and his family were fent on board a 
fiiow in the mad, and failed for Negapatnam, where 
he was to land, and proceed to Trichi nopoli, from 
whrnce he might dirturb the French, who, on the 
aid, had deepened and lengthened their parallel a 
lew f«t. 'Ihey had alfo been at work on their line 

of

of communication between Mittal Pcitah and Pet* 
tih Naigues ; but had not finifhed it* . 

A&oct nine in the morning, a. fail appeared ; 
Which was the Thames from Vizagapatnam, in four 
days ; who brought advice of colonel Forde's yic- 
Tory over the marquis de Confians. The girriion 
were drawn up in the covered way, and gave the 
French a feu de joye from their mulketry, and three 
rounds of artillery trom liven 24 pounders with 
foot into the Black Town. The black artificers and 
Cooleys were employed on the north lunette,, railing 
the parapets, lining the embrafurcs with Pa line in 
trees, and doling the communication with the co¬ 
vered way by a traverie on each fide. 

On the 44th, the btfiegers were employed m 
deepening and thickening their parallel; but, on 
the 45th, the governor, colonel Lawrence, and the 
principal officers a Hem bled in the evening, when it 
was agreed, that the moll neceflary work was to 
iinifh the traverie* on the royal bail ion j and then 
10 dole the opening between the north-weft curtain 
and the blind before the mint Tally-port; as aUb to 
erect a traverie in the covered way, before the north 
face of the royal baition. 

On the a&th, the be fie gets formed a it rung para¬ 
pet to the weffcward : and, on the 30th, M. Lally 
lent a fla" of truce into the fort, with a letter, com¬ 
plaining of the Efiglifb firing at hys h end q Darters, 
and threatening to burn the Black 1 own in return : 
but that complaint was imprudent; became he ought 
not to have fixed his headquarters lb near the lore. 

JEak.lv the fame morning, the hril company ot 
grenadiers, with the troop of boric, and 1 l' vr 6* 
body of fepoys, went over the bar to the fouthward, 
and into Trivekane village, where they Curprizcd a 
guard of iepoys, and returned to the fort with lome 
intercepted letters, which difeovered, that a frigate 
was arrived Jrom the ifiands to Pondicherry, an 
X 2 had 
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had brought about 200,000 dollars j but no men¬ 
tion was made of any forces. About the fame rime, 
a French detachment of 300 Europeans and 1000 
fepoys, commanded by colonel Keneddy, advanced 
near the mount, with four guns, and cannonaded 
the troops under the command of captain Prelton, 
who took two of their guns, killed 15 Europeans, 
and wounded many others, among whom was the 
colonel. 

Oft the 31ft about ten at night, two de fetters 
came in, with information that M. Lally propofed 
to uper in the new year by bombarding the fort; 
but it proved otherwife, for the beliegers were filcnr, 
while the befteged bellowed fome fire upon them. 

However, as foon as day-light appeared, on the 
2d or January 1759, the French began to fire from 
five pieces of cannon upon their weftern battery, and 
one mortar they alfo threw twelve-inch ftells from 
tour large mortars near the weft end of their battery 
to the northward. The garrifon were furprized by 
this early fafute; but having twelve heavy cannon, 
which bore on the enemy’s battery to the weft, they 
foon demounted two of their guns. The befiegers 
threw ftells until part feven at night, and common¬ 
ly four tn a flight, which were chiefly aimed at the 
lott-hoofe * and io well thrown, that two fell on the 
top and pierced the ft ft and fecund roof ; fome fell 
within the fquare, and ruined fome of the rooms ■ 
other houfes were alfo much damaged; but no peo^ 
pic were hurt. r 

Captain Prefton left the mount, which the

curtain, where the guards were ordered to parade. 

On the 3d at night, the belieged made a brisk, 
fire on the enemy's batteries: but neither (hell or 
foot was returned from them*, however, they open¬ 
ed the cpaulment of their northern battery, and let 
in fafeines to face the embrafores. 

On the 4th, the belieged Bred fmartly on the 
batteries of the befiegers, who never returned it; 
though they were not idle in completing their nor¬ 
thern battery. 

Os the 5th, the belieged began to ereit a battery 
of five guns behind the covered way in the faliant 
place of arms before the demi ball ion. This bat¬ 
tery would be a direct grazing lire, and could nei¬ 
ther be enfiladed nor beaten, down, becaufe the glacis 
was the parapet, and the embrafures were to be cut 
through it. 

On the 6th, at break of day, the befiegers open¬ 
ed their batteries againft the fort. They firfl threw 
five foeJJs into the town, as a fignaj for their other 
batteries to begin ; and then began to fire from fix 
guns and as many mortars from their north battery ; 
and from their weft battery, with three guns, point¬ 
ed on Pigot’s baft ion; while four others with an 
howitz fired on the Hank of the demi baftion, and 
enfiladed the covered way before the north face of 
the royal baftion. They continued to fire from 
thel'e batteries until about five in the afternoon, and 
threw about 150 (hells, betides foot, chiefly into 
and over the town. Little hurt was done to the 
works; but the houfes were much damageti. The 
fire of the belieged was fuperior to that of the be¬ 
fiegers, who had feveral men killed in the north 
battery, and one of their mortars di(mounted : but 
Jittle was done on cither fide during the night. 

X 3 O* 
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On the yth, about four in the morning* thegar- 
ril'on were furprized with the arrival of three boats, 
which proved to be ilioie that were fent with the 
Englifh ladies to Sadrafs, where they wereleized by 
the French} who loaded them with 150 fhot of 24. 
pounds, iooo empty cartridges, 30 ft cel caps* 50 
barrels of gun-powder, and 1500 land-bags, with a 
foldierin each boat 1 but the Englifh boatmen faz¬ 
ed the arms of the flee ping foldiers, and brought 
them in at the fea-gate of Madrafs. The befiegers 
fired bri fitly this day, damaged fomc houfes, and 
killed three Europeans: they allb opened a new 
battery near the burying ground. 

On the Bth* governor Pi got and colonel Law¬ 
rence appointed a pioneer company, competed of 
volunteers drawn from the ftveral corps. They 
were to do no other duty but repair the works, and 
confided of fix ferjeants, fix corporals, and 88 pri¬ 
vate men, under the command of lieutenant Meyers 
and enfign Welt. 1 wo companies offepoys, under 
proper officers* were alfo formed on the fame plan. 

On the 9th, the befiegers made a brifk fire from 
their cannon j but few fhdts were thrown. In the 
night, they carried on part of a zig-zag about too 
feet long to the weft of thdr north battery i and* 
taking a turn, carried another 200 feet in length 
back towards the beach. 

On the tnh, they drew a trench from the little 
hemfe ift the l ettah towards die bridge and opened 
a battery of two guns from the kitchen of the new 
hofpttal, which fired on the north weft curtain and 
the blind before the mint falfy-port} but were in¬ 
tended to plunge into the royal billion* and batter 
t.ie ea ank in reverie, I hey alio brought two 
guns near the bar, and fifed on the people who had 
Ihdicrcd ticmitlvts to the louch^ard ot the font 
therefore it was determined tu attack that poft early 
the next morning. r 7 

Accord- 
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Accordingi,v, the grenadiers of the third bat¬ 
talion under captain Campbell, with too more Eu¬ 
ropeans, and 300 fepoys, the whole commanded by 
major Brcreton, marched by the beach to the bar, 
defeated the French party, took their guns, killed 
and wounded 18 men, and took fe*en prifoners. 
The Englifh had only one man killed, and nine 
wounded ; bur among the biter was lieutenant 
Robfon, of the grenadiers, whole wound was mortal. 
This little affair animated the ix-fieged, and intimi¬ 
dated the be Hcge rs. 

On the 13th, it was perceived that the French 
direfled moft of their fire again!* the dcmi-bafKon 
and the old north-eaft baftion - t which were there¬ 
fore repaired j while the French, in the night, co¬ 
vered their zig-zag near the lea, by a Imall return 
beginning near the beach, and firetching paral cl 
to the north front. They were greatly annoyed by 
the garrilbn; however, they run on their return 

about 20 yards. . 

Os rhe 14th, the garrilbn repaired the damaged 
parapets: but the bell:gem continued their ap¬ 
proaches in the nigh:, when they lengthened their 
return, and opened it in the middle, from whence 
they placed feme gabions in an oblique direction to¬ 
wards the beach. 

On the 15th, the btfiegers had inercafed their 
north battery to ten pieces cannon, with which 
they made a briflt firs in the day, and advanced 
their work in the fame direction about 20 yards at 
night. 

Os the 16th, they threw many (hells into the 
town, and killed or wounded feveral men in the 
day j and at night they carried on their zig-zag, 
which they covered while the befieged kept an in- 
ceflant fire upon them, and vigilantly repaired their 
own works, which the befiegers greatly damaged the

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fitjtt day, and at night advanced by a third zig-zag 
acrofs the fa I i ant angle of the glacis. 

Os the igth, the French brought two heavy 
guns to the fouth of the bar, and threw fame foot 
into the town. Their foells fee the town on ftre in 
three places at once ■, but the dames were foon ex- 
tingL ilhed. 

Os the toth and 2ift little was done by the 
French, whole method of proceeding, by dm pie 
fap, in tlie.r confined manner, encouraged the be- 
dfged to fend out chit ty foldiers and forty pioneers 
to drive them from their work, in which they fuc- 
ceeded, with little lofs. 

On the aad, the bcliegers advanced feme gabi- 
ons on the glacis, almoft par I lei to the eaft face of 
the covered way - t and alfo opened a battery of four 
guns to fire on the right face of the north ravelin. 

On the 23d, at night, they attempted to pufo 
their gabions clofe to the covered way j in which 
they were foiartly oppofcd, with lofs on both Tides. 

The befiegers, during the night of the 24th pulh- 
rtl on their approaches in a line parallel to the eaft 
face of the covered way, as f ar as the Falmeira pai- 
hfadoe, which ran quite into the Tea, from whence 
they made a return. 

Ox the 25th, the beUrged made a Tally with 40 
men, who deftroyed fome of the enemy’s gabions; 
in which attempt fonn: men were killed and wound¬ 
ed on both Tides. The fame night, the French con¬ 
tinued their approaches in a line almoft parallel to 
the north face of the covered way, before thedemi - 
bait ion. and made a return at the end of it to cover 
their flank ■ wiierchy they entirely embraced the 
fslianr angle of the covered way, w hich made it too 
hazardous to keep troops therein, 

Ow the afith the btfiegers fired mod of their 
ihot from all their batteries into the town i but 

threw 
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threw their fltells generally towards the works on 
the north front, 

Thi fire of the befiegers, from the 6 th to the 
a6th, had difabled 26 pieces of cannon, and three 
mortars j but had not the effect of deftroying the 
defences j neverthclefs they advanced their trenches 
clofe to the works. 

On the 27th, in the afternoon, captain Prefton’s 
Jignal of a great fmoke, was feen well of Eg more j 
and an Hircar came in, with a report that the Eng- 
Hfh Troops had defeated the French. 

On the 28th, the befieged attempted to pufh a 
mine from the counterfcarp: and, on the agth, 
they di (covered the befiegers throwing up earth 
through a fmall hole juft within the banquet in the 
covered way oppolite the ftockadoe on the eaftern 
glacis; but fome grenadiers threw grenades into the 
hole, and prevented the work. 

On the 30th the Shiftfbury came into the road 
from Bombay, and landed the Tick troops, I he 
next morning, the befiegers opened four embra- 
fares on the north face of the covered way before 
the demi-baflion, and began to fire with three 
guns, which had no effect. 

On the 1 ft of February little was done by the 
French, who opened five em bra I ures on the 2d, and 
fired two guns on the angle of the demi-billion* 
which itldom ft ruck the top of the parapet. 

On the 3d, about day-break, they 1 prong a mine 
behind the counterfcarp of the ditch, oppolite the 
call end of the cuvette, and opened the wall about 
43 feet; but did little damage, I he fire from the 
flank of the royal baftion oblique, and three guns 
in the north-eaft direft, made it impoftible for the 
French 10 withftand it above an hour or two every 
morning \ which obliged them to abandon their 
advanced works, where they had feveral guns dif* 
ablcd, and had loft many men. 


On 
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Os the 5 th and 6th nothing mate rial happened: 
but early in the morning of the 7th, the befiegers 
fired with four guns and one mortar from their old 
grand battery ; ib that they were in the fame con* 
Union as when they began to fire on the 6th of Ja¬ 
nuary. 

Os the 8th and 9th little was done : but, on the 
10th the befiegers fired fmartly from their grand 
battery into the town, and ddtroyed many ho tries. 
They flackened their fire the two following days 
and, on the 13th, fent 30 Europeans and 50 CafFres 
tonatl up the guns at the fafeine battery ; in which 
attempt they were rep u lied with the kris of feveral 
men. 

Os the 14th, about day-light, thegarrifon made 
a Tally upon the befiegers, and drove them from the 
ftockadoe near the fea. 

The fame day M. Lally fent a letter to M. de 
Leyrit at Pondicherry, whereby he informed him, 
<£ That a good blow might be ihrttck at Madrids, 
where was a Ihip in the road, of ao guns, laden 
with all the treai'ure of the place, and which it was 
laid would remain there until the 10th. That they 
remained It ill in the fame poll don: the breach 
made theie 15 days 1 all the time within 15 toifes “ 
of the wall of the place, and never holding up their 
heads to look at it. That he reckoned, on their 
arrival at'Pondicherry, they (bould endeavor to 
learn feme other trade; for that of war required 
too much patience. That of 1500 fepoys which 
atiended his army, he computed near 800 were em¬ 
ployed upon the road to Pondicherry, laden with 
fugar, pepper, and other goods * and as for the 
Coolies, they were all employed for the tame pur- 
pofe, from the rirft day they came there. That he 
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was taking hts meafores from that day to fet fit* » 
the Black Town, and blow up the powder-mills. 
That it could never be imagined, that 50 French 
deferters and too Swifs, were aftually flopping the 
pro^refs of aooo men of ihe king s and company a 
troops, which were (till cxifting there i notwiih- 
Ihnding the exaggerated accounts that every one 
made, according to his own fancy, of the Baugh ter 
wbtth had been made of them : and he wpuld Kill 
be more furprized, if he told him, that if it were 
not for the two combats and four battles they fui- 
tained, and for the batteries which Tailed, or were 
unfkilfully made, they fhould not have loft 50 men 
from the beginning of the fags* That be had 
wrote to M. de Larche, if he perfifkd m not com¬ 
ing there, let who would raife money upon the Bo- 
lygars for him ■, he would not do it: and he re¬ 
nounced, as he informed him a mondi before, i - 
rectly or indirectly, meddling with any thing what¬ 
ever that might have relation to their adminiitrarion, 
whether civil or military ■ for be had rather go and 
command theCaflfres of Madagafcar than remain 10 
that Sodom j which it was impoftible but the fire of 
the Englilh muft deftroy, feoiwr or latter, even 
though chat from heaven (hould not, He added, 
as follows: « l think it necefTary to apprize you. 
that, as M. de Soupire has refuted to take upon him 
the command of this army, which \ have offered to 
him, and which he is empowered to accept, by 
having received from the court a duplicate of my 
com million, you muft of nccefTny, together with 
the council, take it upon you. For my part, I 
undertake only to bring it back, either to Arcot or 

Sadrafs, Sen d therefore you r o rde rs, or com e y 0 ur- 

ftlvcs to command it i for I fhali quit it on my ar- 


n 'xKti; letter was intercepted by major Caillaud’s 
pat roles when he marched from Chinglapet to fur- 
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prize Sadrafs. The major immediately {lent the let¬ 
ter to the governor of Madrafs, and marched back 
again to be near the fort, and to be ready for what 
fervice might be required of him. 

This letter plainly intimated that M. Lally was 
rcfolved to burn the Black Town, and raiie the 
iiege. By the account of deleters, their lofs of of¬ 
ficers and men in their advanced battery was very 
con Oder able, and they had ievera! pieces of can¬ 
non dltabled. After they were obliged to quit it, 
their fire continually decreafed from 23 pieces of 
cannon, which they had at one time, to only fix 
pieces. 

Om the 15th, in the morning, the befiegers kept 
up a brifk fire from fix guns on their grand battery, 
three at the burying ground, and two at the old 
holpital: but in the afternoon they only fired from 
three at the grand battery, and two at the burying 
ground, which played fmartly until moon-light. 

On the 16th, the fire of the befiegers was very 
brifk from their artillery *, but few fhells were 
thrown. About noon, a fmall (loop anchored in the 
road, and acquainted the governor, that the Englifh 
mips were feen by her a few days before in the lati¬ 
tude of fourteen north: and about five in the af¬ 
ternoon tlte gam Ton perceived fix fail to the north¬ 
ward, which they concluded to be thofe fhips, and 
ir.e whole garrifnn was ordered to lie on their arms 
a!) night to prevent any hidden attack. They kept 
up a llnart fire or tnujfketry again ft the enemy’s 
works until ten o’clock, when the fix fhips an¬ 
chored It) the road, and were known to be thofe ex¬ 
pected from Bombay. 

About two in the morning of the jyth, the be- 
fjegefs mat e a (mart fire from their mufketry 5 but 
them Ihot flew too high. At the fame time, fcveral 
fights and fires appeared in their trenches, which 
were evacuated before morning, when they quitted 

the 
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the Black Town, having nailed up a]] the guns 
they could fire from, and deftrayed the carriages 
which they thought terviceable. They had not 
time to fet the Black Town on tire, as they were 
afraid of the Hying camp which major Cal I laud had 
again aflcmbled on the mount, and of the united 
force of the garrifon and the troops from England, 
if they ftiould take the retreating army between two 
fires. 

The lame morning, his majefty's ftiip the Queen - 
borough, commanded by captain Kern pen ft It, and 
the company’s (hip Revenge, difem barked the 
troops i which were the other detachment of colonel 
Draper’s regimentconfifUng of 600 men, under 
the command of major Monfon and captain Moore. 

Thus was raifedthc fiegeof Fort St. George, af¬ 
ter the garrifon had been tout up 67 days, and the 
enemy’s batteries had been open 4 6. General LaJly 
retreated in the utmoft tranfports of rage and de- 
Ipair, which a man of honor and ability in his pro- 
feQion can fed, who is iil fecondcd by his troops, 
negle&ed by ihofe who ought to fupport him, and 
cheated by the villainy of contractors, and of all 
thole who turn war into a low traffic. His letter is 
a (hong and ttriking picture of ihofe agitations. He 
left behind him a large quantity of military (tores, 
and all his heavy cannon, which w ere 44 pieces * 
but mod of them were rendered uniervienable. 
Though the Black Town efcaped the deftro&iotJ 
intended by him, he vented his refentment by the 
devacation he made in his route by Egmorc, where 
he deiiroyed the powder-mills j and, among other

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things unworthy of a foldier, he ordered a country- 
houfe on the mount, belonging to colonel Law¬ 
rence, to be blown up with three barrels of gun¬ 
powder, From thence he marched to Conjeveram, 
where he arrived the next morning, and began to 
fortify himlclf againft a iudden attack, in cale of a 
purfuit: but the Englifb forces were not able to take 
tire field immediately for want of Cooleys, bullocks, 
and other neceffaries. 

The French made aneafy conqueft of Mad rats 4 
in 1746; and alfo of Fort St, David fin 1758; but 
now they were ihamefully rcpulled. The ga triton 
in general diftinguilhed themfelves for their fobrie- 
ty, and emulated each other in their military duty. 
So brave a defence and deliverance did great Ivon or 
10 all concerned, and particularly to colonel Law¬ 
rence, who had the fatisfadtion to lee all his ler vices 
in the country crowned by a molt honorable dele nee 
of the capital fetilement, in which he was nobly Jup’ 
ported by the indefatigable vigilance and bravery ot 
colonel Draper and major B re reton within the wails, 
and by major Caillsud and captain Prcfton without, 
Governor Figot allb greatly contributed to their fuc- 
cefs, by his prudence, refolution, and gencrofity, in 
the management of the ft ores and proviGons, fre¬ 
quently vjfiting the works, and liberally rewarding 
all thofe who fignalized themfelves, Befides, he 
faithfully di (charged his promife of 50,000 rupees, 
which was immediately ifibed and diftributed after 
the enemy difappearedL, two thirds to the Europe¬ 
ans, and one third to the lepoys and^ I a! cars, 

Mr.. Call obferves, at the end of his journal of 
this remarkable ficge, that as nothing very different 
from what is met with in all lieges, or laid down as 
general maxims, was pratfifed in the defence ot the

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place, it would be unneccflary to enter into a par¬ 
ticular recapitulation. However, he remarks, that 
the artillery was fo well ferved, that two twelve- 
pounders from the north ravelin difmounted four 
twenty-four pounders oppoled to them ; and that of 
32 pieces of cannon tound on the enemy’s bat¬ 
teries, 31 were difkbled by the foot from the fort, 
which were many more than the beiieged had hurt, 
notwith(landing their works were enfiladed, plung¬ 
ed into, and taken in revet ft, The works were 
kept in extraordinary good repair; and three guns, 
with a it rang parapet, were maintained in the nor tit- 
eaft baftion by a few men. An addition was alfo 
made of a battery by the fea-Iide ; and two pieces 
more were fired on the tfith of February, than on 
the 14th of December. It foould alfo be obferved, 
that a few raw men taken from the pioneer com¬ 
pany, greatly exceeded all the boafted miners ol the 
French, who threatened to blow whole bait ions in¬ 
to the air. 

The French began to renounce all thofe fanguine 
hopes which they had enretrained from their forces 
in this part of the world. The Englifo, on tire 
contrary, went on from fuccefs to lucccls; and 
while they defeated the French on the eaftern coaft 
of the great peninfoia of India j on the weftern they 
took the great and opulent city of Surat, from the 
powers of the country, with very little Jofs. 
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C H A P. IV, 

The redutfhn of Suhat by tbs Engtilh prlfidtnty of 
Bombay: and ibe taking the Enghfh fafiwj at 
Go.vibp.oon" by the French ; in 1759. 

1. SURAT, 

1 HAVE already given a particular account of 
the city of Surat in my former volume and 
here ill all beg leave to make the following addition 
thereto, as necelTary to (hew why the prelidency of 
Bombay undertook this expedition again(t a place 
fubjcct to the Mogul government. 

The city Is fniuccd in 73 deg* 20 min. of eafl 
longitude, and 5 a deg. 38 min, of north latitude, 
on the fouth-eaft fide of the river Tappee *, about 
16 miles from the lea, 160 miles north of Bombay, 
and as many iouth of Cambaia. s being about three 
miles in circumference, but very populous, and 
vaftly rich: but Sw alley f, feven or eight leagues 
north from the mouth of the Tappee, is properly 
the fort of Surat, as the river is not navigable op to 
the town for Jhips of burden j which obliges mer¬ 
chants to unload at this place, and to fend their 
merchandize to Surat, either in fmall veflels up the 
river, or by land in waggons drawn by oxen. 

The Portuguese cook and ruined Surat in 1520 > 
but as it was already famous enough for its trade, 
it became more con fide r able by its ruin. All the 
Indian nations, who were accuftcmcd to trade there, 
united to re-eftablilh it; but it was not until near a 
century after that it became a general ftaple for 
European anti eaftern merchandize; being enriched 
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by a kind of com pen fat ion ror the dimage done to 
it by the Portuguese, w'hen the Dutch appearing 
m the Indian ocean, had deprived them of almoll 
all their places, and entirely ruined their trade. 

Tut Engl lib cdablifhed a factory there in iCorj, 
the Dutch in 1616, and the French in 1665. The 
Enghlh had their prefideney here, before it was re¬ 
moved to Bombay i after which they maintained a 
factory at Surat, and were allowed great privileges 
by the court of Delft 

Surat is remarkable for the trade carried on 
there by the Europeans, an I for that carried on by 
the merchants of the country with Java and Suma¬ 
tra, in the Indian ocean ; as alia with Aden, Mocha, 
and Mecca, upon the Red-fea*, and Bander Abaft, 
or Gombroon, in the Perfi m gulph. Two (hips 
depart every year from Surat ror the convenient/ 
of the Mahometans, who go upon a pilgrimage to 
Mecca ; but ufually they are as much laden with 
merchandize upon account of the Mogul, as upon 
that of the pilgrims*, and their returns arc fo rich, 
that they make a part of the European trade for 
the merchandize of Arabia Felix. 

I have before remarked, that the governor 
of the town was unconnected with the governor of 
the c.iltle ; but as the Indian Teas were greatly infeft- 
ed by pirates, the Mogul appointed a naval officer 
to keep them in awe. This man was called Sid dec 
MulToot *, who had been chief of an Ethiopian co¬ 
lony fettled ar Rajapore, where he collected feveral 
veftds of conddcrabte force, and carried on fume 
trade, until he was dtfpoiTrftd by the Morattoes ; 
upon which he repaired to Bombay, and afterwards 
to Surat, where he was appointed admiral on that

promoted to any pod of ccnfaqurtiic.. under ihc Mygul 
vemment, they called Siildtc*. 

' Voii n. T (too 
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ftation to the Mogul, with a revenue called the 
Tanka, amounting yearly to about three Sack of 
rupees, or 36,000!. fterling ; but he hat! no power 
independent of elite marine. However, under a 
pretence of arrears in his appointed revenues, he 
lei zed on the call Sc, encroached on the town, and 
feized one third of its revenues. Another third was 
paid to die Morattoes, to prevent (heir depredations 
upon the trade in the open country: but they were 
not fatisfied with this flipulation, and were intent 
upon fome opportunity to plunder the city, which 
was kept in fubjelUon by Sid dee Mu (Toot until his 
death in 1756, when he was fuececded by his fon, 
who rendered himfclf very obnoxious to the inha¬ 
bitants. 

Novas Allee Cawk was governor of the city, in 
which office he was ftipplanted by Meah Atchund, 
who was protefted by the Siddee *, and Pharr as 
Cawn w'as appointed his Naib, or deputy, in which 
llarion he acted as chief magiftrate, and conduced 
himfclf with great honor and integrity. 

Mr. Etna was the Englilh chief in 1758, when 
their factory was grievoufiy inlultcd and opprefled 
by the Siddee and his officers. The principal mer¬ 
chants and inhabitants were treated worfc, and de- 
fired Mr. Ellis to recommend it to the prefidency of 
Bombay to extricate them from thofe difficulties, by 
fitting out a force to take pofleffion of the cattle and 
Tanka, and make Pharras Cawn governor. Mr. 
Ellis was fucceeded by Mr, Spencer, who commu¬ 
nicated the (late of affairs at Surat to the prefidency 
of Bombay, in the beginning of the year 1755, 
when it appeared, that Meah Atchund had all his 
power conttouled by the Siddee, who had 2 000 
men in pay, cempofed of Moors, Gentoos, Arabs, 
Pat tans, and others ; who were a better corps Than 
Atchund'* Sepoys, which were 4000. 

The 
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The presidency of Bombay were apprehenfive 
tli it the Siddee would open the gates to the Morat- 
tos, anti therefore determined to p re vent it, by 
affilling the inhabitants of Surat. Admiral Fo- 
cock was then with his fqmdron at Bombay, and 
readily concurred with the presidency in J'upporting 
the expedition ; for which purpoil*, he ordered the 
Sunderland and Newcaille to convoy and fupport the 
Luinpany’s armament. 

CsprAis Maitland, of the royal regiment of 
artillery, was ordered to embark, on heart! the com* 
pany’s armed vefleh with Ids command, confiding 
of 850 artillery and infantry, with 1500 ilpoys. 
This armament failed, on the qth of .February, un¬ 
der the command of capiain "Waifon, who landed 
the troops, on the 1 5th, at Dcntllowjy, diilant from 
Surat about nine miles, where they encamped three 
days for refrdhmcnt, 

Im the Grll day’s march from that encampment, 
captain John Non hall *, the fecond in command 
died of an apoplectic fir, and was fuccceded in the 
command by captain Jofeph Winter, When captain 
Maitland approached the city, lie found that the 
Siddce had lodged fume of his troops in the French 
garden, where he made his lirll attack, and drove 
them our, after a very I mart firing on both Tides 
for about four hours \ in which the Englith had 
twenty men killed, and as many wounded : but the 
Siddee's luis was much greater. 

Aft Eft captain Maitland had got pofluffion of 
the French garden, he thought it necefi.vry to order

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the engineer to pitch upon a proper place to erc£l 
a batttry, which he did, and completed ir in two 
days i while the enemy took pofieflion of the Eng- 
iiih garden, and the Siddee’s bundar or cuftom- 
houfe. On the Englilh battery were mounted two 
24 pounders, and a 13 inch mortar, which fired 
briffcjy for three days againit the walls, without ef- 
fc&. Captain Maitland having thought of a more 
expedient method of getting into the outer town 
than by the breach of the wall, he called a council 
of war, compos'd of military and marine officers, 
before whom he laid a plan for a general attack, 
which they approved, and it was refolved to be put 
into execution at half an hour pall four the next 
morning. 

The plan was, that the Company's grab of 
20 guns, and four bomb-ketches, filould warp up 
the river in the night, and anchor in a line of battle 
oppofite the Siddce’s bund-ir, one of the ftrongeft 
fortified places they had got: this they did, and a 
general attack began from the vcfTefs and battery at 
the appointed time, on the ift of March. The 
captain’s intentions in this were, to drive the ene¬ 
my from their batteries, and to facilitate the land¬ 
ing of the infantry at the bundar, whom he had 
embarked in boats for their transportation. The 
bomb-ketches made a continual fire until half pall 
eight, when a ftgnal was made for the boats to put 
oF, and land under cover of the velTeta: This 
proved very fuccelsfiil, by t he prudent conduct anti 
gallant behaviour of Captain Watfon, who landed 
the troops with the lots of only one man. They 
attacked the Siddce’s bundar, and foon put his troops 
to flight, with the lofs of captain Robert inglifh 
mortally wounded, lieutenant Pcppcrd wounded in 
the Ihoulder, and fame common men killed and 
wounded. Having gained this point, and getting 
pofleffion of the outer town, with its fortifications. 
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the next thing to he done was to attack the inner 
town and cattle, for which purpofe the thirteen and 
two ten inch mortars were planted on the Siddee's 
bundar, and began firing as fonn as poiTible, at 
the diftance of 700 yards from the cattle, and 500 
from the inner town. 

About fix in the evening, the mortars began to 
play very brilkly, and continued their fire until half 
part two the next morning ; which unufua! attack put 
the cattle and town into fuch a contternation, that 
they never returned a gun. 

This was the critical time for fettling affairs 
with the inhabitants: but the friends of Pharras 
Cawn now feemed mott inclined to continue Meah 
Atchund governor of the town, on condition that 
Phams Cawn fhould be Naib or deputy, and that 
the Englitti fhould be eftablifhed in pofleffion of 
the cattle and tanka. 

Mr. Spencer afted for the Company, and com¬ 
municated this refolution to Atchund, who readily 
agreed to and executed the following treaty : 

“ Agreeable to your defire, I fend aperlon to 
you, by whom you advifed me verbally of your 
demands •, and with lincerity of heart, 1 write the 
particulars 1 now can agree to, which are as follow ;

The counter part of this treaty was delivered to 
Atchond, on the 4th of March, under the Compa- 
pany’s feal. Atchund then opened the gates of 
the inner town, and invited captain Maitland to 
march in; which was immediately done, with drums 
beating, and colors flying. 

The Sid dee Hill kept pofTeffion of the caftle, and 
farmed determined to defend it, until he was in¬ 
formed 
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formed that Atchund had joined his troops with the 
Knglifh to drive him out. He then found that re¬ 
finance would be vain, and Tent repeated meflages 
to captain Maitland, with many propofals to give 
him up the caftlc, upon condition that he would 
allow his people to march out with their arms and 
effefLs. Ail this was granted to him in an ample 
fenfe, even to the furniture of the houfes. Captain 
Maitland faw this executed with the greateft regu¬ 
larity ; after which, lie took pofieflion of the caftle 
and tanka m the name and for the ufe of the Com¬ 
pany, who were confirmed in the government by 
grants from the Mogul, fo that the guns, vdTds, 
and ftores belonged to them of courle as part of 
the tanka. 

Captain Maitland’s return was as following * 

« Royal artillery killed two, wounded four, 

In the Company’s infantry ; captains killed two, 
fuhaltern one. 

Killed in alt 150, Wounded about 60,” 

A gratuity of 100,000 rupees was divided 
among the captors, whole expedition commenced 
the 9th of February i fame troops were left in gar* 
rifon at Surat, and the others returned to Bombay 
on the 15th of April. 

This revolution reftored tranquility and good 
government to the city, and eftabt idled the Englifli 
m a moft valuable and ufcful fettle me nt, to the 
Tatisfa&ion of all the inhabitants. 

Richard Bourchjek, Efq-, who was then go¬ 
vernor of Bombay, honored me with a letter, dat¬ 
ed li Bom bay-cattle. May the id, 1759 j” in which 
were the following words: “ What with the French, 
and the contentions of the natives, all India is in 
great eonfufion. We have had a fmail Jharc in 
letting matters to rights at Surat, which will in

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the end turn out greatly to the Company’s advan¬ 
tage/' 

II. G O M BKOO N. 

As M. I. ally was difsppointed in his attempt up¬ 
on Fort St, George, He concerted an expedition a- 
gatnft the little Englilh fectlemtnt at Gombroon, 
which is a confidetable Tea-port town of Alla, in 
S’erlia, and in the province of Parfiftan, in Jon. 
75. Lit. 27. It is called by the natives Bander 
A buffi, and is feattd on a bay, about iz miles 
northward of the eaft end of the ifland of Kifmifh, 
fallely called Queffimo in fotne maps. It is nine 
miles from the famous ifl.vnd of Orrnus, in the Per¬ 
il an gulph, where the Portugueze had a let tlement. 
The Englilh and Dutch have fa&ories here, which 
is a great advantage to the trade of the place. The 
weather is fo exceeding hot in June, July, and 
Auguft, that this town is very unhealthy ■, and 
therefore the Englifh faftnry retire to Aflcen dur¬ 
ing thole months. It is frequented by people of 
feveral nations, as well Europeans as others; and 
the Banyans are fo numerous, that they bribe the 
governor not to permit any cows to be killed in the 
town. The Englilh were fettled here by Shah Ab¬ 
bas, after the definition of Ormus; he granted 
them great privileges in commerce, and a propor¬ 
tion of the culloms of that porr, which amounted 
to near 4000!. fieri ing a year: but the Englilh 
have loft thcle advantages, by the confufion and 
anarchy that have ruined Perfia of lace years, This 
made it unneceflary fur the Englilh Company to 
have any warehoufes or fortifications; therefore, 
the" had only a Ictiire houfe for their chief and his 
clerks, with a I mall party of foldiers to defend 
them again ft robbers, 

I t was again It this diftant, defenceiefs factory, 
as a place totally ncglefted, that M. Lally equipped 

four

four fliips, under Dutch colon, one of which carri¬ 
ed 64 guns, and another £2, with a land force of 
150 Europeans, and 200 CaHFres, two mortars, and 
four pieces of battering cannon, to befiegc lb fmall 
and unfortified a faftory. 

This fcrvice was committed to the command and 
direction of the count d'E[taing, who was made pri- 
foner of war by colonel Draper, in his Tally on the 
14th of March into the Black-town, and was at this 
time on hts parole; therefore M. des ElTars, and 
M. Charny were the nominal commanders. 

The French arrived at Gombroon on the 15th 
of O&ober j 759, and began to batter the Englifh 
factory, in which there were no more than fifteen 
Europeans and fomc Teapoys, who did what they 
could to defend chemfelves, under the direction of 
Mr* Douglafs the Chief, The French burnt the 
Speedwell (loop, and, at high water, hauled in 
their frigate of 22 guns, within a quarter of a mile 
of the factory, and began to fire ; while their troops 
and guns were landed, and played warmly from the 
weft ward for two hours. Abourthree in the afternoon, 
the French fummoned (he place to furrender ; and 
the Englilh capitulated on the following terms. 

« Articles of Capitulation for the Eaft India 
Company’s faftory of Gombroon, between 
Alexander Douglafs, Efqj Chief of the faid 
let dement and council v and Monficur des Ef* 
fars, captain of his moft Chriftian Majefty’s 
Ihip Conde, and commander in chief of the 
prefent expedition, and Monfieur Chamym, 
captain, commander of the land forces. 

I, That as Toon as the capitulation was figned, 
a detachment of French troops Ihould rake pof- 
feflion of the factory j the keys to be delivered to 

the 
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ihe commanding officer j and no perfon to come 
in or go out without his permiflion, as he would 
take care to prevent dHerders and thefts, 

II. That ail effects in the fafiory fhould belong to 
the be ft gers, and be delivered to the French 
com miliary, with ail books and papers in pofief- 
Gon of the befieged : the befiegers to be (hewn 
the wareboufes, that they might place the necef- 
fary centinels over them; the artillery, arms, 
ammunition, provifions, money, merchandize 
and paves, in general every thing contained within 
the factory, fhould be comprehended in this ar¬ 
ticle. 

III. That the chief, the garri (bn-factors, writers, 
and all Europeans in the lervtcc of the Englifh 
Eaft India Company, in general all the fubjedfca 
of his Britannic Majefty In the factory ihould be 
pri loners of war, under the following claufes only: 

IV. That whereas M. d’Eftaing, brigadier of foot, 
and formerly a prifoner of his Britannic Ma¬ 
jefty, was on board the (hip Conde, in Ids way 
to Europe, hy ■ the way of Ruflbrah, and being 
dtfirous of rendering more fecure the intelligence 
of an exchange having been made in his behalf, 
between Mr, Bigot, governor of Madrafs, and 
Monf, Lilly, lieutenant genera! * it was agreed 
between the befiegers and befieged, that Alex¬ 
ander Douglas, Elm chief of the Englifh Eaft: 
India Company’s fretory at Gombroon, with Wil¬ 
liam Naflr, enfign Johnfton, Dymoke Lyfter, 
Lieutenant George Bern bow, Lieutenant Richard 
Evans, and Richard Main waring, were lawfully 
exchanged tor Monfieur d'Eft a mg j and they 
were at full liberty to go where and to what 
places they plcafed; in confequence of which, 

Mon- 
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Monfieur d'Eftaing was under no oilier chufc 
than what was fpecified in the fixih article, 

V. That though the prefent exchange of prifoners 
was an unnecdTary precaution in behalf of Mon* 
ficur d’Eftatng, yet all perfons mentioned in die 
preceding article were ablblutely free : but fliould 
Monfieur d’Eftaing have been already exchang¬ 
ed, as he undoubtedly was, m that cafe, for the 
feven perfons already mentioned, who enjoyed 
their liberty, a like number, and of equal Na¬ 
tion, of his moft Cbriflian Majefty’s fubjefts, 
were to be re baled whenever a carrel was made, 

VI. That Monfieur d’Eftaing, to fulfil with the 
greateft exa&itudc the promife he made governor 
Vigor, that he wouid not take up arms againfl 
the EngliHi on the Coromandel coaft only 1 , for 
the fpaceof eighteen months, reckoning from the 
i ft of May, 17591 deli red it might be inferted 
in the capitulation, that notwithstanding he was 
exchanged, yet he would keep the promife he 
made governor Pigot, of nor taking up arms a- 
guinft the Englilb on the Coromandel coaft only, 
tor the Space of eighteen months > but he was 
at free liberty in all other places to take arms, 

VII. That if it was poflihle to agree about the re- 
purchafing of Gombroon fadlory, It would be 
looked on as part of the prefent capitulation ; the 
befiegers referving to themfelves the liberty never- 
thelels to do therewith as they might think fir, 
fhould no agreement be concluded with the be- 
ficged. 

Vfll. That in confederation of the exchange of 
Monfieur d*Eftaing, and at his particular requeft 
to Monfieur des Eftars, Alexander Douglafs, Efq; 
and all others mentioned in the fourth article, had 

liberty 
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liberty to carry away all their efforts of what kind 
foever, excepting ammunition, provifiom, ma¬ 
rine, military or warlike ftorcs.” * 

Thus the French reduced this indefenfible fac¬ 
tory with all the parade of a fiegc, and the pompous 
form of a capitulation, which furprized all the mi* 
Jitary gentlemen in India. Their terms were cal¬ 
culated to cover the Count d’Eftaing from the guilt 
of breaking his parole j for it is certain he was not 
exchanged ; and the parole he gave was in the ufual 
form, not to Jerve directly or indirectly again ft the 
Englifh during the war, or until he fhould be re¬ 
gularly exchanged. 

The French received fomc afllftancc from Moo¬ 
lah Alice Shah, the Moorifh governor, with whom 
they entered inro articles of alliance, and left him 
great quantities of copper, with other valuable 
things, after they evacuated the factory, which they 
let on fire, and fet fail on the 30th.

M D’ACHE, who had run away from ad- 
• mini Pocock in Augufk 1758, was now 
Jtrongly rdnforcsd at the illands of Mauritius

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and Bourbon ; of which admiral Pocuck had intel¬ 
ligence white he was refitting his fquadron at Bom¬ 
bay, from whence he failed, on the 17th of A- 
pril 1759, for the coafl of Coromandel. With a 
diligence and dexterity apparent in every under¬ 
taking where that gallant commander had the chief 
direction, the fquadron got round tlieifland of Cey¬ 
lon beforethe trench had taken their depart lire from 
I he i Hands % and the admiral flattened his Ihips in 
fuch a manner, as to proteft the trade and inter¬ 
cept the enemy. He kept this flat ion until the 
3d of Auguft, when he proceeded to cruize off 
Pondicherry : but the want of water and provifions 
obliged him to proceed to Trincomalay on the ift 
of September, as it was very difficult to water the 
Ihips at Negapatnam. 

Admiral Pocock difpatched the Revenge fri¬ 
gate, to look out for the enemy off Ceylon ; and 
they were deferied from the mail-head at ten the 
next morning *, being fifteen fail in the fouth-caft 
quarter, (landing to the north-eaft. Soon after, 
the admiral perceived the Revenge ehaced by one 
of the French frigates, which tired I'evcral Ihot at 
her, He Immediately made the fignal for a gene¬ 
ral chace, and flood cowards them with all the fail 
Ete could make, though he was much inferior in 
the number of (hips. This obliged the French 
frigate to give over chace, and rejoin her own 
fquadron, which endeavored to flea! away under 
favor of the nighty and falling little wind, pre¬ 
vented the Englilh getting near them when the day 
cl0fed. At ft:veil to the evening, admiral Pocock 
ordered the Revenge to make fail to the fourh-raft, 
and keep fight of the enemy, ifpoiUble-, which had 
the defired effefh About eleven, the Englifli iti(co¬ 
vered them, and bore down : bur about one in the 
morning of the third, a heavy fquail came on, 

which

which continued until three, and obliged the Eng- 
JUh to bring to, and clew up their top-fails, 

At day-Tight, the Englilh faw the French fleet 
bearing north-call by north, about five or fix leagues 
diftant v and admiral Pocock made t he fignat for a 
general chace to the north-call; Point Pedro, on 
the ill and of Ceylon, bearing well, dillanc fix or 
feven leagues. He continued to gain upon the 
French ; who, about nine, finding it was in vain 
to trull entirely to the fwi fends of their failing, 
bore north -call by call four leagues, and formed in 
line of battle a- head on the liar-board rack, with 
the wind about well north-weft : therefore admiral 
Pucock made the fignal for the line of battle a-bread, 
and Hood for the center of their fleet, which kept 
under way, and appeared to go from the wind, 
By this means their bearings were greatly altered ; 
for by noon they bore fouth-eaft by eaft, dif* 
cant fix or feven miles. The wind decreafing as 
the day advanced, the Englifti were not able to 
form their line until near fun-fet two of their 
fquadron, the Tyger and New cattle, failing very 
Ul, thy* they made all she fail they could crowd. 

Ix this politico it was hoped the French might 
have been fixed and brought to an engagement: 
but M. d'Ache had no luch intention *, for his 
fell e me was to avoid the danger of a dole chace, 
by forming the line, to fiacrer the Engtifh with an 
expectation of battle. Thus, about a quarter after 
live, the EngjtJh fquadron being nearly a -bread of 
the French} they wore, and came to the wind on 
the other tack : upon which admiral Pocock made 
the ftgnal for his Ihips to tack, the rear firft, and 
fleered with the French, 

Bo t h fquadrons were then about four miles 
dill ant, with very little wind, had fc a redly flee rage 
way, and continued fo until near ten, when a 
freth breeze tprung up from the fouth fouth-wrft : 
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on which the Engfilh hauled clofe to the wind, 
under their top-faiis, and formed the line a-head. 
This fluff of wind brought the French a-ftern, and 
a little upon the weather quarter of the Englilh line: 
but it proving hazy foon after, the EngUfti loft fight 
of the enemy j who made no fignals, in this or the 
preceding night, either v ith guns or lights. Ad¬ 
miral Pocock immediately fent the Revenge to look 
out a-ftern, in expeftarion of her feeing them : but 
not being able to difeoverthem z-ftern t fent her di¬ 
rectly a-head, and flood after her, the fhips ftill con¬ 
tinuing in the line with their heads to the northward. 

Ov the 4th, at a quarter paft eight in the morn¬ 
ing, the Revenge made the fignal for feeing four fed 
to the norih-eaft ; on which admiral Pocock made 
the fignal fora general cbace. At half paft eleven, the 
Revenge bore more aw ay to the caft ward, and was fol¬ 
lowed by the fquadron: but after continuing the d n ee 
until near two in the afternoon, and d He overin g only 
two Jhips, with whom he could not come up, the 
admiral made the fignal for the Revenge to come 
into the fquadron, then flood to the fourhward, and 
made all the fail he could to get off Pondicherry, 
as he concluded the French fquadron was bound iheic. 

Admiral Pocock arrived oft' Pondicherry on the 
Sth, early in the morning, and few no fhips in the 
road: but at one in the afternoon he difeovered the 
enemy to the fouth-eaft, and by three counted thir¬ 
teen fail. The Englifti fhips were then Handing to 
the fouthward, with the lea-breeze ; and kept a 
good look-out the following night, to intercept 
the French. At half paft fix in the morning of the 
yth, the Englifti few part of the French fquadron 
to the fouth-wefl, and by nine counted fix teen fail. 
Ac two in the afternoon, the wind fpriftging up, ad¬ 
miral Pocock made the fignal for a general chicc; 
and at four the French fquadron appeared to be form¬ 
ed in a line of battle a-breafl, and fleered right dow n 

upon 
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upon the English admiral, who ordered the Revenge 
to keep between the two fquadrons, and obferve 
their motions during the night. 

Ok the loth, at fix in the morning, the body of 
the French Squadron bore fouth-eall by South, dif- 
tant eight or nine miles, and was formed in a line 
of battle a-he ad on the ftar-board tack. The Eng¬ 
lish Iquadron continued bearing down on them in 
a line of battle a-b re ait, with the wind about north- 
well by well. At five minutes pafl ten, the French 
wore, and formed the line a-he ad upon the larboard 
tack : the Englifh did the fame an hour after, and 
kept edging down upon them. At ten minutes 
pall two in the afternoon, admiral Pocock’s Ship 
was nearly a-brea(l of the French admiral’s fecond 
in the rear, and within mufket-lhot ^ upon which 
M- d’Ache made the Signal for battle, and the 
Engjifh admiral immediately did the fame. 

The French had a great Superiority in the num¬ 
ber of Ships, guns, and men *, befides the great 
advantage in the Gze of their Ships j for their 
Squadron con Si Sled of eleven Ships of the line, with 
two frigates, and two ftorcihips *: but the Eng-

The French continued their retreat to the Couth- 
ward, until dark j at which time admiral Pocock 
ordered the Revenge to keep between him and the 
enemy, to obfervc their motions i while he lay-to 
with the fqundran an the larboard tack, that the 
di tabled rtiipi might repair their damages. At 
day-light in the morning, the Engliih Ciw the French 
to the fouth-fouth-eaft, lying to on the larboard 
tack, as the Engliih were, about four leagues dis¬ 
tant, and the wind about weft. Upon fight of the 
Engli Ih Iquadron, the French immediately wore, 
and brought to on the other rack, which they con¬ 
tinued until evening, when their diftanee was lb 
much incroiled, that the Engtifh could Jcarccly dtf* 
cover them from the main-tup; but the wind then 
coming to the caftward, admiral Pocock made the 
fignal, wore, and flood under an ealy fail to the 
north-weft j the Sunderland having the Newcaftlc 
in tow, the Weymouth the Tyger, and Elizabeth 
ihe Cumberland. 

On the i2rh, at day-light, admiral Pocock Caw 
the Ihips in Wgnpatnam road ^ but as he perceiv¬ 
ed nothing of the enemy, he anchored with the 
Iquadron, at ten in the forenoon, about three 
leagues to the foothward of that road i and in the 
evening difpatched the Revenge to Madrafs, with 
letters to the governor and council. 

The T -nghfh Squadron, on the 15th in the even¬ 
ing, weighed, and flood into the road, and anchor¬ 
ed. Mere they continued repairing their damages, 
and refilling die fquadron until the 26th ; when 
the admiral weighed at five in the morning, flood 

to 
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to the northward, and at fix was joined by the Re¬ 
venge * from Madrid's, who brought fix cy-Three 
men belonging to the Bridgewater and Triton. They 
were taken in Fort St. David, and had been ex¬ 
changed at Pondicherry: the admiral ordered them 
on board the Tyger and Ncwcaftle, as thofe fhips 
had fullered mod in the late engagement. 

Ik this condition the brave admiral Pocock pro¬ 
ceeded again in quell of the enemy; whom he 
found, at day-light on the 27th, in Pondicherry 
road, lying at anchor in a line of battle. The 
Englifh were not in a condition to attack both the 
(hips and the Tort: therefore the admiral made the 
figrul for the iquadron to draw into a line of bat¬ 
tle a-hcad, upon the (larboard tack. The wind 
being oft (bore, and about weft-fouth-wdl, the

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tinue well formed. Being in this foliation, the 
French admiral made the fignal at fix o’clock to 
heave a peake $ an hour after to weigh t 3 nd by the 
time all their fq uadi on was under tail it W3S near 
ten-, when the Englifh were to leeward of them, 
expelling they would bear down directly and en¬ 
gage- But, inftead of taking that fhp, M. d’Achc 
made the fignal for his Iquadrcn to keep dole to 
the wind, made fail, and ft retched away to the 
foot h ward in a line of battle a head ; by which 
method of ailing they increaied their diflance from 
about a random foot at day-light, to near four 
leagues to windward at fun-let.

All the Englilh officers and feamen behaved with 
the greatefl bravery and i'pirit during the action ; 
and, by the vigor and coriftancy of their fire, oblig¬ 
ed the enemy to retreat, nocwithftandtng their great 
ftipeiiortty. 

The French fquadron brought no European 
troops to Pondicherry t but landed there four hun¬ 
dred European feamen ^and volunteers; with two 
hundred cafffes: they brought little money; but 
left the diamonds there which were taken in the 
Grantham Jndiaman. M. d’Ache lelt Pondicherry 
op the til of Oftobcr, having on board M, Supi¬ 
er e, brigadier Tally, and colonel Kennedy; from 
whence it was concluded, that either their whole 
fqiiadron, or a part of it, was gone to die ifiands. 

Admiral Puccck ib expeditioully refitted and 
reviftualled his ihips at Madrafs, that he failed 
from thence on the 17th of October, and was 
joined the next day by rear admiral Cornifh, who 
jailed from England in April, with four fiiips of 
the line *, and throe Indiamcn "f, on board of 
which was colonel Cuoie with part of his regiment f.

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Admiral Pocock difpatched the Queenboroogh 
'with the India men for Mndrals, where they land¬ 
ed (he troops on the 27th ; while the admiral re¬ 
turned with the whole fleet to the coaft of Malabar, 
and arrived at Tetlicherry, which was the general 
rendezvous, (he laft day of November. On the 
26th, admiral Stevens failed for Bombay with four 
fhips, and was followed on the 29th by admiral 
Pocock, who ordered admiral Cornifh to fail with 
the fix fhips * under his command to the coaft of 
Coromandel cn the 15th of December, if the fea- 
fon was favorable. 

Admiral Pocock had received orders to return to 
England: bu( he continued in India until the next 
year, when affairs were re-eftablifhed in Bengal, and 
the coaft of Coromandel left in a ftatc of tranqui¬ 
lity. The admiral received the ftrongeft expref- 
fiors of gratitude and elteem from the three pre- 
fidencics of Bombay, Madrafs, and Calcutta, for 
his eminent fer vices done to the Company: and 
he found, that at a genera! court of the Eaft In¬ 
dia Company, held on the 21 ft of June, 1759, a 
motion was made, and unanimoufly agreed to, " for 
the (hanks of the Company to be given to admiral 
Pocock and commodore Stevens for their gallant 
behavior in the E aft-Indies.” 

Admiral Pocock rcligned the command to rear 
admiral Stevens, and failed from Bombay in the 
Yarmouth, on the 7th of April, 1760, on his re¬ 
turn to England. He anchored at Anjcngo on the 
17th, and arrived at St, Helena on the 18 th of 
June, where he found the Colchefter and Rippon 
waiting to convoy feventeen Indiamen + richly la-

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den. The admiral rook the whole tinder ht$ com¬ 
mand, let fail the 7th of July, and brought them 
fitfe to Porcfmouth on the aoih of September j be¬ 
ing the ri theft convoy that ever arrived together 
from India; The admiral found his fervices no¬ 
bly and gratefully rewarded both by his king and 
country, who conferred additional honors upon 
him, until his glory was rendered immortal by his 
conqueft of the Havanna. 


CHAP. VI. 

A continuation of the military tratifactions on the coajt 
0/Coromandel in 1759. Colonel Draper cad 
Colonel Lav/rence return to England. Major 
Brereton takes Copjjeveram, and Trivitore: 
bat bis troops are defeated in their attack upon 
Vandewash. The French take Tagada : they 
defeat a body of troops under the command of Kisr- 
karauze and lieutenant Railcard j and take 
Seri sc ham. The English garrifon at Trichi- 
nopol] cut of a French convoy at Utatoor.— 
Colonel Coote arrives at Madrass, and takes the 
command of the army at Conjcveram; be takes 
Vandcwalh and Cakancolv. General Lally 
ajfembtes his army at Arcot, and befieges Vande- 
wafh. The battle of Vandewafti, where colonel 
Coote defeated generally Lally, on the zzd of Ja¬ 
nuary 1760. The French retreat to Pondicher¬ 
ry, which the EnglitH invejl. 

W HEN general Lally retired from Madrafs*, 
he proceeded 10 Conjcveram, which he 
ftrongly fortified. The Iinglifh retook Poonomal-

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by anti rrrpalTnre, before the army was readv to 
match from Madrafs, where it continued umif the 
beginning of March, when colonel Lawrence took 
the field at die head 1 1 1400 European*, and the 
b>jck army of illbuf Cawn. I (e marched towards 
Conjcvcmm, moved round it, and expofed his 
Hank, to provoke the Iftnch to give him battle: 
but as M Lilly bad no money to payor clothe his 
troops, he could put no confidence in'them, though 
they were luprrior in number to the Englilb, and 
therefore he kept within the fortification. 

Colonel Draper was in fuch a bad flare of 
health, as made it neqtffiry for him to quit India, 
and return to England: he accordingly took his 
pafftgc in a China ihip from Madrals, where his 
abf nec was greatly regretted by the garrifon, who 
were thereby deprived of an excellent officer. He 
was foon followed by colonel Lawrence, whofe 
health was alfo greatly impaired j and as he found it 
ImpofiiMc to bring the French to an cngagcnlenr, 
he refigne I the command of the army to major 
Brcrt'ton, .■ d returned to England. 

Major Brereron made amotion towards Vande- 
wafh, and the French marched to relieve it. They 
advanced within nine miles of tin* Englifh army, 
which moved about lour miles to meet them. Both 
armies remained two days within view of each o- 
ther: but as M. Lally had poflcEKd himfclf of a 
camp fo (irong that major Bremen could not at¬ 
tack it, tire latter made a forced march in the night 
of the iarh of April 10 Jurpriac ConjcvcranT*, 
which was garrifoned by 500 fepoys, under the 
command of Muikphd Beg f. 'i’his partisan rc-

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tired to the pagoda* where he bravely defended 
hlmfdf until he was killed with many of his people} 
upon which the reft fubmitted. The Engiilh had 
four officers and fame men killed in the attack ; as 
rtlfa leveral officers wounded* among whom were 
the majors Ureretun, Monfan, and Caillaud. 

The Eng!i111 by this acquifition deprived the 
French of their principal fupplici of flores, bag* 
gage and neceffaricsj which increal’ed their dif- 
c,intent into altnoft a real mutiny, for want of 
c loathing and pay. The defenion of the French 
infantry was very great, and fifty of their German 
buffers went over to the Englifti camp, which was 
an addition of a new fort of corps to their army, 
and they were found fa Icrviceable, that they were 
afterwards in created to two hundred and fifty men. 
Hut the Engl ilh could not take any advantage of 
this excellent opportunity for attacking the French, 
os they were obiiged to wait the recovery of their 
wounded officers. General Tally was a [fa under 
the ntcefljty of remaining inactive, unril he could 
find a way to give his troops fame fati&fa&ion *, fo 
that both armies continued a whole month, without 
fa much as an attempt to adtion; the Eng! 1 fa at 
Conjcveram, French at Vandewafh. Ac 

Jaft the French folders were doathed and pacified i 
(heir scncral was informed that the Nabob’s rroops 
had quitted the Englifh camp ; and he marched to 
attack maior lirereton, who, at the fame time, ad¬ 
vanced towards the [■ rench camp } by which means 
the two armies unexpectedly met, and a battle mult 
have etifued, if the Englifti had not retreated to 
their camp. 

Major Brerecon marched with a refolutinn to 
attack the enemy : but it unfortunately happened, 
that in a march of eight miles no lefs iha i fix of 
colonel Draper’s foldiers dropped dead, and ninety 
two were taken ill, lb as to be incapable of Icrvicc, 

by 
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by the inclement heat* which at this feafon was 
tnoft intenfe: therefore the major found it advjfe- 
ablc to make his retreat to Conjeverim, which he 
effefted in good order, and without any interruption. 
Is my firft volume, 1 hat e mentioned in what 
manner the Bramins treat bloody fluxes; and 
here I mult beg leave to obferve, that the inflam¬ 
mation of the liver is a difeafe very common in the 
Ealt Indies, and extremely fatal to Europeans: but 
the foldiers fuffer molt from it probably either 
from the exceflive heats to which they are often un¬ 
avoidably expofed, or from an intemperate life; 
though indeed the moft fober are not always free 
from the danger. This diltemper made dreadful 
havoc among colonel Aldercron’s men upon the 
coaft, and generally cut them off in a tew days af¬ 
ter the attack. I have been informed, that upon 
dillefting thole that died, the liver looked well at 
firft fight, only fome thing larger than common > 
but upon cutting Into it, there was always found a 
cd left ion of white pus, A difeafe fo quick in its 
progress could not but be attended with much dan¬ 
ger ; and the forgeotis tried every poJTible method 
to cure it; though their fuecefs was not very re¬ 
markable. However, they agreed in one p raft ice 
at Lft ; which was, upon the Hrit attack of the dif¬ 
eafe, to take away fome blood, according to the 
condition or the patient, and immediately begin to 
give fmall doles of calomel; and this they con¬ 
tinued until a fptttiag came on, to carry off the dif¬ 
eale. There was a necdBcy for fome brifit medi¬ 
cine to be fpeedily ufed, to refolve an obftruftion 
that fo foon terminated in a fuppuration ; and, con- 
fiLlering the flow circulation in that vifeus, it could 
not be well effected by any other of flower operation. 

The retreat of major Brercton encouraged gene¬ 
ral Lally to advance within three miles ol Conjevc- 
ram; but notwithfiandiiig the dilbrder occafioned 

by 
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by the clim are ip read itleif much, and the major 
himfelf was affefted by it, the Engiifh troops were 
impatient to be fhut up within walls, when an ene¬ 
my was daring them to the field. It was therefore 
refolved, that the army Jhould march out under the 
command of major Monfon, and encamp near the 
enemy, which was immediately put into execution. 
The French made two unfuccdsfol attacks upon the 
Engiifh, who repuUed them with coofiderabtc lofs, 
and obliged them to retreat twenty miles back, to 
Trivitore. 

As the heat of the climate was tlien become in- 
fufterable in the open fields, both armies retired in¬ 
to cantonments* the Englilh at Conjcveram. * and 
the French at Vandewafh, Gingce, A root, and Chtt- 
tapur, where they moltty continued until near die 
end of September; in which interval there happen¬ 
ed an engagement at lea, as already mentioned*. 

While the French undertook forme operations to 
the fouthward about Trichinopoli, msyor Gordon 
arrived at Madrafs with three hundred men, and 
marched with them to Conjeveram * whereupon 
major Brereton, with the confent of the governor 
and council, began to prepare for aflion * but was 
retarded by excefltve rains until the 24th of Sep¬ 
tember, when he inarched towards Vandewafh, at 
the head of four hundred Europeans, feven thou- 
fand fepoys, feventy European and three hundred 
black horfe, with fourteen pieces of artillery. Their 
march was uninterrupted till their advanced guard 
came near a hide fort called Trivitore+, where 
they fur prized an advanced poft of fifty buffers, 
who retreated with great precipitation, but were 
purlued by die Engiifh horfe, who killed three 
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nicn t and brought in live pri loners wounded. The 
tort was inverted at the fame time* and the garrifon 
Jurrendered pri f oners of war * being a captain and 
twenty two men of the Lorrain regiment, with eight 
buffers. 

Major Brereton puriued his march Towards Van- 
tiewafh *; and his advanced guards putbed direflly 
into a village commanded by the guns of a fort, 
dole under which the French were rtrortgiy encamp¬ 
ed, and were near equal in number to the Englifh. 
ihe Raja to whom the fort belonged, had not 
milled ' lt to any Europeans, but only admitted a 
few of them, which he was able to manage with his 
own troops. The English could not draw the 
French from their iretrenchments in the pettah, and 
tlic re fore it was rcfolvcd to attack them, notwith- 
ltanding their advantageous fituadon. The attack 
was vigoroufly made, on the firft of October, at 
three in the morning, by the majors Monfon and 
Catllaud at one end of the pettah, and by major 
Gordon at the other end, who drove the French 
under die guns of the calite, and kept poMon of 
the pettah until day-break, when the fort began a 
a prodigious fire upon them, and the French (allied 
out in great numbers; Id that after a concert of two 
hours, the Englifh were obliged to retreat with the 
lots of two hundred and twu men killed and wound¬ 
ed, among whom were eleven officers: but the 
French fullaincd an equal lofs. 

After this <i flair, the Englilh troops encamped 
four, days in fight of the fort, and then returned to 
Conj evenm, where they remained until the 27th 
of October, when colonel Coolc arrived at Madra& 
with the rert of his regiment j and after concerting 
a plan of operations with the governor and council, 
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he cook che command of the army at Conjcveram 
in November. 

Though the French continued the main body of 
their army in cantonments, they were not entirely 
idle. To the Couth of their Quarters there was a lit¬ 
tle town, with a ft rang caftle, called Tagada, al- 
moll impregnable by fituation, but inddcnfible for 
want of ammunition. It was held by Kiftnarauze, 
who was-an ally to the Nabob 1 and therefore was 
a {Tilled by captain Smith, who Cent him three com¬ 
panies of fepoys, from Trichinopoit, under the 
command of ierj cant-major 11 un term an. Thcfe 
troops were afterwards followed by forty Europeans, 
fix companies of lepoys, and Come artillery, com¬ 
manded by lieutenant Rail lard, who was joined by 
one thou find of the N lbob’s horfe. The French 
attacked the town, which the Englifh attempted to 
relieve : but the Jacrer wete deferred, with the lofs 
of their commander and federal men; after which 
the fort was fur rendered to the French upon honor¬ 
able terms. 

The French marched a confiderable force to¬ 
wards Seringhatji * and a Tally was made by the 
garrifon of i’riehinopoli, who took thirty Europe¬ 
ans and ibrtle lepoys prifoners: but the main body 
of the French took Scringham, and made two hun¬ 
dred fepoys priToners, whom they cruelly treated, 
arul put one half of them to the fword, though 
their gallant refiftancc entitled them to a better fate. 

Soon after, captain Smith made an unfuccelsful 
attack upon So i sigh am ; while a detachment from 
Tricliinopoli cut oft the French convoy in Utatore, 
where they took two officers and forty grenadiers, 
di(armed three hundred fepoys, and deitroyed all 
their ammunition and provjfiuns. The Englifh re¬ 
took feveral pulls, and lo much interrupted the 
communication with Scringham, that general Lilly 
reinforced it with a large body of troops. 


As 
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As it was apprehended that the French would be- 
fiege Trkhinopoli, die prefidency of Madrafs re¬ 
commended it co colonel Coote to take the field with 
the army, and endeavour to draw the enemy from 
the Tooth ward. He accordingly took the field, on 
the 25th of November, and in veiled Vandcwafh on 
the 27th. He erelted batteries, and made a breach 
by the 30th, when rhe gar ri Ton for rendered prifoners 
of war-, they confuted of five fubakern officers, fix- 
ty three private men, and eight hundred fepoys: 
there were in the garriton forty nine pieces of can¬ 
non, and a great quantity of ammunition. 

Colon £ 1. Coote in veiled Carangoly, on the 3d 
of December; and opened a two-gun battery on 
the 6th, another on the 7th, and began to carry on 
approaches. On the toth, being near the glacis, 
and having dismounted all their guns but four, co¬ 
lonel G’Kennely, who commanded, lent out a flag 
of truce; and, on account of his good behavior, 
cobncl Coote granted him rhe following terms: 
'* That the Europeans fhould have leave to march 
out with thdr arms, two rounds per man, drums 
beating, and fix days provisions ; the fepoys co be 
disarmed, and turned about their bufmcls.” The 
garrilbn confified of one hundred Europeans, and 
five hundred fepoys, with nine guns* 

Colonel Coote had intelligence, that brigadier- 
general BufTy was arrived at Arcot from the north¬ 
ward, with three hundred Europeans, and a large 
black army; as alio, that the army which lay ac 
Chetraput was to join him, and that t he forces fiom 
t he fcuchward were on their march towards Arcot. 
Therefore, the colonel thought it advifeabic tocrol's 
the Falla, and encamp his army oppofue to Arcor. 
At the fame rime a body of three thoufand Morat • 
roes, under the command of turns Cawn, joined the 
French, and plundered all the country, which put the 
Englifh to he grtaicil dalrd's for want of ptoviftons.

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Lieutenant General Lally arrived at Arcot on 
the 27th, and took the command. On the gth of 
January 1760, the French and their allies %vere all 
in motion ; and the next day marched towards Van- 
dewalh ; while colonel Coote moved with his army 
along the bank of the river, to oblervc their mo¬ 
tions, and cover the country. 

Os the 12th, colonel Coote received a letter 
from the commanding officer at Conjeveram, that 
five hundred French Europeans, and a Targe body 
of horfe had entered the town, and that the reft 
of thdr army lay at Jangolam, three miles diftance 
from it: he therefore put his army in motion, and 
endeavored, by a forced march, to five that place* 
which was very weak, but of confequmce ; and he 
arrived there on the f 3th before day-light: upon 
which the enemy quitted the place, and moved to¬ 
wards Vandcwafh. 

Colon el Conte crofted the Palla with all his army 
on the 15th', and on the 17th arrived at Ourrema- 
loor, about fourteen miles from Vamlewafli, which 
general I.ally had invefted, and began to raife bat¬ 
teries, The garrifon conftfted of one hundred and 
fifty Europeans, and eight companies of fepoys, 
under the command of captain Sherlock, who made 
a gallant defence. 

On che 21ft, colonel Coote received a letter from 
captain Sherlock, that a breach was made: he 
therefore went with all the cavalry to reconnoitre, 
being determined to engage the enemy the next 
morning. Accordingly, he fenc orders back to the 
army to join him at Irimboraugh *, nine miles front 
Vandewafh, where he had taken poll: with rile ca¬ 
valry. 

On the Z2d, the Engliffi army marched, at fix 
in the morning, agreeable to the orders given out 
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ihc day before for char purpole, which were as fol¬ 
lowing; 

“ The army to march to-morrow at Hit o'clock 
by the left upon the taps beating, which is to be 
looked upon the lame as the general’s beating: it is 
to form and march off immediately afterwards. All 
the cavalry and live companies of fcpoys to form 
the van of tire army, except two hundred black 
horl’e, who with three companies of fepoys arc to 
cover the baggage in the rear. The army to ob- 
ierve the orders given out the a 7th of December, 
which were, that the iirifc line c<mlilt of colonel 
Draper’s regiment on the right, colonel Cootc's on 
the left, and the company’s in the center: the ar¬ 
tillery to be divided as follows four pieces on the 
right, four on the left, and two pieces between each 
interval, nuking in all twelve in the firil line. The 
fecond line to confift of the grenadiers of colonel 
Draper’s, colonel Coote’s, and the company’s, with 
one piece of cannon upon each think, who are to 
form two hundred paces in the rear of rhefirft line: 
an eight inch howitz to be between the two lines. 
Major Brereton to command the right of the full 
line, major William Gordon on the Irfc, and major 
Hubert Gordon the center. Major Monfon to com¬ 
mand the fecond line. The cavalry to be divided 
into five fqiudrons, the Europeans to make the 
centre fquadron, The names of the Jemidars, who 
arc appointed to command, to be given in to the 
commanders in chief to-night. When the line 
forms, the cavalry will have orders to form about 
Arty paces in live rear of the fecond line, having 
a proper interval between each fqoadron: at the 
fame time the five companies of fepoys who fup- 
ported the cavalry are to torm the right of colond 
Draper’s regiment i and the five companies of ie- 
poys, that were in the rear of the line of march, 
to form on the left of culoncl Coote’s regiment: 

five 
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five companies who were on the left Bank, of the 
line of march, are 10 form in the following manner j 
two on the right of the fecund line, and two on (he 
left, and one in the rear with the cavalry. The 
whole army, as well Europeans as blacks, are to 
have a green branch of tamarind-tree fixed on their 
hats and turbans, likew ife on the tops of the cotors, 
to dillinguilli them from the enemy. The com¬ 
manding officers of corps are to take particular care, 
that their refpeflivc corps are properly told oft, and 
that the men know their right and left hand men 
and file leaders. They are to be cautioned nor to 
give their fire till they are ordered by their refpeetive 
officers.” 

About feven o’clock, the Englilh advanced 
guard of horfe, and chat of the enemy, began to 
fire at each other; upon which colonel Cooce order* 
ed captain baron de Vafleror, who commanded the 
cavalry, to form them in order of battle: he was 
iuppnrccd by five companies of lepoyS, and two 
pieces of cannon. Colonel Coo re advanced himlilt 
with two companies of fepoys, and obliged the enemy 
to retire to their main body of horle, which confut¬ 
ed of two hundred Europeans, and thethiee thou- 
Jand Mo rat toes on their kit. Upon the whole bo¬ 
dy of Englilh cavalry advancing, that of the enemy 
retired in tolerable order, until the Englilh cannon 
began to play, which was extremely well ferved, 
and obliged them to make a precipitate retreat. 
Colonel Coote then ordered the major of brigade to 
the army, which was about three quarters ot a mile 
in the rear, with orders for them to form the line 
of battle, but not to advance until he had joined 
them. Soon after, the colonel took. pofTflion of a 
rank, which the Erench cavalry occupied : he then 
returned to the line, which by that rime was form¬ 
ed. After reviewing the whole, end finding the 
men in great f;»irits t and eager o engage, he or¬ 
dered the army to move forward. 

Vot. 11 . A a Tm 
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Tub Englilh army amounted to one thoufand 
feven hundred Europeans, including artillery and 
cavalry ; three thou land black troops; fourteen 
pieces of cannon, and one howitz. The French 
army con filled of two thou land two hundred Eu¬ 
ropeans, including artillery and cavalry; three 
hundred cafTres; and about ten thou land black 
troops5 with twenty five pieces of cannon in the 
field, and five on their batteries again 11 the fort. 

A no i t nine o’clock, the army arrived at the poll 
from whence they had driven the enemy, which was 
about two miles from their camp, and halted in 
their view near half an hour; during which time 
colonel Coots went very near to them, and recon¬ 
noitred their fituation. Upon finding they were 
ftmngly polled, and his flanks expofeti to their ca¬ 
valry, he ordered the army to march by the right, to 
gain the advantage of a hill three miles from them, 
and about two miles from Vandewalh: the horfe, 
which were then in the front, were ordered to wheel 
to the right and lefr, and form behind the lecond 
line, to make the rear-guard, and cover the bag¬ 
gage. By this motion, the colonel covered his 
right fiank with the hiil, and had fome villages in 
his rear, where he ordered the baggage; which 
obliged the enemy to alter thtir difpofition. 

Do." INC, all this time the two armies cannonaded 
each other, and ikirmilhed with their advanced polls 
until about eleven o’clock, when the Morattoes dif- 
appeartd. The French then made their lecor.d dil- 
pofition, and advanced near three quarters of a 
mile under cover of a bank. The cannonading then 
began to be fnnart on both fidcs i and colonel Ccote r 
upon feeing the enemy ceme brilkly up, ordered 
his army to march forward. Ac noon, the French 
European cavalry pufhed with great relblutkm to 
fnrcc the Englilh on their lefr, and come round 
upon their rear. Colonel Coote immediately order- 
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ed up fomc companies of lepoys, and two pieces of 
cannon, which were to fuftain his cavalry* who had 
been ordered to op pole (he I'tench, who broke up¬ 
on the cannon and fepoys, flanking them. The ca¬ 
valry (hen had orders to charge, who drove the 
French above a mile to the Jcit, upon the rear of 
their own army j w hile (he main bodies co:ttinned 
advancing towards each other, the lTench Dank be¬ 
ing well covered by a tank. T lie regiment of Lor- 
rain was on the right, the regiment ul Lally on the 
left with the marines, and the Indian brigade in the 
center. It was one o'cluck when the two armies ar¬ 
rived within reach of mufketry, when a fhoi from 
the linglifh finking one of the French tumbrils, 
it blew up. Colonel Coote immediately ordered 
major llrereton to wheel colonel Draper’s regiment 
to the left, and charge the French on their left 
flank 1 which was executed %i ich' great order, and 
much honor to that corps: but the colonel perceiv¬ 
ing that regiment likely to fuffer from a body of 
black troops, together with the french marines, 
who were undercover, and fired briikly upon them ; 
And alfo finding the enemy had reinforced their left 
with a piquet from Laky's regiment, he ordered 
the grenadier company ot Draper’s, which was on 
the right of the fccoud line, to i up port their own 
regiment: he had likewiie two pieces of cannon 
playing upon the enemy’s flank, which completed 
the muc of that wing, who abandoned their cannon, 
and fell upon their centre, which was then, toge¬ 
ther with their right, clolely engaged with the Eng- 
lift left. Colonel Coote then ordered up major 
Mon Inn, with the red of the fecund line, and placed 
him fo as to be able to fupporr any part of the line, 
and to flank the enemy at the lame time. About two 
o’clock, the whole french army gave way, and ran 
towards their own camp * but quitted it, on find¬ 
ing they were purfued by the Engliih, whom they 
A a 1 . left 
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left entire matters of the field, together with all 
their cannon, except three final 1 pieces, which they 
carried off. 

The number of cannon taken was as follows : 
one $2, one 24. three 20, two tS, one 14, two 3, 
and two 2 pounders, iron ■, three 6, four 4, one 3, 
and two 2 pounders, brafs ; in all, 22 pieces: round 
ftiot, 3204; grape, 110: befidcs tumbrils, and all 
cither implements belonging to the train. The 
French reckoned they had eight hundred killed and 
wounded, of whom the Englilh buried two hundred 
in the field : they al!"o took above two hundred 
wounded prifonrrs, betides forty not wounded. A- 
mqng the prifoners were, brigadier-general Butty ; 
and le chevalier Godevili^qujrter-matter general : of 
Tally's regiment, lieutenant-colonel Murphy, two 
captains, and two lieutenants : of the I.orrain regi¬ 
ment, 1 captain, and i lieutenant: of the India batta¬ 
lion, two lieutenants, and two enfigns: of the ma¬ 
rines, le chevalier de Poete, knight of Malta, who 
died of his wounds. The Englifh lofs was as fol¬ 
lows : of colonel Draper’s regiment, enfign Collins 
killed, and feventeen private ; wounded major Bre- 
reton, and lieutenant Brown, who died of their 
wounds ; the former greatly regretted, and univer- 
fdly limemed ; captain Knot til, three enfigns, and 
fixty-lix private : of colonel Cbote’s regiment, en- 
%n Stuart killed, and thirteen private; wounded 
two hruienants, one enfign, and thirty-fix private: 
the company’s troops,enfign Evans killed, and eigh¬ 
teen private ; wounded one comet, and twenty* 
nine private: and among the black troops, about 
lever.ty killed and wounded. 

The vanquiflied troops collected ihemtelves un¬ 
der the walls of Chettaput, about eighteen miles 
from the field of battle, and the next day marched 
to Gingce: but the F.ngllfh cavalry were too much 
fatigued to purluc them with alacrity. 
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Colonel Coow tranfmitted an account of this 
victory to the Britiffi mini (try, on the i 3th of Feb¬ 
ruary following, from Arcot village \ and informed 
them, that during the whole engagement, and ever 
fince he had the honor of commanding the army, 
the officers and men had fhewn tne greatrll fpirir j 
jior could he fay loo much for the behavior of the 
artillery. Upon the whole, the Englifh lofs was 
j neon fider able in obtaining fo com pleat 3 victory 
over an army fo much fuperior in numbers, and 
commanded by fuch good officers : but the lofis oi 
major Brereton was a very fatal ftroke, as he had 
eminently dilUnguilhedi hi mfe if by Ins former fer- 
vices, had gi rally contributed to the fuccefs of the 
day, and great expectations were formed from fo 
gallant an officer. 

The next day colonel Coote fent out a detach¬ 
ment of cavalry to harrafs the enemy i and on find¬ 
ing that they retired to Pondicherry, he lent captain 
dc Vaflerot, with one thoufand horfc and three hun¬ 
dred lepoys towards Pondicherry, to ifeftroy the 
French country v which was accordingly done up to 
the very gates of Pondicherry, by way of retaliation 
for what the French had done towards the environs 
of MadrafsV In the mean time, the colonel 
marched the army to befiege Chcttaput r } and, 00 
the 2Uth at night, erected a two-gun battery, got 
in one 24 and one 20 pounder, and played upon 
them from an eight-inch howitz. 1 he iexc uay, 
after making a breach, le chevalier de Filly, with 
his garrjfon, furrendeted priToners of war: the gar- 
rifon confided of four officers, fifty-four private, and 
three hundred fepoys, with fcventy -three Europeans 
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wounded in the hofpiml ; there were nine guns in 
the fort, and a good quantity of ammunition* 

1 he colonj had intelligence of a party of the 
enemy going i f ,m Arcot to Ginger, and he fent 
captain, Smith with a detachment to intercept them : 
while the army marched to bdiege Arcot. Cap- 
tain Smith made the French paity prifuners, con* 
jilting of ten Europeans, and fifty lepoys, with two 
brais eight pounders j and foon after he took acap- 
tain of the Lorrain regiment, and three French 
cornmiflaritt, with whom he returned to the army. 
1 lie fort of I immtry * lurrendcred to major Mon- 
fcn, who found in it fix guns, one ferjeant, twenty 
Europeans, and fixty fepoys. 1 

Colonel Cuote, on the firft of February, fet 
out from the army for Arcot f, which was inverted 
y captain V\ ood, w ho luon got purtefiion of the 
fi 'Ctah, routed Zuisphtrzing’s fortes, and took his 
whole camp, before the colonel arrived on the 2d, 
and encamped with lus whole army within two 
miles of the place. On the 5 th, he opened three 
batteries again it the fort of Arcot; one of five , * 
ptwrukrs, another of two j K pounders, and one of 
24 pounders. On the 6th, he began to carry on 
approaches to the (huth-weft and weft towers of the 
W '■ 3nJ having by the toth got within fixrv vards 
of the creit of the glacis, the garrjfon fur rendered 
pnfi.ners of war. It con filled of three captains, 
eigiu UibaUern^, two hundred nnd thirty-fix pz\~ 
vace, and between two and Lhrce hundred fepoys. 

1 here were in it four mortars, twenty two piece* 
or cannon, and a great quantity of'all kinds of 
mill tars rtorcs. 1 he Englifh had, during the fieer, 
feven nan- com miffioned and pfivat* killed- and 
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This conqueft enabled ike Englifli to re [tore ike 
Nabob eo the capital of his dominions, ot which He 
had been deprived by the French i and ««e«Jy 
weakened both the French force and imerclt in n- 
dia. General Lilly, m this critical junfiure, recalled 
his troops from Seringham j by which ho augmt,ru¬ 
ed his Uv with five hundred Europeans who 
were all doo medio be taken pnfoners in Pondicherry. 

Is the mid ft of dick fucccffcs, admiral Corm.lt 
arrived at Madrafs with fi* men oi war *, and. as 
the French had no fleet upon the coart, the admiral 
readiiv encased to co-operate with the land forces, 
as foo'n as ft was practicable for his Akim. 

The confluence was, the reduction of Garical * 
ChU Isunbmm, and Verd ache 11 u m , b y a flrong cktad - , 
meat under the command of major Mon Ion . while 
colonel Coote reduced Permucml, Alampetya, and 
Waldour, which enabled him to block up l oiu*i * 
cherry by land, while the fleet blocked a up by ka. 
The blockade was continued foveral menus, which 
brought famine and mutiny among the bciieged : 
the batteries of the bdkgers were not opene. till 
the beginning of December; and the place held out - 
until the fifteenth of January 1761, when general 
1 a ik. and his numerous gam [bn for rendered prilon- 
t rs ot war 1 whereby a final blow was given to the 
French power in India, and the Englifo were Lit 
mafters on the coaft oi Coromandel.

C OLONEL Forde had obtained feme li^nal 
advantages over the French in Golconda, and 
was refolded to make rhe moll ofe of his fetcds. 
He took the fh-ld ahnut the middle of January 
* 759 \ captain Briftol to command the garrifon 
* c liajamtmdry, and marched with the Engiifh ar¬ 
my for MaflTuiipatnam. In his way* he ferprtzed 
and took Narfipore : hut was harr'afled by the re¬ 
mains of the French army, under the command of 
the marquis de Con flans* which con filled of two 
hundred and fifty Europeans, and two thoufond fe- 
poys, with four pieces of cannon; who kept al¬ 
ways in jront to diflrefs and rerard his march. 
However, the culond was joined by the Rajah’s 
troops and took the fort of Cancalle, which was 
g "ended °y * oiriff Europeans, and two hundred fe- 
iWord ' V ° r=fu ^ c ^ quarter, and were put to i/ie 

The marquis de Confians avoided the Ennljfk 
qmrtcd his camp, and retired with his troops into 
Marruhpamtm; but one of his detachments retook 
ity am undry, where they feized rhe baggage and 
Elects of the Engiifh officers, made twenVi'Uro- 
peans and forty Irpnys prifeners. 

MaflTuiipatnam on the 
t l\i ui M$fch, and carried oq his approaches until

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the 6th of April, when the town was bombarded, 
and many houfe* were iktlroyed. Above four bun- 
dred barrels of powder were expended, with [hoc 
and [hells in proportion, fo that little remained % 
upon which the colonel refolved to ftorm the town 
in breach, rather than quit his attempt, in which he 
happily fuccecded on the 7th, The Englilh gained 
baltion after baftion, until they approached the gate¬ 
way, and cut off the communication of the French 
from their detached ravelin. No quarter was gi¬ 
ven, anti a terrible carnage enfned, until the trench 
quitted their arms, and repaired to the arfenal. 
The whole garrifon were made prifoners, confuting 
of four hundred Europeans, and two thouland cat- 
fres, rop lifts, and I'cpoys. The French hid alio one 
hundred and civtnty-two Europeans killed during die 
liege: and they alio loft above one hundred and 
fifty pieces of cannon, with a great quantity ot am¬ 
munition : but the lofs ot the Englilh was inconfi- 
d enable. 

Ttte governor of Pondicherry had embarked 
four hundred Europeans, under the command of 
JVf. Moracin, to relieve Maffulipatnam : but he ar¬ 
rived too late, and failed for Ganjam, to wait the 
monloon, until the beginning of November, for 
his return to Pondicherry. He was attacked by 
Narraitida, a Rajah of thole parts, who cut eff many 
of his men, about two hundred of whom efcaped to 
Cockenara, from whence they failed to Pondicherry, 
in which paffage many of them were drowned. 

S a j. a bat zing, the Soubah of the Decks n, ad¬ 
vanced at the head of a numerous army within forty 
miles of Maffulipatnam, to wott the event of the 
fiegc, with a kind of neutral indifference, accord¬ 
ing to the policy of thefe oriental princes: but when 
he underltood the luccefs of the Englilh at this place, 
as well as at Madrafs, he follicited their friend [hip;

Shah Abaijik Cawn* the fern of Ganzedi Caw n, 
permitted his unde Salaba£zing to continue vk^roy 
of the Deckan j rather than relinqmfh his own im¬ 
portant poft of grand vizir to die Great Mogul* 
which gave him an unlimited power over the im¬ 
perial court: but he wanted more power, and was 
determined co deprive the emperor* Atlum Geer* 
of his dignity and life v which he accompliflied in a 
very baft and treacherous manner, by having him 
aEiflsna.ted In the royal gardens. He depended up¬ 
on the Morattoes* w ho %v re deftaied by the Patans, 
whole chi f, Ahmed Abdulla, placed his foci Timur 
on the throne.

the 
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the government of Batavia formed a (theme to fend 
up the Ganges fuelr a body of troops, as might ex¬ 
tirpate the Englilh, whereby the Dutch might en- 
grofs the whole commerce of the country to chem- 
i'ctves. For this purpole, they made the neeeflary 
military preparations at Batavia! but not with that 
fecrecy fuch a defign required, 

About the beginning of Auguft *759'. the ptcli- 
dent and council of Bengal received advice,^ that a 
powerful armament was equipping at Batavia, and 
an embarkation of troops making there; that its 
deftination was not known, but that common fame 
gave out it was intended again ft Bengal, Colonel 
j-'ordc was therefore recalled from tioiconda; and 
a requificion was made for further ."ffiftance trom 
the prefidency of Mad rat’s, who promifed to lend a 
reinforcement of three hundred^ men, under the 
command of major Caillaud. Governor Ciive alio 
acquainted the Sou bah Jaffir Allee Cawn * there* 
with, who immediately lent a punvanahf, and per¬ 
emptory orders to ChinluraJ, forbidding the ad- 
million of any troops or veilUs into the country , 
The Soubah caufed a copy of this purwanah to be 
given to governor Clive; requiring h:m, in con- 
fequenct of the rrcatv § lubfifting with the I',ng- 
lifh, to join his forces, in order to prevent any 
foreign troops irom entering his country. But it 
afterwards appeared, that the Soubah wanted to 
Ihake off his dependence on the Enghlb, and to 
throw himftrlf into the arms of the Dutch, with 
whom he had entered into a ftcrei negation, fo 
t^rly as in when th* Deccan expedr.ioft iouk

In the mean time* a Dutch veflel arrived in the 
river, with European troops and Buggofes • on 
board. Governor Clive acquainted the Soubah ihcre- 
w'lh, who Teemed greatly perplexed: however, he 
diJpartkd a fccond purwanah to the Dutch, wirh 
orders to Uturbeg Khan, Fuuzdaar ■}- of Huegley, 
Immediately to juin the governor with a body of 
troops, and repeated his demand for aftifting the 
Englifh, to prevent the Dutch troops or vcflels 
from proceeding up the river. 

^ N , an ^ wer lt> die Soubah’s firfl purwanah, the 
Dutch made a foie ran pramife of obeying his or¬ 
ders: and to the Itcond, repeated the Tame Tolcmn 
a durances * declaring that the vcffcl which was ar¬ 
rived, came in by accident for water and provifions, 
being by ftreTs of weather driven afide the fort of 
Ncgapatnam, tD which fhe was bound \ and that 
botJi the vtflel and troops on board would quit the 
river, as Toon as they had taken in their iefre foments. 

However, governor Clive judged it expedient, 
to lend a detachment of troops, to join ano¬ 
ther from the Soubaii, under ihc command of the 
officer of the Fouzdaar, to take pi-flcffion of the 
tbrttif T. unna jf* and the battery of Charnoe, which 
hy oppoliic to that fort; with orders to ftop and 
vifjt all vtfEi'ls tbit fhould pais > hut without giving 
them any mo ie (tat ion* Partita were a] lb fcnc out 
on bo th (Ides the river, to prevent any foreign 
troops from advancing by Lind. 

In rnnfetjuence of riiofc orders, all Durch vdiels 
wei ■ brought to, rhofe being fuffered to paTs which 
had no troops on board. Among others, mynheer

Os occafion of theie tranfactions, the Englifh 
ptefidency received long remonftranccs Irom rhe 
gentlemen of the factory at Chinlura , to which the 
former replied, that as principals, they were autho¬ 
rized by the cullom and law' ot nations, to yiGt all 
velTels going up the river, without dlilmdion, as 
ihev might ferve to introduce French troops into 
the country; and that the Engliih, in quality of 
auxiliaries to the Mogul t, were bound by lolemn 
treaty to join his viceroy, tooppolc the introducing 
any European, or other foreign troops whatever, 
into Bengal that they would rdigioufly tultd their 
duty in both rcfpedb with all duor forces, and to 
the utmolt of their power.

Alice Cawn came to Calcutta, to pay a vitit to go¬ 
vernor Clive - r and during his flay advice came, 
ihat lower down the river* fi x or feven other large 
Dutch vcflels were arrived, full of European fol- 
diers and PuggoJes. Some days after, there was 
certain intelligence of their coming up the river; 
and rliar the Dutch were enlifling men of ail forts 
at Chinfura, CasTimbuzar, and Patna. 

Governor Clive, with indefatigable diligence, 
made the nccdBry difpofitions to defeat the defigns 
of the Dutch, The (hips Calcutta* duke ofDoriec, 
and Hardwick Indiamcn, the only veficls the Eng- 
kfh had in the river, were ordered immediately to 
come betore the town ; the detachments at the fort 
ofTanna* and as the battery of Charnce, were rein¬ 
forced* and heavy artillery mounted there, as well 
as on the two faces of the new fort, which com¬ 
manded the river; lire detachment at Patna was 
called oi\\ and the militia pur underarms 

As loon as the Dutch imagined thcmffclvcs in a 
condition to adt, they fent the Englifh a packet of 
remonflr-mces, wherein they recapitulated all their 
preceding ones, and threatened to avenge them- 
felves and make reprifats, if the English perfifted in 
viGting the Dutch veffcls, and hindering their troops

The Engtifh made an- 
fwer once for all E that they offered no intuit to the 
Dutch flag* neither feizal on* or meddled with 
their property, nor infringed their privileges : that 
with regard ig their introducing in ops into Bengal, 
it w as the Soubah’s bufinds to judge how far it con¬ 
cerned him to preferve the peace and tranquility of 
his ow n country : that it was by under of the viceroy* 
and under the Rag of the emperor, his it after* 
and by his troops, iliat the Dutch veJTds were (top¬ 
ped and vifired, and their troops prevented from 
coming up; and conlequeody he was the proper 
perfon to apply to : that the Englifti were ready to 
interpoic iheir good offices, to appeafe his refine¬ 
ment. 

Things were in this (bite* when the Dutch com¬ 
modore began to commit hoftijities lower down the 
river, by firing with ball upon the Englifh veffels* 
felzing feven of them, and making alt on bnard 
pri loners. They allb began hoftiiidcs on land, in 
the Englilh purgannahs * of Fuha and liajaporc* 
where they cook down the Englifh flags, burnt the 
houfes, and ddfroyed the cfrL£ts of the company*® 
tenants. The Leopard, captain Barclay, wn© was 
difpatched with letters co admiral Cornilb, was one 
of the (hips they feized- 

Governor Cdve acquainted the Soubah with 
thofe aCis of violence committed by the Dutch lower 
down 1 lie river*, adding, that as it v,as ihe Englilh 
with whom they had commenced ihc war, the 
Soubih ought to confider the quarrel, as lubfirting 
there only between them and the Dutch. 

Hitherto the Englifh could not learn* wherher 
the Dutch purpiEed to bring up their vtflels, with 
the forces on board* above the batteries ■, or to de¬ 
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bark them as high aspolliblc, and then march them 
over land- However, governor Clive made the 
necefFtry difpofjiions againft either event, as far as 
the fmallncls of his numbers would peimit;, his 
'whole force con fitting of no more than two hundred 
and forty Europeans or the battalion, about eighty 
of the corps of artillery, and twelve hundred ie- 
poys. The choicdV troops of the former, and the 
greater part of the fatter, together with feveral vo¬ 
lunteers of the militia, and part of the independent 
company, of which a body of cavalry was formed, 
were polled at Charncc and Tanna, under captain 
Kaos* Colonel Forde accepted the command of 
the troops that remained in gairifon, which march¬ 
ed northwards on the fixteenth of November, The 
lame day Mr. Hoi well *, who had returned from 
England, had orders to take upon him the guard 
and defence of Fort William with the militia, which 
confided of about two hundred and fifty Europeans, 
briidcs fome inhabitants: the governor mean while 
dividing his attention and pretence between the two 
divifions, that atCharnoe, and that in the field, 

1'rtE firft blow ftruck againft the Dutch, was the 
taking t h e poffeffio n of B arnagore ^ , whencecolone! 
Forde pafied with his troops* and four field pieces, 
to the other fide of the river to Sy ram pore, a Danifh 
factory, and marched thence to Cnandanagore not 
only with the view of ftriking terror into Chinfura j 
but alfo to be at hand to intercept the Dutch troops, 
if they debarked, and attempted to get there by 
land. 

Cm the i Sell, the Dutch dirtflor and council 
wrote to the Englifh prefidcncy as follows ; *» We 
have received, with the utmoft furprhte, the difagree-

This was followed by another letter the next day, 
wherein the Dutch gentlemen declared them (elves 
in the following manner: “ Lail nighr, on lending 
off our letter to you, gentlemen, we had the frclh 
mortification, not without the greateft furprize, to 
fee ourklres infulted, in an holt lie manner, by your 
dependants, fupportcd by fome fepoys: as, in com¬ 
ing down the river, they had the afl'orance, within 
fight and reach of our forts, to fire (harp fhot on 
cur vefiels lying here at anchor. We cannot help 
thinking, and with rcalbn, but that thofe reiterated 
a£b of violence have been committed by your or¬ 
ders *, a frefh indication that you appear plainly no 
longer to make any account cf the mod folemn 
treaties, fubfilling between your crown and our Hate, 
Jince you thus venture to break through them. We 
could nor, however, omit acquainting you therewith 
by the fie prefents, and we doubt not you wd! rea- 
dily and naturally judge that it cannot be taken a- 
mifs ©t us, or in the lead milronftrued, if we now 
ifuorm you, that we have been con drained to re* 
cede, in this cafe, from our wonted moderation, 
and with force to repel fuch difturbers of the peace 
having found by experience there was no dealing 
■with fuch per foils without employing the like com- 
pulfory means. You therefore mull and can lay 
the blame of the confluences, arifmg from fuch 
dangerous proceedings, on no body but yourfelves. 
We therefore further exhort you, gentlemen, not to 
fuffer yourfelves to be betrayed into any pernicious 
refolution, through the fa lie and ill-grounded reports 
of thofe fepoys, who may have brought you any ac¬ 
count of this affair i but rather conlkler tbi* nur 
conduftas an effect of the julticoof that felf-dehmce 
which we have been compelled to ufu. Go the- ot her 
hand, you may be allured, that we are far fmm 
a&ing offen lively, in any refpeft againrt any one, 
much lefc againft you *, but that in every Itcp we 
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lake, we feck and aim at nothing die, as we have 
already mentioned in our former letter, than under 
the bidling of heaven, to defend ourfclves againit 
all hoftllc attacks and adts of violence whatever s 
and to do nothing in our prefent circum(lances, but 
what may ftand luftifkd in the fight both of God 
and man i and what the intercfts of the fcittemems, 
rights, and privileges, entrufted to our care, by our 
lords and matters, may require at our hands 

During this period, the Dutch veffels continued 
to advance with their captures and prifoners, i he 
three Englilh veffels, which followed them, had 
peremptory orders to pafs them* and poll fhendciues 
above the batteries, where the fire-fhtps Jay, and 
where every mcafure, thought neccffiiry to deitroy 
the Dutch veffels, fhouid they venture topafs, were 
taken. 

The Dutch commodore twice ordered commo¬ 
dore Wilfon nor to pafs the Dutch Veffels j threat¬ 
ening, if he did, to fire into him. On the aift of 
November, the Dutch armament cart anchor in the 
offing of Sankcrai, a point within cannot- flint or the 
Englilh batteries: and the next day they debarked 
on the oppofne fhore feven hundred Europeans and 
eight hundred Buggofes ; after which their veffels 
fell down, and cart anchor at Point Melancholy, 
below the Englilh veffels. 

Colonel Forde was immediately informed or all 
this, with a durance of being reinforced with all 
pofiible ipeed by captain Knox, and the detachments 
which were at the batteries, and in confequence 
called off. 

The commodore of the Englilh veffels was or¬ 
dered, on the 23d, to demand the immediate re(h- 
cution of the captured vcfieU, fubjecls, and effects >

After 
ab ut two hours fight, the Dutch commodore ftruck 
and the others fallowed his example; except his fa! 
cond, who got clear o/r by fighting his wav, and 
fall down to Cit!pee, where he vvua intercepted by 
ine Oxford and Royal George, which had arrived 
two days br fore, and were o ride red to join the other 
captains. The Dutch commodore had about thirty

Ow the fame day, the 24th, colonel Fordc began 
his march from the French gardens northward* 
propoftng to encamp between Chandanagorc and 
Chinlura: but in palling through the former place, 
he was attacked by the Dutch, with four piece* of 
cannon, and the garrifon of Chin fur a, which was 
marched out, and ported in the houfes and ruins of 
Chandanagore *; under the command of lieutenant 
Van Stack, to meet tlve expected troops; at the farm: 
time that colonel Forde entered it with his troops on 
the fouth fide. However, he fueeeeded in forcing 
them foon from their ambufeadetook their cannon, 
killed and made pnloners upwards of forty men, 
and purfued the reft as far as the barrier of Chui- 
fura, which he prepared to attack, having been firft 
joined by captain Knox, and the troops from the 
batteries of Charnoe and 1 anna. , . 

Ort the day following, colonel Forde received 
certain advice of the approach of the Dutch troops, 
debarked from the vdfela* ’which* m fpite of his vi- 
gilance, were joined by a party of the gamlon of 
Chin fura.

The Englifh at Bengal had the more rcafon to be 
jealous of the Dutch, as the Shaw Zadda, a Ion of 
the late Mogul, and undoubted heir of the Mogul 
empire, had let up pretentions to the Soubafhip of 
Bengal, and invaded the provinces on the fide oF 
Patna, with a numerous army: but colonel Clive 
joined the Soubah, preServed Patna, and drove the 
prince beyond the river KurrumrtafTa. The prince 
frequently wrote to the colonel, offering any terms 
for the company and himfelfj on condition the 
Englifh would quit die Soubah, and join his arms i 
but the colonel gave the prince no encouragement. 

In the beginning of the year 1760, the Shaw 
Zadda invaded the provinces again, with a force 
more refpe&able than before, both in troops and 
commanders, by the revolt of Comgar Cawn, Go- 
lam Shaw, Rheim Cawn, and others: while the 
Si j bah had made hjmielf and family fo univerfatly 
hated, that moft people in the province wifhed i'uc- 
cefsto the prince. 

Colon Ei, Clive rtfigned the government on the 
Sth of February 1760, and returned to England, 
where, on the of December, at a genera! 
quarterly court of the directors and proprietors of 
the Ea!t India company, the thanks of die court 
were unanimoufly given to admiral Pocock, colonel 
Lawrence, and colonel Clive, for their great and 
glorious fuccefies done the company in the Ealt 
Indies. 

Mr. I'Jolwell fuecceded govcu.or Clive by his 
rank ro the government 1 and, at that time, the 
cltablifhed committee entrufltd with the conduct of

ment, confided of the prefidenti Peter Amyatt, Erqj 
major CaillaLid, Mr. Sumner, and Mr. M l Gutre: 
the major a id Mr. A my ate abfenc * the one in the 
field ; the other chief of Patna. Soon atter which, 
Mr. VanDitam fueceeded to the government at Cal¬ 
cutta, and Mr. Holwell returned to England.

Cornish and Stevens, its 1760 , and 1761 , 

T H E Eriiafh parliament, on the j 1 ft of March 
1760 , granted * 0,000 L 10 the Eaft India 
company * for carrying on the war in India, where 
I have already taken notice of the arrival of admiral 
Corniflt, and fummarily mentioned the blockade of 
Pondicherry-, having reserved a more particular 
a*count or that important fiege for this its proper 
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Admiral Cornifti co-operated with colonel 
Coote, and the fiege of Carical was the immediate 
object of [heir refolutions ; for which purpofe ma¬ 
jor Monfon, chc chief engineer, feven gunners and 
fifty pioneers, embarked on board the fleet *, with 
the affilbnee of the marines, forty artillery, one 
hundred Europeans, and two thou (arid fepoys, 
which were ordered to join them from rrichinopolh 
The fleet arrived before Carical on the 2 * 6 th oi 
March, and that evening major Monion landed 
with the pioneers and three hundred marines, about 
four miles northward of the town, of which he got 
pofl'effion with little lot's, and the trench garrifbn 
retired into the fort. 

This fort was a (mall (quare, with ravelins before 
each curtain, a faile brayc half round, a good ditch 
with lome water, a covered way pali&doed, and a 
good glacis with bomb-proof places in the^dii fere fit 
.works for five hundred men ■, and the gu-riSon con- 
fitted or two hundred and fix European, with two 
hundred frpoys. 

The major being annoyed in .t la rear by a re¬ 
doubt called Fort Dauphin, he threw fame fhclls 
into it on the 30th at night*, on which the enemy 
abandoned it, whereby the bdiegers h^d a crnnnnu- 
nicaEion opened with the country, which lupplied 
them with provifions. The Tailors were of great 
fervice in landing the ftures, which they diiembatk- 
ed in the night clofe to the enemy without lofs i and 
by the time a battery of four eighteen pounders was 
completed, the troops from 1 richtnopuli arrived in 
the camp *, which enabled the befiegrr* to invest the 
place On all Tides, on the third of April, On the 
■fifth, fume other batteries were created, which 
breached one ballion, and difmounted fever 1! gun. 
At that time, major Monfim received ini - rl^enr , 
that one hundred and fifty European boric, de¬ 
tached by general Lally, were arrived within twenty 
C c 4 mile* 
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milts ox the plate ; anti E bac four hundred European 
foot were advanced as far as Chi I Uni brum, to the 
relief of the bdirged. The major boldly fummoned 
the governor, with a rclblotion to attack by fWm, 
it he would not furrender: but after a little difficul¬ 
ty, the Frenchman gave up the place, and the gar- 
rifon became pri loners of war, 

1 fie major marched next to £hillambrum, where 
he made me officers, forty Europeans, and three 
hundred tepovs and copalles ptitbners: alter which, 
he took Vendachilum, where he made prifoners of 
twenty-five Europeans and two hundred fepoys. 

Major Mon I on, having thus deprived the French 
of many valuable poflrfiions, rejoined colonel Coate 
in the beginning ot May : the marines re im barked \ 
and admiral CornUh was foon after joined by ad¬ 
miral Stevens, in the road of Fort St. David, with 
five fltipa from Bombay; and the arrival of the 
Norfolk and Panther, on the 14th ol June, incrcaf- 
cd the iijuadron to thirteen fail. 

i he attention of colonel Coote was fixed upon 
ine reduction of Pondicherry, and all his operations 
were conduced towards that ddireable event. Hav¬ 
ing lubdued Waldouf, and Vileooor, lie encamped 
in the front of the litter village, with hi; left on 
the dd'cent nt the Hed-hill, about four .milts from 
the town oi Pondicherry, anrl not above a mile and 
ha-r from QulUgary, near which the French were 
encamped. Bath armies threw up redoubts in the 
fever a! avenues, and the advanced parties were 
frequently within mulket-fnot of each other. 

Du a mo this time, the French made three at¬ 
tempts upon Cuddalore; in the lirft they carried off 
frvrnty Jkk marines and jailors ; but were repul fed 
with lofs in the other two. General Lilly alio pre 
vulcd on ^ Hydranaig, the Mai Herein general, to 
fend him lupplivs; but captain Smith was lent from 
1 tie hint ipoli, with one thou find fepoys, to invade 

the 
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the king of Maifiore’s country, and draw his troops 
from Pondicherry j which aniwered the end propos¬ 
ed : the Morattocs deprived Hydranaig of all au¬ 
thority, and the king of Mai (lore entered into al¬ 
liance with the Engliih company. 

When the rainy feafon drew near, governor 
Pjoot and colonel Coore Solicited the admiral to 
land his marines, and a (lift in taking Ariancopang. 
They were landed agreeable to their requeft at Cud - 
dal ore, on the 29th of Auguft; and the next day 
arrived at the camp* Colonel Coote immediately 
made a difpofition to attack Ariancopang, by a de¬ 
tachment of elghr hundred men, under major Moo 
fon : while the colonel marched with the main body 
again ft Oullagary. General Lally obtained intelli¬ 
gence of this defign, and refotved to defeat it by 
an unexpected ftroke* He accordingly attacked the 
four advanced redoubts of the be Siegers, about four 
in the morning of the 3d of September: the French 
Succeeded at one redoubt, which they fet on fire, 
and made three gunners prifonersi bot they were 
repulled with lofs at the other three* 

At this time, the company’s (hips arrived at 
Madrafs, with a battalion of Highlanders to aug¬ 
ment the army, and a com million of colonel for 
major Monfan', whereby he rook rank of colonel 
Coote, who retired to Madrals, with intent to pro¬ 
ceed to Bengal* 

On the 9th of September at midnight, colonel 
Monfon gave out orders for the whole army to at¬ 
tack the French pods of Oullagary church, and the 
redoubts in the bound-hedge. Major Smith march¬ 
ed with the company’s troops directly to Oullagary, 
where rhe main body of the French were potted, 
whom he vigoroully attacked before day-light, and 
drove from their ground i he took nine field-pieces, 
purlucd them to a redoubt, where they made Some 

refinance. 
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reMance, but were forced from thence to tike pro¬ 
tection under the wit is of the town. 

Colonel JVionfoti had provided for intercepting 
them i his plan being to march him III f with two 
regiments to attack the Waldour and Tamarind 
redoubts, and by forcing his way within the bound- 
hedge, to cm off the retreat of tire main body of 
the French, which, major Smith was to drive into 
his hands. This we ii-projected fcheme was pre¬ 
vented by the dark nets of the night, which occa¬ 
sioned one detachment to lofe the way, and this in¬ 
cited the colonel to put him felt at the head of the 
grenadiers, who took the redoubts, with flltetn pieces 
of cannon. I he colonel had both bones of lib leg 
broke by a fhot in this attempt, which difabfed him 
from proceeding; lb that the molt important ad¬ 
vantage proposed by this fucedh, was unfortunately 
loll i tor the troops contt need thcmfclwes with lecur- 
ing the advantage they had gained, and rook pod 
in the bound-hedge. 

Nt jet day, the whole .army encamped at Oulk- 
gwy i and the French abandoned Ariancopang, af¬ 
ter blowing up one fide of the ftttt, which theEfig- 
hll; Jbon repaired, and eftablilhcd a poft there. As 
ci’lonel Menlon was unable to continue the com¬ 
mand of the army, it was re fumed by colonel Coate* 
who arrived at the camp on the twentieth of Sep¬ 
tember. Me lion after took another redoubt, and 
made it tenable againft the enemy, who attacked it 
with three hundred Europeans, and liven hundred 
Jepoyj, but were repulicd with considerable lols. 

Jut rainy fealbn and monitions letting in, coin- 
nd Coote was obliged to provide againlt the natu¬ 
ral accidents that happen in thole regions from the 
inclemency oJ ihe weather, and removed his army 
to encamp on a hill about a mile and half to the I dr, 
where he continued until the lesion returned for ac¬ 
tion, and prolccuting the fiege. 


How- 
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However, admiral Stevens continued cruifing 
off Pondicherry, and lent in the boats of the fleet, 
under the command of captain Newlbn, and lieute¬ 
nant Ourry, to cut out the Balier and Hcrmione, 
which were in the harbor. Tire boats carried them 
both away j after which the admiral failed for 
Trincomity -, bur left live Ihips of the line, under 
the command of captain Haldane, to block up the 
harbor of Pondicherry, as the tow n was then greatly 
diArcffed for want of prcvilions. 

On the rjrh of November, Colonel Cootc ordered 
a ricochet battery far ft>ur pieces of cannon to he 
t refled to the northward, at about fourteen hundred 
yards from the town *, but more with a defign to 
harrals the befiegcd, than of doing any damage to 
the works at fo great a di dance : and, on the toth, 
the belrgers began to land their ftores, as allb to 
prepare every thing for carrying on the fitge with 
vigor. 

The rains being over bv the i6th, colonel Cootc 
imagined that the JillrdTcs of the t rench might be 
much augmented, and gamfon-duty rendered very 
fatiguing, if fome batteries were erected on diffe¬ 
rent quarters of the town ; he therefore gave di¬ 
rections to the engineers to pitch on proper places, 
at fuch diitances, anti in fuch fiiuations, that the 
fhot from them might enfilade the works of the 
gar ri tbn, and the befiegcrs not be ex poled to any 
certain fire. 

Accordingly, the following batteries were trac¬ 
ed out *, one for four guns, called the prince of 
Wales’s, near the breach on the north lide, to enfi* 
lade the great flreet, which ran north and fouth 
rhrough the White Town : another, called die duke 
of Cumberland’s, for four guns and two mortars, 
to the north-welt quarter, at one thoufand yards 
diftanec, to enfilade the north face of a large coun¬ 
ter-guard, before the north'weft baftioni a third,. 
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catted prince Edward’s, for two guns, to the fomfi- 
ward, at twelve hundred yards dirt a nee, to enfilade 
the ftreets from Couth to north, Co as to crofs the 
fire from the northern battery : and a fourth to the 
Couth-we ft, called prince William’s, for two guns 
and one mortar, at one thou I and yards difiance, in 
order to deftroy the guns in Sc. Thomas’s redoubt, 
and to ruin the vdftls and boats near it. On the 
8th of December, at midnight, they were all open¬ 
ed together, and continued firing until day-light. 

Ox the 91I1, the befieged kept up a warm lire on 
the beliegers, without doingmurh damage to th ru; 
and little more was done until the ayth, when a bat¬ 
tery, called the Hanover, was begun by the be- 
liegers, for ten guns and three mortars, to the 
northward, at four hundred and fifty yards difiance 
from the town, again ft the north-weft counter-guard 
and curtain. 

Thess approaches contributed Co greatly to tn- 
ereafe the mi (cries of the bdieged, that the number 
of dderters daily jncreafed: however, general 1 ally 
was ftitl defirous of defending the place, in hopes 
of fuccors. He drove fourteen hundred poor help- 
lefs inhabitants out of the town, and had even the 
inhumanity to fire upon them t but colonel Coote 
gentroufly permitted them to pal’s his guard, and 
feck for iubfiftence about the country. 

A dm i a ai. Stevens arrived off Pondicherry, on 
the 25th, with four Chips of the line i having parted 
company with admiral Comilb and his divjfion, on 
the 16th, in blowing weather. But, on the firft of 
January 1761, a violent ftorm of wind and rain 
coming on, admiral Stevens found it absolutely 
neceflary, for the fafety of his majefty’s fhips, to 
cut their cables and put to fea, where he parted 
company with the other drips of his fquadron. This 
ftorm began at eight in the evening, and Med un¬ 
til almofl four the next morning, whereby great da¬ 
mage 
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mage was done to the beliegers by land and Tea- 
On the 4th, the admiral returned into Pondicherry 
road, and had the misfortune to find, that his ma- 
jefty's [hip, duke of Aqoirain, had foundered a- 
bout two leagues to the Tout h ward, and the Sunder¬ 
land two leagues to the northward of that place, 
and that molt of the crews perifhed, The [hips 
Newcaille and Queen borough, with the Protestor 
fire (hip, were drove afhore, and loll a little to the 
feuthward of Ariancopangv but the people were 
faved, as alfo the ordnance and moft of the llortrs 
and provifions *. Several of the other Ihlps fuflercd 
in the (It rm ; but with the help of the marts, yards, 
and ftores faved from the wrecked flfips, and the 
alii fiance of the fquadron, rhey w- re foon completely 
refitted, and put in a proper fintc of fervice; while 
admiral Cornilh arrived, and colonel Coote repaired 
his batteries, which the fiorm had at mu ll ruined ; 
lb that the blockade of Pondicherry was as complete 
as ever. 

General Tally endeavored to make the molt 
of ibis difalter * and when he taw the port open, he 
immediately difparehed advice of his fuppofed de¬ 
liverance to M< Raymond, the French reftdent at 
Rullicat. This leti was oated the ad of January, 
whereby he informed M- R lymon as follows; 

tt The Englilh fquadion is no more : out of the

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roore blocked up by fta, The laving of Pondicher¬ 
ry hack been in your power once already: if you 
mils the prefent opportunity, it will be entirely your 
fault. Do not forget alio feme fmall Chdingocs: 
offer great rewards: I expeft fevemeen thou land 
Morauoes within theft four days. In fkort, rifque 
all, attempt all, force all, anti fend us ibxne rlce^ 
Aould it be but half a garfe at a time,” 

This letter was intercepted by the vigilance of 
admiral Stevens, who immediately difpatched cir¬ 
cular letters to the Dutch and Danish let dements, 
to acquaint them, « That notwiihttanding the re- 
preientarions of general Lilly, he had eleven Tail of 
his Britannic majetty’s fhips of the line, and two 
frigates, under his command, in condition for ftr- 
vice, holding the blockade of Pondicherry : and as 
that place was clofely invefted and blockaded by 
land and fra % and as, in that cafe, it was contrary 
to the law of nations, for any neutral power to give 
them any iticcor or relief, he had determined to frize 
any veil'd or boat that fhould attempt to throw any 
provisions into that place,'* 

Colonel Coote repaired his batteries, while the 
Ihips returned to their ftations in the road, and the 
army continued their approaches without interrup¬ 
tion. On the 5th, the colonel attacked a poll of 
very great confcquence to the befiegers, called St. 

I hoinas’s redoubt, in which were four twenty-ei^ht 
pounders, and carried it without any loft. Buf at 
day-light, on the 6th, three hundred French gre¬ 
nadiers retook it which was principally owing to 
the negligence of the fepoys. 

The Hanover battery was repaired on die 12th, 
and kept up a brifk fire, which greatly damaged 
the counter-guard and baftion, and made a breach 
in the curtain. 

Cqlo.nei. Coote, on the 13th in the evening or¬ 
dered a working-party of feven hundred Europeans, 

and 
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and four hundred Lafcars, with the pioneers com¬ 
pany, under the command of a major, to the north¬ 
ward, where the engineers had traced out a battery 
for eleven guns and three mortars. At eight 
o'clock, they began a trench for introducing gabions 
of four feet high, which were to form the interior 
facing of the battery* At the fame time, a parallel 
was begun, ninety yards in the rear, of two hundred 
and fifty yards long, and an approach of four 
hundred yards in length* Notwithft&nding the 
moon fhonc very bright, and the battery within five 
hundred yards of the walls, every thing went 01* 
without the lead ditturbance from the befieged : 
and, by morning, fix embrazures were in a condi¬ 
tion to receive guns, and the red far advanced: this 
was called the Royal battery. 

Or* the 14th, the Hanover battery maintained a 
condant fire the whole day, which entirely ruin¬ 
ed the wed face and dank of the north-wed billion* 

On the 15th, the Royal battery was opened, 
which, by eight in the morning, file need the fire 
from the town, and gave the befiegers an opportu¬ 
nity of beginning a trench, to contain their royal 
mortars, and three guns, for the more fpeedy de¬ 
molition of the riemi-badion and ravelin of Ma- 
d raft-gate. 

General Lally then began to dcfpair: he had 
beaded to dedroy all the Englilh fettlcments in In¬ 
dia ; but now he found k impolfible to proteffe Pon¬ 
dicherry : therefore he became a fupplicant, and 
that evening fern out colonel Durre, of the royal 
artillery, with the chief of the Jefuits, and two Ci¬ 
vilians, with the following propofals to colonel 
Cootc for delivering up the garrifon. 

“ The taking of Chandernagorc, contrary to the 
faith of treaties, and of that neutrality which has 
always lubfilted between all European nations, and 
namely between the two nations in this part of In¬ 
dia, 
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dta ; and that immediately after a fignal fervice 
which the French nation had rendered the Englifh, 
not only m taking no part againft them with the 
Nabob of Bengal, but in receiving them in their fet¬ 
tle merits, to give them time to recover from their 
futt tofics {as appears by the letters of thanks from 
Mr. Bigot him kit, and from the council of Madrafs 
to that or Pondicherry) added to the formal re tufa l 
cii tulfilling the conditions of a cartel, agreed upon 
between our rcfpcfiive matters, though it was at fir ft 
accepted by Mr, Figot, and the commifiaries were 
named on both fidcs to go to Sadrafs to fettle ami¬ 
cably the difficulties which might occur in its exe¬ 
cution, put it out of my power, with refpedt to my 
couit, to make or propole to Mr, Coote any capitu¬ 
lation for the town of Pondicherry. 

i H£ king’s troops, and thofe ot the company, fur- 
render t hemic Ives, for want of pro vi lions, pri loners 
ci war to his Britannic majefty, upon the terms of 
the cartel, which 1 reclaim equally far all the inha¬ 
bitants of Pondicherry, as well as for the exercife 
of die Roman religion, the religious houfes, hojpi- 
chaplains, iurgeons, Iervarus, &c. referring 
rnyielt to the decilion of our two courts for repara¬ 
tion proportioned to the violation of fo folcmti a 
treaty.

they fhall be treated as the old fob; efts have ufualty 
been treated *, accordingly, thole who have hereto¬ 
fore had polTeffions or advantages, fho.ll not be de¬ 
prived of them. 

Art. II. They fhall be maintained in the exerrife 
of the Roman Catholic religion, in the lame man¬ 
ner as had been practiied under the French govern¬ 
ment. The churches and lioufcs of the eccltfiadics 
and religious perfons fhall be preferved, togerher 
wkh every thing thereunto belonging, whether they 
be fituaced without Or within the town. T he mif- 
fionaries fhall have the liberty of palTing from place 
to place, and fhall find, under the Englifb Hag, the 
fame protection as under the French flag. 

Art, HI. Not only the buildings and houfes be¬ 
longing to private perfons, whether laymen, eccle- 
fiaflics, or religious perfons, fhall be Id? in the con¬ 
dition they arc ■, but alfo the buildings belonging to 
the company, as well as the tort, the warchnufcs, 
and walls of the town, with all the fortifications, 
until the fate of thefe la ft, that is to fay, every thing 
of this kind belonging to the company, fhall be de¬ 
cided by the two rclpectivc courts. 

Art. IV, The papers of the Regiftry and Notary 
office, on which depend the fortunes of the inha¬ 
bitants, Rial I be lent to France, without any ob- 
ttacle, by fuch conveyances as they IhaJl think St, 
who are now charged with them, and in whofe pul- 
fdlion they (hall, in the mean time, remain. 

Art. V. The treatment, herein before IHpulated 
by the firfl article, for the inhabitants of Pondi¬ 
cherry, fhall be extended to all the members of the 
council, company's agents, officers fettled in tire 
faid town, and all others, who have been, or now- 
are, in the fervice of the company $ and lb in like 
manner to the merchants, whether Armenians, or of 

D d a any 
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any other nation, fettled heretofore m Pondicherry 
tor their trade. 

Art. VI. The Creoles, or natives of Mauritius 
and of Bourbon, amounting in number to forty- 
one, including five officers, as well thofe who are 
in health, as thole who have been wounded, or 
are invalids, having ferved as volunteers, and not 
being foldiers, ihould have their liberty of return¬ 
ing to their home, by the fir if good opportunity 
they may find. 

Art. VII, Safe-guards fhall be granted, to pre¬ 
vent dilbrder. 

Art. VIII. All the foregoing articles fhall be 
executed agreeable to good faith.’' 

No anfwer was returned to theft tail articles by 
colonel Cooce, who was fully fenfible of the diltref- 
les of the befieged; and, as they had no more than 
provilions ]tk for one day, he obliged t Lie garriion 
to lurretider prisoners of war. Accordingly, the 
place was delivered up to the Engliffi forces on the 
1 6th of January, after a blockade and tedious liege 
of eight months. 

Th£ knglifh commifliiHcs were immediately or¬ 
dered to take an account of all the military ftores 
found in the garriion, and returns to btr given in 
of the number of officers, non-commiflioned and 
private, of the different corps, at the time the place 
furrendcred, 3s well of the number of inhabitants : 
all of which colonel Coote t ran fruit ted to the Britilh 
miniftry, from his head-quarters, at Oulgaret, on 
the 3d oi February 1761 % together with a plan 
of the gar h ton, and the works carried on again ft 
the place. 

This number of priloners was great-, and the 
place was a very important acquifition, as hereby 
evidently appears;

P ONDICHERRY was the laffc place which the 
French pofiTelkd on the coart of Coromandel ; 
but they (lilt enjoyed one feEtlement on the coaft of 
Malabar, which it was necefiary for the Englifh to 
reduce* This was the fetdement of Mihie on 
the coart of Malabar, about fifty miles north from 
Calicut, thirty miles north from l illidicrry, and 
about four hundred fouth-weft from Pondicherry : 
therefore, the reduction of this place was kit to the 
care of the government of Bombay, as it was not 
doubted, hut they would luc£6ed more eafily liEre 
than at Geriah§* or Surat J» 

Some troops were accordingly fent from Bom¬ 
bay, under th t command of major Hedor Monro m * t 
who was affined by the Englifh chief at Tiilicher- 
ry i and, on the 10th of February ty6i, the French

The number of guns at Mi hie were, at Fort St. 
George, 52 at Mihie, 5S •, at Candi, 2ji at Dau¬ 
phin, 32 * and 150 at five adjacent forts to the 
northward : in all 319. 

The prefident and council of Bombay exprefled 
difpatches with this intelligence to the directors of 
the Ealt-India company, who received them on the 
3d of Auguft (761, at a time when they were very 
defirous of fuch intelligence, as well on account of 
what was tran&fting in Europe, as in Bengal. 

Off the 2 jth of February 1761, the Englilh Eaft- 
India company * declared their bonds fhould bear 
five per cent, intereft, to commence on the 31ft of 
March, The Britifh parliament had granted the 
company twenty thoufand pounds for the Jrmce of 
this year: and they alfo pafifed “ an aft for ex¬ 
tending the Eaft-India mutiny aft fof the 17th of 
king George II. to the company's fettlcment at Fort 
Marlborough, in the iQand of Sumatra, and to 
fuch other principal fettlements wherein the Ea!l 
India company might be empowered to hold courts 
of judicature.

where 
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where is a fpacious harbor, but of difficult entrance, 
becaufc of rocks and (boats at the mouth of the 
bay. The Spanifh viceroy re (ides in the town of 
Manilla, and his government is one of the moft pro¬ 
fitable pofts belonging to the Spanifh monarchy. 

Maxilla lying between the eafiern and weftern 
continents, was once tfteemed the beft fituation in 
the world for trade j where filver was brought from 
Mexico and Peru, as well as the produce of Europe: 
diamonds and precious fames from Golconda: cin¬ 
namon from Ceylon ; pepper from Sumatra and 
Java; cloves and nutmegs from the Moluccas j 
Lamp hire from Borneo i benjamin and ivory from 
Cambaia ? filks, tea, and china-ware, from China j 
and formerly there came every year from Japan 
two or three (hips freight with amber, filks, cabi¬ 
nets, and other varnifhed ware in exchange for the 
produce of the Philippines- Bcfidcs, two vcflcTs 
tailed every year to Acapulco, in Mexico, loaded 
with the riches of-the call; and returned, as they do 
now, freighted with filver, making four hundred 
per cent, profit. 

A great number of Junks, and other Chtnefc 
and Jap ancle (hips, arrive continually at Manilla, 
laden with all rhe treafures of’ ihtir empires - t to ex¬ 
change them for tlmfe of America, for which this 
town is the ftapie. Thcfe nations Trade there ufuidly 
from December to April, when thirty or forty of 
theirlargeft (hipping are fern in the road; and dur¬ 
ing the reft of the year, there are fcarce lefs of all 
burdens than four or five hundred, belonging to the 
Spanilh and Chinefc inhabitants of the illands, with 
which they trade in all parts of the Archipelago. 
The Chinefc are thofe who trade moft to the Philip¬ 
pines, and about twenty thousand of them dwell in 
thcle iftands, who are chiefly trade (men ; the Spa¬ 
niards, through their natural pride, difdaining fuch 
occupations. X he Portuguefc have alfo a pretty 

good 
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good lrude there. But of all nations* whether Eu¬ 
ropean or Indian, none arc excluded the Philippines 
except the Englifh and Dutch *, though the former 
fend fame Hups from Madral’sto the Manillas man¬ 
ned with Portuguese mariners. 

No foil in the world produces greater plenty of 
all things necefiary for life than the if!and of Manilla - t 
nor can any country appear more beautiful, there 
being a pcrpertual verdure; for buds, bloflbms, and 
fruits are found upon the trees all the year round, 
as well on the mountains as in cultivated places *. 

To tnereafe as much as pofliblc the vifibk con¬ 
fer fion and conftemaiton of the Spaniards, the Eng¬ 
lifh officers determined to lofc no rime in the attack, 
of the port of Cavite, that was at firft intended, 
but proceed direftly to the grand object; judging 
that their conqudl there would of courier octal)on 
and draw after it the fail of Cavite. 

On the morning of the 24th, the Englifh com¬ 
manders lent an ineffectual fummons to the town, 
and examined the coaft, to fix upon a proper fpot for 
landing the troops, artillery, and ft ores. They found 
a molt convenient place about two miles to the f’outh 
of Manilla: and, accordingly, all the boats were 
immediately prepared by the proper fignals; when 
three frigates + were lent in very near the fhorc to 
cover the deicent. 

The 79th regiment, the marines, a detachment 
of artillery, with three field-pieces, and one howitzer, 
fixed in the long boats, affembted in three dmliuns

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under their fterns i the left commanded by colonel 
M onion, quarter-math r general i the center by ge¬ 
neral Draper, with lieutenant colonel Scott, the ad* 
j titan t-general *, the right by major Moore, the eldeft 
field officer. As they lud determined to land near a 
church and village called Malata, that was oppofite 
their lefr, the other two divifions, which had been 
If pa rated only to amufe and diffract the attention of 
the enemy, were ordered to join that as foon as pof- 
fible. About fix in the evening, they pulhed with 
an even front for the fhore, under the prudent and 
Ihilful management of the caprains, Parker, of the 
Grafton, Kempenfddt, the admiral’s captain, and 
Ercrcton of the Falmouth ; who had the direction 
of tile boats. The frigates kept up a brifle fire to 
the right and left of them, to protect their hanks, 
and dijperle the enemy, who were beginning to af* 
femble in great numbers, both horfe and foot, to op- 
pofe their defeedt. This cannonade had the defired 
effisdt The Spaniards retired, and left the hnglifo, 
a dear coalt - t but a violent furf arofe, many boats 
were dafhed ro pieces, their arms and ammunition 
much damaged i providentially no lives were loft. 
They formed upon the beach, marched and took 
poOdilon of the Malata, fixed their ompofts, and 
palled the whole night under arms. The Spaniards 
were employed in burning part of their luburbs. 

On the 2.5th, the Englifh Filed a fort which the 
Spaniards had abandoned, named the Pojverifta, 
that proved a moll excellent place of arms for co¬ 
vering the landing of (lores, and fecuring a com¬ 
munication with the (quadrun. Colonel Monfon, 
who was detached with aoo men to view the roads 
and approaches to Manilla, occupied the Hermiu 
church, large and commodious, about 900 yards 
from the city. The Engiifh general made the prieffs 
houfe the head quarters; fent orders to major Moore 
10 march up with the 7y ch regiment to k cure and 

main- 
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maintain this poft, which was of the utmafl conle- 
quence, both from its Jlrength, and the great cover 
it afforded from the rains chat had deluged the 
country, and had made it impoffible to encamps 
for they too fbon found, that the monfoon had 
broke upon them. The furf continued dangerous •, 
the rains incrcaied •„ the landing artillery and ft ores 
became very hazardous v the remaining troops were 
put on fhure with much peril, and forae lofs * lieu¬ 
tenant Hard wide was drowned: but the courage 
and activity of the Teamen furmounted allobftadcs $ 
they got on Chore part of the ft pays, Tome provi¬ 
sions, and fuch (lores as were fir it wanted, and by 
fignals demanded from the fquadroni the officers 
of which were indefatigable in giving all pofTible 
affiftance ; and captain Jocelyn, w ho was cntruilcd 
with the cate of the di[embarkation, did every thing 
that could be widled or expected from a diligent 
good officer, The fumy left rhe marines at their 
Krft post, the iVialata, to be near the Polvefifta, pre¬ 
fer ve their communication, and guard their ftores 
and park of artillery. The men, from the good 
conduct and example of their officers, behaved ve¬ 
ry well, and were of very great ulc upon ail occa¬ 
sions. As the rains had forced the Engltfh troops to 
feck the protection of the houfes that were under the 
fire of the ball ions; the Spaniards cannonaded their 
quarters, which were much nearer the walls than, 
the ufuai rules of war preferibe. They attempted 
like wife to burn more of their fuburbs, but were 
prevented by the great activity and good conduct of 
captain Fletcher, major of brigade •, and captains 
Stevenfon and Cotsfold, the engineers *, who, hav¬ 
ing advanced under cover of the houfes to St Jago's 
church near the fea, and within 310 yards of the 
town, reported its importance lb fenfibly, that ge¬ 
neral Draper palled a body ol men them, notwith- 
ftanding its contiguity to the billions. The enemy 
Eel (bom 
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foon tired upon the befiegers; but not with perfe- 
veranee or effeft enough to di(lodge them. 

On the 26th, the admiral lent on there the bat¬ 
talion of teamen, under the command of the cap- 
taint Collins of the Weymouth, Fitchford of the 
America, and George Ourry from the Panther, 
They were cantoned between the 79th regiment and 
the marines. The reft of the company’s troops of 
all tons were like wife landed, and put under cover. 
The Spaniards advanced out of the gamlbn, under 
the command of the chevalier Fayect, with 400 
men, and two field pieces ; and from a church, a- 
bout 200 yards to the tight of that the Knglifh had 
taken pofiefTion of, near the fea, begun a cannonade 
upon the right flank of their poft, Some fepoys 
under enftgn Cany, who behaved very well, were 
firft fent to fkirmim with them, fupported by three 
picqucts of the 79th regiment, and too fcamen, all 
under the command ot colonel Monfon, who foon 
drove the enemy back into the town, In their pre¬ 
cipitate flight, one of the field pieces was left upon 
the glacis. 

The fbperif.r (kill and bravery of die Englifh were 
fo evident from this affair, that it occafioned a 
cund fummons to the governor, but to no parpofe ; 
the anfwer was much more fpirkrd than their con¬ 
duit had been. Colonel Monfon hul orders to keep 
poffeffitMi of this fecontl church, (if he found it te¬ 
nable) for as the Englifh had not men enough, or 
dry ground to make regular approaches, they were 
forced into thde meafures, rafh as they farm, and 
contrary to ail rules of military profefiim, by their 
critical foliation. From the top tit this poft, which 
the Eng’ifh called No. ?, they had a pe thrift view 
of the enemy’s works. The front they were obliged 
to arrack, was defended by the baftions of St. Diego, 
and St, Andrew, with orilions and retired Hanks - B 
a ravelin which covered the royal gate, a wet ditch, 

covered 
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covered way, and glacis. The baftions were in ex¬ 
cellent order, lined with a great number of fine brals 
cannon; but their ravelin was not armed, the co¬ 
vered way out of repair, Che glacis by much too 
low, and the ditch was not produced round the 
capital of the baition of Sr. Diego, which deter¬ 
mined general Draper to attack ir, and make his 
difpofuions accordingly. The negligence and omif- 
liou of iue enemy to poit Gentries in the covered 
way, gave him an opportunity of founding the 
ditch; which perilous enterprise was effeted by a 
final! party of the 79th regiment uhder capt.un 
Fletcher, who begf* : d leave to undertast'' it ‘ the 
Spaniards fired from iheir balts.'iit, and killed ur 
wounded three ol the btfiegm: ih- depth of the 
water was only five ieet, the breadth about thirty 
yards. 

As the great extent of this populous city made 
ir utterly impofiible to invert it with this handful of 
men, tw o fidts were conftantTjr open to the Spaniards 
ro introduce fupplies of men, and provttiom, and 
carry out their effefts. They availed themfefvcs of 
the Engiifh weaknefs. Thtir own garrifon of Hoo 
men of cite royal regiment, under the command of 
the marquis of Villa Medina,*brigadier general, was 
augmented by a body of 10,000 Indians from the 
provinceof Pumping v, a fierce and baibarous people; 
thefe difadvamages were not to be remedied, as the 
Engldh could not take po&flion of Minondo, Ton- 
do, and la Vera Cruz, the polls which commanded 
the river, and communication with the country. 
The inundations had icturcd their Parian fuburb; 
but no difficulties could check the ardor of the Erig- 
li[b troops, who laboured inceflaittly in making 
fafeines and gabions, and preparing every thing for 
the conftru&ion and opening of their batteries. One 
for final I fhnlis was com pleated this night, and 
olayed upon the bullion of St. Diego; its pofition 
v 3 . E c 3 being 
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being behind the church, ntareft the lea. The offi¬ 
cers tit theartillery and engineers exerted themfclves 
in a manner, that nothing but their zeal for the 
public krviee could have infplrcd. 

On the 271b, the governor Tent out a flag of 
truce to apologize for feme barbarities committed 
by the favages, who had murdered Tome ftraggling 
framed ; and to requeft that a nephew of his taken 
in the bay, might be fent on fhore. This gentle* 
man had been ditpatclied front the Phillipina gal¬ 
leon, jutt arrived on the coaft from Acapulco, with 
the firit advices cl the war. Hostilities ceafed till 
eleven at night, when the English recommenced 
their fire from the mortars, increafed them to four, 
and placed a fix pounder on their left flank, as a fur¬ 
ther lecurity for their poft at St. jagn’s church. 

As the capture of the galleon, and her treafure 
might be well cftcemed a national objeft, Mr. 
Corr.ifh propufed fending the Panther and Argo 
from the fquadrnn to intercept her, which was con¬ 
tented to i and the officers of the navy very gene- 
rouftv agreed to the army Awing any prizes that 
might be taken in this cruize, as they had before 
conl'ented to their (luring with them in any booty 
that might be taken at land ; and the diftritwtion to 
be made according to the rules his ma jetty had fixed 
for the ft a fervioe. The admiral like wile fent on, 
Ihore eight 24 pounders fit ip guns, and two 18 
pounders for the battering train ; as, to fave time, 
tlie tronps brought only the land carriages and plat¬ 
forms from MadraJs. 

On ihezBih, the governor’s nephew was landed. 
Lieutenant l-yar, who was femtary to general 
Draper was ordered to conduct him into the town 
wjih a li.igof t uce. In the mean time a large party 
of the garnfon, intermixed with Indians, rallied 
out to attack the (econd poll, by which lieutenant 
Fiyar was advancing to the Ravelin gate. The 

bar- 
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birbariins, without rcfptding his character, inhu* 
manly murdered him, mangling his body in a man¬ 
ner too {hocking to mention. In their fury, they 
mortally wounded the other gentleman who had en¬ 
deavoured to favc Mr. Fryar. I he EngMii party 
received their onfet with much firmnds and brave¬ 
ry, and repulfed them with tome lot's on their (ale. 
As it was evident that the Indians alone were go iky 
of this horrid piece of barbarity, the Englifh iol- 
diers Hie wed them no mercy. 

Ok the 29th, the admiral ordered the Elizabeth, 
commodore Tiddeman, and the Falmouth, cap¬ 
tain Br ere ton, to place ihemt’elves as near the town 
as the depth of water would permit, and fecond the 
land operations, by cnfiladingthe front they intended 
to attack j but the {hallows kept them at too great 
a diftance to atifwer the purpofe effectually, though 
their (hot (truck much coni ulion and terror into the 
inhabitants. The befiegers continued their bom¬ 
bardment day and night. 

Ok the 30th, the engineers traced out admiral 
Cornilh’s battery, for eight 1+ pounders, on the 
left of St, J a go’s church i but the violence ot the 
rains retarded' their prog refs; and the alienee of 
two drips, that had on board a confidcrablc quanti¬ 
ty of iafcincs, and many working and intrenching 
tools, put them to fome inconveniences. The ad¬ 
miral’s good fiefs fupplied thefe defeats: all the 
fmiths and carpenters in the fleet were employed in 
making thofe inffrumentsand, by their induftry 
and difpatcb, the troops were enabled to proceed. 
The Elizabeth and Falmouth per fevered in their 
cannonade upon uhc Eowti, which was returned 1 torrt 
the enemy’s ka-line without any effea. 

Ok the 1 (t and id of Oftober, the weather grew 
fo very tempdtuous, that the whole fquadron was 
in danger, and all communication with it entirely 
cut off? The violence of the ftorm forced the South- 
E e 4 Sea 
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Sea Cuttle ftorelhip (which was lately arrived) from 
her anchors, and drove her on there : even in this 
fituadon the fhip was of great ufe. Captain Sher¬ 
wood, enfiladed the whole Tea beach to the ftyth- 
ward, and kept in awe a large body of Indians who 
menaced the Polverifta, and the magazines at the 
Mates a. Notwithftanding the deluge of rain which 
accompanied the wind, by the ptrfcverance of the 
troops and feamen, the beGegers compleated the 
battery for the 24 pounders, raifed a mortar battery 
for the heavy (hells of 10 and 13 indies, made a good 
parallel and communication from the church to the 
gun battery, and ell a bl iff it J a fp acinus place of 
arms on the left of it, near the tea. '1 he roaring 
of t he waves prevented rhe enemy from hearing the 
noile of the workmen in the night, They gave no 
interruption, but fee met! to trod entirely to the ele¬ 
ments, While the governor (the archbilhop) gave 
out, that an angel from the Lord was gone forth to 
dettroy them like the heit of Sennacherib. On the 
afternoon oi the 2d, the Teamen, with wonderful 
activity, brought up and mounted all the guns in 
the battery which they mafked, 

Gw the jd, the weather became moderate. At 
day-light the battery was opened again ft the left face 
of the fi.iflion of St. Diego, towards rhe faliant an* 
g!e. One hundred Seamen were appointed to aflift 
tile corps o; artillery in this fervice. The EngUfa 
cannon, by the moll excellent (kill and manage¬ 
ment of major Barker, and the officers under him, 
were leryed with fuch juftnefs, quicknefs, and dex¬ 
terity, that the 12 pieces on that face of the ballton 
were fifenced in a few hours, and the Spaniards 
drove from them. 

At night, the befiegers began a battery for three 
guns, on tiie left of their place of arms, to (Hence 
tlioie that were in Barbette upon the orilJon of the 
balt;on of St, Andrew, which annoyed the flank. 

The 
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The Englifh maintained a brifk fire of grape and 
mufketrv all the night, to prevent the enemy from 
repairing their embrasures and remounting the can¬ 
non. The mortars (now augmented to feven) were 
kept constantly playing upon the gorge of the baf- 
rion, and the contiguous defences, 

On the 4tb, about three hours before day, 1000 
of the Indians attacked the cantonment of the fea- 
rnen. They were encouraged to this attempt by 
the inccffant rains, in which they flattered them- 
fdves the Englifh fire-arms would be ufelefs, Thdr 
approach was favored by a great number of thick 
buflies that grew upon the Tide of a rivulet, which 
they parted In the night, and, by keeping clofe, 
eluded the vigilance of the patroles. Upon the 
alarm, colonel Monfon and captain Fletcher, with 
the picquets, were difpatched to the atTidance of 
the i'eamen, who very feofibly kept firm in their 
pofts, and were contented to repulfe them, till day¬ 
break, when a frefli piequet of the 79th regiment 
appearing upon the Indians right flank, they^ lied, 
were purfued and dilperfed, with the lofs of 3^® 
men. Had their Mi or weapons been equal to 1 he if 
ftrength and ferocity, it might have coll the Eng¬ 
lifh dear. Although armed chiefly with bows, ar¬ 
rows, and lances, they advanced up to the very 
muzzles of the English pieces, repeated their af- 
fatilts, and died like wild hearts, gnawing the bay¬ 
onets. This attack cofl the be fie gets fomc few men y 
but they loft a molt excellent fea officer, captain 
Porter, lieutenant of the Norfolk, fincerdy and 
juftly lamented by all, 

Thev had fcarce finiflied this affair, when ano¬ 
ther body of them, with part of the Spanifh garrt- 
fon, again attacked the church, forced the 1'epoys 
from their port in it, neareft the town, took pof- 
j'efTion of the top, from whence they killed and 
wounded feveral of the Englifh people, who were 

entirely 
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entirely expofed to ail their weapons. Notwith- 
Banding this tii lad van cage ous filtration, the Euro¬ 
pean fiddlers maintained their poll behind the 
church with great firmnefs and patience, anti at lift 
difiodstd the enemy with the afTiltance of fame 
held pieces, and the good conduct of major Fell, 
field officer of the day, captain Fletcher, and other 
brave officers Cent to their relief. The Spaniards 
fcfc 70 dead behind them, in and about the church. 
On the fide of the bdlegers, captain Strahan, of the 
79th regiment, a very good officer, was mortaliy 
wounded, and 40 private men wounded and killed. 
This was the enemy’s Uft effort; all their Indians, 
except iSco, discouraged by ibeir loffies, returned 
home. The Englilh working parties, and the fire 
or their batteries, which had been a little interrupted 
by ihefe attacks, recommenced with greater fphit 
than ever. They allir found the good effects of giv¬ 
ing the enemy, no time to repair their embrasures, 
or carriages, in the night. They opened only an 
inconfidtrable fire from three or four embrazures in 
the curtain, too oblique to have much effect: be¬ 
fore night thofe defences were ruined. 

the 5th, major Barker's fire was fo violent, 
that the breach appeared practicable. The Englifh 
cannon from the three gun battery filenced thofe 
of the enemy on the oriflon of St. Andrew. The 
bef:t'g;rs were in hopes that the Spaniards would 
b= fenfible of their danger, and think of giving up 
ihe town. But they wen- obflinate without bravery, 
or any generous rdulution of defending the breach. 
In the ev mir;', the deiign of {looping the place was 
communicated to the principal officers of each de* 
jurtment only, and the necdTary preparations made. 

Os the 6th, at four o’clock tu the morning, the 
bcfi -gL'rs filed off from their quarters, in fmall bo- 
dies, to give the Iris fuipkion ; and by degrees, af- 
fembled at St, Jago’s chwch, obferving the utmoft 

filcnce, 
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fikncc, rind concealing themfelves in the place of 
arms, and the parallel between the church and the 
battery. Major Barker kept up a brilk fire upon 
the works, and thole places where the enemy might 
be lodged or intrenched. The English murms 
were well applied for the fame purpofr- At day 
break the Englifh officers difeerned a large body 
of the Spaniards formed on the billion of St. An¬ 
drew, which gave them reafon to imagine the bc- 
had got fomc information of their dejjgn* 
and intended to annoy them with their mufquctry 
and "rape from the retired flank of that baflton, 
where they had Hill two cannon placed ; but upon 
the expiation of fomc fhells that id! among them, 
they went off. 

The bcfiegers immediately took advantage of 
this, and by the fignal of a general di (charge of 
their artillery and mortars, ruffied on to the al- 
faulr, under cover of a thick (moke that blew di¬ 
rectly upon the town. Sixty volunteers of different 
corps under lieutenant Ruflel of the 75th, Ed the 
way, i'upporced by the grenadiers of that regiment. 
The engineers, with the pioneers, and other work¬ 
men, to dear and enlarge the breach, and make 
lodgments, in cafe the enemy fhould have been too 
firongly intrenched in the gorge of the bait ion, fol¬ 
lowed : colonel Monfon and major Moore were at 
the head of two grand divi lions of the 79 th ; the 
battalion of fcamen dvanced next, fufUlncd by the 
other two divifions of the yyth: the company' s 
troops doled the rear. They all mounted the 
breach with amazing Ipirit and rapidity. The tew 
Spaniards upon the baftion dilperlcd fb fuddenly, 
that it was thought they depended upon their mines. 
Captain Steven fon had orders to make a drift kardi 
to dtfeover them ; but precautions were need Ids. 
The Engtifli met with little rdHtance, except at the 
Royal Gate, and from the galleries of the lofty 

houfe* 
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hotifrt which far round the grand fquare. In the 
guanhKnife over the Royal Gate, 100 of the Spa¬ 
niards and Indians, who would not furrender, were 
put the (word, Three hundred more, according to 
the enemy's account, were drowned In attempting 
to efcspe over the river j which was very deep and 
rapid." The governor and principal officers retired 
to the citadel, and were glad to Jurrendcr as pri (oners 
at difcrction, as that place was in no goad pollute 
of defence. Captain Dupont of the ; ? th, with 100 
men, cook pofkffion of it- The marquis of Villa 
Medina, with the reft of the Spanilh officers, were 
admitted as priloncrs of war on their parole of ho¬ 
nor j and to conciliate the alfieftions of tire natives, 
all the Indians were di (miffed in lately. J he joy of 
the Englifh troops, upon this fortunate event, was 
greatly clouded by the lofs of major Moore, wlio was 
transfixed with an arrow near the Royal Gate, and 
died immediately, univerfally lamented for his good 
qualities. Captain Sleigh of the grenadiers, and 
fome oilier good officers were wounded. The Eng- 
lifh haul about thirty private men killed, or w ounded. 

In conlequencc of the terms difUted to the Spa¬ 
niards, the port of Cavite and citadel, w ith fevcral 
large flops, and a vaft quantity of warlike and na¬ 
val (lores, were lu [Tendered to the Englifh. Cap¬ 
tain Champion with too marines, and as many re¬ 
pays, embarked on board the Stahorfe to take pol- 
klfion of U. The SpaniCh gar riIon of 300 men, on 
the approach of the Englifh, mutinied againll their 
officers, plundered fome houits, and went off into 
the country with their arms. 

As a {hall acknowledgment of the great Cervices 
which the whole army had received from captain 
Kempeofeldr, the admiral's captain, general Draper 
begged he would aft at Cavite with a commiflion 
as governor for hi; tn»jvfty, being well allured, that 
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no one could 1 di (charge that truft with more con¬ 
duct and abilities.

My Loro, 

IDO myfeff the honor of fending lieutenant co¬ 
lonel Scott, late adjutant general, to inform your 
Jordfhip of the fuccefs of his majvftyH arms in the 
conqueft of Manilla, the lucrender of the port of 
Cavite, and the cefliun of the Philippine iflands. 

Os the 6th of October we took the capital by 
ftorm, after 12 days operation, which arc detailed 
in my journal. Our lot's, upon this occafion, would 
have been trifling, but tor the death of major Moore, 
a valiant good officer and it is with particular fa- 
tisfaftion I can allure your lordfhip, that the firm 
bravery and perfeverance of the troops, could on¬ 
ly be equalled by their humanity after viftory. Out 
of Cefpefl and deference to admiral Cornifh, we 
waited till he came on fhore, and, being delirous to 
fave To fine a city from deftmclion, we jointly dic¬ 
tated the annexed conditions to the governor general 
(the arthbifhop) and the chief magiftrates, who 
moft readily embraced them. 

CoNstovarno their critical lituatlon, and vafl 
opulence, the terms were as reafonable for them, as 
beneficial to us. We allow the India company a 
third part of the ranfum, the whole of which amounts 
to a million fled in g 5 and, according ro my itiftrue- 
tions, I have this day delivered up Manilla, one of 
the richest cities and i(lands in this part of the 
world, with the port of Cavite, to Dawlbn Drake, 
Efqi and the ucher gentlemen appointed to receive 
them on behalf of the company, with all the artille¬ 
ry, ammunition and warlike (lores found therein, 
agreeable to the inclofed inventories. 


I have 
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I have appointed major Fell of the 79th re j§'" 
menc to be commandant o: the garrifon,^ which 
muftconfiftaf all the troops brought from ^udrais, 
as the great extent of the place, its very numerous 
inhabitants, and unfettled country, with the im¬ 
portance of the Cavite, demand at lead this force , 
for an effectual fecurity. 

The fcafon of the year, and condition of ihe 
fquadron, oblige us to defer (he taking of poflefllon 
of the fubordinate places ceded to the crown, until 
the fhips have had a fufneient repair; and I have 
the plea fore to acquaint your lord (hip, that the 
large quantity of naval (lores taken in the royal 
magazines at Cavite, Supply moil excellent mate¬ 
rials for this purpole, in which [he admiral is inde¬ 
fatigable, whole zeal for his majdty’a Service, great 
cordiality, and conflant attention to us during the 
whole courfe of the expedition, and fatiguing pro- 
grds of tile liege, are beyond all praife. l he other 
officers of the fleet exerted themfelves to the utmofl 
upon every occafion. Asa I mall acknowledgment 
of our many obligations to Mr, Kem pen fell, the 
admiral’s captain, I begged his acceptance of the 
government of the citadel and port ot Cavite, 
lilt it was given up to the company s his prudent 
and excellent regulations there were Ot infinite utili¬ 
ty to the public I’ervice, 

The captains Collins, Pitchford and_ George 
Ourry, who commanded the battalion of feamen* 
behaved with great ipir'st and conduct; and captain 
Jocelyn, who was entrufled with the care of the dll- 
embarkations, gave us all the aflUlance that could 
be wifhed orexpefted from a diligent, good officer. 
The marine officers and corps were of great Service, 
and the feamen nitonifhed us with molt extraordi¬ 
nary proofs of aftivity and valor, particularly thole 
who affiited at our batteries.

All the iflands (fubordinate to Luconia and Ma¬ 
nilla its capital, and which are at prelent under the 
dominion of his catholic majefty) muft be ceded to 
his Britannic majefty, who mult be acknowledged 
fovereign till the fate of thefc iflands is decided by 
a peace between the two kings. Their religion, 
goods, liberties, properties, and commerce, fhall 
be prefeivcd to the inhabitants of thole iflands, who 
are fubjc&s of Spain, in as ample a manner as they 
are confirmed to the inhabitants of Manilla, and the 
ifland of Luconia, All the governors and military 
fhall be allowed the honors of war, bur give their 
parole, as the officers have done at Manilla and 
Cavite, not to ferve or take up arms againft his 
Britannic majefty.

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In i 730* the Britifti rr.intftry Intended to fit out 
two fquadrons for two lecret expeditions,, which 
would have fame connection with each other. The 
late lord Anfon was to command one of them, and the 
late gallant captain Cornwall the other. The former 
was to Like on board three independent companies 
of one hundred men each, and B sard’s regiment; to 
proceed directly to Java-head, and to Lake in water 
there, from whence he was to proceed to the city of 
Manilla : while the latter was to proceed round Cape 
Horn, and pafs chat way to the Philippines, If that 
plan had been carried into execution, Manilla would 
then have fallen an caly conqueft : but the reduc¬ 
tion of chat important place, whole returns were 
not Ids than three millions of dollars per annum, 
was jdervfcd for the brave general Draper, who be¬ 
gan the expedition with uncommon Ibirit, and end¬ 
ed it with immortal honor. His clemency to the 
Spaniards dderved the u tin oft gratitude: but they 
moll ungene roufiy evaded the ran lorn, and atfted on 
the moft dishonorable terms, as evidently appears, 
by the following extracts of “ colonel Draper’s an- 
fwer to the Sparufh arguments, claiming the gal¬ 
leon, and refilling payment of the ranfotn bills, for 
prefer ving Manilla from deft ruction.” 

The Spani Eli arguments for refufing payment. 

“ THE Eng I ilh generals, who made ihemfelves 
mailers of Manilla, propofol, on the fifth of Oc¬ 
tober 1762, a capitulation to the arthbiihop, who 
a£led as governor ; by which they promifed to pre¬ 
fer ve the city from pillage, if the governor and 
principal magiftratei would confent to, and fign 
the art ides of, the laid capitulation; which they 
were forced to do, bring threatened to be put 10 
the fword, iti cafe of rcfulal. 

Notwithstanding this lhameful capitulation, 
extorted and figned by the means of violence and 

rigor. 
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'rigor, general Draper ordered or fufiered the city 
to be lacked and pillaged, for forty hours, by four 
thou land Englifh, who plundered it of more than 
a million of do! I an. 

Therefore the faid capitulation ought to be 
void, becauJe it was figned by force; and becaufe 
general Draper firfl violated and broke the capitu¬ 
lation by permitting the city to be pillaged; con- 
fequemlv, that capitulation only, which was pro- 
poled by the governor, accepted of and figned by 
admiral Cornim, and general Draper, upon the fr- 
venth of October, ought to be con fide red and re- 
fpected in this affair. 

The firlt article of which grants to the inhabi¬ 
tants of Manilla, the peaceable quiet poffcffion of 
all their eftefts *, the fourth and fixth grant them the 
liberty of commerce, under the protection of his 
Britannic majerty.” 

R E F IT T A T I O N. 

“ It is a known and univerfal rule of war amongft 
the moft civilized nations, (hat places taken by 
ftorm, without any capitulation, arc fubjeft to all 
the miferies that the conquerors may cliufe to inflift. 

Manilla was in this horrid fituation-, of confe- 
quence the lives of the inhabitants, with all belong¬ 
ing to them, were entirely at our mercy. But chri- 
Jt unity, humanity, the dignity of our nation, and 
our own feelings as men, induced us not to exert, 
the utmoft rigor of the pofltrffion, again ft rhofe 
wretched fupph.uits y although my own fecrerary, 
lieutentanc Fryar, had been murdered, as he was 
carrying a fL« ofrn ce to. the tovn. The admiral 
and 1 told the archbi/hop and principal magi ft rates, 
that we were dtfiraus to lave fo fine a city from de¬ 
ft ruiftion, ordered them to withdraw, confulr, and 
pro pop- fitdh terms of comprnfation as might fa- 
tisfy the (1-ct and army, and exempt them from pil¬ 
lage, and its fatal cor,Sequences. 

The 
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fion of people, who differed as much in fend merits 
and language, as in drefs and complexion. 

Several hours elapfed, before the principal ma- 
gi ft rates could be brought to a conference during 
that interval, the inhabitants were undoubtedly 
great fufferers. But this violence was antecedent to 
our fettling the terms of the capitulations, and by 
the laws of war, the place, with all its contents, be¬ 
came the unqucfiionable property of the captors, 
until a fuflkietu equivalent was given in lieu of it. 
That feverai robberies were committed, after the 
capitulation was figned, is not to be denied ; for 
avarice* wanr, and rapacity, are ever infatiable : 
but that the place was pillaged for forty hours, and 
that pillage authorized and permitted by me, is a 
mod falfe and infamous aflertion. The people of 
Manilla have i to poled upon their court by a repre- 
fen rat ion of facts, which never drifted i and to 
make fuch a groundkfs charge, the realon for fet- 
ting afidc and evading a foldpa capitulation, is & 
proceeding unheard of till now, and as void of de¬ 
cency as common lenfe. 

The following cxtrails from the public orders 
given out the very day we entered the town, will 
Sufficiently convince mankind, of my con ft ant at¬ 
tention to the preservation of thofe ungrateful peo¬ 
ple ; who have a! molt taught me to believe, that 
humanity and compaflion are crimes.

All perfons guilty of robberies, or plundering 
the churches and houfes, will be hanged without 
mercy.

W HEN Chandemagore was reduced by the 
Englilh in 1757, M. Law retired at the 
head of a party of French fugitives, which foon ire- 
creafed to upwards of two hundred. I heir com¬ 
mander threw himfelf into the heart of the Mogul’s 
dominions, and at laft joined the Shah Zidd&h ■-,

Allum Geer, tlw depofed Mogal. 
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who entered Bengal at the head of eighty thoufand 
men ; but was met by the Soubah’s army of eighty 
thoufand mm, aflilted by five hundred Europeans* 
commanded by major John Carnack, who left a 
garrtion at Patna, and defeated the enemy at a 
place called Guya, in January 1761, killed eighty 
Frenchmen* and took feven of their officers prifon- 
ers, among whom was M. Law ; after which, the 
Mogul prince retired out of the province, and fo- 
lirited the interell of the Englifh to place him on 
the throne of his deputed father.. 

The Moratcoes alio invaded the northern pro¬ 
vinces of Bengal i but they were met and defeated 
by a body of troops under the command of major 
York, 

Bv thefe means, both the Nabob’s affairs* and 
thole of the linglilh company, were in great diitrefs* 
when Mr. Vanfittart arrived to take upon him the 
government at Calcutta, to which he was appointed 
on the return of colonel Clive to England * after 
whofe ablence affairs took an onprofperous turn, 
which was imputed to the bad conduft of the Sou- 
bah, whom the Englifh therefore depofed* and put 
his Ton-in law on the throne- But as this impor¬ 
tant transaction has been varioufly related* I lhall 
here undertake to give an impartial reprtfcmation 
of the whole affair. 

The regions a Hedged for dethroning the Souhah 
Jalfier Alice Cawn were in fubltance as follows : 

ift* u That foon after his advancement, he re- 
folvedto reduce that power which railed him to dig¬ 
nity, sd, That to effeft this, he afiaflinated or 
banifhed every perfon of importance, whom he fuf- 
pedted in the Enghlb intcreft, 3d, That he nego¬ 
tiated with the Dutch to introduce an armament in¬ 
to the provinces to expel the Englifh, 4th, That 
he was guilty of the dttpeft deceit and treachery 
towards the Englifh, his benefactors and allies, in 

repeated 
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repeated inftanccs, 5th, That while the En girth 
officers and troops were fuffering every diftrefs, and 
hazarding their lives, in defence of him, his fun, and 
country, the Englifh commander in chief was bafeljr 
and treach eroufly defer ted, at three different periods 
by father and Jon. 6i!i, That he meditated a fe- 
parate, fecrec treaty with the Shah ZadJah, and of¬ 
fered to facrifice the EngVift to that prince, 7th, 
That the whole term of his government was an uni¬ 
form chain of cruelty, tyranny, anti opprdEon. 
Sth, That he meditated, and was rear carrying in¬ 
to execution, an infamous fecrec treaty with the 
Morattoes ; which would have proved the total de- 
ftniftion of the country, if it had nor been timely 
prevented- 9th, That he threw every po fable inter¬ 
ruption in the collection of the English tunkat, or 
afagnments upon lands. 10th, That he encouraged 
the cbftruftions given to the free currency of the 
Engl i Hi Siccas; by which the company 1 offered heavy 
Ioffes, nth. That by his cruelties, he had rendered 
it Icandabus for the Engiifh to ftipport his tyrannic 
government any longer. 12th, And that by his 
mifeonduftj he had brought the affairs of the com¬ 
pany* as well as his own, into the moft imminent 
danger of being ruined.” 

It was all edged, chat each of thefe charges was 
a violation of that treaty * which put Mhir Jafter 
Alice Cawn in pofleffion of a government of more 
value than many kingdoms of Europe, fupporied 
by the Englift at the expence of their blood, until 
it became a fcandal and reproach to their name and 
nation - t of which we have authentic proofs f.

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The particular infiances of cruelty arc the vio¬ 
lent deaths oj'Coja Haddu and Cbffim Alice, two 
general ollicers j the brother of Su raj ah Dowla, and 
all that remained of his family ; which has been at- 
inbuitd to the jealoufy of the Soubah, who feared 
the Englilh would reftore that family to the throne. 

Is Augtift j 760, Henry Van fit tart, Efq-, arrived 
at Calcutta, and received the government from Mr. 
Holwdl, who alfo delivered him a manorial of the 

abuvementinned fads. 

Major Caillaud, on ihe 27th of February 1760, 
wrote a letter from the camp at Shahfadapore to go¬ 
vernor Ho! well, as follows: “ The more 1 fee of 
the Nabob, the morel am convinced, that he mult 
be mined in fpite of all our endeavors, if he doth 
not alter his prelenc men fares. lie is neither loved 
nor feared by his troops or his people: he negleds 
lecuring the one by thebadnefs of his payments, 
and he wants fpbit and ffaadinels to command the 
other.” 

On the j i ih of March, governor Hoi well wrote 
from Fort William to major Caillaud as follows : 
“ The judgment you have formed of the Nabob is too 
juft: weaknefs, irrdblucion, fufpicion, and cruelty, 
form his difpofition : what but the iflue you predict, 
can refill c from thefe, when joined to a molt ungra¬ 
cious and infolent demeanor, which has made him 
uni ver Lilly hated and defpifed ? We mull, however, 
fuppurt him and his government as long as we pof» 
fibly can, without involving ourfelves and employ¬ 
ers in his ruin.” 

On the iift, the governor wrote ro Mr. War- 
ren Haftfags, concerning the Nabob, That his 
irrefaltmon and fupinends, he much feared, would 
prove his deltruftion at hit.” He farther faid, that 
u he was from good authority informed, the Nabob 
had dilparched .1 trufty perfon with an abject peti¬ 
tion to the piince, purporting, that on advices reach- 
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ing him* that the Morattoes ill ten tied to enter the 
country by the way of Patna, he had fern his foa 
and the major to oppofe them: that it never was 
his intentions to oppofe his majefty's arms, to whom 
he was an old profefled (lave; but, by the evil 
councils of Rajahraro Narain, his ion Mhiran anti 
the major, had acted contrary to his intentions and 
orders; and that, if the prince de fired it, he was 
ready to furrender himfelf to his plcafure.” 

In another letter to captain Spears, dated Calcutta 
the 2 ad of March 1760, Mr. Hoi well fays, “ You 
are not only ever to be on your guard againft a fur- 
prifefrom the enemy, but alfo again ft: treachery from 
the Nabob himfelf; for which precaution I have 
particular reafons." 

In a letter to Mr. 11 ugh Watts, dated Fort William 
the :gth of March, governor Hoi well obferves, that 

The Nabob's inconli lUrtties and irrcfolution conti¬ 
nued very uniform, and would in the end prove his 
ruin, unlefe he had better !uc!; than he deferved,” 

Major Caillaud, in a letter to the prclidency, 
dated camp at BelgaIs, .April Sth, fays, " We have 
loft the only opportunity we had; nor indeed can 
we expeift much to improve opportunities, while we 
have to do with men, who arc as ignorant as obili- 
rate, and whofe troops art under no order or com¬ 
mand.” 

On the 15th, Mr. Hojwell wrote to the major, 
that “ He moft heartily pitied the embarrafild fltui¬ 
tion he muft necrflarily be in, with people who 
aianifefted them Pelves unworthy that government 
they had ufurped. That he muft confds, the Na¬ 
bob's whole condmft appeared to him much more 
myfterious than that of the prince v circumstanced 
as he was, he tnuft plan various fcheincs, and from 
the nature of things, his councils mult be attended 
with much confufion and irrcfolution. That the Na¬ 
bob's back ward nefs to engage him appeared abfoluteJy 
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unaccountable, unlefs it arofc from fome fecrct ne¬ 
gotiations, which it was poflible he might be carry¬ 
ing on with Ehe pr.nce to make his own peace at the 
expence of his friends.” He adds* “ J fhould not 
think, myfelf juflihed in this conjecture, nor have 
given credit lb readily to the petition lent by hint to 
the prince, did I not know him capable of any thing 
ever fo unworthy and treacherous.——-The pares 
a died by both the old and young Nabob, in the re¬ 
cent con ted with the Dutch, ought ever to awaken 
our apprehenfions, and urge being on our guard 
againft the politics of an Indoftan Durbar; the more 
especially, as we fee the party round the Nabob, 
who we know would cut our throats if they could, 
obtain every day more power and influence over his 
councils : men, who being railed as he him it: If was, 
from the dirr, can never vary the complexion or 
their groveling genius.” 

Major Caiilaud wrote to governor Holwell, from 
the camp at Dignagur on the fame day, as follows; 
“ It is a very unfortunate circumltance that we 
have to do with a weak man, who neither from 
principle nor merit deleaves the dignity of the Na¬ 
tion in which we have put him, and in which he 
would not remain twenty-four hours, if we were to 
withdraw our protection from him, and on which 
he lb much depends, that I am obliged to give him 
a guard of lepoys for the fafety of his perlbn \ it 
doth not appear to me, however, In juttice or in rea¬ 
son, that we ought to fupport him in the purfuic of 
unjq(tifiable meafurcs; fuch as he follows in regard 
to not difeharging the vaft arrears due to his troops, 
who ro a man have publicly declared, they will not 
draw their fwords in his caufe, and that only their 
fears of us prevent their ufing them againif him. 
The confequence will be, as to his part, that while 
he is not afraid of his head, he never will fitisfy 
them ; and to us, that though we may protect him 
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from immediate danger to his perfon, we mull re- 
hnquifh the hopes of feeing the country free from 
troubles, w hik he keeps a body of troops that he 
wilt n oi pay regularly* and over whom he con | e | " 
quently hath no command. 1 his rotten tyflem itiil 
we might in feme mealure fupporr, were wc always 
allured none but the country powers would difturb 
us: but it is more than probable, that the french 
or Dutch, if not both, may renew their attempts 
to be concerned ; and with much more probability 
of fuccefs from the diffracted hate of the country, 
while the Nabob continues to govern k lb ill/’ 

Os the aid, governor Hoi well wrote to major 
Caiitaud, “That fomething muft be done, and 
foon, to recover the currency of the trade of the 
provinces, or the company mud be toll; the file of 
their woollen goods was totally obtlrudled ; their 
invdlments in conTequence of this, and the una¬ 
voidable flop page of the tunkas wholly at a Hand, 
and not more chan a lack and halt in the creafury. 

Mr. IIglwell, on the rjth of June, wrote from 
Calcutta to Mr. Warren Hillings in the following 
words: “ By exprefs ye Herd ay from Dacca, we have 
advice, that the Soubah has taken off Ailyverdee and 
Shaw A met Khans Begums *. He lent a Jainmat- 
daar and ioo horfe, with orders to JeJTeraut Khan 
to cirry this bloody fchcinc into execution! Viich ft* 
pa rate orders to the Jamrrat-daar, in cafe JefTcraut 
Khan refufed obedience : he refufed afting any part 
in the tragedy, and left it to the other 5. who car¬ 
ried them out by night about two miles above the 
city in a boat, tied weights to their legs, and threw 
them overboard : they llruggled for fame time, and 
held by the gun wall of the boat, but by ftrokes ott 
their heads with laities, and cutting of their hands, 
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they funk.—Thefe arc the acts of the tyger v.'c are 
lupporting and fighting tor.” 

Mi. Hastings, on the 3 i ft, wrote from Ma¬ 
raud -baag to governor 1 lot well, as follows : “The 
relation tranfmitred to me in your letter of the 13th 
or the murder ot the two Begums, iilltd me with 
horror and aftomfhment; but how were thofe fenfa- 
cions increafed, when upon inquiry I was told* that 
not only the two wretched jfufferers ab-ovementioned, 
but the w hole family* to the number of nine per- 
ions, had undergone the fame fare—I have hitherto 
hrcn generally an advocate for the Nabob, whofe 
extortions and op pre Axons I imputed to the necefiity 
or the times, and want of oecunomy in his revenues; 
but if this charge again ft him be true, no argument 
can ejtcule or paIIlaic fo atrocious and complicated 
a villainy, nor our fupporting fuch a tyrant.” 

Subsequent advices brought the true ftate of 
thrlc terrible murders, as follows: Goffeta Begum, 
v-idow of Shaw A met .Jung-, Emna Begum, mo¬ 
ther to the Nabob Surajud Dowla, and widow to 
Geyrtde Amet Khan Morad Dowla, the fon of 
Patlha Kopiy Khan, adopted by the Shaw Amet 
Jung; LutJen Nefia Begum, widow of Surajud 
Dowla *, and her infant daughters by that Nabob ; 
Thefe unhappy fufferers peri fixed all in one night at 
Dacca, in the manner mentioned by Mr. Hoi well, 
with about twenty of their women of inferior note; 
but it was Taid AUeverdy Khan's Begum by fome 
means c leaped this mafhicre of her whole family. 
A conci’ivfd though groundlefs jealoufy of Morad 
Dowla’s making his ell:ape from his confinement in 
Dacca, was the caufe of this infernal carnage; to 
which may be added the murder of Abdel Ohsb 
Khan, and "i ar Mahomet; the former was' way- 
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laid and murdered, by the SoubatTs order, on the 
Ramna, on pretence of’ a confpiracy, in March 
l/Go-, and the latter, a favorite of Su rajah Dow la, 
was aJlafTmated in pretence of M hi ran, in April 
following. 

On the 24th of May, governor Holwell wrote to 
major Caillaud: as follows. : “ Hitherto our conduct 
in Supporting the Sou ball's government can hardly 
be vindicated to our employers, the more efpccially 
fince his flagrant and known breach of the treaty * 
hit year, not only by his invitation of the Dutch 
forces from Batavia, but by his fhameful and in* 
fin cere conduit and dealing with us after their ar¬ 
rival, and to this hour refpe&ing that people ; the 
weaknefs and inconfiftency of his whole politics dur¬ 
ing the courfe of this campaign, joined to the re¬ 
peated cruelties, murders, and oppreffions, daily 
committed by him or his ion on individuals the 
univerfal deteftaoon of Jus government throughout 
the provinces % the obvious certainty of theft trou¬ 
bles in the country continuing without interruption, 
wbilft this family exifts at the head of it: all thefe, 
with many ocher eonfideradons, demonft rates we 
cannot longer, confident with what we owe to the 
company, to natural ju (Vice, and propriety, and to 
the Englifh name, fupport a fyftem of ufurpation 
and tyranny, which reflects difhonar on it, and 
mud, if perfifted in, involve our honorable employ¬ 
ers and our colony in a fpeedy ruin.—The more we 
tee of this government, the more is verified your 
own juft obtervation at your fidt knowledge of it, 
that it is rotten to the core: what then can be ex¬ 
pected from a fyftem rotten to the very heart of ir, 
in every fcnte ? Ruin mult attend the family, in 
Ipite of our efforts to fave them i and we mult as 
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allured !y be partakers in a greater or Ms degree 
i hereof, to fay nothing of our drawing our fword i n 
fuppon of fuch a fyftem, again ft the legal, though 
unfortunate prince of the country, from whom c- 
very advantage and emolument we can wifti tor the 
company, is tendered to us, without limitation.” 

Major CaiiUud wrote from the camp ar Balkif- 
trn’s gardens to governor Holwell at Calcutta, on 
the ay;h of May, as follows : “ No new revolution 
can rake place without a certainty of troubles i and 
a revolution will certainly be the confequence, when¬ 
ever we withdraw our pro t eft ion from the Sou bah : 
ivc cannot in prudence neither leave this revolution 
to chance ; we mull in fomc degree be inftrumental 
to bringing it about. In fuch a cafe, it is very pof- 
Cblc we may raife a man 10 the dignity juft as unfit 
to govern, as little to be depended upon, and in 
fhort, as great a rogue as our Nabob; but perhaps 
not fo great a coward, nor fo great a fool, and of 
con&quence much more difficult to manage. As 
10 the iujuflicc of iuppOrting this man, on account 
of his cruelties, oppreffions, and his being detefted 
in his government, I fee fo little chance, in this 
blrfied country, of finding a .man endued with the 
oppofitc virtues, that l think, we may put up with 
ihefc vices, with which we have no concern, if In 
other matters wc find him fitted for our purpofe.— 
You have, no doubt, received advice from Mr. 
Haftings, that Ahdallah hath fent orders to ihe 
Several powers, to acknowledge the prince as king 
of lndoftan, by the name of Shaw Allum : rupees 
are ftruck by his order at Barurras and Lucknow, 
in that name: orders are alfo given to Sujah Dow- 
Jatt, to accept the poll of vizier; and our Nabob 
hath got, it is faid, inftruftions to acknowledge 
him, and pay him the obcifance due to the king of 
kings, as he is ft i led.” The major then adds, 
•* You are well acquainted with the caufc which 

fit ft 
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firft gave rife to the prefent fhsrc of influence which 
we enjoy in this part of the Mogul's empire; a juft 
refentmetu for injuries received, was ihe firft mo¬ 
tive that induced us to make a trial of our ftrength ; 
the cafe with which we faceteded enlarged our 
views, and made us chearfully embrace all oppor¬ 
tunities of increafing that i mere ft and influence, 
both on account of the advantages which accrued 
from it to the honorable company, as likcwiJc the 
hopes that it might in time prove a Iburce of benefit 
and riches to our country. Such were, [ believe, 
the motives of colonel Clive’s actions during his ad- 
rrtiuiftration: fuch, I believe, were the views of 
the honorable company, when they lb)icited and 
obtained colonel Cootc’s regiment from the govern¬ 
ment ; and fucli, 1 am certain, ii the plan which 
the colonel propoles, on his return, to purf’ue and 
to fupport, in hopes to convince the mini ft ry and 
ihe company, as he is convinced himltfi, that it 
they pleafe to fupport his project, it will prove of 
the greateft advantage to the public, 1 ' 

Governor Hoi well, on the t+th of June, wrote 
to major Calllaud, that 11 the country would never 
be in a fettled, peaceful Hate, while the Nabob’s 
family continued at the head of it:—but if matters 
Ihould chance to come into treaty, a ratification of 
colonel Clivc*s jagler mu ft not be forgot. rt 

Mr. Holwell aTo wrote to Mr. 'mya't, that 
*< they could not be too much upon their guard a* 
gainft the government, at that very critical period % 
for he perfi'ftly knew it capable of the molt fitperb- 
tive bakin' fs and treachery.” 

Captain Knox obtained feme advantage over 
Caudim HofleinKhan ; after which major Calibi'd 
Crofted the river with the Nabob, and west in lull 
purfuit of the fame enemy far feverai days. En¬ 
cumbered by his crcafgjc, and a great quantity of 
baggage, Caudim Hoflem was much impeded in 
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his retreat, and retired )b (low, that the major, on 
the afith of June, was in fight of his rear-guard, 
near Faunch-ruckee, Caudim HoJFcin then Itruck 
his camp, wherein he left twelve pieces of cannon, 
and continued on his way until he came to the ex¬ 
tremity of a large plain, bordered by a thick grove, 
and Tome villages, which covered part of his troops; 
where he made a hale, and drew up his cannon, The 
Englifti did the fame upon the plain, and a mutual 
cannonading enfued. Previous to this, major Cai!- 
laud lent repeated mi (Pages to the Nabob, who re¬ 
mained a confide r able di (lance in the rear, imme¬ 
diately to di (patch a body of cavalry, to Pop the 
enemy and keep them in play, and not fufFer fo fair 
an occafion to Ik irretrievably loft; urging how 
impofiible it was for men on foot, fatigued with a 
long march, to attempt to purfuc boric. But the 
Nabob continued deaf to the major’s remon ft ranees.; 
and, inftead of fending him the leaft alfiftance, 
formed his troops above a mile in the rear, and there 
waited looking on until the enemy quitted the field. 
From the commencement of the cannonading until 
the firing ceafed, it was about four hours; but lit¬ 
tle execution was done on either fide. The enemy 
appeared twice in a large body, coming down upon 
the EnglUh ; but, on their advancing, immediately 
retreated. They were drove from the villages, and 
abandoned feven more pieces of cannon, and as 
many camels loaded with rockets. During the ac¬ 
tion, which probably was a feint, the enemy found 
means to unload all their hackeries of their treafure, 
Gcnanah, and other valuable effects, and to place 
them upon camels and elephants, with which they 
went oft, having a!fo left all their empty hackeries 
behind them. Nothing could induce the Nabob, 
even after all was over, to fend a body of horfe to 
intercept them in their retreat, which might have 
been eftefted with little hazard. 


Governor 
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Governor Hoi well, on the id of JuTjr t wrote 
to Mr. Amyatt as follows : 11 No money, no goods, 
no credit even wish that government we are lupport* 
ing} which on the contrary, in place of advancing, 
in this di It retied date of our affairs, ohJlruds and 
embarralll'S us on every occallon, in the collection 
of the rimckas which are our due, and is capable 
of refuting us a perwannah for a year or two’s chi- 
nam co finilh our new works. To form to you a 
com pleat idea of Mahomet jafficr Aly Khan, he is 
now, at this very juncture, \y hi I ft we are rifking 
our own throats to lave h;$, in llcret negodation 
with the Moratroes, to introduce a body of 25 or 
30,000 of them into the provinces: and he has 3- 
greed to pay them twelve lack in three months.” 

The young Nabob Mluran was luddenly killed 
to his tent by a flafh of lightning*, which it was 
thought would octillion commotions in the pro¬ 
vinces, Governor Hoi well paid every cul tomary 
compliment to the memory of that prince at Calcut¬ 
ta; fitch as minute guns, and colors of the fort and 
fhips hoi (fed half mail. He a I To wrote a letter of 
condolattce to rhe old Nabob, whom he advifrd 
“ 10 throw himfelf into the arms of Mhir Coffim 
Aly Khan and Roy Dooluh; and difinifs from his 
councils thofe two vipers, Aga Sal ah of Cutcock, 
and Rajah Bui lob, as well as that infamous inftru- 
ment of his cruelties, Chuccon,” 

Such was the fixation of affairs when Mr. Van- 
fittart arrived at Calcutta, and received the govern¬ 
ment from Mr, Hot well, who gave him a full 
knowledge of the lunation of the provinces, and the 
Hate of the company’s affairs. The nelitlt was, a 
declaration from governor Vanfittarc, that one or 
other of Mr. Holwell’s plans mail be purfued, with¬ 
out Ids of time, to fave the country and company 
from impending ruin. Colonel Caillaud was imme¬ 
diately ordered from Patna to join their councils :

and Mr, Holwetl received frequent letters from 
Mhir Mahomet CoiEm Aly Khan *> containing the 
ftrungeft profcffions and afi'ui ances in favor of the 
company, if by their lop port, he was promoted to 
the fucce ili >jn of Dew an nee, and other pods enjoyed 
by the late China Nabob, his brother-in-law, 
Cossim Aly Kuak obtained permiflion tromthc 
N abob to come to Calcutta, where he arrived on 
the 40th ot September, and had a conference with 
Mr Hoi well on the a«rh, when he dilcovered his 
views were mure ex ten live than had been imagined. 
He urged the repeated treacherous conduct of the 
Sou bah, and the late young Nabob to the Englilh, 
who had been not only their creators, but their fup- 
port and preservers - t expatiated on their cruelties 
and murders, and the universal abhorrence of the 
people again ft the Soubah and his hogfe; dwelt much 
on his pcrfonal ingratitude to himfelf, in two at¬ 
tempts which he had made on Ins life, at the mitiga¬ 
tion of the late young Nabob ; exclaimed again ft the 
ferret negotiation he had carried on with the Shah 
Zadda and the Dutch j communicated the private or¬ 
ders he had received from the Soubah, when he was 
fentdown again ft the Dutch, to favor them, in contra¬ 
diction ro the public ones, tranlmitted by the Soubah 
at that time to Mr. Hulwcli i doling the introduc¬ 
tion with faying, that the Soubah was incapable of 
government; that no faith or truft could be put in 
bim i and that, if he was not taken o!F, it would 
never be in his power to render the company thole 
fur vices which he had fo much at heart, 

Mr. Holwlll exprdled much aftonifhmcnt and 
abhorrence at the overture, and replied, that howe¬ 
ver little the Soubah deferred consideration, yet the 
honor of the company, and the Englilh name, for¬ 
bid their hearkening to any attempts againil his life

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or dignity. Coflim Afy Khan acquicfced with evi¬ 
dent diflatisfaftiutl of countenance ; and only add¬ 
ed, that as he had no fupport but the Englilh, he 
mult fubmit to the if meafures: however, they at 
laft agreed upon the foil owing articles •. 

I. That Cofiim Aly Khan Ihalt be inverted 
with the Dl: wanner, be declared Chut a Nabob, and 
fuccefToTr in the Soubafnip to Mhir Jalfier Aly Khan, 
and enjoy ail the ports pofieflcd by the late young 
Nabob. — R. That all ads of the government ihali 
run under the Teals of, and in the name of, Mhir 
jaffier Aly Khan: but the executive power fliould 
reft in Cofiim Aly Khan ; the dignity of the Souba 
fo remain inviolable in the pcrftm of the former, 
with an allowance of one lack of rupees a month, 
for the fupport of Ids booth old and expences. —■ 
III. That Cofiim Aly Khan fhall pay and make 
good the balance of the tunka’s, as lately adjufteU 
with Omid Koy, on the part of Jaffier Aly Khan, 
— rV, That the company fhall keep up a Handing 
force, for the defence of the government and pro¬ 
vinces, confiftiog of eight thouiand fepoys, two thou- 
find European toot, two thoufend country cavalry, 
and five hundred European horie.- — V, That to en¬ 
able the company to keep up the above Handing 
force, the countries of Burdomaan, Mldnapore, Chit- 
tygang, and half the annual produce of the Chinan* 
at Sillet, (hall be ceded to the company in perpetuity." 

The above five articles contained the full tenor 
and cflentials of the treaty: but a fixth article, prdFed 
by Mr. Hoi well, « That Cofiim Aly Khan Ihould 
concur with the Englifti in acknowledging the 
rights of the Shah Zaddah to the throne of lndof-

ran,” was left dormant, and to be adjured as fu¬ 
ture events fhould point out. 

These articles were unanimoufly approved of oy 
the committee, and the treary was interchangeably 
finned, on the 27th of September, by them on the 
one pjrt, and by Mahomet Coflim Aly Khan Ba¬ 
lder on the other. On the a^th, he made an en¬ 
tertainment for the governor and council, and ths 
next day returned to the Nabob. I he lame morn¬ 
ing, Mr. Hoi well took his leave of the board, and 
resigned the fervice. 

Major York marched a few days after, at the 
head of two hundred Europeans, four cannon, and 
fix hundred fcpoys, that be might be near enough 
to protea Co Him Aly Khan, ir there ihould be oc- 
cafion. Governor Vanfitcare and colonel Calllaud 
followed foon after, and arrived at the city with 
the detachment, which took up their quarters at 
Moradbaag, on the oppoGte fide of the river to 
Mourflicd^bad, where the Nabob, on the iSih ot 
Oaober, paid a vifit to governor Vanfittart, w ho 
reprefented to him, “ the bad management of his 
mini tiers *, the mi I cries and universal difa faction 
of the country, and the defperate date of his, as 
well as the company’s affairs. ’ 

The Nabob feemed much affected i and, at lau, 
confefled hunfclf, through age and grief for the late 
fofs of his fon, incapable of ItrUggUng alone agatnft 
fo many difficulties. He de fired time to confute 
with his friends, which was granted ; but he made 
abadufeofiti which determined governor VanUt- 
l art immediately to act upon the Nabob & fears.

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There could not be a better opportunity, than 
that the night of the 19th afforded, it being thecon- 
ciufton of the genrou fealt, when all the principal 
people of that raft would be fatigued with their ce¬ 
remonies. Accordingly, governor VanGtrart agreed 
with major Caifhud, that he fbould crofs the river 
with the detachment, between three and four in the 
morning? and having joined CoJUm Aly Khan and 
his people, march to Lite Nabob’s palace, and fur- 
round jt jull at day break, being extremely ds' 
lirnus to prevent any diLlurbanoeor blood (bed. 

The governor wrote a letter to the Nabob, which 
the colonel was to fend in to him at a time as he 
fhouid think molt expedient. Mcafurcs were alio 
taken to i'dzc the pcrlons df the three unworthy mi- 
nifters, and place Cofbm Aly Khan in the full ma¬ 
nagement of all the affairs, in quality of deputy and 
fucceftbr to the Nabnb. The neceffary preparations 
being accordingly made w ith ail the care and fecrecjr 
polTible, the colonel embarked with the troops; 
joined CoOlm Aly, Khan without any alarm, and 
marched into the courtyard of the palace ju(l at die 
proper intlant. The gates of the inner-court bclnp; 
fhur, the colonel formed his men without, and fent 
governor Vanfiitart’s letter to the Nabob, who was 
at firft in a great rage, and long threatened he would 
make what refinance he could, and take his fate. 

Colonel Cailhud forbore all acts of haftilitv, and 
lever ai meflages palled between him and the Nabob. 
The affair remained in this doubtful ftate about rtvu 
hours, when the Nabob fent a meflage to Cofmit 
Aly Khan, informing him, He was ready to lend 
him the ferals and all the enfigns of dignity, and i > 
order the Nobuc to be llruck up in has name ? pro¬ 
vided he would agree to take the whole charge nf 
government upon him, t.» difeharge alt the arrears 
due to the troops, to pay the ulna! revenues to the 
king, to fave ids life and honor, and give him au 
allowance fulTkknt for his maintenance.”

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All thele conditions being agreed to, Cofnirt 
Aly Khan was proclaimed, and theotd Nabob came 
out to the colonel, declaring, he depended upon 
him for his life- The troops then took pofleffion of 
all the gates ; and notice being feni to governor 
Yanfircarr, he immediately repaired to the palace, 
and was met in the gate-way by the old Nabob, 
v ho afked, " if his psribn was Tafe ?” Which Teem¬ 
ed then to be all his concern. Governor Vanfittart 
told him, u that not only his perTon was iafe, but 
liis government too, ir he pleated, of which it was 
never intended to deprive him,” The Nabob an- 
hvered, 41 that lie had no more- bufinefs at the city j 
(hat he fiiould be in conimuat danger from Coflim 
Alv Khan ; and thac if he was permitted to go and 
live at Calcutta, he Jhould be extremely happy and 
contented.' ' 

Thoit.h governor Vanfktart could not help la¬ 
menting this hidden fall of the Nabob, he was not 
furry for this propofol, as he knew a hairs w r uuld be 
much better managed without him ; and his retain¬ 
ing the ieaft Ihare of audiority could not fail to 
taulc fuch perplexities as might prove of fatal con- 
fequtnce, 

Cossjm Aly Kh.ym, or AIIce Cawn, was accord¬ 
ingly feated on the Muiuud, or throne, and gover¬ 
nor Vanfiirart congratulated him in the ulus I form. 
All the Jcmmadars and perfons of diftinefion at the 
city, came immediately to make their acknowledg¬ 
ments to the new Sou bah ■, and in the evening every 
thing wax as perfectly quiet, as if no change had 
happened. The people Teemed much plealtrd with the 
revolution, which had this peculiar felicity attend¬ 
ing it, that it Witt brought about without the I cafe 
difturbance in town, or a drop of blood fpiit. 

The old Nabob did not think himfdf fafe for 
one night in the city % (o that his fucceflbr Supplied 
him with boats, and permitted him to take away 
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n$ many of his woman as lie defired, which he did 
to the number of about fmy, with a reatonabte 
quantity of jewels. Governor Van fitcart fur milled 
him with a itrong efcort of Europeans and fepoys* 
and intended to lodge him at Hecrajccl; but lie 
would not trait him leif there,, and begged lie might 
deep in his boats, which was granted. The next 
day, be was vifited by governor Vanfntart and co¬ 
lonel Catltaad, when he appeared eafy, and recon ¬ 
ciled to the lols of a power, which be owned to be 
rather a burthen than pleasure, and too much for 
his abilities to manage, ftnee the death of his Ion: 
in fadfc, the enjoyment of the remainder of his days 
tn fecurity, under the EnglSfh protection,, ieemed. 
10 be the chief objrft of his withes. 

On the morning of the 2 ad, he let out for Cal¬ 
cutta, and artived there 011 the 29th, when he was 
met by a depuration from the council, and treat¬ 
ed with every mark of rdpeCl due to his farmer 
dignity.

T H U S JafEer Alice Cawn, whom the Englifh. 

had placed on the throne of Bengal in 1757 % 
was deputed by them in 1760, and his (on-in -law 
Coflim A lire Cawn +, promoted ro that dignity. 
The old Nabob was protected by the prefidency at 
Calcutta i while they permitted Ids fuccdlbr to re¬ 
concile him rdf to the Shah Zadda, who had been 
declared Mogul emperor, by the name of Shah Al- 
lum ; loon alter which, a pertHt tranquility was 
reftored throughout the three provinces of Bahar* 
Bengal, and Qrixa. 

The new Soubah was a man of more fenfe, cun¬ 
ning, and courage than his father-in-law. He ced¬ 
ed a large traft of land to the Englifh company, 
worth no lefs than the fum of [even hundred thou¬ 
sand pounds a year J; to which may be 3dded lemr- 
ty thou land pounds more for the Zemindaries of Cal¬ 
cutta and of the twenty-fourth furgunnah. How¬ 
ever, he knew from experience, what diftrefs his 
prcdcceflor had been thrown into, by the Englifh 
privilege of carrying on the inland trade, without be¬ 
ing lobjeft to any duties, and by the extenfivc ufe 
they had made of that privilege; therefore, from the 
moment he was fet on the Mo (hud, he re Solved to 
put an end to it; but lie fore law that he could not 
do this without coming to an open breach with the 
Englith, ior which nr a Ion he would not attempt it* 
until he had provided for his defence.

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For this purpoft, as Toon as the peace of his 
country was eftablifhed, he removed the feat of his 
government from Muxadabad to Mon ghee r, near 
two hundred miles up the river, that the Englifh 
might not be perpetual eye-witntffes to his prepara¬ 
tions. Here he began to fortify the town with the 
wtmoft expedition : he fee many of his people to 
work in making fire-locks in Head of match-locks, 
which they had always before made uie of; and in 
preparing a field artillery, according to the Englifii 
model. He alfo took as many of the Englifh l"e* 
poys into his ferviccas he could meet with, and em¬ 
ployed them in reaching his people the European 
military difcipltne for infantry, which experience 
among them, and his own good fenfe, had fhewn 
him to be of much more fervke in war than caval¬ 
ry. He completed the fortifications of Patna, on the 
fide of the Englifh factory: and lafily, on ibme 
pretence or other, he had cut off or imprilaned eve¬ 
ry grandee in his dominions, that had Jliewn any 
warm afieftk-n for the Englifh. 

As the Stn;bah met with no oppofitton, nor fi> 
much as a remonftrance, againft his preparing for 
war in the lime of profound peace, and as the Eng- 
glifh had difbanded moft of their fepoys before the 
end of 1762, he thought hjmldf in a condition not 
to fear any thing the Englifh could do againft him : 
therefore he began to carry his defign againft their 
freedom of trade into execution, by flopping their 
people’s goods at the barriers, and in lilting upon 
their paying the cuftomiry duties. 

Governor Vanlittart and Mr. Mailings went to 
Mongheer, to have a conference with the Sou bah, 
to obtain red refs, and fettle regulations of trade for 
the future. A temporary redrds was agreed upon ; 
and the Englifii gentlemen returned to Calcutta: 
but, in January 1763, the Nabob began to exaft 
duties at Dacca and other Englifh factories, which 
H h 3 gave 
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gave the Engli(h a great alarm* and obliged them to 
oppofe the Nabob they had lb lately made. 

Tnira another war was commenced between ths 
Engtilb prefidency of Calcutta, and the new Nabob 
of Bengal; while a general and definitive treaty of 
peace was concluded in Europe, between the crowns 
ot Great Britain and France, on the ioth of Fe¬ 
bruary 1763. 1 he following is a brief and autlirn- 

tic recapitulation ot the principal iranfe&iong be¬ 
tween the company 4 * officers and the new Soubah *.

Among thele lall were found all the artillery, 
and moll of the lores ol the Patna detachment : and within 
fbiue days after the aflion, between Gxfcy and feventy of the 
men, who were taken prisoners at Pat mi, and had been en¬ 
gaged by fool means and fair* to ferve the enemy’s gun:, ft- 
turned to their colon. 

Immediately after this battle she major advanced with lie 
army near 10 Rajamaul, about three or four miles Jfxom whkh 
place the enemy had thrown op a llrong entrenclimenl from 
the hills to the river* and for the forcing of which it was judg* 
td moil proper* for enfuringthe fafety of the troops* to carry

Major Adams, in htf letter!* where be gaveati account of 
hta fcvcralcngftgcmeou with the enemy, bellowed jultprailcs 
to major Carnac* m&jar Kno*, and other officers, who diFtin- 
guifhed thcnsfelvcs, as well a* to the officer* and troop* in ge¬ 
neral, lor their gallant behaviour . 

Governor VnnJitiarf, after the dote of the foregotng ad- 
Tices, wrote, that as the friends of the gentlemen, priinner* 
with the late Nabob Coftlm Aly* would be anxious 10 hate a 
certain account of them* he innfknilted the copy of a letter to 
major Adams, from Meffi Kills and Hay, dated at Faina the 
j^lh ofOttober, mentioning, that the number of prisoners wai 
Af), who were taking measures for the pnnrhafe of their deli¬ 
verance. On the major’* ncaier approach towards Patna* that 
fsjTjcer was alfo eedeavnuring to cffeflt lb deferable an events— 
Governor Yanituri afterward* advifed the rtdu^Una ol 
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to execute his infamous Orders, which he under- 
took with a company of fepoys trained up by 
himielf. Forty-nine gentlemen, of whom twenty* 
Me were in irons, were mimfered in one hnulc, 
wlih about hhj fiddlers in irons : and nine gentle- 
men, with the remaining part of the Engliflwwn 
who were priJoners, were put to death m other 
parts of tlic country where they were confined, a- 
moumtng in the whole to about two hundred, 
Docroa [■ u Her ton was the only per Ion who e* 
fcaped from Patna, having received a pardon from 
Comm Alice Cawn a few days before the maflacre 
of the Englifh •.

Tub fugitive Coflim Alice Cav/n was protected 
by the Shah Zadda, who was defeated by the Eng- 
lifh troop?, commanded by major Hcftor Monro, 
on the 23d of October 1764, at Buifar, where he 
obrained a complete victory over the king and vizier 
of Indofkm, whole army confiftcd of fitly chou- 
fand men, of whom fix thoufand were killed, and 
all the reft difperfed.

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Such was the foliation of affairs in India,, when 
lord Clive embarked from England, on the 3d of 
June 1764, to realtome the command in Bengal, 
where it is not doubted, but his p re fence will fettle 
ci'cry thing to the honor of the Britifli nation, and 
the advantage of the Englifli Eaft*India company *. 

As to what concerns the Englifo Eaft-lndia com* 
pany by the general treaty of peace, ( have only to 
make the foIWing obfervations* for the conclulloa 
of this w ork. 

The two grand objefts of the company, even 
from the time of commencing the negotiation, un¬ 
der Mr. Pitt’s admin i ft ration, had contlanriy been; 
firft, “ A total ejrclufion of the French from Ben¬ 
gal, where the company enjoyed extenfive and va¬ 
luable pofleffions, and from whence they derived 
their moll profitable and valuable trade.” Second* 
“ In the rcflituEion of French territories, to fix fuch 
a period as would leave them nothing more than 
places of trade, without a fingle acquifolon of ter¬ 
ritory by conqudi or grant from the country pow¬ 
ers j and it was thought, that the year 1744 or 1745 
would dft&ually anfwer that purpofe.” 

This was the firft time the Britifti government 
undertook to make a peace for the Fait-India com¬ 
pany | and by the preliminary articles of peace, be¬ 
tween the kings of Great Britain* France and 
Spain, (rgned at Fomainbleau, the 3d of Novem¬ 
ber tj 6 z, it was ftipulated as follows : 

Article X. “ In the F,ai»-lndics, Great Bri¬ 
tain fo all rdf ore to France the fever at comptoirs 
which chat crown had, on the toaft of Coromandel, 
as well as on that of Malabar, and alfo in Bengal*

This article was objected to, and with great 
rcat’on : but it was reflilied in the definitive treaty 
of peace, between his Britannic majefly, the moft 
Chriftian king, and the king of Spain, conclud¬ 
ed at Paris, the 10th day of February 1763* w here¬ 
by it was (Updated as follows: 

Article XI, ** In the Eaft Indies, Great Britain 
Ihatl redone France, in the condition they arc 
now in, the different factories, which that crown pof- 
felled, as well on the coaft of Coromandel and O- 
rixa, as on that of Malabar, as alfo in Bengal, at 
the beginning of the year 1749- His moft Chriftian 
majefty (hall reftore, on his fide, ail that he may 
have conquered from Great Britain in the Raft In¬ 
dies during the prefent war, and will oeprefly caul’c

Tuns I am come to a condufton of the war car¬ 
ried on by the Englifh and French in the Eaft In¬ 
dies, lirft as auxiliaries to the princes of the country, 
and afterwards as declared enemies, for the fpace 
of eight years wherein the Engtiih troops acquired 
immortal honor for their king and country, and 
great advantages for the Englifh Eaft India com¬ 
pany i which I heartily with may be happily main¬ 
tained, honorably fupported, and prudently io- 
creaftd. 
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
